HE traveller who wishes to visit the banks of 
this interesiting river , shcmkl procuFC as many 
letters of rteommenclation as he can, since thej 
are often the only means of obtainixig a view of 
curious objects. 

Spring and autumn are the most agreeable 
seasons for undertaking this journeys but if 
the traveller likewise wishes to form an idea of . 
the life led at the bathing-places ^ he should visit 
them in the months of July and August. 

He must take care to provide himself with 
a proper passport, as the police are almost 
as strict in Germany as in France ) and he must 
beware of the numerous agents of the police » 
who are ever ready to impose on the unwary. 

Those who wish to enjoy all the beauties 
which the Ehine presents f cannot perform the 
whole journey eiljier inacarriage, on horseback^

or in a boat, but will be obliged to yary tbe • 
mode of trayeUiog according to circamstaaces. 
It will be most adyisable for the traveller to 
determine on certain places^ sucb as Majence^ 
Bingen, Coblentz, etc., as central points^ whence 
he may make excursions in the environs. If 
the traveller intends going by water from May-^ ( 
enc^t should take'care not to embark in any 
of tlie small boats, as they are often very much 
out of repair \ and instances are known where 
Iioatmen haye designedly procured a very shat- 
tered one, in order that they might get posses- 
sion of the traveller's luggage* The best way is 
to go in the yachts. An account of the yarious 
diligences, yachts, etc., will be found in the 
descriptions of the principal places^ in the suc- 
ceeding part of the work. \ 

If the traveller lands, to visit beautiful valleys, ' 
mountains, or ironworks^ he should always take 
a guide. One recommended by the innkeeper^ 
at whose house he disembarks, willbe preferable. 

The traveller will hnd the ^best inns the 
dieapest.

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JOURNEY 

FROM H£IB£LBERG TO BADEN AND THE MURO- 
THAL, THROUGH BRUCHSAL , DURLACH, 
CARLSROUHE^ AND RASTADT. 



The traveller may go by way of Mannheim aud 
SchwetziDgen, or by Wissloch and Carlsrouhe* 
The first road is about four leagues longer than 
the oilier. Spring and autumn are the most 
pleasant seasons to undertake this journey. 

Three leagues from Heidelberg is the small 
town of JVissloch^ where there is a fountain of 
mineral water. 

Inn . The Three Kings . 

The village of Altu^issloch^ situated east of this 
town, still exhibits ti^aces of a road constructed 
by the Romans. These are two of the most 
ancient places in the country. 

It is about two leagues from Wissloch to 
Langenbriickenj wbefe there is a fountain of 
mineral water and a good inn, the Sun. 

Bruqhsal is situated one league from Lan- 
genbriicken. It is a small town on 'the Saale, 
or Salza, and was formerly the residence o^ the 
prinees who were bishops of Spire. The most 
remarkable objects ai e,— 1 . The castle^ whence 
there is a fine view of the plain through which 
the Rhine runs. — 2. The Chwch of St. Peter f 
containing the tombs of the late bishops. — 
3. The Hospital; which is under excellent re- 
gulations; and is used for surgical instruction.— 
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4* A tes^oir of water, eftUed Wasserbnrg. — 

5. The salt-works, and three buildings con- 
nected with them^ erected in 1748. 

Inns. The best in this town are^ the Conrt of 
Baden, the Sun, and the Rose. 

Durlach is situated four leagues irom Bruch- 
sal. The road passes dirough the delightfol 
Tillage of FTeingarten, where there are the ruins 
of an old castte^ which formerly belonged to 
the noble ftmily of Schmalensteio. At a totj 
short distance from this village is theStahlbuheJ^ 
which was a court of justice. 
• DuRLACH was once the capital of the country 
of Baden-Durlach, and for a loug time the re- 
sidence of the Margrares of that branch. The 
castle is old and inconsiderable, but the garden 
near it contains seyeral Roman antiquities ; such 
as fiye mile-stones, erected during the reigns of 
the Emperors Caracalla, Heliogabalus, and Alex- 
ander Severus ; an altar of Hercules, in good 
presenration ; another altar, the bas-reli^ of 
which are efiFaced ; a sepulchral stone ; and 
several other stones, ornamented with figures. 
On the mountain of ThumAergy contiguous to 
this town, is an old tower, generally supposed 
to have been a Roman watch -post, whence 
there is a charming prospect. On this moun- 
tain also are the ruins of an ancient castle, 
which belonged, in the ilth century, to the 
Couiottslctfia^eberg. .The town has a manu- 
factory of china. " 

/ Inns. The Carlsbourg and the Flower. 
A beautiftd avenue of poplars, planted in 
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{FROM HEIDSLBJBAG 



rows, leads from Durlacli to Carlsrouhe^ whicU ' 
is a league distant. The road passes on one 
side the Abbey of Gottes^Ausy which has be- 
longed to the crown since the Reformation. 

Carlsrouhe is situated one league from the 
Rhine, in the Forest of Hartwald, which covers 
part of the town on the, north and west. In 
1715 was laid the .first foimdation of a hunting 
seat ; and in the environs the present town has 
gradually risen, which now contains twenty-four 
streets and fourteen thousand inhabitants. 

The principal objects worthy of notice are,— - 
1 . The Castle ; from the tower of which^ caUed 
Bleythurm^ there is a very extensive view of 
the town and its environs. In this castle is 
the libra^ of the court, a very complete cabi- 
net of natural history, and a lew fine pictures. 
— 2. The New Cburcli of the Catholics, an an- 
cient building. — 3. The liutberan Church.— 
4. A Gallery of Pictures ; ^hich contains, be- 
sides a great number of curious paintings, a 
very fine collection of engravings and draw- 
ings, as well as statues^ and other figures, cast 
from tbe best ancient models. A drawing-school 
forms part of this estabUshment, tbe whole of 
which is under the direction of M. Becker 
5- The Museum, where balls and concerts are 
given duruig the winter. Strangers can only 
obtain admittance by an introduction from one 
of the members of the society wbo meet there. 
— (i. The Architectural School, under the direc- 
tion of M« Weinbrenner, an architect of dis- 
tinguished talent. — 7 . The Vetery^ary School , 
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directed by Dr. Teuffel, equally celebrated as 
a physician ^mA an author .-*-8. The Lyceum. 
*— 9. The Botanic Garden, containiDg six thou- 
sand kinds of plants, under the direction of 
the counsellor of the court, Gmelin.~*iO. The 
Garden of the Const and the Pheasant Walk. 
~1 1 . The Garden of the Margrayine (mother 
of the grand duke), which is laid out in 
the English style, and has a Gothic chapel, 
containing seyeral pictures, and the beauti* ' 
fol monument tliat the Margravine erected 
to the memory of her husband, who died 
near Arboga in Sweden. From the tower of 
this chapel there is a fine view. — 12. The 
beautiful House of the Countess of Hochberg, 
with a yery tasteful Garden. In this house is 
a large and elegant hall, decorated with land- 
scapes, painted by Kunz. — 15. The Philoso- 
phical Cabinet, in the Lyceum, which is under 
the able superintendance of Counsellor Bock- 
mann. — 14. The Theatre, constructed by Wein- 
brenner, in the style of the ancient Roman 
theatres. The decorations are superb, and the 
wardrobe is excellent. The usual days of re- 
presentation are Sunday, Tuesday, and Thurs- 
oay. — 15. The Establishment for poUshing and 
culling agates, marble, crystals, and. jewels.— • 
16. The Hospital, which is under excellent re* 
gulations. — 17. The Jewish Synagogue. There 
are seyeral other buildings which merit the tra- 
yeller's attention ; such as the Arsenal, the Gate 
of Ettlingen, etc.* 
An the yilla^ of BeyeHheim^ rather more 
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tban a quarter of a league from Carkrouhe, 

on the side of ihe mountains, there are some 
baths on the Albcy which have been established 
several years, and have excellent accommo* 
dation. At the inn, near this establishment, 
there is a table d'hote every Snnilay ^ and a 
ball every Wednesday, during the fine season. 
Carkrouhe has four libraries, three printing- 
offices for letter-press, and two for lithography. 
Amongst the artists , who en)oy considerable 
reputation, are, Becker and Feodor, painters j 
the latter of whom bas been employed in orna- 
menting tlie Lutheran churcli with pictures, the 
subjects of which are from the history of Jesus 
Christ ; Ualdenwang, who is one of the most 
eminent engravers for landscape since the lime 
of WooUettj Kaiser, the sculptor j Kunz, the 
painter, who has some fine representations of 
animals , and Weinbrenner, the architect, who 
possesses several curious specimens of art. 

Inns. The Court of Darmstadt ; the Here- 
ditary Prince (where post-liorses may be hired); 
the Roman Emperor , the Golden Cross (where 
ihe diligence puts up) 5 and the Court of ZSh^ 
r in gen . 

Three roads lead from Carlsrouhe to the 
Murgthal ; the first, through Ettlingen, is the 
post road ; the second, which is the shortest, 
but is only passable in dry weather, goes 
through the Forest of Hartwald, and through 
Neumelsch ; the third is by Muhlbourg and 
Durmersheim. 

Ettungen, which is sitoated two leagties 
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from Carlsrouhe, at the opening of the TaUey 

of the Albe (Albtlial), has a castle, and contains 
2,800 inhabiuinls. The Romans had a settle* 
ment at this place, on the small river Albe^ 
whence the country derived the name of Alb- 
gau, by which it was formerly known. Two 
ancient monuments are still to be seen there ; 
as well as a stone dedicated to Neptune^ in the 
wall of the bridge in the town^ and the remains 
of a Roman bath, between Ettlingen and Wolf- 
artsweier, discovered in 1802. There ^are like- 
wise to be seen the traces of an ancient Roman 
road, whicli formed a communication between 
the Albe and the mountains. Ettlingen is the 
natal place of Francois Irenicos (Friedlieb), and 
of Gaspard Hedio. It has two paper mills oa 
the Albe. 

Inns. The Post-house^ the Lamb, and the 

Knight (Ritter). 

About a league and a quarter from Ettlingen^ 
amidst the mountains^ are the Baths oiLangen-- 

steinhach. 

Rastadt is about four leagues from Etthn- 
gen. It is regularly boih, and is situated on^ 
the Murg, It was the residence of tlie late 
Margraves of Baden-Baden^ and is celebrated 
fi>r the negotiations for peace which took place 
there in 1 7 1 4, between Eugene and Villars ; but 
still more for the congress, held from 1797 to 
the spring of 1799. lis inhabitants are about 
5)000 in number. 

The most remarkable objects are^ — 1 . The 
beautiful chateau, erected by the Margravine 
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Sibyl Augusta, of the house of Saxe-Lauen- 
bourgy Wife of the celebrated captain^ tlie Mar- 
grave Louis -WilUam. In the rooms are seve- 
ral trophies, vrhich he brought from the war 
against the Turks, as well as some fine pictures, 
etc. The terrace, on virbieh there is a beautiful 
statue of Jupiter in bronze^ commands an ex- 
tensive view of the environs.—- 2. The steel ma- 
nufactory ^ where excellent carriages are made, 
which has been lately re-established, and was 
founded by the brothers Shlaflf, from England. — . 
3. The Lyceum, in an ancient convent.— 4. Tlie 
Baths of the Murg, which are under excellent 
regulations. 

Rastadt has a printing-office, and exports a 
large quantity of merchandise. It has also ma- 
numctories for beautifol snuff-boxes of papier 
machi. 

Inns. The Three Kings, the Golden Cross, 
the Post-house, and the Sun. 

A beautiful promenade leads to the Rheinau, 
passing near the place, marked by a monument, 
where the French ambassadors. Bonnier and 
Roberjot, were assassinated, in 1797. In order 
to reach the Murgthal, the traveller must take 
the road Of Kuppenheim, or that of Baden. If 
he wishes to see the whole of the Murgthal, he 
must take the first road} but if he only wishes 
to occupy a day or two in viewing it, and does 
not go further than Forbach, he should take the 
Baden road. 

Three quarters of a league from Rastadt, 6a 
the side of the road leading to the Murgthal; Is 
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tlie pleasure chaleau, called Fworite^ situated 
in a park, which contains oaks and foreign 
sbrafas. ' E^y part of this chAtean is pictu- 
resque : it was built, in 1725, by the Margra- 
vine Sibyl Augusta. The hall^ in the middle 
of the building, receiyes light from a cupola. 
Amongst the other apartments, one is deco^ 
rated with miniatures from the best painters of 
every school j another with more than forty pic- 
tureS) representing the female who founded the 
chAteau^ at various periods of her life^ and in 
different dresses : the walls of two other apart- 
ments are coyered. with embroidery, executed 
by the Margravine and the ladies of her court. 
From the terrace there is a fine view which 
embraces the ruins of the old Castle of Eber- 
steinbourg, the entrance of the Murgthal, and 
the beautiful plain, displaying its richness to 
the astonished spectator. In the kitchen are a 
great number of antique goblets, and other 
vases, which were used by the ancient kni£[hts 
in their banquets : there is also an excellent 
picture, painted on stone, representing Jupiter 
and Danae. In the park is a hermitage, where 
the Margravine used to pass Lent in the most 
severe acts of penance. IVavellers wiU find 
good and cheap accommodation at the steward's 
house in the park. 

A* very pleasant road, which passes through 
the forest, leads from the Favorite to the ruins 
of the Castle of Ebersteinbourg. The Baden 
road, which is two leagues distant, passes 
through the village of Holwncbersteut. 

c 
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The road to the Murgthal passes through 

Kuppcnheun. This small town, wliicli was for- 
merly the principaipiacein the country ot Osgau^ 
or Uf%au, is situated on the Murg, a quarter of 
a league from the Favorite. It has a good imi^ 
the Ox. 

. The village otRotenfelSf through which the 
traveller reaches the Murgthal, is situated ou 
the other side of the river. Oa the left hank is 
an establishmmt where jugs are made : and^ at 
some distance from it, on a rock, is a summer 
habitation, of antique construction. Both be^ 
long to the Countess of Hochberg, wife of the 
late Grand Duke Charles Frederick. Several 
very shady walks, of a serpentine form, lead 
through the wood to the top of the mountain, 
whence there are some delightful views. 

The great road passes along the right bank. 
Above llolenfels, on the side of the road, is 
a very plain monument, erected by Charles 
Frederick in honour of Antoine Rindeschwen-* 
der, who erected the l>eautifLil country-bouse 
of Amalienbourg. If the traveller proceeds on 
foot, he may take, a path on the . left, bank, 
which leads to the village of Gaggenau. The 
glass-house and foundry are worthy of notice. 
Behind Gaggenau is the charming country-* 
house of Amalienbourg. The environs produce 
wine, (iruit, and vegetables in abundance. Bin-- 
deschwender- gave it the name of Amalien-* 
bourg in honour of the widow of the late Mar- 
grave. The traveller then proceeds into the 
Murgthal; passing through Gernsbac, unless 
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he prefers going tbence to Baden. The road 
£rom Amalieobourg to Baden^ which is two 
leases distant^ croBses woods and meadows^ 
aod passes near the village of Selbach. Having 
arriTed at the height called Teufelskanzelj the 
traveOer first sees Baden, which is concealed 
at the bottom of a pleasant valley. From this 
point it' forms a delightful landscape . The road 
from this place is very pleasant^ and th* tra- 
veller reaches Baden in less than half an hour. 

BADBNy iSaecMt€is aureUa oifuensisofthe Ro<» 
mans, and for six centuries the residence of 
the Margraves, is situated on the sniall river 
Os '(here called the Oehlbach), which was for- 
merly the line of -separation between the duchy 
of Germany and Rhenish France. Part of the 
town is situated on the dedivity of a mcmn- 
tain, whence the mineral waters spring, and 
on the ridge of which is the castle. It is 
two leagues from the Rfainey and not quite a 
league from the great road from Frankfort to 
3k\e. The mountains around^ tlie highest of 
whichis theStatfifen, or Mercuriusberg (Moun- 
tain of Mercury), are most of them covered 
with firs, except the lower parts, where there 
are oaks and beech trees, interspersed with 
cultivated lands. The town must have been 
much larger in former times^ and before it 
was burnt, with the greater part of the towns 
of the Palatinate and Margraviate of Baden, 
during- the war of the succession of Orleans. 
It now contains 400 houses, and 2,600 inha- 
bitants. M - « 

c 2 
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^ Hie most remarkable objects are^— 1 « Hbe 

Castle, wliich is surrounded by a delightful 
countiy. Tbe subterranean Caverns deserve 
notice $ they were probably a work of the Ro- 
mans, and afterwards served as an asylum to 
the secret tribunal, which held its sittings 
there.-— 2. The building called Conversations- 
haus, wliich is an ancient convent of Jesuits. 
Tbe situation is ebarming, and it contains 
some baths, but it is principally used for 
balls and entertainments. The directors of the 
banky however^ have an office there. The 
church has been demolished, with the excep- 
tion of the choir^ which has been changed to 
a dining hall. — ^5. The Hall of Antiquities, be- 
hind the parochial church in the place called 
Ursprung. It contains most of the Roman 
monuments found in Baden and its environs. 
The most interesting are, a monument dedi- 
cated to Neptune, two sepulchral stones, several 
mile*stones, an inscription in honour of Cara- 
calla, who founded, or at least embellished 
the baths, a statue of Mercury, and three 
altars of Hercules, which were brought from 
the village of Au, near the Rhine. — 4. The 
place called Ursprung, or the principal spring 
of the mineral waters. Its heat, according to 
Reaumur, is 54 degrees j and it produces^ in 
twenty-four hours, 7,345,440 cubic inches of 
water. This water proceeds from a cleft rock, 
tbe surface of which is partly covered with 
Carara marble. It was without doubt a Ro- 
man bath, which communicated with tbe an* 
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cient one of Armenbad (baili of the poor), 

situated at a short distance, where the remains 
of some Roman baths are still visible. Notiar 
from the Vrsprungy behind the bathing-Iiouse 
at the Golden Lion, is the hot spring called 
Hollenquelle, m which poultry and hogs are 
scalded. Besides these two springs^ there are 
eleven others in Laden. — 5. The ancient Col- 
lege Church, which is now the parish church. 
It was built in the eighth century, but has 
been often repaired since* Most of the ca- 
tholic Margraves, since the Margrave Bernard 
died in 1241, have been buried there. Amongst 
the sepulchres, that of the Margrave I^eopold 
William is remarkable for its grand appearance. 
Six altar-pieces^ paintedby Lill, after the originals 
hj Guido Reni, deserve notice. — 6. Tlie Con- 
vent of i^fuus called atdm heiligen Grab. A 
school for girls, and an establishment where 
young persons of the other sex. are educated^ 
form part of the convent. — 7. The Baths of 
the poor (Armenbad). They are situated be- 
fore the gate of Gernsbach, and are under 
excellent regulations. — 8. The Hospital^ which, 
is situated on the side of the baths of the .poor. 
Tlie church is, without contradiction, the most 
ancient in all the country of Baden; and it 
contains some sepulchral stoned, on which are 
inscribed the names of several great men. — 
9. The summer-house of Madame the Grand 
Duchess, at the place called Redig. The small 
hill on which it is situated has been a Roman 
<{emetery; where the grave-stones now in the 

c 5 
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Hall .of Antiquities were founcl.^^lO. The 

Public Baths ; the principal of which are the 
Balcbeith^ the Court of Baden^ the Stag, the 
Salmon^ and the Sun. 

Living is generally cheap at Baden. Those 
who do not like the bustle of inns, can hire 
lodgings in a prhrate honse^ where they may 
obtain the use of baths. In the environs of 
the town are several establishments which merit 
observation.— 1. The building called Prome- 
nadenhaus, as well as the garden attached to 
it. Balls are given at this house twice a-week^ 
when refreshments of every kind may he pro- 
cured. The theatre on the side of it is not 
large, but is well laid out. The English garden 
near this theatre has very pleasant walks. 
In front of the Promenadenhaus there is a 
row of shops, which are occupied^ during the 
bathing season, by persons who sell stuffs, 
prints, and haberdashery. — 2. TheOak Walk^ 
that passes from the S. £• across a charming 
valley, on the left of whicli is the pretty esta- 
blishment of griiner VFinkel} and on the right, 
the village of Gunsenbach. By this road the ' 
traveller arrives, in less thanlialf an hour, at 
the convent of JLich tenth al, which is inhabited 
by nuns, of the order of Giteaux. The country 
is truly picturesque. In the chapel of the 
convent, which is very ancient, are the tombs 
of several Margraves. Three quarters of a 
league from the convent is the village of Ge^ 
roldsau^ in a delightful situation; and a league 
and a half distant, b the grand cascade, called 
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Buite. The Inn at the Green Tree(zuni griineti 
Baum), on the side of the convent, is a tolerable 
one.«— S. The old Castle (altess Schloss) . These 
are some of the most beautiful ruins in Ger- 
many. Their appearance is extremely wild, 
and they are eorered with brambles. The 
prospect on evrry side is very grand. This 
castle^ is situated about ji^ of a league from 
Baden, and the road to it is passable (or 
carriages. The time of its first construction 
is not certain^ but it was probably in the 
10th or 11th centttry. Behind the castle is 
a* rock of considerable elevation, the appear- 
ance of which is very picturesque : it may be 
ascended by several staircases; and the view 
from it is very extensive. — 4. Ehersteinbourg. 
A very pleasant road through the wood, leads 
to the castle, at the village of Ebersteinbourg. 
The castle, which was formerly the residence 
of the Counjts of Eberstein, descendants of the 
Koose of Zahrlngen, is placed like an eaj^Ie's 
nest on the top of a rock. It can only be 
reached with considerable trouble, and not 
without some danger. But he who ascends, 
will be amply recompensed by an inspection 
of *the ruins, and the extraordinary prospect. 
—5. The small Castle (Schldsschen), on the 
road of Os, rather more than a quarter of a 
league from Baden. It is situated on a rock, 
from one part of which the valley of the 
Rhine may be seen at a distance.— tS. The 
punting Hoiise (Jagdhaus), three-quarters of a 
league from Baden, on gentle rise at the 
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entrance of the Taliey. It has the form of 

a cross of St. Hubert : the environs are very 
delightful 5 and the different views of it from 
the Rhine^ both in the ascent and descent 
of that river, are extremely beautiful. It is 
inhabited by a steward^ who keeps an inn- 
Behind the house may -be seen me summit 
of a mountain called Ralvel, from vehich lliere 
is a very extensive view, embracing the whole 
country between the Snndgau^ and tbie moun- 
tain Feldberg, near Frankfort, — 7. The J7re- 
mersbergy a league from Baden^ which is a 
convent of Franciscans, situated on the decli- 
vity of a niountain. The road leading to it, 
which passes through the forest^ is not very, 
unpleasant^ even for those who are not ac- 
customed to walking. From this convent may 
be seen an immense extent of country towards 
the S., in the middle of which the city of 
Strasbourg is distinctly visible. A very plea- 
sant footpath descends from the Fremersbcrg 
to the yiUage of Sinshmm^ 1 7 league from 
Baden, where there is a good inn at the Green 
Tree. — 8. The mountain oiYbergy two leagues 
from Baden. The road passes through the 
Bey tig, and the farms of ^/i/' dem Seelig. thence 
to the left over a mountain, where it is difficult 
to proceed without a guide. If the traveller 
goes by this route on horseback, he will meet 
with still greater difficulties, as only carriages 
drawn by oxen can pass. The family of Yberg 
has been a long time extinct j but there are 
stiU to be seen the ruins of its castle^ as well 
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^as a tower in good* preservation^ to the top of 

wliich there is a flight of steps. From this place 
there is the most exteasive and varied prospect 
in the environs of Baden. The town itself, and 
the mountains of the Black Forest, from the 
boundary of the horizon, on the £. and N. 
whilst on the S. the eye perceives at a distance 
the mountains of Jura, and on the W. and N. W. 
Mont Tonnerre^ the mountain Melibocus, the 
towers of the mosque in the garden of Schwel- 
zingen, and several other interesting objects. 
The best time to enjoy this delightful view, is 
very early in the morning, even before sunrise. 
The \iUage of Neuweither, situated at the foot of 
the mountain, is hid at the bottom of some hills 
planted with vines, which produce excellent 
wine. 
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SETTING out from Baden, the traveUer may 
take either the road of Ijichtenthal, or the great 
road, which is very pleasant, and well iepty 
whilst the first road across the mountains re- 
quires a guide . 

The distance from Lichtenthal to Gernsbach 
18 two leagues ; and between these two places 
may be seen a rock, of curious appearance, 
which bears the name of Teujelskanzel (DeviFs 
Chair). The road, which is very pleasant, 
passes tbroui;li the forest to tl)e lieight near 
Gernsbach, whence there is a view of part of 
the Murgthal. 

The small town of Gernsbach is situated at 
the foot of this height, on the banks of the river, 
surrounded by a delightful country. It has a 
society of boatmen, who carry on a large trade 
in wood. 

The best inn is the Goat (Zum Bock) . There 

is anotlier outside the town, with baths, which 
have been lately established. 

The road, on quitting Gernsbach, imme- 
diately follows the left bank of the Murg. A 
quarter of a league distant is the Chapel 
KUngelj which bears a great resemblance to 
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thatof Thell, near Lake Lucerue. Behind this 
chapdi is a very steep mountaiu^ covered with 
a wood of fir-treesy where the chateau of Neu^ 
eberstein is situated. There are two ways 
across the wood to the chateau ; a Ibotpath^ 
with seats ; and a road for carriages. ' The 
environs of this chateau form the most beautiful 
part of the Murgthal } and it is impossible to 
find, in all Gerpotany, a country-house whose 
charms equal those of Neueberstein. The Mar- 
grave Freaerick caused the presmt chateau to be 
rebuilt, according to a planJby Weinhrenner,on 
the ruins of th6 ancient one^ whicli had been ne- 
glected for several centuries . A. beautiful garden^ 
which surrounds it, produces a fine contrast to 
the wlldness of the country. The view from the 
top of ihe Gothic tower of this chateau is mag- 
nificent : on the west is the beautiful valley of 
the B.hiuG J and on tlie north and east the high 
mountains of the BlacL Forest, which rise one 
above another, producing a wonderful effect : 
Tillages^ half hid by intervening woods^ attract 
the eye of the spectator, at whose feet runs 
a torrent, which is often covered with float- 
ing timber. Tlie overseer of the chateau is: 
TCry well informed respecting the country^ and 
can furnish the traveller with good and cheap 
accommodation. Behind this chateau is a mine 
of metal, that has been abandoned for a long 
time^ but the entrance to which is verypictu- 
resque^ and worthy of attention. Strangers who 
visit the ch&teau, generally write their names in 
a book^ kept tliore for the purpose. 
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A footpath descends from Ebcrsteiu to the 
village of Oberzroth^ which is situated on the 
banks of the river, three-quarters of a league 
from Gernsbach. The great road, which is en- 
tirely constructed by art, passes over numerous 
masses of rock. A quarter of a league distant, 
is a bridge over which the traveller passes the 
Murg, in order to reach the village oiHilpertsau. 
A very shady footpath along the left bank leads 
from this place to Forbach : the great road 
passes along the right bank. 

Half a league from Hilperlsau is the village 
of Weissenbach^ tlie environs of which are very 
picturescpie. The chapel, in particular^ in the 
church-yard on the left bank, has an extraor- 
dinary appearance : it is surrounded by vines 
and other fruit-trees. 

Behind Weissenbach, on the left bank, is the 
small village of Aue^ whence the road gradually 
ascends, and the country becomes more and 
more wild and dreary. The traveller in half an 
hour reaches the village of Langeiibrand^ the 
bouses of which are built against the mountain ; 
and half a league farther arrives at the village of 
Gausbach. The traveller then hears at his feet 
tbe noise of a torrent, which rushes into a deep 
precipice, and escapes the view, losing itself 
amidst rocks of granite. 

Forbach is only a quarter of a league from 
Gausbach. It is situated on the left bank, and 
communicates with the right by a bridge. It 
bas about 800 inhabitants, many of whom are 
employed in making fire-arncs. In front of 
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the village is a. reservoir of water, and an 
establishment -where willow twigs are twisted, 
which are used in making rafts. There are 
several good inns, the best of which is the 
Crown* 

Those who intend to confine their journey to 
the village ofForbach, will not regret the road 
by which they must go from thence to the 
meadow of Herreuwiese, whence they may 
return to Baden, through the valley of Bulu 
(Buhlerthal). 

Herremviese is situated two leagues from 
Forbach, in a very high valley j the inhabitants 
of which know only two seasons, ^tnnmer and 
winter. Those wVio are fond of botany may 
gather many scarce plants, which grow on the 
tops of the mountains* . Travellers vrill find at 
the forest-keeper's house, a good table and ex- 
cellent lodging. ThreeH|uarters of a league 
distant, on the western declivity of the mountain 
Herrenwiesenberg, iis the lake Muwmelseey 
shaded by a thick wood ^it takes its name from 
the German word Mununelchen, Nymph of the 
Lake). It is strewed with lilies, and its banks are 
covered with turf and flowers. 

The shortest road from the meadow of Her* 
renwlese to Baden, passes across the wood • 
through the valley of Beurener, or rather 
Burenthal, by the side of the Convent of Lich<- 
tenthal. It is three leagues in length, and it 
is the same distance to the market-town of 
Buhl. The valley of Biihkrthal commences 
a league from the meadow of Herrenwiese, 
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near the rock Blattich, and extends as far as 
Altschweierj which is a league and a half 
distant, and contains 2200 inhabitants. This 
valley produces a large quantity of wine and 
fruity and abounds with wild and imposing 
scenery. It changes its name^ at the place 
where the foundry is situated, for that of 
Altschweier. • 

The last houses on the road almost touch the 
market-town of Buhl^ which is one of the most 

Eleasant in the grand duchy, and is inhabited 
y tradesmen of every description. The mar- 
ket, lield every week, is well attended. Tliis 
place formerly belonged to the lords ofWindek^ 
whose chAtean may stili be seen at the bottom 
of the mountains. On the S. E. of Buhl are 
tjhe remains of the fanious lines of StoUhofen^ 
which served as a line of defence against the 
French during the reign of Louis XIV. 

The Post4iou8e9 the Swan^ and the Yin^ are 
the best inns. 

A league from Buhl is Steinbach. Many per- 
sons pretead that this small town was the natal 
place of Erwln of Steinbach, who built the 
cathedral at Strasbourg . The coun try produces 
a large quantity of wine, and in the environs 
are the coal mines oiUmu^eg. Tlie great road 
from Steinbach to Baden passes near Siusheim : 
another road, which is only two leagues, and 
consequently shorter than the first, but only 
passable for horse and foot passengers, is much 
more pleasant, and passes over the mountaic 
through the village of Gallenbach^ and by tlie 
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side of the convent of Fremersberg . Above 
Gallenbach is a beautiful mountain, oi a conical 
• form^ on which are the? ruins of the chateau of 
Yberg. 

We return, however, to the Murgthal. The 
TdUey becomes more wild and dreary beyond 
Forbach. Two leagues and a half from this 
Tillage, the torrent of Raumiinzachj after falling 
over a Succession of rocks^ precipitates itsetf 
into the Murg. As the traveller advances, he 
will perceive that the mountains on each side 
are more lofty. About a league from thi$ 
place, towards the mountains, is a water- worl^ 
made to retain the waters of the torrent 
Raumunzach , The mass of water stopped liere 
contains 1,500,000 cubic feet j and, by means 
of this work, enormous masses of wood (which 
come from the interior of the mountains, where 
there is not even a footpath) are conveyed on 
this small river as far as the Murg. The ap* 
pearance of such an immense body of water, 
when let' out, is astonishing, and even ter- 
rifying. • 

About a league distant, is the glasshouse of 
Schwarzenberg. Several rivulets, falling from 
the top of the rocks, precipitate themselves into 
the Murg : one of them^ the Frobndbrunnen, 
marks the frontiers between the country of 
Badeii and that of Wurtemberg. On one side 
of the glasshouse is a reservoir of water ; and 
there are several others on the Murg, which 
serve to keep the water above the rocks in the 
bed of the river. 
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The building and the furnaces are the only 

parts remaining of the glasshouse of Schwar- 
zenberg. Behind this buildings the torrent of • 
Schonrrfunzach foils with a great noise into the 
Murg. The right bank of it is very steep ; aud 
during the revolutionary war the Austrians esta- 
blished a bridge there^ which was defended by 
several fortified -works. The traveller then 
quits the Murg, passes over a height, and in 
half an hour reaches the- hamlet of Sclwfdrxen^ 
berg^ which Is situated on the right bank, and 
consists of a few isolated larms. The houses 
begin to have the appearance of those of the 
Black Forest} and the simplicity and good na- 
ture of their occupants, resemble that of the 
inhabitants of the high mountains. 

The traveller now crosses a part of the Murg- 
thal, which is more wild and dreary than any 
he has seen. Enormous masses of granite rock 
lieaped up in various directions, render the road 
extremely difficult. In the vicinity are the ruins 
of KdnigsUfort, an did hunting-seat, built in 
1209 by Count Raoul de Tubingen. 

Huzsenbach is a quarter of a league from 
Schwarzenberg. The mountains gradually rise^ 
vegetation diminishes, and nothing is seen 
around but frightful precipices and barren 
rocks, which are surmounted by firs. 

In the environs of Iluzzenbach, which are 
more pleasant, there are about twenty isolated 
farms situated on fertile bills. There b like* 
wise an establishment, where a kind of rope is 
.made by twisting young beech twigs. The tra* 
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▼eller reaches the left bank of the Murg by a 
bridge. The valley becomes narrower at Schon- 
gr linden, where Amy be seen several farms and 
other. habUalions scattered in a valley covered 

with meadows. 

. Half a league distant, on the left bank of the 
Murg^ is the village of Rikhy which the tea- 
veller reaches by a bridge. The road passes 
along the sleep slope of a naoaiitaio of granite. 
The village of Roth is conoiposed of sevenleeot 
farms. The mountain of Riilh is much larger 
than any in its environs^ and in fine weather 
commands an extensive prospect. . 

On quitting this place, the traveller crosses 
several meadows, and in a ciuarter of an hour 
reaches the village of Hes^wachj consisting of 
seven farms. The territory of each of these 
farms is composed of a certain number of acres 
of wood, arable land^ and meadovrs. 

A quarter of a league from Ilesselbach is 
tlie ancient convent of Rcichenbtwh* It was 
built in 1085, by Abbe William of Hirschau : 
the Knight Benno of Siegbourg and Haigerloch 
bequeathed aU his wealth to it. At its com-* 
mencement, there were bat three monks and 
five lay-brethren, who had been sent from 
Hirschau^ and who have by degrees^cultivated 
the surrounding land. The Duke of Wurlem* 
X berg took possession of it at the time of the re- 
formation. It is now a considerable place^ 
isvhere the traveller may find every eanvenience. 

Three quarters of a league distant is the 
village of Baiersbronn, where the rivers Weiss- 

D 3 
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mure and Rothniurg £sdl into the Forbach^ 
which then takes the name of Mnrg. A wooden 
bri(li(e forms the communication between the 
two banks. The surrounding scenery is com* 
p^sed of rocks and mountains ; and at the bot- 
tom of the If alley are the ruins of the chateau of 
Tannenfelsy the greater part of which is now 
covered with shrubs and brambles. 

About a league and a quarter from Baiers^i- 
bronn is Freudenstadt. This small town is 
situated on a height, formed by rocks, at the 
foot of the mountain of Kniebis, between Dora* 
#tetter and the Convent of Alpird»ach. Its 
erection was commenced in 1 599 : it was first 
inhabited by miners, but it soon became the 
rendezvons for a great nimiber of Protestant 
refugees, and in ten years contained 2,000 
inhabitaiitSt The churck is worthy .of obser- 
Tation. 

The valley of ChristophstaJy very near Freu-r 
ddjustadty deserves attention, on account of the 
mines^t contnins* This vidley is situated be- 
tween Freudenstadt and the Kniebis, and is 
watered by the Forbach. On the surrounding 
inonntaids are three lakes; Lake Elpensee 
(White Lake, or Lake of Swans), the TVild 
luoke^ and the Mummelsee : the latter rxj^ust no% 
be confounded with the lake of a similar name^ 
situated in the Herrenwiese. 

A road across the Ibrest^ along the Forbachj^ 
leads from Freudenstadt to the custom-house on 
the Kniebis, where there was formerly a con- 
Tent. There are now only a few peasantsi' 
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kbuses^ and an inn. The Kniebis is remarkable 
for Its mSitary position, as urell as for tiie fine 

prospect it commands. It is not the highest 
moimtain in the country, but it commands a 
delightful view of three chains of mountains. 

The tirst of these chains passes amongst the 
aonroes of the Forbach, the Wolfaeb^ and the 
Reinertsau^ and then extends a distance of two 
leagues towards the sou^^ast, under the name 
of the forest of Langenwald. It afterwards 
passes to the south of the small town of Freu- 
denstadt, in the environs of winch it rises to a 
Tery considerable height, called Scholikopf, 
whence it diverges towards the north and south. 
At Besenfeld, another chain, of less height, 
branches off from the one which runs towards 
the north, and terminates at Pforzheim, after 
passing in a north-east direction between the 
rivers Ens and Nagold, whilst the principal 
branch extends, gradually diminishing, to the 
sources of the Albe; where it again divides into 
several ramifications, which form the separa* 
tion between the Murg and the Albe, the Albe 
and the Pfinz, the Pfinz and the Enz. The 
branch which takes a south direction, forms, 
for the space of twelve leagues, the separation 
between the rivers Kinzig and Neckar, and 
extends to the mountain of Feldberg, the most 
elevated point of the Black Forest. All the 
cpunti^ towards the west, or side of the Rhine, 
which IS literally a country of mountains, inter- 
sected by deep valleys, is overlooked by the two 
chains of mountains just describedi 
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The second grand chain of mountains^ which 
commeaces at ihe Kniebis, is not so loag as 
the first, but is more elevated. It first takes a 
north-west direction, as far as the redoubt of 
Boiiweriscbanze, established on the Rossbuhl i 
thence it extends towards the north; and in 
this part is situated the height of AUerhei- 
ligenhdhe and the mountain of Homesgrnnd^ 
which are very lofty. The mountains com*- 

Sosing this chain begin to diminish beyond 
[ornesgrund : at first tliey take a nortliheast 
direction for the space of three leagues, extend 
afterwards thejsame distance towards the north* 
w est, and terminate by the heights which aver^ 
look the town of Baden, beyond the old castle 
of Ebers teiabourg . 

The chain above described, forms, in its 
wliole extent, the separation between several 
rivers, which, after liaving watered the valleys of 
Renchthal, ]Uappertbal^Buhlerthal,and Baden, 
fall into the Rhine, and into the rivers which 
run into the JVIurg. The tops of this chain of 
mountains are covered with stones, but there^ 
are many parts also marshy, as tlie snow melts, 
very slowly. The valleys on the side of the 
Murg are deep, woody, and most of them in- 
habited ; whilst those on the side of the Rhine, 
wliicii are more extensive, are well cultivated^ 
and contain a numerous population; but the 
high parts are only covered with wood. 

The third grand chain of mountains, which 
commences at Kniebis, first proceeds towards 
the south as far as Hundskopf, where It forma 
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tlie separation between the Wolfach and the 
Reach. Near Hiindskopf it divides into two 
faranches^^ the left of which passes between the 
Wolfech and the Hammersbach , and gradually 
diminishes as far as the banks of the Itlnzig, 
after again dividing into several branches, which 
proceed towards Wolfach, Hausacli, Haslach, 
and Steinach. That on the right takes a direc- 
tion to the north-west for two leag^ues, between 
the Rench on one side^ and the Nordrach and 
Hammersbach on the other, and rises as high 
as the points of Shollenkopf and Moswald ; 
which, although half a league distant from each 
other, are the tops of one and the same moun- 
tain. It then separates into two other branches^ 
one of which passes iu a north-west direction, 
gradually diminishing, between the Durbach and 
die Rencfa^ till lost amidst the htib, near the 
road fromOffenbourg to Obcrkirchj whilst the 
other branchy passing between the Durbach and 
the Kinzig, . extends on one side as far as the 
wood on-the height of Brandek, one league from 
Moswald^ and one league and a half from the 
Kinzig ; and on the other side joins the moan- 
tain bearing the name of Wood of Hornwaid , 
finally terminating a Quarter of a league from 
that place^ near the castle of Okenberg, between 
Offembourg and Gengenbach. The valleys, 
which open to this chain of mountains, are tole- 
rably well cultivated, widi the e^eption oCihe 
Rench thai and Wolfacherthal . 

A tolerable road, passing by the redoubts of 
Scbwedenschanse and BoUwerkschanze, leads 
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to the ^mall town of Oppenau^ situated in Ibe 
midst of a wild and only partially cultivated ' 
▼alley. Two leagues from this plcice was the 
ancient convent of AUerheiligen^ situated in the 
centre of a country remarkable for the wild and 
majestic forms in which nature is exhibited. 
Only the ruins of this andent convent are vi- 
sible, as the building was burnt by lightning a 
few years back. There is an inn, a house in- 
habited by the ranger^ and a mill. Oberkirch is 
two leagues distant. * 

Tbe valley of Benchtal^ in the environs, is 
worthy of observation. Those who intend to 
vbit it should late the road which leads from 
the redoubt of Alexanderschame to the bath of 
JRippoltsau^ situated a league and a half 
taut. The redoubt just named, which was esta^ 
blished in 1754 by Duke Alexander ofWur- 
tetnberg, is situated on the highest ridge of 
Kniebis, 2,500 feet above the plain of Kehl. 
It is composed of three redoubts, connected 
together, and surrounded by ditches 5 parts of 
which are still preserved. 

The bath ot Rippoltsau is delightfully si^ 
tu:ated, and, duiing nne weather, is very much 
frequented. 

Leaving Rippoltsau, the traveller in an hour 
reaches the hei gh t Ho/jswaUerhShe^y^heace there 
is a very fine view of the surrounding moun- 
tains, and of the whole plain of the Rhine. On 
descending from this height, he passes across 
woods of firs, and in three quarters of an hour 
arrives at Griesbach, where the Bench and 
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Griesbach unite. The narrowness of the val- 
ley, which^ in many places, is not more than 
forty or sixty feet wide, and the height of the 
mountains surrounding it, have a very pictu- 
resque appearance. The sides of .the moun- 
tains are most of them caltivated, and abound 
with fruit trees. The fountain of mineral water 
at this place springs from a rock of granite. 
Hiis water is dmnk, as well as used for baths , 
and the arrangements for the latter purpose 
are very convenient. The environs abound' 
with fine prospects, particularly the rivulet of 
Griesbach; which, falling in several places from 
the top of a high rock^ forms very beautiful 
waterfolls. 

A league from Griesbach, and almost at the 
foot of the Kniebis , is the bath of Anto^ast, 
situated at the bottom of a very deep and nar- 
row valley. Although this valley is quite wild, 
and does not enjoy the sun for seventeen weeks 
in winter, it is well cultivated , and even dies- 
nut trees come to maturity there. It has three 
springs of mineral water, one of which is fit 
to drink, another is used for bathing, and the 
third is not made us4^ of at all. The proprietor 
of the l^iitbs^ who is likewke an inn-keeper^ 
is a worthy agricultut'ist, at whose house per«^ 
sons taking the waters Mrill be well accommo- 
dated. • 

Descending from Griesbach, at about three 
quarters of a league distance, the traveller 
reaches the Petersthalj where there is a spring 
of mineral water. Tk^ environs are delightful } 
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and the number of persons who go there lo 
take the waters is considerable. 

The valley of Rsnchthal is in the eDylrons of 
the small town of Oberktrch^ which is situatecl 
on a height. One of the best wines produced 
in the ^and duchy of Baden is made at this 
place from grapes which grow on the heights 
of KUngenberg . This small town was formerly 
dependent on the bishoprick of Strasbourg ^ it 
was afterwards given to the Duke of Wurtem- 
berg, and finaUy fell into the hands of the 
Grand Duke of Baden. 

Very near the neat market-town ofKenchen, 
a league and half from Oberkirch, the road 
branches off to join the great road from Bale to 
Frankfort. About a league from Renchen is 
Achern^ a small country town of little import- 
ance, whore the remains of Marshal Turenne 
are interred in a chapel. The village of «$*a^» 
bach is a quarter of a league from Acbern, and 
in the liekls is a stone wltli an inscription which 
denotes the spot where Turenne was mortally 
wounded. 

Half a league from theSasbach^ is Ottersweyer^ 
where there is a convent of nuns, in which young 
ladies are received in order to be educated. The 
terms ai'e eighteen or twenty louis per year. 

A quarter of a league from Ottersweyer, on 
the sideoftlie road, is the bath of Hub. It is. 
situatfd in a delightful valley covered wilh 
meadows, across which the Murbach serpen^ 
tines. Along this rivulet are several mills, and 
Involve or fifteeu couiUry-houses, bid amidst 
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tBicL groves. On the eastern side may be seen 
•tlie vaffley of Neusatz^ with its numerous vine- 
yards J on the north-east^ the ruins of the old . 
oastle of Windeck ; and on the south, a hiU 
covered wilh a beautiful forest. The bathlng- 
liouse, which is modern, is built in a very good 
style, and every part of it is well laid out. The 
waters, which on leaving the ground, are as 
warmasmilk^are considered very slrengthening, 
and are particularly used by females. It will 
occupy the traveller half an hour to ascend to 
the lop of the castle of Windeck, whence tliere 
is one of the finest prospects in the valley of the 
Rhine. The town of Slrasbourg, with its towers 
and lofty houses, m^ y he distinctly seen. The 
ranger, v^hose residence is situated close to. the 
ruins^ keeps the keys of the towers. 

A yery pleasant iroad leads from Windeck to 
Kappel ; the houses of which ar^ scattered over 
charming hills and flourishing valleys. From 
the chi]^rch of this village to BAhlji the distance is 
a quarter of a league* The road generally taken 
from the bath^ qf H^ub to, Buhl, i^ three quarters

The Rhine takes its rise beyond Mount Sf « 

Gotbard, from three small springs, which come 
from three different mountains. ,It is soon in- * 
creased by a multitude of torrents, ^ and falls - 
into the Lake of Constance, which it crosses * 
"with great impetuosity for the space of six' 
leagues, when it leaves it between the villages 
of Stygen and Eschenz^ and retakes its Ibrmer 
name. Below Schaffbauscn the navigation of 
this river is not very easy : there are, however, 
buats which will descend (not without danger) 
as iar as the &11 which it makes below this town. 
They are constructed with very liylit planks of 
fir^ and arecalled^ in the language ol the coun- 
try ^ Ltmer Tannen : the bottom is quite flat, the 
sides quite straight, the prow and stern very 
low, and not terminated in a point. These ves* 
sels are generally sold at the places where they 
disembark their cargoes. 

ScuAFFUAUSEN coutains nearly 9000 inhabit- 
ants, most of wbom areemployed in manufacture 
or commerce. It is the natal place of Jean de 
Muller, whose valuable library was bought by 
the council of the town« The most remarkable 
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objects are,— 1 . The Steel Foundry, belonging 
to tlie house of Fischer. — 2. The Cassino. — 
* 5. Dr. Axnmann^s complete Collection of Shells. 

4. Dr. Stockar's Collection of Plants,— 5. Tlie 
fort of Muootb^ situated in the environs of the 
town^ on the* mountain of Fmmersberg. The 
Schiessplatz, auf der JE/zgr^ and garden zum 
Fussetab, where the members of the Cassiuo 
assemble, are places which command fine pro- 
spects. The most frequented promenades are the 
Grafenbriick, the Miihthal^ tbeKlufs,HertIngen, 
and Lohn . The famous strong castle of Hohent- 
widxs situated two leagues from Schaffliausen. 
iFrom the top of this castle may be seen the 
whole of the chain of Alps from the Y oralberg to 
the Jungfrau, as well as the lake of Constance, 
and a grea t part of Snabia. The heautiAil^ bridge 
over the Rhine, which for seyeral years formed 
the communication between tlie town and market 
town opposite, was hm^nt by Oudinot, in the 
month of August, 1 799. It was a ckefid'^ceuire 
of its kind, and had no other support, besides a 
single pile in the middle, than ,the two banks. 
It was 564 English feet long/ 

Inns. The Crown, the Ship, and the Sword 
(Schwerdt). 

A league below ScbaiFliausen • is the famous 
fell of the Rhine, near two places called Laufcn; 
one of which, consisting of a castle and a village, 
is situated on the Swiss bank ;*and the other, an 
old decayed castle, on an Island opposite the 
first. About five hundred paces above the fall^ 
the river is intersected by enormous masses of 
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rock| rising above the surface of the water, tt 
begins to foam^ and the slope becoming more 
and more sleep, it fatts from rock to rock, di- 
yidlng into a number of small braaches, till it 
reacheis the edge of an endrmoos rotck^ over an 
ahvbs nearly eighty feet deep. In falling from 
this mass^ it forms tliree different cascades t 
the most impetuous is that on the south side^ 
whicli rushes across Iwo rocks resembling two 

EiUars. The noise made by this fall may be 
card, in the night, at two leagues' distance. 
Laufen formerly belonged to an ancient family 
Y^f that name, which has been long since extinct. 

the village is a^curioUs dark room, well wor- 
thy of attention. It was executed by an artist of 
Schaifliausen. 

Two leagues below the fall of SchaffhailseU 

the Rhiiie winds in various directions, forming 
two p'^ninsulas j the first of which extends a 
considerable distance into the Thurgau, and is 
called ScJupabens } on the second is the small 
town of Rheinau . The river then turns towards 
the east, and, after having continued some time 
in that direction, turns towards the south ; and 
wheU it iias passed several small places, reaches 
the village of Egghof; opposite which, the Thur 
falls into it. Thence it takes its course across a 
strait in the mountains near Eglisau, and after 
having washed the walls of the small town of 
Kaiserstuhlj^nA \\\osQ oi Zurzachj famous for it's 
fair, reaches the place where it forms the second 
or middle fall. 

This second fall is occasioned by a ridge com- 
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pos^d of rocks that ct*oiss the riveb, in which 

there is aa aperture that leaves a free passage 
for the water wheUilow, and is large enough for 
two snaall boats, called Maydlinge, to pass 
iahreast ; but when (as it often happens in sum- 
mer^) the Khine rises a consideral^le height^ and 
passes above the rbcks bn each side the opening, 
il causes such a fall, as to render the navigation 
impossible. A short distance below this fall, the 
Wutach falls into the Rhine. Theniie the river 
directs its course towards IVuldshut (five leagues 
from Schaffh^ttsen), one of the four forest towns 
where the Black Forest commences. It then 
receives the Albe ; and, after leaving behind 
several villages, situated on its banks, it reached 
the sihatt town of Hduenstei/t^ two leagues from 
Waidshut. This smalltown is part of a county 
of the sain6 kiaitie : its dasde nas been for a 
long time in ruins. The peasants of this county 
are remarkable for their manners and dress^ 
and g^tteirdlLy display lUuch courage and energy. 
Two leagues from Hauenstein, is Laufcnbourgj 
where the mountains of Jura, on entering tue 
river, divide into two paints, which are con- 
nected by a bridge. About three hundred and 
thirty paces above the bridge, the Rhine rolls 
ovier large iniasseis of stone, aAct, as it approaches 
the bridge, becomes more and more intersected 
by the rocks on each side, between which it 
i^^hes with imjpetuous ferce^ surinoiuiting every 
obstacle. 

On the Albe,betweenLaufenbourg and Waids- 
hut, is the forge of Albbrug, which formerly 

E 5 
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belooged to the Abbey of St. Blaise^ and oc- 
cupied a great Dumber of persons. The val- 
ley of the Albe, near it, is not without attrac- 
tions, and abounds with picturesque situations. 
Several Roman coins have been found in the 
environs. 

Two leagues lower than Laufenbourg is Seek- 
ingen^ which is the third of the forest towns, and 
coQtains about 1000 inhabitants. It is a classi- 
cal place in the history of the Upper Bhine. At 
the commencement of the stxtn century, an 
Irishman of a noble family, whose name Avas 
Fridolin, came to the banks of the Rhine, to 

E reach Christianity , and was received into the 
ouse of a German family, who resided on an 
island in the environs. Tliis island has lately 
borne the name of Seckingen. Fridolin (or 
Friedhold) founded the churcli of St. Hilaire, 
and a convent. By degrees the town was built 
aronnd the convent ; and from this island civili- 
zation first spread into the Upper Albgau. and 
the Brisgau. Part of the bones of Fridolin are 
deposited in a beautiful sarcophagus, in the 
church of St. Hilaire, at Seckingen ; and outside 
the town is shown a stone altar, erected by him^ 
OS well as several other cuFiosities. * * 

Near Seckingen, the Wehr falls into the 
Rhine, and the latter then directs its course 
towards Kheinfelden^ the fourth and last of the 
forest towns, which is situated two leagues 
louver, where there is a third fall of water, 
called the HoUhaken^ or Gemld. A chain of 
rocks in the middle of the ri^ er, commencing a ^ 
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league above Rheinfelden, and extending as far 
^beyond the bridge of the town^ so much ob- 
structs the course of the river, that the greatest 
care is necessary in boats passings as the space 
-left open is not more than three feet wide. 
The effects of the fall, however, are not per- 
ceivable below the bridge^ and the river be- 
comes calm. A part of this bridge rests on a 
rock, on which the castle, whence the ancient 
counts of Rheiufelden originated, formerly stood. 
This rock is called the Stein (the stone) , near 
Rlieinfelden. The castle was destroyed in the 
fifteenth century .The Duke Berthold the Second, 
of Zahringen, who had married Agnes of Ahein- 
feldeii, the last, branch of this family, founded 
the town. It was in the vicinity of Kheinfelden 
that the Emperor Albert Was assassinated by 
John of Suahla. 

Two leagues from Rheinfelden is Aiigst^ an 
insignificant village with a distinguished name; 
for it was at this place, in the country of the 
ancient Ka^uracians, that the Emperor Augustus 
caused a town to be built, whicn received the 
name of Augusta Rauracornm. Attila or the 
Suevians pillaged itm the fifth century. Seve- 
ral objects, ivnich existed in the time of the 
Romans, are still to he seen there, such as tlie 
Heidenloch (Pagans'Hole), a cavern, remains ot' 
baths, several towers on a height, &c. Several 
coins have hkewise been found there, most of 
which have been placed in the cabinet of medals 
of Ammerbacli, belonging to the University of 
l^ale, and in that of the family of Fasch. The. 
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beautiftil country-iiOUte belonging to the fdmil^ 

of Ehinger^ which is situated in the vLcinitj of 
Auf2;st, is worthy of observation. 

BaLE^ or Basxe, is two leagues ifrom Augst. 
■rhis remarkable town in situated on a beautiful 
plain, enclosed on the Swiss side by heights and 
inouiibins. The Rhine, i^hich still continues to 
flow with impetuosity, crosses it and divides it 
in two parts, called the great and liltle town. 
Below the first the Birs falls into thb Rhine. 
This town is the most extensive in Switzerland, 
but it does not contain more than 1 0,000 inha- 
bitants. At the time of the great council it 
contained 40,000. Bale was originally a Roman 
establishment. The Enlperor Yalentiniaii the 
First, about the second century, built a castle 
there, which was called Mo bur Castellum. "Jrhis 
castle having become a bishop's see, soon 
increased to a town, where a university was 
founded in 1460. The fairs held at Bale are 
much frequented, and it carries on a Consider- 
able trade. It lias several cabinets, particularly 
one of Roman antiquities, in tlie gatdenForkard. 
The other remal*kable objects in this town are, 

1 . The University, where the celebrated 
Erasmus, Oecolaxnpadius, Bernouilli, Euler, 
Grynaeiis, Wehrenfels, and others, diss^inated 
knowledge. The library of the university con- 
tains several valuable manuscripts ; amongst 
ilehich ar^, the Encomium of Folly, by Erasmus^ 
ornamented with drawings^ executed with a pen, 
by Holbein j and several volumes of original 

letters, written by eelebi*ated inen of the sixtdsnth 
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eentur^. The library has also a collecUon 
bf antique medals, anbient eiigrayed stones, 
bronze figures of several pacfan gods, a cabinet 
of natural history, a collection of engravings, 
and a f^eat number of fine picturles, composed 

by Holbein ; amongst which Is his principal 
work, the Passion of Jesuis Christ. — 2. The 
Botanical tiarden^, under the direction of Pro« 
fessor Burkhardt.— 5. The Institute, under the 
direction of Bernouilli.— 4. The liihrary of the 
In^trtiite, fotiiided by Frey i^nd Gryne. — 5. The 
Arsenal, where the arms of Charles of Burgundy, 
surnamed the Bold, are preserved. — 6. The 

tvirenty Manu&ctories for Kibands. — 7. The Silk 

- * 

TManufactories. — 8. The Dyeing Establishments. 
— "9. The Leather Manu&ctories. — 10. Five 
Paper Mills. 

Besides those above-mentioned, there are nu- 
merous other objects calculated to excite the 
culriosity of tl^vellers ; such as,— 1 . Tfi^ Esta- 
blishment of Falkeysen and Hul)er, where there 
are some beautifiil pictures, and ancient and 
modern 'engravitojgs. — 2.* The Collection of 
"Views and Costumes of Switzerland^ b^lon^^ing 
to M. Biermann^ landsca|>e (lainter.— 3. The 
Cabinet of M. Bachofen, containing nmuerous 

J pictures of the Flemish School. — 4. The Col* 
ection ofCuriositieft of the ancient Burgomaster, 
Biirkhardt. — 5. M. D. Burkhardt's Collection 
bf Pictures and Engravings. — 6. The Cabinets 
of M. P. Fischer, M. Ryhiner, and Reber. — 
7. The Cabinet of the Family of Fash, con^ 
tainiug excellent pictures, superb drawings, 
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ensrayincsy statues, Greek and Rcmian medals^ 

and a well-selected library. — 8. The Collection 
of Pictures of the Family Hausler, which abounds 
with compositions of the Italian School."^ 
9. The Collcctiou of Christ, the statuary, a 
pupil of Trippel, who studied at £.ome, and 
* executed several beautiful works, which may be 
seen in the cemetery uear the rampart. — 10. The 
Panorama of Marquard Woeher, the painter. 
1 1 . The Two Cabinets of Natural History of 
M. M. Jerome Bernoully and Dienast, receiver 
^f the cliapter of St. Peter's Church. — 12. The 
Collection of Plants of the late botanist, Lache- 
nal. — 15. Haas' Prmting-oirice of geographical 
maps. Tlie famous Picture Todtentanz (dance 
of death) no longer exists ; but wood and copper 
engravings of it are still shown. 

There are several reading-rooms nt Bale, the 
principal of which is that of J. Y. Otto. . 

The most remarkable buildings are, — 1 . The 
Munster, which is a beautiful church of Gothic 
architecture, constructed by Henry the Second 
about the year 1010. It contains the tombs of 
Erasmus, and of several other celebrated men of 
his time. The organ is decorated with pictures 
by Holbein. In a building on the side of the 
church, is the hall where the great council held 
its sittings. — 2. The Arsenal, which has been, 
mentioned before. — 3. The ancient Palace of 
the Margrave of Baden, which now belongs to 
the town. — 4. The Posthouse. — 5. The Town- 
house. — 6. The Rirschgarten. 

J lie most frequented promenades, which 
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likewise command delightful prospects, are^. * 

1 . The Pfalz, near the Miinster, which is a 
terrace resting on a wall that rise^ oyer the 
Rhine : it is planted yith chesnut-trees, and 
commands a fine view of the river, the town, and 

. the environs. — 2. The .Square of St. Peter, for- 
merly a Jewish cemetery. — 5» The Bri<j^e of • 
the Khine. 

Among the gardens, of w:hich there ar^ a 
great number, the. following are worthy of ob- 
servation : — 1 . The Garden Forkard, mentioned 
before, near the building Wurtembergerhof.— 

2. The Garden of M. J. J. Fischer, behind the 
Munster, remarkable for its delightful situation. 

3. M. Guil. Haas' Garden at St. Leonhards- 
grahen. 

The principal country-houses worthy of notice 
are,«^1 . That of the family BernouiUi, with a 
beautiful Garden, before the gate Aeschenthor. 
-*-2. That of the family Laroche-Merian, bjjfore 
tlie gate^St. Jean, in which the Duchess of 
Angoul6me (daughter of Louis the Sixteenth) 
was exchanged, in 1795, for the deputies ^f the 
national convention, who had been arrested by 
Dumourier. — 3. That of the family Merian, on 
the side of the little town. 

There are also some very delightful pro- 
menades lu the environs of the town. — 1. The 
place called Bruderholz, where Kandal of 
Habsbourg had established his camp to threaten 
Bstle, when lie received intelligence of his elec- 
tion to the empire. — 2. The height where the 
church of St. Marguerite .is situated, whence 
there is a fine prospect. 
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If the tray^Uer inteE^ds to stop, lojog at B^^^ 
.he may make excursioxis to, the e^virons^ par- 
ticularly to Arlesheim. The road leading to it 
is rendered pleasii^ hy the great variety of 
objects. The garden of Arlesheim;^ Mrhich was 

' ransacked during the revolution^ has lately 
resumed its original splendour^ Two physi- 
cians have fomided an establishment for drink-; 
ing the waters and bathing. The road leading 
back (o Bale, crosses the Bridge of Dorn^ck| 
where the Birs precipitates itself from the top 
of several roplj^s, and th^n passes thrq|^^ 
J^emach* 

A second excnrsipn, which will afford no less 

pleasure than the first, is that to the village of 
Binningerij passing over the field of battle of St. 
James, where a famous red wine, called blood of 
the Swiss, is produced ; and thence to Biely 
Benken, and Leimen (viUage^ of the departmen^t 
of the Lower Rh^ne), crossing Bottmingen and 
^beiwyL On this roafl is the old Castle of Lands- 
hrony situat^ on a mow^ntaia near the small 
river Blrseck. This chateau, and the rock on 
which it is sltu^^, f^pp.^^* hav^ beei^ 
or finally a single mass. It commands a fine 
view. From this place the traveller may go tq 
the baths of Bruck^ wh^e there are numerou$ 
objects calculated to remind him of the Roman^ji 
the Germans, and the House of Habsbourg. He 
njiay likewise visit the AbJ^^f of Maria Stein, 
^tuate4 m the vicinity, in a yery wUd and 
picturesque part of the canton of Solothui^n. 
From this abbey he may proceed to tibe ^ths, 
of FUiheny situated in a country e^ally wil^^ 
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and thep relurn to B^te; across flourishing 

fields. 

The road leading to the village oiRiechen^ in 
the dependence of Bdle, is equaDy attractive, 
j^bout a quarter of a league distant, on a height, 
is the farm of fVenhenhof^ with an EugHsh 
garden. A footpath, which passes through the 
village of Bettingenp leads to the old church of 
St. ChrischoniUj now ialliug to decay. The 
beauty of the adjacent country, and the glaciers 
seen in the distance^ form a coup-d'ceil wholly 
, tmique. 

Between B41e and Bourgllbre, or St. I^oiiis, 
very near the Rhine, is the nv)nument of the 
French General Ahatucci. It was executed by 
Christ, and is decorated with bas-reliefs and 
othetr ornaments. 

Jn7%s. The Three Kings, theStork, tl^e Savage, 
the Cr .AVii, and the Golden Head. 

In setting out from Bale, the traveller had 
better proceed by land than descend the Rhine, 
as the voyage to Strasbourg presents no par- 
ticular pleasure, and is not without danger. 
All the country on the right bank is beautiful, 
and the traveller who follows the great road 
ivi m Bale to Offenburg, along the Black Fo- 
rest, will be continually gratitied by delightful 
prospects. 

' Pn leaving the canton of Bale, the traveller 
enters the grand duchy of Baden. The first 
interesting sp ^t in this territory Is the village of 

JVeily where there are several country-houses 
J^longmg to the cUizens of B4le. On ascending 

F 
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the mountain, the traveller reaches Tidlingenj • 
near the church of which there is a place that 
commands a fine view. The traveller may see 
the small town o£Ldrrach, situated two leagues 
from Bdle, very near the Rhine, at the end of 
the beautiful valley, watered by the little river 
Wiser. It has a school, and contains about 
1 ,800 inhabitants. The principal building is a 
manufactory of printed calicoes, belonging to 
Merian and Kochlin. In former times.it had a 
castle. 

Half a league beyond Lcirrach, on a fertile 
mountain near the beautiful valley of Wieserthal, 
is the castle of Roteln, which the French blew * 
up In 1678. 

Rather more than a league from Lorrach, on 
the banks of the Rhine, is the castle and villa ge 
of Istein^ the prospect from which is very beau- 
tiful. An excellent wine is made at this place^ 
and in its yictnity is the chapel of St. Guy, to 
which pilgrimages are made. A small bridge, 
which crosses. a frightful precipice, has been 
made in order to keep up the communication 
with the villages situated in the environs on the 
banks of the Rhine. Over this bridge, which is 
only a few feet wide, and on which a person 
cannot walk without being giddy, the Duke 
Bernard of Saxe Weimar passed on horseback » 
during the thirty years' war. Every part of this * 
country exhibits wild scenery. 

Five leagues from Bile is Kaltenlierberg,' 
which is the first post station on the Frybourg 
read. The posthouse and an inn are the only 
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buildings.. In its yiclnity is Uie famous cayern 

* i>f Erdmannslochy or grotto of Bale. This grotto 
is composed of ver^ beautiful stalactites ^ and 

.'the superb columns of calcareous spath, which 

* are seen in it, produce a wonderful effect. 

Four leagues from Kaltenherberg is Baden- 
weiler. Kot far from tliis Tillage is an old de- 
cayed castle of the same name^ which is situated 
on the sumiuit of an isolated and conical-shaped 
mountain^ one of those called Blauen. From 
the t( p of tliis mountain there is one of the most 
beautiful views in the country. The bjaths at 
'Badenweiler are much frequented, and the 
houses wliere they are established are most 
of .them delightfully situated, particularly the 
botise Herrschaftshaus. The most remarkable 
'objects at Baden weiler are the Roman baths, 
discovered in 1 784. These baths occupied a 
space of one hundred and twenty-six square 
roods : in the centre they Avere eiglity-one feet 
broad, on the side of the vestibules sixty-five 
feet^ and their greatest breadth was two hundred 
and twenty -tw o ft^et Rhenish measure. There 
were warm and cold baths^ vapour bajlhs^ vesti- 
bules, and dressing-rooms. The walls of the 
interir r are covered with a fine polished cement, 
of a red colour. An altar^ still in existence^ 
proves that these baths were consecrated to 
Diana Abnoba. A short distance north of the 
baths was a manu&ctory of vases. On clearing 

* these curious ruins, a large quantity of medals . 
. and broken vases was discovered : the latter 

bore the names of their makers. The mountain 

f' 2 
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behind Badenweiler is called the Hochblaueh^ 
and is three thousand five hundred and ninety- 
five feet above the level of the Mediterranean. 
From its top may be seen the mountains behind 
the town of Berne^ covered with snow^ a great 
part of Alsace, ietc. 

l^he small town of Mullheim^ which is a prst 
station, is one league from Badenweiler, and ' 
five frcin Kaltenherberg. Its situation in the 
middleof a charming and fertile valley, which Is. 
^closed on one side by the mountain of Hoch- 
blaueh, aiid on the other by hills planted witk 
vines, gives it a very pleasant appearance. The 
height of Rekenhag produces an excellent wine j 
aiid from this, as well as fi*om the height of 
Luginslanrl, just by, there is a delightful pro- 
spect. The baths of Midlheim are of little 
importance. In its environs is an iron mine. 
Mullheim is a very ancient town, of which men- 
tion is made in writings of the eighth century. 

The first post station beyond Midlheim is at 
Kroizingerij a very remarkal)le place, the name 
of which was borne by a noble family as far back 
as the seventh century, tn going from this plaee 
to Frybourg, the traveller will do well to pass 
thri ugh Brisac. This place, which was ori- 
ginally situated on the left bank of the Rhine, 
and which is now transferred to the right (the 
river having changed its course), was most pro- 
bably founded by Drusns, who established a fort 
on the nii untain [maris brisiacus). A long time 
afterwards, the Duke Berthold the Fifth, of 
Zahr ingen, built a strong casUe on the same spot . 
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mouQlaio^ which is ( f basalt, borders the 
Bhibe, iBnid on it may still be seen the church of 
St. Stephen. In a silver coffin, within this 
church, are deposited the bones of the martyrs 
Gervas and Protas , which were transferred to 
this place during the reign of Frederick Bar- 
ibarossa. The wooden figures wliich decorate 
the grand alUr are wor^y of obseryation, as 
well as the tombs of several celebrated generals. 
In the year 1 795, this town was reduced to ashes 
by the French . The prospect which the traveller 
inay enjoy from the spot v^^here the strong castle 
formerly stood, is astonishing : he can see, at 
6neTiew,the Tolcanic mountainKaiserstuhl, the 
wood of firs of the Black Forest, the bluish moun- 
tains of Alsace, the town of Neuf Brisac, with 
fori Mortier, and at his feet the town, with its 
ancient ramparts. On the south side is Mount 
tJg^ardsbergj where the citadel formerly stood^ 
ana oh which there is a monument erected in 
honour of the Grand Duke Chaiies Frederick, of 
Baden. 

Frybourg is situated five leagues fromBrlsac. 
This ancient capital of the Brisgau is situated at 
the head of the chain of mountains of the Black 
jPt rest, wliich extends its branches to the right 
and left from this place. The river Dreysam, 
ivhich flows from tbe Valley of HoUenthal^ 
situated in the vicinity, passes east of this town. 
Fryboui^ was founded, in 1118, by Berthold, 
second Duke of Zahringen ; an^ in 1 568 it 
submitted to the Austrian dominion. It contains 
^bout 1 0,000 inhabitants.

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The most remarkable ol>jccts are, — 1 • The 
Munster^ one of the most beautiful and perfect 
old domes In Germany. The first founqaUons 
of it were laid by Conrad, Duke of Zahringen. 
Its tower is five hundred and thirteen feet 
high. The lalerior of the church exhibits 
several curiosities^ particularly a picture at the 
grand altar, representing the ascension of the 
Virgin, painted by Holbein, several painted 
windows, and some tombs, amongst which is that 
of Berthold, fifth Duke of Zahringen-— 2. The 
Kaufliaus^ which is an old Gothic building. — 
3. The Theatre. — 4. The Fountain in the 
FIschmarkt (Fish Market), with the Monument 
of the Founder of the town. — 5. The University, 
which was foimded in 1454. It has a very 
excellent library, a cabinet of natural history, 
transferred from the abbey of St. Blaise, a 
beautiful collection of philosophical instruments, 
which belonged to the convent of Salem, a 
botanical garden, and an anatomical theatre. 
It has pensions for indigent students.— 6. The 
Hospitals. — 7 . The Foundling Hospital.— 8. The 
Garden Industriegarten. 

The best situation to see the town and its 
environs, is from the top of the mountain Scliloss- 
berg, where the citadel Ibrmerly stood : the hill 
of Loretto, a quarter of a league from the town^ 
is likewise a fine situation. 

The most delightful pri ^menades are,— 1 . The 
Road which leads to Guntherstal, an ancient 
convent of nuns, Avhere only the nobility are 
received. It is situated in a delightful valley^ 
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one league from Frjbourg« .On a rock not 
^fsLt from this place^ are the ruins of a castle 
' which was inhabited by Gunther, the founder of 
the convent. — 2. The Road leading to the 
Chartreuse, which is situated in a dreary 
'country, at about a league from Fry hour g. On 
one side of it is a farm^ aa inn, and two mills. 
—3. The Road of St, Georges, one league 
*^from Frybourg, where there is a very good 
school.— 4. The Road which leads to St. 
\Bar6e, a hermitage with a cturch.— 5. The 
Mountain Ottilienburg^ with a cavern excavated 
in the rock, where Ottilia retired to escape the 
pursuit of his enemies.*-— 6. The Road leading 
to Mont St. Jean, the situation of which is ex- 
tremely picturesque . — 7 . The Road leading to 
JEkarty where there is a chiiteau and garden 
worthy of observation. — 8. The Road leading 
to the ruins of the old castle of Zdhringen^ a 
league from Frybourg, near the village of Zah- 
rlngen. The situation of this old cattle is de- 
lightful ; and it commands a view, on one side, 
of the most beautiful parts of the Brisgau and 
Alsace ; and on the other, of the valleys of 
Wildthal, Fehrenthal, and GloterthaL 
' Three leagues east of Frybourg is the HoUen* 
thai (Infernal Valley), which has a most dread- 
iful appearance. The road is lost at the bottom 
of a strait, formed by masses of rock. 

Inns. The Negro (zum Mohrcn), the Roman 
Emperor, the Sword (zumSchwerdt). 

Three leagues from Frybourg, on the Eh 
^ind on the Breitma. is the small town of Em- 
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mendingen^ situated in a very beautiful country. 
It is a post station. iThe building; called Biurg- 
vogtey was the residence of the Margraves of 
Hochberg. The school at this place -was fre- 
quented by the celebrated Keppler and Schop-^ 
fliii« It has a reading-room^ wkich was esta^ 
blished in 1775. 

The first post station beyond Enuuendingen 
is Kenzingeriy which is three leagues distant. 
This small town was entirely destroyed by fire 
a short time ago. A quarter of a league from 
it is the ci Levant convent of nuns otPVonnetha/^ 
and some distance farther in the nioimtains^ are 
the tuins of the castle of Kirnberg. 

The first post station between iLenzingen and 
Friesenhcim is the ancient Abbey oiEUenheim^ 
miinstery at the bottom of the mountains situated 
on the sides of the road. It was founded in the 
iseventh century. A quarter of a league from 
the convent, and nearer the road, is the bath of 
St. Landelin^ and a church, in which this saint 
was interred. Landelin was a Scotch noble^ 
who about the year 640 settled near the rains 
of the cattle of Gisenb ^urg, in this valley, which 
was then uncultivated. A league from this 
place, on the Uhditz^ is the town of Ettenheim^ 
which derives its name from its founder Etto or 
£tticho. A beautiful church occupies the space 
where the castle of Etto formerly stood. The 
episcopal palace, and the houses of several noble 
families, are remarkable for their construe- 
tion. The etavirons of the town are fertile and 
pleasant.

Frvsmiheifk is sil le^^gues from feenzingen. 
A league from this place, on the side of the 
mountains, is the townof /:aAr, which contains 
4 dp 5000 inhabitants. It carries on a consider- 
able trade, and its manufactures of cloth and stuffi 
occupy more than three thomand workmen* 
It has also two considerable snuff man u factories, 
and several distinguished commercial houses. 
The town itself is small, but it has been consi- 
disrably (enlarged hy the addition of the suburb, 
recently built, in whichthereareseveralbeautiful 
Luildings and gardens, displaying very great 
tasle. Labr was Formerly the property of the 
Counts of Hohengeroldseck. The old castle, 
which bears this iiamie, is situated on a mountain 
*^^i^ons . It was probably erected by 
the Romaiis, and afterwards destroyed by the 
Germans. Gerold the First, brother-in-law of 
Ghtit-feiriaghe, rebuilt it, and left it to his 
son Ceroid Ihe Second. Tlie French General 
Creaui blfew it up in 1697, when the same fate 
TOfel several oiher towns and strong castles in 
the county of Ortenau. Some idea may be 
K)r^ed of ite extent from the ruins which still 
exist. On the western side there is a fine view, 

great part of Alsace, and on 
the ^asi side is seen the valley of Kinzigthal, 
and the spot where the town of Prinzbach for- 
merly stood. A beautiful road, which passes at 
ihig fopt of ibe mountain of Schlossberg, leads 
into the Kinzigthal, and extends across the 
Black Forest. 

The town ^tlahlhergy with its castle and the 
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ancient abbey oi Schuttern^ are two interesting 

Slaces, situated near Friesenheim, at some 
istance from the Rhine. Mahlberg is very 
ancient, and was probably founded hy the 
Romans. A tribunal, called Mallgericht^ was 
established at this place by the Franks. The 
• history of later times mentions the Lortls of 
Mahlberg^ and afterwards tlie Hoiise ot Uohea- 
staiifen, as having succeeded the first in the 
possession of the castle, Conrad the Tliird, of 
the house of Hohenstaufen^ built the town on the 
mountain. 

The abl)ey oi Schi/ttern ^ on the. vw^y Schuttery 
is particularly remarkable for its antiquity, as it 
is said that, as far back as iheslxtli century, a 
youni^ Briton, named OiTo, of the blood royal, 
established a convent there. The church of this 
abbey is very beautiful. 

Three leagues from Friesenheim, and about 
the same distance from Schuitern, on the Rinzig, 
is the ci-demnt imperial town of Offetihourg, 
which was likewise founded by OlTo, from whom 
it took the name of Offobourg (castle of Otfo). 
The position of ibis town commands the entrance 
of the valley of Kiuzigthal; and for ibis reason, 
it is desirable to make it a strong place. It 
contains 5000 inhabitants, and I'll the peace of 
Presburg, was the residence of the grand im- 
perial bailiff, in the county of Ortenau. The 
seat of tlie cLapter of the cathedral of Stras- 
!)onrg was transferred to this place duriufi; the 
hrst years of the Revolution. The town has a 
very pleasant appearance^ and is situated where 
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several great roads meet : Uie principal is the 
road from Frankfort to Bale, and to the Kinzig- 
thai, and that from Strasbourg, ivhich divides 
into several branches. The ancient convent of 
Franciscans has been converted into a gymna* 
slum. The parish church is remarkable for its 
construction. Several monuments dated in the 
time of the Romans, have been covered over by 
the Kinzig, in which they may be seen when the 
waters of this river are low. One of these 
monuments, namely, a sepulchral stone vrith an 
inscription^ has been taken out within a few 
years. 

Inns. The Posthouse and the Crown. 

The beautiful valley of &>2^/g-^Aa/ commences 
a short distance east of Offenbourg. A league* 
from this place is the village of Ortenberg, with 
the ruins of an old castle, in the environs of 
which the best red vnne in the grand duchy is 
made. 

One league from Ortenberg is Gengenbachy an 
ancient imperial town with an ahbey of Benedic* * 
tines, which formerly beloDged to the empire. 
The valley between Ortenberg and Gengenbach, 
presents great variety, and abounds veitb delight-* 
iul views. The convent of Gengeubach is more 
ancient than the town. Arnoul, grandson of 
Pepin, who displayed great zeal for the propa- 
gation of Christianity in the country of Ortenau, 
had intended to build a convent there, but was 
prevented by death and his son, Routhard, exe- « 
cuted his father's plan about the year 750. A 
J^tin school was afterwards established in the 
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cqnvent, and several of the abbes are 'disting- 
uished for their learning. The cliurcli of the 
coiivent is beautiful. In the £n£;lish gardeii^ 
near this monastery^ is a Roman altar dedicated 
to Jupiter, which was found in the mountain of 
Kastelbo^g, in the vicinity. Mo remains of 
Cfi^stle of Southard, which was situated at ^he 
foot of Mount Rastelberg, are now visible* 
Gengenbach contains about 1800 inhabitants* 
The convent, the Townhouse, the li^aufliaus 
(Custom House), tlie New Hospital, the Cl^urcb 
of St. Martin, and that of Bergkirche, are the 
prmctpal buudmgs. 

Inns. The Eagle, and the Court of Ba4e^. 

Leaving Offenbourg qn the westeni side, the 
traveller proceeds along the great road to KehL 
Before the Revolution this town contained 2000 
inhabitants, and was very opul^t j bnt it cofisists 
now of very few houses, one or two inns, the 
posthouse, and a building for tlie transport of 
merchandise. - The village situated on the side 
of it has lately been reduced to ashes for the 
third time. Within a short time, \h§ fqrtificit- 
tions on the side of Strasbourg hav^ bee|i con- 
siderably augmented, whilst those pn tl^p side 
of Germany Ijave been destroyed. 

A bridge of boats leads from Kehl to Str^- 
Lourg, which is a league distant. On the road 
may be seen the beautiful nionument, erected by 
Buonaparte to the memory of G^eral Dessaix. 
It consists of a pyramid with four beautiful b^- 
reliefs, executed by Ohii^acht, an excellent 
tist; who lives at Strasbourg. 
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On coming from Kehl, the traveller may enter 

the town either hy the ciladel or b j the butchers' 
^ate. 

' STRASBOXTRGy which Contains about 50^000 

inhabitants, is situated 121 post leagues from 
Paris, and 108 leagues from Lyons. The riyers 
111 and Breuschy which are both navigable, cross 
the town. The streets are most pf them nar- 
row, the houses very loft^, and every pari has 
the appearance of an ancient imperial town of 
Germany. Strasbourg was a remarkable place 
in the time of the Romans j and several military 
roads led from it to Milan, Treves, and Leyden. 
The town was burnt by Attila, but was repaired 
in the 6th century, when it was called Stratc- 
hurgum (castle near the road), a name which 
it still bears. It has always been considered 
Germany's bulwark against France. In 1681^^ 
at a time of peace, Louis XIV. occupied Stras- 
bourgy which he found without a garrison. He 
also constructed several considerable fortifica<* 
tions, and placed on the door of the citadel this 
inscription : sen^at et obsermt. 

The most remarkable objects at Strasbourg 
are, — 1 . The Munster : the first church of this 
name was built by King Clodwig (Louis), about 
the year 510 : Charlemagne a^ded a choir to 
It ; but this edifice was entirely reduced to 
ashes in 1007, by lightning. In 1015, Bishop 
Werner, of the House of Mabsbonrg, laid the 
foundation of the new dome, which was finished 
in 1275. In 1276, the construction of the tower 
tTRS commenced; under the direction of Erwiu 
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of Stcinbach; a man of great taleot. The figures 
and ornaments of the portal were executed by 
his daughter. Erwhi il) iiig in liis son 

John con tin lied t]ie work. Botli falher and son. 
were buried in the Muuster. The most curious 
objects in this building are, — 1. The Pictures 
painted on the w indows ^ the Baptistery • the 
Sepulchres of John Geiler, of Kaisersberg, and 
of Bishop Conrad II., of the house of Licht- 
enberg, who commenced the erection of xhfi 
Munster ^ the Tomb of John Maentelin^ the first 
printer of Strasbourg j and the Tombs of Eru in 
and his son. The tower is 600 feet high, and 
may be ascended without difficulty or danger, as 
far as the roof, whence there is a fine view. Those 
who wish to ascend the steeple, must procure 
from the guards, who live on the roof, the keys of 
the iron-grating above the crown. The persons 
who reside in the tower sell a small book, con- 
taining an account of the Munster. The tele- 
graph is placed on the roof, above the choir 
of the church.~2* The Church of St. Thomas^ 
containing the superb tomb of Marshal Saxe, 
executed by Pigallj and the simple and beau- 
tiful Monumjent of Schdpflin, erected by his 
sister. In one of the vaults of this church are 
some bodies in good preservation, supposed to 
belong to the family of the Counts of l>iassau.-— 
5. The Episcopal or Imperial Palace.— 4. The 
ancient Catholic School, on the side of the 
Munster.— 5. The Theatre. — 6, The Library of 
the University, which has been formed from 
more than one hundred libraries of the depart- 
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ments/and is, particularly rich in a.ncient prints. 
—7. The Library of the ancient Protestant Uni- 
Tersity, to which that of Schopdin has been 
joined. . It contains a great number of works 
on classical literature, and on the study of autir 
quilies^ and historical writings relating to Stras- 
bourg and Alsace.*^ 8. The Cabinet of Anti- 
quities of Schopflin. It forms part of the town 
library, and contains Greek, Koman^ and French 
monuments, as well as others from Egypt and 
Etruria. It likewise contains severallares, vases, 
medals, etc. — ^9. The Cabinet of Mechanism^ 
in the New Church, where there are two pic- 
tures, and a wooden model which represents 
the town with its fortifications. — 10. The Ob- 
sertaiory, with the astronomical instruments.— 
11. The Botanical Garden, — 12. The Civil 
Hospital, which contains an anatomical theatre. 
— 13. The Collection of Pictures, under the 
direction of M. Guerin,. a skilful pauUer and 
engraver. 

' . Besides the above objects, there are several 

others worthy of attention ^ sucli as the Mint, 
a roll of paper ( called Papyrus ), made use of 
by the ancients, which may be seen at the 
house of M. Cadet; and the small pleasure 
house, with the orangery^ on the side of the 
Ruprechtsau. 

Strasbourg has several important manufac- 
torieSy some booksellers' shops, and printing- 
offices. The traveller will lind atTreuttcl and 
Wurtz's, or at lionig and IjevrauU's;^ most of the 
French and German publications.

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The public squares are, — iUhe BrogHo, the 
Square of the Gontades^ and llie Square of th^ 
JPrefecture. 

The environs of Strasbourg consist of gar- 
dens ^ and the quantity of vegetables and fruits 
of the best kind gathei^ed there is so great, that 
they are sent to the markets of liaden and 
Carlsruhe. A Tery much frequented prome- 
nade is the Ruprecntsau, where there are some 
beautiful Avalks and gardens laid out with very 
good taste. 

A diligence sets out from Strasbourg to Paris 

every otiier day, that is, on the 2d, 4th, 6th, 
etc. There are also diUgences from Stra^ourg 
16 Mayence^ which are about iwo days on the 
road. 

Jnns. L'Esprit, the Raven^ the Red House^ 
and the Town of Lyons. 

At Strasbourg the Rhine takes tTie name of 
Upper Rhine^ Mrhich it retains as far asMayence: 
whence, to Cologne, it is called Middle Rhine, 
and from Cologne to the mouths in Holland, 
the Lower Rhine. Vessels of large burden have 
much difficulty in descending the river as far 
as Strasbourg, and it is not till it reaches Spire 
that the navigation becomes important. As the 
banks of the river are extremely flat and unin- 
teresting, the traveller, on leaving Strasbourg, 
will do well to take the great road along the 
Rhine. This road passes across the small 
county of Hanau-Iiichtenberg, which is remark- 
able ibr the fertility of its soil, as well as for its 
inhabitants, who are distinguished from their 
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neighbours by their beautiful shape, their cos- 
ttime, and their mannas. The first post sta-- 
tipil beyond Kehl is fUschoJfsheim^ called an 
Hohensteg, and is three leagues distant. During 
the 17th, and even in the 18th century, this 
market-to'Arti iras the place of residenee of this 

XJoiints of Hanau. 

Four leagues from BischofiTsheim is StotU 
hofeiiy the second post station, wbencie the fa«* 
mous line of defence, which was so long inac- 
cessible to the French, formerly extendied to- 
^9tran)s Bnhl and KapelL A quarter oiT a league 
from Slollhofen, on the side of the road^ is the 
Tillage of lyc^war^^/r, where there is an abbey 
€^f Benedictines, Which is a beautiful building. 
At the commencement of the 8th centttrjr, this 
convent was situated in the island of Arnufsau, 
iioi fiir frbni Drusenheiih : hut it haS since 
removed to its present position, near the river 
Schwarzwasser. There is a post Station be- 
tmki Stbllhbfeh and Rastadt^ but the road is 

very disagreeable. 

^ ^he voyage from Kastadt to Manntieitn may 
ifi^eettnly performed on bne df the rafts, 
which descend with the Murg into the Rhine. 
Thei^e Sirfe tw6 ways by land j one of which, 
|)aiMn^ along theinonAtams and through ^rncli- 
sal, has been already described : the second, 
tailed thfe Road of the Rhibe (Rbeinstrasse)^ 
passes from Rastadt along the ancient dike of 
the Rhine, which formerly served to restrain the 
riv^. The ground is now cultivated, and inter-* 
spersed with small woods. Set'fveeft knieUngen 
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(four leagues iVoiii Rastatlt) and the village of 
Linkenheim (three leagues lower), are the esta- 
htishments where the gold is extracted from the 
sand thrown up on the banks of the river. The 
process is simple, but the labour hard, and the 
annual produce is very ifaconsiderable. 

One league before the traveller reaches the 
post station of Grahen^ he passes the pretty- 
Tillage of Schreky which carries on a consider* 
able trade. 

Grdhcn is a market- town, worthy of notice. 
"The old castle, which formerly stood there, was 
destroyed l)y the French. 

The next post station is that of Wa^hdusely 
which consists of a ch4teau, with a park (it for- 
merly belonged to the Bishop of Sp ire, but pow 
forms part of the possessions of the Grand Duke 
of Baden), a beautiful church, a conrent of 
CapuchinS; a posthouse^ and an inn. 

Before the traveller reaches Waghiiusel, he 
may perceive, on the left bank of the Rhine^ 
the ancient imperial city of Spire, with its old 
dome,' which Conrad, of the Salic race, built in 
1052, and which he intended to be the burial- 
place of his family and successors. The tra- 
veller will not regret a deviation from !bis route 
in order to visit this distinguished city. Near 
the village of Rheinhausen, there is a very con- 
venient place for passing the river. The city is 
only a shadow of what it formerly was, but the 
ruins alone present an immense number of ob** 
J cots worthy the attention of the spectator. 
The dome is one of the most beautiful spcci- 
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mens of auclcnt German architecture. Most of 
the emperors of the Salic race, as well as the 
wives and children of many of theni^ with Ralph 
of Habsbourg, Adolphus of Nassau, Philip of 
Suabia, and Albert of Austria, were buried iu 
this church; In 1689 the troops of Louis XIV 
set fire to this superb temple, and even raked 
up the tombs of the emperors, in the hope of 
finding treasure. Only a part of the huilain^ , 
however, lell a prey to the llames j and the 
Emperor Napc^leon, when he visited Spire, pro- 
mised to rebuild the dome. From the gallery, 
above the choir of the church, there is a beauti- 
ful prospect, particularly on the side of the 
Tnountains near Heidelberg. 

Three leagues from Waghausel is ScJwet^ 
sangen. The garden is the most remarkable 
object. * It occupies a space ofone hundred and 
eighty -six. acres j and although situated iu the 
midst of a sandy plain, vegetation flourishes to 
a considerable extent. It is particularly dis- 
tinguished by very fine groups of trees. The 
most attractive parts of the garden are the walks 
of linden-trees, and the groups of trees in the 
English garden ; the beautiful prospect fr ,m 
the great basin, across an opening made in the 
wood near Kalscli, whence the mountains of 
"Vosgcs may be seen in the distance ^ the Tem- 
ple of Apollo, which, when enlightened by the 
setting sun, throws an air of enchantment over 
the surrounding objects 5 the Temple of Mi- 
nerva ; the beautiful bathing-house ; the envi- 
rons of the Temple of Mercury j the great foun- 
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tain, where there are four beautiful vases of 

Carrara marble j and the mosque, with its 
towers. The traveller should ascend one of 
these lowers, though the staircasiB is narrow'ah<i 
dark, in order to enjoy the delightful prospect 
which it commands. Besides the above, the 
following objects are remarkable :— the Ijand- 
scape, painted in fresco, on a wall near the 
Birds' Basin j the Botanical Garden^ where there 
are more than twenty-four thousand kinds of 
trees and shrubs, most of them exotic, and 
feome of which may be bought at the price men- 
tioncd in the printed catalogue; and the nur- 
sery of fruit-trees. The southern part of the 
garden contains some ftomantombi. 

Inns. The Palatine Court, the Golden Ox, 
the Prince Charles, and the Posthouse. 

MANNHEtM is situated three leagues from 
Schwetzliigen. In ancient times, a village of 
the same name stood where the present city- 
does. The first foundations of the town were 
laid in 1606, by the Elector Frederick IV., who 
likewise built on the side of it the castle of 
triedrichshourg : but both were burnt durmg the 
thirty years' war. 

Mannheim, however, soon rose from its ruins, 
but was again reduced to ashes by the French 
in 1689. The city, in its present state, was 
then built, and its regular form ranks it amongst 
the most oeautiful cities of German v. It con- 
tains al^out 18,000 inhabitants. The fortifica- 
tions have been turned into gardens and prome- 
nades since 1 806. - 
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The most i-emai^kalile objects in Mannheim 
are, — 1. The Castle. The left wing of this 
building, containing the Opera, suffered much 
iti the Ust bombardmlent. In this castle^ also;^ 
is a gallery of pictures, containing several ex- 
cellent pieces^ particularly fine landscapes and 
country scenes^ of the Flemish school ; a coU 
lection of engravings^ with a considerable num- 
ber of plates, of the school of Kuhens; a hall 
of iititiduities> where there are some fine oasts 
from the best ancient models^ a cabinet of 
natural history^ and a considerable library. 
Thecoikrt painter, Stadsen^ superintends every 
thing connected with tbe fine arts. — 2. The 
Ancient conTent of the Jesuits, with a beautiful 
churchy near the castle. In the buildings of th^ 
convent, is the lyceum. The library belonged 
to the late M. Desbillou, and eontams a grbat 
itiiblfier of old editions of classical authors, and 
other typograpbical curiosities. — 5. The Thea- 
tre^ a beiaHitiful building, which has a tavern, 
and in which balls are given. The days of re- 
prc^ntalioii are, Sunday, Tuesday, and Tburs- 
ihiy,^. The Observatory, boilt ill 1772 5 but 
the arrangement and situation of which are by 
no nieans proper for astronomical observations. 
It hte ^ cdQection of excellent instruments, and 
commands, on every side, fine prospects. — 5. 
The Collection of Pictures of M. de Villiers, 
which contains some fine specimens of the 
Dutch school, tbat have, unfortunately, been 
too^much varnished } the most beautiful piece, 
however, a Madonna, said to have been exe^ 
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culecl hy Raphael, but more probably by Giullo 
Romano, a pupil of his, has not this blemish. 

Th<* vernor of the castle, M. Richard, pos- 
sesses some very pretty pictures, one of which 
represents the iio\y Family, and was most pro* 

bably executed b\ Rapbael. 

Amongst the artists at Mannheim^ M. Hoch 
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The establishment called Harmony, is a so- 
ciety tbrmed of the Museum and of the Casino. 
It has a tolerably extensiye library. Strangers, 
who have been introduced by one of the mem- 
bers of the society, and presented to one of the 
directors, receive an entrance ticket, by means 
of which they may procure admission for a 
month. 

The most delightful promenades are,— 1 . The 

Miihlau, which is a pleasure-house, situated on 
an island^ a quarter of a league from the town, 
in a grove. It has good accommodation, and a 
ball is giveji every Wednesday during the sum- 
mer. — 2. The Garden, between the (^tle and 
the Rhine. — 5. TlieRoad, which passes over the 
bridge of Neckar, and which, crosses the gardens 
in the environs. 

Inns. The Golden' Sheep, the Silver Anchor, 
the Three Kings, the Rlack Bear, and the ^ Vine- 
yard (Weinberg). 
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I. FROM MAI^NHEIM TO NEUSTADT, ON THE 

HAARDT. 

• ■ 

A ROAD, which passes between a great and a . 
cross road, leads from the redoubt of the Rhine 
(RheiBSchenze) toNeustadt, six leagues distant. 
The villages on this road are wealthy. The 
soil is fertile, but the country is uniform and 
umnteresting as far as the environs of Neiistadt. 
There is a posthouse at Hochdorf, 

Neustadt, five leagues from Spire, and eight 
leagues from Kaiserslautem, is situated at the 
foot of the mountauis of the Haardt. The attrac- 
tions and charms of its situation are not inferior 
to any in the Palatinate, and may be placed on 
a level with those of Heidelberg. The town 
itself is ancient, the streets are narrow, and few 
of the houses are neat. 

The most remarkable objects are, 1 . The 

principal Church. It was built in the 10th 
century, and enlarged by the Emperor Robert, 
who made it a colle^uate church. The steeples 
and the roof were finished during the govern- 
ment of Casimir. It had a clock that weighed 
ninety-nine cwt./ which was taken away at the 
commencement of the revolutionary wars. In 
the vestibules (called Paradis) are some paint- 
ings in fresco, well worthy of observation. The 
church contains the tombs of Randolph 11., who 
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died October 4^ 1555; of Robert T.^ who died 

February 16, 1590j and of the Eujperor Ro- 
bert III., who died at Oppenheim^ May 18, 
1490. The stone wfaiqb covers the last tomb 
has been much injured by the French. The 
body of the Emperor has been deposited in the 
church of St. Esprit, at Heidelberg.— 2. The 
building called Casimirian : it was formerly a 
convent of nuns called Weisse Klaufs (Waite 
Cloister), but was changed by Gasimir ioU> a 
school. The mnasium, which still exists, is 
one of the best in the country. — 5, The mauu-* 
fttctory of MM. Schuster and Moriau, wher^ 
chemical compositions are prepared. 

The most beautiful s|>ots in the mviroos of 
the town, which commaiid fine yiews, are « 
1, The Schiefhaus, in the suburb called Kgypt. 
— 2. The old Castle of TValdmannsburg. — 5* 
The quarries in the mountain of TVintersberg^ 
where may be seen the tomb of the Prussiaa 
General Pfau, who was k.ille4 iu 1794, afle|p 
haTing bravely defended the redoubt of Schaa- 
zeL near Landau. Field-Marshal Wurmser, 
under whose command this br^ve general theipt 
was, erected this plain monumei|t to his me- 
itaiory. — 4. A pretty little chateau, with a gar- 
den, situated on the Uaa|*dt. (It i$ a village of 
picturesque appearance, -^hich covers thp siir--* 
lace of a small height.) The chateau belongs 
to M. Schuster, aud displays, in every part,» 
the good taste of its po$se$sor. It commands 
an extensive view of the adjacent country j and 
the prospect qf the envirou^ 9f Heidelberg froift 
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It IS dellghtfal — 5. The Burgstein.— 6. The. 
Castle of Hamhacherschloss. — 7. The Calmuc^ 
which is the highest point of the mountains 
of Haardt, where the French intended to erect 
a tele^raph^ to correspond with. Majence and 
Landau. 

In the environs of Neustadt are several old 
castles^ which have fallen into ruins : the most 
interesting are, — 1. The Castle of WoUsber- 
gerschloss^ which was pillaged during the thirty 

Jirears'' war. A subterranean way across the val- 
erjTy on this side the rivulet of Speyerbach, leads 
from this place to the raountain of Konigsberg, 
which is situated, opposite, and on which are- 
the remains of some Roman buildings.-— 2. The 
Castle of Hambacherschloss. — 5. The Castle 
on the Haardt, the ancient sununer residence 
of the Palatine Counts. In tl^e chapel^ which 
is fallen into ruins, there are some paintings 
fresco* Frederick, sumamed the Victorious; 
was born in this eastle. In 1696, the English 
gained possession of it and burnt it, after driv- 
ing out the French. There is still a by-roa4 
from Neustadt to this castle, across the moun- 
tain of Zlegelberg. In the place called Auf der ' 
jBolly are the remains of an ancient Roman road, 
which passed through the forests of Hambach 
and Neustadt. , • 

• Inns. The best at Neustadt lare, the Lioi^ 
Mid the Post-house. 

There is an opportunity every week of pro- 
ceeding to Strasbourg, Mayence, &c., by the 
dHigence, 'fvhich' passes thri^gh this place;

2. FROM NEUSTADT TO SPIRE. 

If the traveller has not seen Spire before, 
mav convemently make a tour to it from Neu- 
staat. The road leading to it passes throagh 
Hassloch^ a very opulent village, containing 
4,500 inhabitants. 

Spire has been described before : in this place^ 
therefore, we shall only recommend the traveller 
to notice the ruins of an establishment of Tem-^ 
plars, which are situated at the entrance of the 
town, on the borders of the Speyerbach. 

3. FROM NEUSTADT TO LANDAU.-^(4 leagues*) 

Between Neustadt and Landau, that ancient 
and strong place, which formerly defended the 
frontiers of France, and which has lately been 
restored to Germany, the eountry is remarkable 
for its fertility, its fine prospects, and the opu- 
lence of its inhabitants. The neighbouring hills 
produce the most exquisite wines. The roadi 
which crosses the mountains of la Haardt, pas^ 
ing throng h Hatnbachy is very pipturesque. The 
cMteau> called Kastameiibourg^ near ihe latter 

?lace, was built by the Emperor Henry IV. 
he peasants of the district of Pfeddersheim 
took it by assault in 1 525, during the war called 
the Peasants' war. They found in the cellars 
one huAdrecl large ga^lgi gf wine,, which were 
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emptied in the course of fifteen days. The 
view from, the top of the mountaia on which the 
chitean stands, includes a great part of th6 
eavirons of the Rhine. The ruins of the chateau 
are very picturesque. At some distance from 
this plaee is St. Martin^ with an old ch&teau 
called Grobsberg, which is still inhahited, and 
which formerly belonged to the family - of Dal- 
berg. The construction of this chiteau, and 
the antique appearance of the interior, render 
it a very curious object. Its apartments, arched 
ceilings, vaults, .&c., are all in the style of an- 
cient times. The village of Edenkobeiiy which 
is also on this road, contains 4,500 inhabitants. 
JSdesheim is another hrge village, with two cha- 
teaux. 

Inn. The Flower. 

Landau is eighteen leagues from Strasbourg, 

twenty from Mayence, and ten from Mannheim. 

The fortifications are the most remarkable 
<dbjecCs • There are several large breweries ^ but 
the trade carried on is in general very incon- 
siderable. 

' Inns. The Golden Sheep, the White Swan^ 

and the Three Kings. The usual coach fare 
from Landau to Strastbourg, is from fourteen to 
aixteen francs. 

About two leagues from Landau is the valley 
oiAnniPeUler^ which is very picturesque, with a 
small town of the same name. In this valley 
are theruins of several old castles, which deserve 
the traveller's attention : amongst others, is the 
f^iitewiis/SEschbachy in the vicinity ofKUngen*- 
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imifistet; that of JRiebourg near Roth^ (cele- 
. brated for its red wine), nut particularly that 
called Triefe/sy situated on a mountain of the 
Yosges. It is said , that the valiant Richard 
Co^nr-de-Lion was detained in this ch4teau9 till 
his brave companions in arms^ led on by his 
friend Rlondel, .succeeded. in restoring l^.to 
liberty. 

4. PROM NETTSTADT KAISERSLAUTERN. 

(8 leagues.) 

. The traveller will be obliged to go some dis^ 
tance out of his road, in order to make a tour 
to R^isarjslautern : never.theless^ as the country 
abounds with wild and romantic scenery, and aa 
there are several interesting ruins of old castles, 
wliicli form a line contrast to the countries which 
have been described^ he will be amfly repaid^for 
his trouble. 

A very pleasant road, passing through the 
valley of Neustadt^ which. is extremely pictu- 
resque, leads to Lambrechtj a village which .ha§ 
a, copper foundry, aqd contains 5^000 inhabit- 
ants. This place, where there was formerly a 
convent, was founded by the Huguenots, who 
,had been driven from their country. . It is now 
inhabited by their descimdiuits,whoareemployed 
in making cloth. . The chmxh is a truly Gothic 
edifice: The village of Lambrecht, before the 
French Revolution, belonged to the University 
.of Heidelberg. About a league fropi Lambrecht, 
in a .wild and romantic vauey, watered by .the 
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Spcycrbacli) are tlie old castles of JStvenstein, 

Sreitenstein. and Spatigenherg, 

The traveller afterwards passes Neiderifels, 
Inhere there is a chdteau 5 and at some distance 
Frankenstein^ where there is also a chateau, 
which was formerly inhabited by the Knights of 
Frankenstein. At this place^ the river Spire 
enters the valley of Neusladt. There is a good 
inn, kept by M. Kitter^ who also Jets out post- 
liorses. In the vicinity of Frankenstein are the 
ruins of the old Castle of Diemer stein. JValler" 
berg, with the monument ofthe Swedish General 
Tgrstensohn, is situated on the side of the road : 
the monument conslsls of a column, with a cross 
on tlie capital. The traveller thence proceeds to 
Kaiserdautem.

• 5. FROM NEUSTAJ>T TO DURKHEIM (PASSING 
THE MOUNTAIMS OF LA HAARDT], TO GRUN- 
STADI AND . 9IONT-T0^£ltRE. 

Th£ country which the traveller is now about 

to traverse is, without exception, the finest part 
of the Palatinate; and what has been already 
said respecting the general beauty of the coun* 
try, is more particulai'Iy applicable to this part 
of it. ' ^ 

. The first place the traveller reaches is Mus^ 

bach , where he sees on his right a fine plain^ 
and .on his left the village, of Haardtj which is 
situated behind a small mountain^ has a 
very picturesque appearance. A succession of 
villages, situated at the toot of the mountains of 

H D 
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la Haardt, extend, with scarcely any Interruption, 




Deidesheirrij witli the ruins of an ai;icient and 
strong chateau. Inn : The Swan. — Forst, which 
produces exquisite imm.—'W^achenheimf where 
are seen the ruins of an old chateau, and where 
the neighbouring hills also produce good wine. 
The situation of these places is charming ; and 
the magoificence of the houses proves the opu- 
lence of the inhabitants^ who are generous and 
hospitable in the extrente. 

The. town of JJurkkeimyWiili Its salt-works in 
the plain^ is the next place the trayeller reaches. 
It is situated at the entrance of a ptetoresqae 
valley, near the brook of Isenach, which falls 
into the canal of the Rhine, at a short distance 
from FranlumthaU and which once formed the 
limits between the districts of Worms and 
Spire. Diirkheim was formerly the residence 
of the Prini^ of Linange. The fine chateau 
which they inhabited was burnt in 1794, by 
order of a revolutionary commissary. On a 
mountain, in the environs of Diirkheim^ are seen 
the ruins of the ancient Abbey oiLimbourg* The 
Emperor Conrad the Second, aud his consort, 
Gisela^ caused it to be built in the eleventh 
century, on the precise spot where their cha- 
teau formerly stood^ and where their son Con- 
rad lost his life^ in consequence of a dread- 
ful fair. The Monks, who Inhabited this abbey 
afterwards, sustained a very obstinate war 
against the Counts of Linange^ who had erected 
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on their territory the chateau called Harten- 
hourp^ . This war^ iiHiicfa lasted a long time, was 
terminated in 1 504, by Count Eniich the Eighth; 
who, with a small detachment of soldiers, rein- 
forced by the peasants of Diirkheim, took the 
convent by surprise, and set fire to the beautiful 
church, in which were twenty grand altars, at 
well as other buildings, after luiving pillaged 
both that and the convent. The view from the 
mountain is very extensive : on the eastern side 
are thebea,utifui plains, watered by the Rhine; 
and on the western Is a country abounding with 
wild and picturesque scenery. Near the ruins 
of the^ancientch^teaa of Hartehbourg^ once stood 
a pi^tfy little chAteau, with a park, in which 
were seen stags, roebucks, and wild boars; but 
it waa entirely destroyed during the Revolution. 
On amountaiu, on the other side of the town, is 
to be seen a wall called Ringmauer^ or Heiden" 
nuwer (the Pagans' Wall). It is an enclosure of 
about half a league in circumference, formed by 
stones, which are heaped one upon another. It 
has been asserted that this was the place where 
Attila, King of the Huns, established his camp, 
when he crossed the country with his army; but 
it is itaore probable that it was an ancient in- 
trenched camp of the Romans, and that Attila 
only made use of it. It is supposed that the 
stone called Teufelsstein, which is seen there, 
was the place where these people offered sacri- 
fices. " ^ / ^ . 

Th{»M'irlld ittl^ak€^ a tour Drachenfels 
(Dragon's Rock), about a league and a half 
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from Durkheim, will be .amply repaid ibr their 

trouble ; for if Druids ever existed during the 
residence of the Gauls in this country^ it was 
undoubtedly in this place that tbey took up 
their abode, and burnt their sacrifices, of which 
every part of the country bears evident marks. 
' The Drachenfels is a rock which projects from 
one of the highest mountains in the environs, 
forming a terrace, under which i$ an arch, 
similar to the arch of a bridge : from this terrace 
there is a fine view of part of the beautiful 
valley of the Rhine, forming a pleasing contrast 
with the mountains covered with wood, which 
are seen on the opposite side. A celebrated 
£iir is held every year at Diirkheim, on the first 
Sunday in September, v^hich attracts an immense 
number of persons from the environs. There is 
a post-jbouse in this town, which is also the.best 
inn. 

About half a league from Diirkheim is the 
village of Vngstein ; at some distance from 
which, on the side of the mountains, is another 
village called Karlstadty or Kalilstadt^ which 
i$ nearly concealed by a little wood of firuit 
trees. |Both these places are &mons for . good 
wine. 

About half a league further, the traveller 

reaches tbe village of Erpoldieimy the inhabit* 

ants of which are very opulent, and may thence 

proceed by a cross*iroad to Griinstadt, passing 

through a small country tovvn called Frensheimy 

which, as well ^ ErpoUbeim, produces excellent 
wine. ' 
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Grunstadt is a small town . of an agreeable 

aspect, and is surrounded by a thick wood 
fprmed of fruit trees. It has a gymnasium. 

At tbe distance of half a league from Griin- 
stadt^ in the village of Karlbach^ is a remark- 
able cotton-mill, and a manufactory of nankeen. 
The wonderfol mechanism exhibited in this 
place cannot be too much admired, particularly 
^ M* Trautwein, the proprietor of this establish^ 
ment^ who invented the machines, has sue* 
ceeded in ])rlnging them to their present state 
/of perfection , without the assistance of models, 
and with but little previous knowledge of the 
mechanic art. — Gniostadt is the birth-place of 
the two celebrated painters, Holbein and Seek* 
atK. Before the French Revolution, it was the 
residence of the Counts of Linange-Wester- 
))ourg. The .chateau which they occupied has 
been since changed into a manufactory, for 
china. In a valley called the valley ot Linangcy 
jEt^a short distance from the town, is seen the 
anctent chateau of which this family were the 
original proprietors. It is situated on a moun- 
tain, at the foot of which is the village of Alt^ 
leiningen (Old Linange), where there is a foun- 
tain, the water of which, after flowing through 
ninetejea^ tubes, forms a little rivulet. In this 
valley, alsor is the mountain known under the 
n^one of Matzenhhrg^ where there are a few 
scattered huts, the inhabitants of which consist 
principally of itinerant musicians, who, gene- 
rally speaking, exhibit considerable skill. 
\ From Grunstadt the traveller usually makes a 
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tour to M ONT-ToNNERRE. The whole country 
through which he passes^ even to the very sum^ 
mit of themountam^ is remarkablefor its ferliUty . 
Beautiful meadows and highly-cultivated fields 
appear at the foot of it, while the more elevated 
parts abound with oaks and beedi trees of sur- 
prising beauty. 

The farm which is seen there was formerly 
a convent, which bore the name of St. James. 
If the traveller should happen to be on the 
mountain either at sunrise or sunset^ he shoold 
repair to the place called Hirtenfelsy whence he 
win enjoy that fine spectacle to most advantage, 
as well as have a magnificent prospect of the 
environs of Worms and of Spire, the oergstrasse, 
the valley of the Rhine, &c . The Koningsthul is 
one of the most elevated points of Mont-Ton« 
Qerre, whence there is a view of a mountainoua 
country entirely covered with wood. 

If a traveller has a carriage to himself, and 
wishes to go from Griinstadt, or from Kirchiwim^ 
Boland (a small town situated near Mont-Ton- 
nerre), to Kaiserslautern, or to any other place 
on the high road from Mayenee to Mets, he virill 
do well to arrange his plan in the following 
manner. In order to visit Mont-Tonnerre ana 
the most interesting places in ibe environs, 
he should quit his carriage at Standenhiihl^ and 
send it on to Winnweiler^ with orders to let it 
wait at the inn kept by M. Zahn till he arrives. 
He should then proceed on foot to the little 
village of Tannenjelsy which is nearly halfway 
ap the mountain, in the midst of a wood of 
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tthe^nut-trees. At. the end of the Tillage stands 
an enormous clie8nut«*tree> about 29 feet ilk 
circumference. From ibis place the traveller 
may ascend to the sunuifiit of the mountain, 
ana, in descending, take the road leading to 
the little village of Marienthal^ where there is 
a Gothic church, which deserves to be examined 
with some attention^ as well as the tomb of th^ 
Counts of Falkenstein. There is also, in a re*

From Marienthal the traveller passes through 
the vajyiey of Falkenstein, in order to return to 
Winnwcaler. This valley is but httle knovm; 
but those who admire the beauties of nature, 
will derive considerable gratification from a view 
of it : some have even thought it superior to the 
much- admired valleys of the Rhine. In the 
middlg of the valley jare some ruins of the an- 
, ci^ and strong chdteau of Falkenstem, whidn 
was blown up by the French towards the end of 
the tJ^iiirty; years, war. Some of the he$t of th^ 
atooiea have been used at different time« by the 

i^nhabitants to build their houses with. 

Beyon4 Jthe valley of Falkenstein is the town 
mf . WtnmwUer s it was once the capital of the 
county of Falkenstein, which was formerly go- 
Y^^^, by it^ own lords;^ ^ut \rhich ,ha$^$^^ 
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passed to the house of Lorraine, and lately td 

Austria. This little town is in a charming 
situation^ and had formerly a beautitul chateau. 
It contains about 1000 inhabitants. There is 
a considerable iron foundry in the neighbour- 
hood. 

The traTeller may now continue his journey 

in a carriage^ and proceed to the little town of 
Ottersbergy where he will find a church, which 
is considered one of the finest in Germany, and 
which is well wprthy of his inspection. It is 
# built entirely of freestone^ and is in the form 
of a cross. Th^ nave of the church belongs to 
the Protestants, and the choir to the Catholics. 
On each side of the nave there are ten square 
pillars, on which the church rests • Each ptUar is 
about 10 German feet in breadth, and the space 
between them is about 34 feet. The church 
itself is 265 feet in length, and the grand piazza 
of the choir is 121 feet long, and 54 wide. The 
piazzas on the sides, which are nearly half the 
neight of the church, are arched, and have each 
a separate roof; the one on the right, which 
extends as fitr.as the transverse beam of the 
cross, is 180 feet long, and 15 wide; that oii 
the left is as loni? as the other, but is only 1 2 
feet wide : the whole breadth of the navel, com* 
prising the pillars and the buildings connected 
with them, is 81 feet. The church is ICQ feet 
high, and the walls are 83 feet thick. For- 
merly there were five doors to. this churdh, but 
three of them have been closed up. Over the 
principaldoor are ihc&eword&iMemenio Conradi. 
It is supposed that these words relate to the 
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^en&rom aod yaliaBtXonrad III., who was the 
Ibiuider of it. In this church are several sepul- 
chral stones of the priors of the ahbey of Otters- 
berg. The tower of the church has been con- 
sumed by lightning. 

' It is two leagues from Ottersberg to Kaisers- 
lantern . 

Those who have leisure to stop longer in the 
environs of Mont-Tonnerre^ may visit the foUow- 
lag places, which deserve some attention. 

1. Kirchheitn-^Bolandenj one league from 
Mont-Tonnerre^ on the road to Kaiserslautern. 
This place was formerly the residence of the 
princes of Nassau-Weilbourg, but is now a small 
aJQid inconsiderable town. The Lutheran church, 
which is of a fine style of architecture, and has 
a very good organ, contains the tombs of the 
Princes of Kassati-Weilbourg. 

2 . Golheim is another small town on the road 
to Kaiserslautern. Travellers should visit this 

Elace, in order to see the monument which has 
een erected in the fields near the town to the 
memory of the Emperor Adolphus of Nassau^ 
who died in battle in 1298. This monument, 
whicli the country people call the King's Cross, 
is oversWdowed by a fine elm : it consists of a 
simple stone cross, bearing this inscription *

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The traveller may now take the road from 
Grunsladt and Bockenheiin, passing through the 
beautiful valley called Zellerthal, in order to 
proceed to Worms, and thence continue his 
journey down the Rhine : or, if he chases, he 
may return to Mannheim, and go to Frankfort, 
passing through Heidelberg^ and following the 
road called Bergstrasse. . 
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II. FROM MANNH£IM TO MAYENCE. 

First Boute. 

THROUGH WOILMS AKB OFP£]^a£IJII« 

In order to go from Mannheim to Mayence, 
the traTeller may either take the road to Ueidel- 
bcsrgand Frankfor t^ or that through Worms and 
Oppenheim, on the left bank of the Rhine. The 
traveller crosses this river at Mannheim, over 
the hridge of boats, and after about an hoards 
walk arrives at Oggersheimy where there is a 
chateau which formerly belonged to the elector 
of the palatinate. This town is mentioned in 
writings of the eighth century^ under the name 
of Agridesheim. In 1625, a detachment of 
Spanish troops presented themselves before 
Oggersheim, with the intention of besieging it : 
all the inhabitants fled at their approach, with 
the exception of one man, who perceiring that 
they believed the town to be still inhabited, con- 
• eluded a very advantageous capitulation with 
them. The town-house, which is very ancient, 
and the new Catholic church, are the most re- 
markable buildings. 

About a league from Oggersheim is the town 
of FnankejitJial, which was formerly rciidered 
very flourishing by the great influx of Flemish 
and French refugees. It contains 5,500 inha- 
bitants, and has several manufactories. The 
Canal of Frankenthal, which forms a communi- 
eatipn between this town and the . Rhine, has 
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•of late years been considerably injured. Its 

breadth is 50 feet, and it always contains suf- 
ficient water for the passage of boats carrying 
2,000 quintals. The building which was for* 
merly the china manufactory, was changed, 
under the French goyernmenty into a large 
poor-house, for the d^artment of Mont-Ton- 
,ner re . 

Inns. The White Larab, and the Red Lion. 

In the environs of Frankenthal, not £u* from 
the village oi Hessheim^ have been discovered, 
within a few years, the petrified bones of an 
animal entirely unknown ; and between Dirm-- 
stem and Laumershcim^ about a league from 
Frankenlhal, the skeleton of an animal has been 
dug up, which connoisseurs have supposed to 
be that of an elephant. In a field close to the 
road of Grimstadt, near Lamhsheinij which is 
about one league and a half from Frankentbal, 
some antique arms have also been found ; they 
are made of a very hard and highly polishea 
black stone. The heath, in the environs of 
Frankenthal, is that on which the Elector Charles 
Louis encamped with Iiis army. 

Worms, one of the most ancient cities in 
Germany, is situated about two leagues from 
FrankenthaL This place occupies a very dis- 
tinguished rank in the early history of that 
country. The Romans had an establishment 
there, and the first kings of the Franks fre- 
<{uendy resided there for a considerable .lime.: 
it was abo the occasional residence of Charle* 
magne^ as well as of several Carlovingian kingSi 
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who came after him. Worms was the first town 

•which was rebuilt after the ravages of Attila. 
{t became very early the seat of a c0uott,beai4iig 
the title ofGaugraf; and about the same time 
a royal palace was erected. In ^this palace the 
Celebrated Brimdhault, the widow of Sigebert^ 
resided in 615 ^ and, during the reign oJChar- 
lemague^ diets and champs de Mai werejfre- 
quently held there. This ',town; also forms a 
conspicuous figure in the modem history of 
Germany, as well as iu that of the middle ages, 
partly on account of the number of diets coa- 
voked there by the emperors, for the purpose 
of regulating the most Important affairs of the 
empire (the .most remarkable of which ^re that 
of 1495, which gave to Germany aconstitutlonal 
farm, and that of 1521, at which Luther ap* 
peared), and partly on account of the import* 
ance which it derives from llsoAv n resources^, the 
^industry of its inhabitants, its extensive com- 
merce, and its nnmerous population, whicb 
amounted to 30,000 souls at the end of the 
thirty years' war, as well as owing, to the im- 
portant part which it took as a member of the 
confederated towns, iu the wars witli the neigh- 
bouring princes.' ^ 

^^€ftTBM lias lost much of its ancient splendour 
during the last two centuries. There are many 
.serious causes for this decline the principal of 

which are^tha&clqueiit wars betweenFranceand> 
Germany, and its destruction by fire in 1G89, 
when it was buri^tbythe French, inconsequence 
oj^grhich the greatier part of the inhabitants were

dispersed. At present there are not more than 
5,000 inhabitants^ and nothing remains but the 
rmiB of its former grandeur. Agricultupe and 
the cultivation of vineyards form the principal 
employments of the inhabitants of tms town. 
there are several maain&ctories of snuffy and 
one where they make sugar of lead. 

The productions of thecountry form their chief 
commerce, consisting principally of oil, wine^ 
and all sorts of com. The best wines made in 
the environs of Worms , are those called Lieb- 
fratienmilch, Katterlocber> and LuginslSnder. 
There is a very pretty little wood near Worms, 
well known under the nameoilValdchen^ where 
iiiimbel*s of people resort foraaMnement. The 
village of Herrensheimj about a leaj^ue from this 
town, has also been much frequented since the 
Bttke of Didberg, who has a chAteau there, has 
restored to the garden all its ancient splen- 
dour. There are, besides, three groves in the 
environs of Worms, near the banks oftheRhine^ 
called untere Busch^ mittlere Bttschy and obere 
Buschf which form very agreeable promenades^ 
lliose who are fend of music vnii Jbave an op«^ 
portunity, at Worms, of attending^ very good 
concerts by amateurs : they are held every 
-weeky on a Wednesday , —in sammer, as weH aa 
in winter. ' 

The principal buildings in this town are, the 
Clathedral, and the Church of la Trinity, whicb 
belongs to the Lutherans. The first is a very 
ancient edifice, the foundations of which wei*e 
kid in the e^hth centory , hiit it was not enturety' 
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finished for several centuries afterwards. Those 
who are connoisseurs in architecture will find 
mncli to admire in this building, as well as in 
several other churches. In the church of the 
Lutherans there is a picture painted in firesco^ 
by Seckatz, representing Luther at the moment 
when he appeared before the diet of the empire 5 
hntp as this church was not built and consecrated 
till after the great fire of 1 689 , that is to say, in 
1725, and as Luther appeared before the diet 
in 1521^ it appears pretty evidenty that the 
figures in this picture cannot he original por- 
traits of the persons whom thej supposed 
to represent ; nor the place which the painter 
has chosen, the one where Luther spoke before 
the emperor and the paembers of the diet. 

A well-regulated gymnasium is the only pub- 
lic establishment at Worms : it was improved in 
1805, and has served as a model for almost all 
the other establishments of the kind in the de- 
partmeut of Mont-Tonnerre. 

If the traveller wishes to make a tour from 
Worms to Mont-Tonnerre^ be should take the 
road which passes through Pfeddershelm, Mons- 



lertbal to Ktrkheimboland. There is another 

and a shorter road, which passes through Mann- 
heim^ but it is not so pleasant as the former. 

Inns* The &mtk Eagle^ the Swan, the Riimerj 
and the White Horse. 

Opposite Worms, on the right bank of the 
Bhnie, is the ancient abbey e£ Lorsch^ wMch is 
undoubtedly one of the most remarkable in Ger- 
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many : it was from ihis place that civilization 
spread itself through the forest ofOden wald, the 
valley of Neckar, and the coantries ia the vici- 
nity of the Bergstrasse* 

Immediately below Worms is the Island of 
Spanwordt^ and a little lower down is thatxalled 
Maulbeeraui nefir to which^ the Pirim falls into 
the Rhine. 

Tlie road, on quitting Worms, pass^ near 
Kheindurkheim, opposite to which, on the right 
bank of the Rhine, stands the ancient strong 
ch^iteau called Zum Stein. The traveller next 
proceeds to Guntersblum^vih\(^ was formerly the. 
residence of a' &mily of the Counts of Linange. 
It was in the plain not ilar from this little town 
that Conrad II., Duke of Rhenish Franconia, 
was elected emperor in 1024. Tlie representa- 
tives of almost all Germany were assembled in 
this plain. The Franks of the Rhine, and the 
inhabitants of Upper and Lower Lorraine, en- 
camped on the left bank of the Rhine, and the 
Saxons, with the Slaves their neighbours, the 
Ostrofrancs, the Bavarians, and the Suabians, 
on the right ] each of these nations ^ere com- 
manded by their own duke in person. 

At the distance of two leagues from Gunters-* 
blum is Dienheim, celebrated for its wine, 
which is considered nearly as good .as that 
made at Nierstein and Oppenheim. There is a 
good Inn at this place, where travellers usually 
stop to dine. Dienheim is very ancient. Char- 
lemagne made a present of it to the abbey of 
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Fuld in 790 : it contains from 5 to 6000 inhabit- 
ants. 

OppENnBlM is about two leagues from Dien- 

heim. This place, which durlnc^ the reign of the 
Carloyingian kings^ was only a mean village, in 
.the.thirteenth century attained to the ranJ^ of an 
imperial city, and became one of the con- 
federated towns. Oppenheim was one of the 
first towns dn the Rhine which established a 
Jirinting- office, and the impressions which it has 
produced are considered great typograj^cal 
eurio'sities. Strangers are shown tne place at 
Oppenheim where Gustavus Adolphus landed^ 
After haying crossed the Rhine on a barn-door. 
A column called the Swede's Column, which is 
seen on the right I)ank, marks the place where 
this king embarked when he attempted this 
singular passage. The hospital at Oppenheim 
is said to have been an ancient hotel of the 
Templars. -* : 

Half a league from Oppenheim is Nierstein^ 
well known lor the excellent wine which it pro- 
duces. This village is one of the most ancient 
•in the country^ and bad formerly a royal palace. 
The inn situated near the Rhine is the best in 
the place.-^-On leaving Nierstein^ the traveller 
passes through the Tillages of S&iknkem and 
Lauhenheim (where they likewise make very 
good wine), whence he reaches May ence, which 
ia situated four leagues frbm Oppenheim. - ^ 

Mayence, formerly the residence of the first 
electors of Germany^ and very recently the chief 
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place of a departmeiit of France, is situated in I 

the midst of the most beautiful and fertile country . 
in Germany^ opposite the mouth of the Maine, 
partly on the brow of at little hill, and partly on 
the banks of the mer. Its population is 23,000, | 
without including the garrison. Martins Agrippa, 
one of the generals of Augustus, establi^ed. in 
this place an intrenched camp, intended to oppose 
the Germans, who came in a body from Wies- 
baden, with the intention of passing to the left 
bank. DrosnsGermanicus afterwards construct- 
ed in the same place the fort called Mogontia<^ 
cum. This fort extended^ following the same 
direction as the town^ from. the Mount St. Alban 
to the brov of the mountain called lonsenberg ; 
and on the other side, from the brow of the 
mountain called Gauthorberg to the ancient 
Drusensee (Lake of Drusus), . outside the. gate 
called Gaulhor. The monuments which^take 
their date from this epoch, are, the Eichelstein^ 
or Drususstein (stone of Drusus), on the ram- 
parts i and the aqueduct near Zahlhach. Before 
the traveller reaches Zahlbach and the aqueduct 
just mentioned, he will see on a rising ground to . 
the left a great number of Uoman sepulchral I 
atoues, which have been dug up here, and are j 
ranged in the form of a small c^etery. j 
Three years after the foundation of Mogontia- 1 
cum, Drusus established another fort opposite ^ 
the firsts which is now called Kassel. It was in 
the seventieth year of the Christian era, that the 
tweuiy-second legion, which under the Emperor 
Xitu$ had assisted in the conquest of Jerusalem, 
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eame to garrison Mftyemse^ and #ith it <saine 

Crescentlus, who is supposed to have been the 
first that taught the Christian religion on the 
banks of the Rhine, under the title of bishop. 
The Emperor Trajan erected a fort at the mouUi 
of the Maine^ which bedame afterwards, under 
the reign of the Carlovingian kings, the royal 
chateau called Ku&tdin. Adrian enlarged the 
fort of Mogontiacam, and it is said that he built 
two new forts , one of them, which was called the 
upper fort, was situated on a height near the 
village of Weissenau, about half a league firom 
Mayence, on the side of Oppenheim ; and the 
olher^ called the Imver fort^ stood on the north 
side of the town, opposite to the first, at a place 
called Haupsteia. 

Majatice suffered much .during the grand 
struggle between the Germans and the Romans^ 
and ^vas afterwards entirely devastated. It re* 
mainedburied in ruins till the time of the Franks. 
Charlemagne established a eohrent and a school 
on Mount St. Alban ; he also constructed a 
wooden bridge over the Rhine, which rested on 
stone piers. The piers of this bridge are still to 
be seen under the water. — It was about this 
time that Winifred, or Boniface, was nominated 
bishop ofMayencej and the town, which became 
the seat of a metropolitan church, rapidlj in-» 
creased. 

The eommeree of the towns situated on the 

Rhine, which was very flourishing in the thir- 
teenth century, being continually interrupted by 
the banditti, whose chiefs resided in the chft* 
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teaux (ou the banks of tke^iriver^ Arnand. Wal« 

podai, a citizen of May ence^ was the first who 
persuaded his fellowrcitlzens to form a league 
with the .othervtawnsA This league, known 
tinder the.ii9ii|e oHhe mtnseatic Contederation;' 
was concluded in 1555 : paore than one hundred 
towns situated on^^eRh^e^ and several princes^ 
counts^ and oth^^ nobles, united in it*. .Tbe 
chateaux which ^rvedjas an asyhim for the 
banditti were bui;nt, anc( their ruins, which still 
exists ibrm a very picturesque appearance ^ It 
h to the first foiunder <if the Hanseatic league 
that the Counts of Bassenheim Walppden owe 
their origin. It was towards the close of the 
1 Sth century that the toivn of Mayence attained 
its greatest sp^doar, jand that the arts and 
sciences were iu the most flourishing state. The 
poets called Minnesanger made this place their 
principal resideitce : the one most celebrated 
was Henry Frauenlob, |who died in 1518, and 
whose comn was carridd to the grave by the 
women of Mayence* He :was buried in the Cathe- 
dral, where the stone which covered his tomb* Is 
still to he seen. 1 

It was about this time that the Rlienlsh con-i 
federation built the liai^fbaus at Mayence^ one: 
of the most elegant moiijuments in the envirooa 
of the Rhine. This building has been pulled 
down some years to prevent its falling to decay, 
and a large and beautiful square has been built 

iu place, opposite to the hotel of the Three 
Crowns. 

This town gained great celebrity i^ the 1 5th 
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century by the iaventiou of printing ; aa honcnur 
o£ which' Stiasbaorg anid Haarlem haTC in Tain ' 
OTdeavoured to deprive it. The attempts which 
Gulienberg ( the original inventor of printing, } 
first made at- Slraabom^, succeeded afterwards., 
cat Mayence. This town soon afterwards lost 
all its splendoiir.by the terrible war with Didier 
of I8ei4x>arg/ and. Adolphus of Nassau. .The, 
printers were amongst thenumber of those who 
emigrated to the other towns of Germany , where 
ihey taught ' the .newly disGovei^d art. Didier^; 
who after the death of Adolphus became again^ 
J>ishop of Mayence, rebuilt the chateau of Mar- 
tinsbourg, which has since been demolid:i)ed 
under the French government, and in 1417^ 
founded a university. In the year 1797 thetov^rn^ 
of JMlayeosce became subject to France, * but was. 
restored to Germany in 1 81 4, wjlh all the befiu- 
iifiil country of the Middle and Lower Rhine. 
Mayence is now the prmcipal 4eat of the admi-> 
nistration of justice. It has a bishop, a chapter^ 
a « public seminary > a medicajl school, agymna* 
aiumy aJying-in estabUsfaaiaAt^ and a vaccine^ 
institution.' > ...

traday wife of Charlemagae, and Fraucidob t 
the two latter are the most remarkable.~4. 
The Church of St. Ignatius^ a model of fine 
architecture^ and the ceilii^ of wUoh is oraa« 
mented widi tery fine pi^ures**^5. The ancient 
Church of St. Stephen. This church is yery 
agreeabl/ situated, and there is a bnntifiii 
prospect from the top of the steeple. Its altars 
are decorated with some pictures of the ancient 
German school^ which desenre particular atlen«> 
timli««^« The Citadel^ whence there is a view 
of one of the finest countries in Germany.~7^ 
The ancient Schroder Coffiee^house, where there 
is a reading-room and a cassino, to which 
strjsuagers are admitted, after being introduced 
hj a member . It is situated, in the place where 
formerly stood the house belonging to the family 
of Gensfleisch of Sorgenloch^ and which was 
called ^um Guttenbergj whence die inreBlor of 
printing deriTed his name. His printing-office was 
m the houseof Professor Weiddmann^near the an- 
ctratehurchof the Frandscanst wkerethe urms of 
the Gnttenbei^ &mily are still to be seen . Gutten* 
berg first made use of long and moreable wooden 
letters. Faust, or Fust, who lived in the hoielcf 
the Three Kings, in tl^ Shoemakers' Street, 
made use of cast letters, which were invented 
by Scholfer of Gernsheim on the Rhine, not for 
from Mayence. This man was the preceptor rf 
Faust a children, and afterwards became his 
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son-in-law.— 8. The Eichelstein, near the moun- 
tain o£ St. ' Jaques. ThU is the interior a 
mowanmA erected m honour of Drosus. The 
carved stones with which the outside was co- 
vered^ have fedlen a prey to the uniyersal de* 
stroyer, Time. 

The ancient chdtean of Martrasbourg stood 
ttt front of the new ch^teauy and produced a 
Tery fine efifeet ; hot as it was eonsiderabiy in<- 
jured in 1 797 by the explosion of the laboratory 
whieh was situated near it^ H was judged proper 
to destroy it fiir the ooBfrenienoe of the Cree>* 
port. 

The building called the Library contains se- 
veral eoUeddona of coriosittes, namely • A 
Cabinet^ consisting of a great number of coins 
of Mayeocd, and Roman medals. — -2« The Ca-» 
buiet of Natural History, where there are tome 
very fine crystallizations and petrifactions. — 
5. The Collection of Mechanical and Philoso* 
phieal Inslraments.--^. The Museum of Roman 
Monuments, which is certainly a more complete 
collection than is to be found in any other towi» 
out of Italy. It consists of twenty-seven altars 
and votive stones, as well^as of more than sixty 
other stones belonging to the Ronsan legions> 
all of which have been foimd in the environs of 
Mayence. — 5. The Gallery of Pictures; the 
principal of which are an Apc^onia^ by Dome^ 
niehiuo ; a Carmelite, on his knees, by Hannibal 
Carracci ; an Ascension of the Holy Virgin, by 
Francis de Quercino ; Christ in the temple, by 
Jbrdaens; Adam and £ve> by Albert Dufor ; 

jc 2 
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and* the Menagerie, by Rubens, in which the 

' aninotals are painted by Snyders. The director 
of this. gallery is M . N . Mulier, who is an artist, 
and .also the author of several pieces in Averse, 
as well as of somis other works on the subject of 
the fine arts. — 6. The Library, containing about 
80,000 volumes, amongst which there are some 
very valuable works, particularly those printed 
during the infancy of theart j such as the Psal- 
ter of 1459, the Bible of 1462, the Calholicon 
of 1460, and several thousands of others of 

'>arly date.* It is open to the public every day 
from eight o'clock to one, except on Saturdays 
and Sundays, The librarian is M, Lehne, a 
man of much merit, and great comnlaisance, 
who- is particularly distinguished for ' nis zeal in 
collecting together the ancient monuments of i 
the coui^try. He has at his own house a fine 

' collection of Roman vases of every description, 
as well as other antiquities. * 

' ' There is a very agreeable promenade along 
the banks of the Rhine, which has been newly | 
planted. The Roman aqueduct near ZcMJmeh 
is likewise worthy of the traveller's observation, 
as well as the islands called Petersaue and IngeU 
heimer Aucy in the Rhine, near the town. 

There is a diligence from Mayeiice to Co- 
logne, which sets out every other disiy at three 
o'clock ill the afternoon, reaches Bingen the 
same day, proceeds to Coblentz the second day, 
stops there all night,* and arrives at Cologne 

* the third day.' The sdme diligence -sets out 
tivery day during the summer, as' soon as the 
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gates of tbe town are opened : another^ which 
descends the Rhine, goes from May ence loCo- 
hientz and Cologne every day during the fine, 
season. The fare of the latter is 5 florins 30* 
kreutzers. 

' A diligence also set$ out every day fronx. 
]\f ayence to Paris. 

* Inns. ' The.Three Crowns, the Hotel of AoA^ 
Burg, the Hotel of i^eisse Bur^ylhe Emperor, 
on the Heumarkt ( hay-market)^ and the £agle^ 
oh the BaIlplati^(te]inis-coiirt).

THROUGH HSflMLBERO, ACROSS THE 

. BERGSTRASSE9 THROUGH DARMSTADT 
* AN]> FRANKFORT ON THE MAINE. 

The road leading from Mannheim to Mayence 
through Heidelberg and Frankfort, is not less 
attractive than the* one which has just been 
described. On the road to Heidelberg, which 
is four leagues from Mannheim^ are the beauti- 
fill villages of Seckenheim, Edingen, and PFte^ 
blin^en, resembling so many small towns. The 
cham of mountains^ as seen in the distance 
between Mount St. * Michel near *Bruchsal^ and 
Mount MeliboQus near Darmstadt, present a 
very picturesque appearance. The town of Hei- 
delberg/ with the beautifut ruins of its old 
castle, the high mountain of Konigstuhl, the 
rums on the sununit of the Heiligenberg, and 
several villages situated in the bottom of. 
winding valleys^ are so many objects whose 
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beauties coatmudly fix the attentioB of tlie 

traveller. 

Heidelberg is situated at the entrance of the 
beautitul valley of the Neckar, at which place 
the road called the Bergs trasse (the ancient. 
stratamontaruiy ) coinmences, and terminates one 
league and a half on this side of Daripatadt. 
The most rematkahle objects at Heidelberg ai^e : 
—1 . The Chateau, the ruins of whieh are con-^ 
sidered some of the most beautiful in Germany. 
— 2. The University, with an^extensive library^ 
lately enriched by thirty very valuable mantt<* 
scripts, which have l)een restored to it by the 
library of Paris; where they were transferred by 
the French from the Vatican at Rome. These 
manuscripts formed part of a superb library, 
which during the thirty years' Avar was con- 
veyed from Heidelberg to Rome, and which 
has again become the property of Heidelberg^ 
the pope having consented to restore It to tbia 
town. — 5. The Cabinet of Natural Philosophy 
and Mineralogy. — 4. The Theatre of Anatomy,, 
and the Lying-in Establishment. — ^5. The Hos* 
pital, which Has been established in the building 
called clinicum. — 6. The Church of St. Esprit. 
'^Ix The Church of St. Peter, which contains 
apme very ancient tombs. 

There are • several places in the environs of 
Heidelberg, which travellers should make a 
point of visiting^ such as :— -1. The Mountain 
of Heiligenbere, with the Ruins on its summit. 
—2. The Wdflshrmiati.*— 5. The Convent of 
/Np^b^^g,— 4, The Mountain of Itonigptuhl. , 
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5« The Rock called Riesenstein, which is a 
good Mtaaftion to take a view of ike town and 

chateau. 

Inns. The Karlsberg, the Golden Pike^ and 
ibe Court of Baden* 

The road on the right bank of the Neckar 
leads first to Neuenheim^ a village a quarter of 
a leagne from Heidelberg'. The last house 
which is seen on leaving Neuenheim is the one 
where Loither slept when he repaired to tlie diet 
at Worms* On quittiag thia village the valley 
of the Neckar suddenly disappears, and the 
traveller reaches the confines of the country 
profierly eaUed Bergstrasse. 

The road, which is shaded by fine walnut 
and other fruit-trees, leads next to Hand^ 
schuksheimy at the foot of the mountain of 
Heiligenberg : a very agreeable road, which 
passes through the valley of Miihlenthal^ leads 
from this place to thesunsmit of the mountain. 
In the village are seen the dilapidated walls of 
an ancient convent, and the ruins of an old 
chateau of Handschusheim. 

About twoleagues from Heidelberg i^SchrieS'* 
heiin^ near to which is the village o£ Dos-* 
Mnheim^ whmce may be seen die ruina of 
the chdteau of Schauenbourg, situated on the 
top of a mountain of a conical form. The old 
Chi^^leau e£ StnMmtbour^^ wbichiaat the badki 

a high mountain belimd Schriesheim, pre- 
senta a very agreeable aspect. In the plain 
ondiQ fe& is a column which markii llie place 
"vvliere a Roman cemetery was discovered in^ 
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1 766. It has been newly covered with eardi r 
the length of it was eig&ty-fomr feet; and the 
breadth sixty; ' - « 

Half a league further the traveller .^passes 
near Leutershausenj a charming place with «i: 
pretty country-house, which formerly belonged 
to the Counts of Wieser : a little lower are seen 
the villages ^ of Grossachsenheim^ Hohensach-^ 
senheiin and Mittelsachsenheimj with the .old 
chateau of Sassenboiirgy which are half ton- 
oealed by hills and fruit-trees. It is said that 
these three villages were founded by the Saxons, 
who quitted their country, and came to establish 
themselves there^ during the reign of Charle-* 
njiagiie. «» . 

On crossing a very narrow valley to the rights 
the traveller conies to a mine from which is ex-* 
tracted alum and green vitriol.- . - . 

It is said that in former times a very extent- 
si ve lake covered the whole country between the 
Bergstrasse and the Vosges , and the numerous 
valleys which intersect this country ; the fre* 
quent changes which have taken place in the 
currents of the Rhine and the Neckar i the vast 
plain which extends without interruption be* 
tween the two great chains of mountains ; the 
rich and often marshy land in the environs of 
the Rhine ; and the immense plains of sand 
near Darmstadt ; all tend to give some appear- 
ance of probability to this fabulous recital. It 
is also pretended that a wicked magician^ who 
resided in this country, and whe did a great 
deal of mischief to the inhabitants^ was seized 
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by the king who then reigned there, and coii- 
' fined in a large cage, which was suspended in 
such a way that he coiild not touch the earth-; 
by 'v^hieh means the science of magic became 
useless to him ; but having promised to improve 
the coimtry, by dispersing the waters of the 
lak6 which covered it, he was set at liberty, and 
performed his promise, by causing the waters to 
retire to the centre of the earth, whence arose^ 
as it is pretended, the gulf called BIngerloch, 
near the town ofBingen, 
' The road now begins to ascend, and the 
prospect extends towards the Rhine, and as far 
as the bottom of the Bergstrasse ; behind the - 
traveller appears Ladenboiirg and the city of 
Mannheim. 

fVeinheim is situated four leagues from Hei- 
delberg. It is biiilt in the* form of an aniiphi- 
theatre, at the foot of a mountain, and exhibits 
in every part traces of its ancient origin. There 
ai*e stiU distiiictl^ seen the remains of ancient 
fortifications J thick walls, towers, and ditches 
half filled up. The streets are narrow, and 
form many angles ; the market^plate, which \s 
on the steep declivity of a small hill, isi very 
inconvenient^ 

' The environs of Weinheim are more beautiful 

and more fertile than any other part of the 
Bergstrasse, The old chateau of ff^indeky which 
is situated behind the town on a beautifiil hill 
covered with vineyards, has a very picturesque 
appearance. * • 

' The northern part of the tovni is watered by 
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the We$cimilz (formerly Wisgatz)^ wluch flows 
througli a wild and romantic Yallej out the sid^ 
of Bli kenau. This valley is very steep, and so 
parrow, that there is scarcely room for a small 
path which runs along the hanks of the river. 

At the end. of this yalley, and nearly half a 
league from Weinheim, is Birkenaiiy whence a 
yoad leads to Fiirth, in the forest of Odenwald^ 
and to the old castle of RodensteiUf situated ip 
the midst of a forest^ which fo:c'ns part of th^ 
district of Welnheim. 

There is another pretty valley east ofWeiu- 
heim, called the vaUey of Gorxheim^ through 
which runs a little riviiler from Gorxheim to 
the Weschnitz. On all sides are seen delightful 
landscapes formed by extensive woods, 

Heppenheim is situated three leagues from 
Weiulieim. The road which leads to it passes 
along the mountains through the villages ^ 
$ul^ach. Hembach^ and Lauteniaah. The wine 
made at the latter place is considered some of 
the best which is produced in the neighbourhood 
of the Bergstrasse. 

The road near Heppenheim passes over a 
small height, on the top of which are seen 
several posts which mark the limits between 
the country of Baden and that of Darmstadt. 
From this elevation there, is a most tieautiiul 
view of the Bergstrasse^ particularly towards the 
south. 

It is said that Heppius^ a Bxtman knight|. 
possessed a.villa at Heppenheim^ which having 
fallen into ruins, was rebiiilt by GharlemagDie, 
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Wko* ^erected iLe cliurcb. A stone is 

still shown on which are inscribed the names of 
the different pldces that Ghartetoagne gave in 
978, with Heppenheim and its precincts, to the 
convent of Lcrsch. 

Inns. The Half Moon, and the Snn. The 
fini fs Mnstdered the best. 

Behind the town is a beautiful mountain, for-* 
merly called BerkheUen. It is covered with 
vineyards and fruit-trees. A verj convenient 
road leads round it to the old chateau of Star* 
kenbowp^ Which is decidedly the finest inonu* 
ment of Teutonic chivalry to be seen through- 
out the Bergstrasse, or the Forest of Oden- 
tvald; 

Tfee great roAd round themountain ofSchloss- 
berg, which is shaded by some fine walnut^ 
trees, leads to the little town of Ben^im, one 
iMgtfefrom Heppenheim. About hall-waj on 
the road, on the side of the raoimtains, is a 
small hill, surrounded by arable land, remark* 
abte fiir' its verdant appearance, and for two 
isolated trees which shade its summit. This 
bill bears the name of Lttndsber^, and is the 

)>laed where in ancient times the Counts of Star^ 
tenbourg were accustomed to administer justice 
to their vassals. 

On the left ef Bensheim, about a league 
distant, is the village of Lorschy in the neigh-^ 
bourhood of which are seen the rains of an old > 
dome^ in the place where formerly stood the 
Convent of Lorsch, on an island of the Wesch- 
m\t. ^This riYer faAflf^ittee idten ami^er 001^ 
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and grass and thistles have spruag up in the 
corridors of the conyenl* 

Beit^heini is a cheerful little town, which car- 
ries on a considerable commerce. This circum* 
stance, together vith its situation at the foot of^ 
ipountain planted with vines, tlie antiquity of its. 
buildings, the ruinous state of. its fortifications^ 
its high walls surmounted with towers, and its 
deep ditches, give to this little town an appear- 
ance altogether, unique. 

. The cemetery of Hessenkirchhoff, opposite the 
gate of ^uerbacli, is also very; remarkable. 

Inn* The Sun. 
. Nearly half a league farther, at the bottom 
of the mountains, is Schonherg, situated in the 
midst of a narrow valley of a wild and.pictu- 
resque appearance. This village has an . old. 
castle, which is still the usual residence of the 
Count of Erbach Schonberg. The .English 
garden laid out round the mountain on which - 
the casle stands, has a charming aspect. 

If the traveller chuses to toUow. the road 
through the valley, he may take a very agree- 
able walk to Eeichenbach^ which is not far 
distant , and thence to the loot of the mountain 
oiFeldberg. Enorinous masses of rock heaped 
one on the other from the foot to the summit 
of the mountain, pr^nt a scene truly ^to-^ 
nishing. There is a tradition that they were 
placed in this situation by some giants, who 
threw them at each other when fighting at the 
top of the mountain. A paUi, very difficult, of 
ascent, jleads by the 4»ide of tliis chain pf rock$

to the summit of the Feldberg : a dull noise is con- 
liauaUy heard, which appears to proeeed from a 
brook beneath the rocks, but tub brook has 
never yet been discovered. 

jftather more than half way up the mountain 
stands the column called Rieseiisdule : it is a 
block of hewn granite, thirty feet in length and 
four £eet in diameter. A little higher is seen 
another block called Riesenaltar (giants' altar), 
which, to judge f^rom its size and square form, 
appears 4o haye been intended for a pedestal to 
tlie former one. Tfie Feldberg is several feet 
higher than the Warte, or the Melibocus, and 
the traveller may enjoy, from its summit^ a Tiew 
of all the charming and picturesque scenery of 
the Odenwald. A hunting seat, situated tOr 
wards the west, aff<Hrds the traveller an-oppbrtu-* 
nity of refreshing and reposing himself in a very 
agreeable place. 

A quarter of a league from Bensheim la 
Auerhach^ a considerable and opulent village 
with a fountain of mineral water, and a villa be- 
longing to the Grand Duke of Darmstadt. There 
are two very agreeable promenades, one of 
which leads to the mountain of Altarsherg^ and 
the other to the ruins of the old ch&teau of 
Auersberg, where art has succeeded irt adding 
new beauties to those which nature had already 
so lavishly bestowed. 
Inn. The Rose. 

When the traveller reaches Auerbach, he 
should make a point of ascending the Meli^ 
bocus^ one of the highest mountains of the 

L 
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Bergslrasse. It overlooks the valley of the Rhine, 
from Spire to Bingen, the Yosges^ and Mont-Ton* 
nerre» There is a tower on it6 summit, huilt about 
thirty years since^ which from its white appear- 
ance distinguishes this mountain at a great dis* 
tance. At tne top of this to^i^r there is a good 
telescope^ through which may be seen a very ex- 
tensive prospect. Travellers who wish to asciend 
the Melibocus, would do well to pass the night 
at Alsbachy a little village at the foot of the 
northern pan of the mountaiiij they should 
then commence \heir ascent soon after midnight, 
accompanied by the person who keeps the keys 
of tibie loWef ^ whence the rising of the smi pro^ 
duces a sublime effect, even when the weather Is 
not quite clear. 

At the farthest ex.tremity of the Bergstrasse 
is the ancient Zwingenbergj where the country 
begins to lose its beauty, and an immense plain 
6f sand exhibits a perpetual samieness to the 
eye of the traveller. 

About half a league fipom Zwingenberg, in 
front of Bickenimchy is an hospital for the 
Hessian troops : in the neighbourhood hte the 
ruins of the ancient castles of Tanneberg and 
Dassa. 

A straight rOad lead^ tbene^ dirough a 
gloomy wood of fir-trees, to the village of 
Eberstadtf where is seen the old castle of 
Frankenstein^ which might not improperly be 
called the guardian of the Bergstrasse, as it 
appears to protect the entrance to this country. 
This chateau existed as fer back as t)ie time of 
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ihe Carlo vingian kings; and judging by the 
rujnsj it appears to Jiave been 4 of 
ancient arcliiteciure* 

Another road also passing through the wood 
of fir-trees, wbiph here hesirs the name of 
Tane, lea«|s fr<mi Eberatadt to Bessungeu^ % 
large and opulent village, that may be consi- 
dered as a subi^^b pf Darmstadt, There are 
barracks far two 8qa94rop8of light . horse, and 
two gardens belonging to the court, one of 
^iiich contains a great puiobei: of exotic plants 
and a fine orangery. 

Darmstadt (formerly Darmunstadt), the re- 
sidence of the Grand Duke of Hesse -Darm-* 
stadt, is situated in the midst of a rast plain, 
which is entirely destitute of beauty, in the en- 
virons of the town on the sid^ oi the Rhine; 
But is much pleasanter in that part towards the 
Bergstrasse and the Odenwald. 

The town at present contains about 1.5>000 
inhabitants, but new streets are added to it 
every year, and plans are still forming for its 
extension, Tho^e who have not seen Darmstadt i 
for the last twelve years, will scarosly recognise 

it : a new toAvn has sprung up by the side of 
tl^e old one, which nearly equdU it in size^ and 
snrpasses it in l^eauty. 

The most remarkable objects in Darmstadt 
avQi^i. Tl^e Castle. — 2. The Theatre. The 
Opera <me of the best in Germany , the grand 
duke bein^ himself a great connoisseur in 
music^ and ug^ expense having been spared to 
jadd tQ tib^ beauty of the decorations and 
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dresses, as well as to procure the most perfect 
ordbestra. The paintings by Schdnberger^ with 
which the theatre is ornamented, particularly- 
deserve attention. — ^5. The Museum^ which has 
only been open to the public since the re— 

gency of the present grand duke, and which 
as been considerably augmented by purchases, 
as well as by the donation of Baron Hiibsch. 
It contains some curious philosophical instru- 
mentS; a fine collection of engravings and 
drawings, and some remarkable antiquities, 
amongst which there is a mummy in very aood 
preservation. — 4. The Picture (iallery, which 
contains a great number of raluable paintings 
of the different schools : there is also in the 
private rooms a pretty collection of models, 
some in cork, and some in plaster, representing 
ancient Roman monuments : these imitations 
are so much the more interesting, as the monu- 
ments from which they were copied no longer 
exist.-^5. The Cabinet of Naturatl History, 
which is remarkable for a collection of bones of 
different animak now unknown, the greater part 
of which have been found it^ the vicinity of 
Darmstadt. An armory has also been lately 
formed. All these establishments are open to 
the public every Wednesday, from nine o'clock 
to one. Strangers are admitted every day.— » 
6. The Library, which consists of 80,000 vo- 
lumes, and is open to the public every Wednes- 
day and Sunday. — 7. The building called 
ExercierJiMUSj which is a cprious piece of ar- 
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i^rcises. — 8. The Gymnasium, fouiided In 1627 
by the Landgrave Georges. This estabUsliment 
lias been particularly distinguished since the 
time of Wenk, and is now under the able di'^ 
tarection of J. G. Zimmermann^ a man of great 
lent.— 9. The Tarious English Gardens^ which 
are all very beautiful, but particularly the one 
called Herrengarten^ where there is a very re^ 
markable monmnent, erected by Frederick I. 
to the memory of a Princess of Darmstadt.-*^ 
10. The two great Stables belonging to the 
court. 

Inns. The Court of Darmstadt, the Grape, 
the Post, the Sun, and tlie Savage. 

There are at Darmstadt two societies called 
clubs, to which strangers may easily gain access. 
Some of the first families in the town have 
united to form a society caUed Abendveretn, 
which is a very rational amusement. The mem- 
bers meet in splendid apartments every ThurS"* 
day evenings from six o'clock till nine, in order 
to enjoy the pleasures of conversation, music, 
dancing, cards, and other games. 
' There are several agreeable promenades in 
the environs of Darmstadt : amongst others, the 
avenue of linden-trees on that side towards 
Mayence^ the gardens near the town, and those 
at fiessungeu; the road which leads to the lake 
called Grosser Trogr hy means of which the 
whole tovm may be inundated- in case of fire; 
the road leading to the place called Drey Bnm^ 
^en i t|iat over the mountain of Hergottsberg 
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(dbont a cfuaiter of a league from Baniistadt)^ 

whence there is a fine prospect of the environs 
of the JElhui^ a» well as some very beautiful 
forest Tiews; tfae road to the farm called 
Karlshofj belonging to M. Berkhausen; and 
thie pheaswl walk. Another very agreeable 
road is the one leading to NiederramsUidt (the 
birth-place of the celebrated Lichtenberg): a hut 
inhabited by cpUiers^ and situated at the end 
of a picturesque forest, suddenly appears to 
view, surrounded by a pretty garden; the hut 
itself is a monument of the simplicity and toste 
which cfaiEa*acteriied the hereditary Princess of 
Darmstadt, who formerly made it her favourite 
residence, and gave \k t^e name of £mmeline's 
Hut. On quitting this place, the traveUer may 
take the i^oad to the right, which leads to the 
paper-mill, whence he may return through a 
coaming vaHey to Eierstadt. He may also make 
tour to Cranichsteirij a hunting-seat built by 
the JLandgimye Louis YUI« In we corridors of 
diiaiebAitfiMi 4m seat a great number of stags' 
horns, most of which are very remarkable. 

* FaANKFORT ON XHE MAINE is sijtuated six 
Imguesifrew Darmstadt* There is a great same- 
ness in the road leading to it ; but when the tra- 
veller has arrived at the height near the tower of 
Wixnt&wm^ he will see b^re him a most de^ 
lightfiil country . The town of Frankfort, which 
has recovered its ancient independence, contains 
«4)iOttt §0,000 inhabitants. The land in iltenvi^ 
i^ons is es^tremely fertile j and the Maine^ which 
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wasKes Its walls, 5s constantly covered with 
boats. The appearance of this town at a distance 
is v^ry imposing. o 

The most remarkable objects are : — 1 . The 
Cathedral, built in 874: the ToAver called Pfarr- 
thiirm, which forms part of it, and which is 
one of the latest monuments of ancient German 
architecture, was not commenced till 1415, and 
was only completed in 1509. This church con- 
tains some pictures of the ancient German 
school, which deserve attention, as well as the 
tomb of the unfortunate Gonthier of Schwarz- 
bourg. — 2. The new Lutheran Church, and 
the two Protestant Churches. — 5. The Town* 
house, or the Homer. — 4. The ancient Palace of 
the House of Thurn and Taxis, not long since 
the residence of the Prince Primate. In a niche 
of the principal staircase, there is a Roman 
statue in white marble.— S.The building called 
Saalhof, formerly the residence of the Carlo- 
vingian kings. Frankfort had a royal palace as 
early as the year 782. — 6. The building called 
Braunfelshof, now tlie Exchange. The halls of 
this building, during fair time, are filled with 
merchandise. — 7. The Museum, which is at 
present in the Hotel of the Court of England, 
but which will very shortly be removed into the 
Library that is now building, and will soon be 
complete<l. It is divided into several classes, 
jind has a public sitting every fortnight. Stran- 
gers may be introduced at any time by a mem- 
ber of the society. Several beautiful pictures of 
the ancient German school are to be seen here, 
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ias well as some others of a more modern date. 
The first collection of the diftbrent works of the 
members of this academy has been lately 
'printed. — 8. The large aad beautiful houses of 
Several merchants 5 amongst others, those he- 
longing to Rumpf, LeonhardI, Schmid, Midler, 
Schweizer, Sarasia, and Miihlhens. — 9, The 
Theatre, which is one of the best in Germany. 
' It is uncler the direction of M. Ihlee^ a man of 
considerable talent, and well known as an 
author.—- 10. The Bridge over the Maine, and 
the new Quay, which is very handsome. — 1 1 . 
The street called Wollgrabeii, where there is 
a fine range of new houses constructed on the 
banks of the river, which are increasing innum* 
ber every day, and which bear t^e name of 
^chones aussicht (fine prospect). 

The best collections of curiosities are in the 
public library^ and at the Romer : the former 
contains curious niannscrJpts and old impres- 
sions ^ and the latter has a cabinet of medals. 
Amongst the collections of private individuals^ 
the most rema^^kable are the Cabinets of Pic- 
tures belonging to StSdel the banker, Schiits 
the painter, who excels in landscape painting ^ 
Dr. Grambs, and the Chamberlam of HpU- 
hausen : the collections of M. de Gemtiig, con- 
sisting of some of the most beautiful butterflies 
in Europe ; of some antiques, most of irhich 
psme from Pompeii ; of sonie ancient Grecian 
medals in gold ; of a great number of old en- ' 
gravings; and a gallery of beautiliil pictures, . 
^mongst which is a fin^ portrait of Raphael, an^ 1

of his fencing-master 9 most probably painted by 
himself though some pretend that it is by 
Giulio Aomano. M. Kelnhemer has also some 
fine pictures. M. de Stocker s Collection of 
Shells, the Botanical Gardens of Salzwedel and 
of Lohrl, and the Collections of the Institute 
founded by Senkenberg, are all worthy of at- 
tention. 

The useful and scientific establishments of 
this town are :— -I. The Institute^ founded by 

Senkenberg, with a botanical garden, in which 
is the tomb of the founder^ a library, an ana- 
tomical theatre^ and an excellent hospital.— 
2. The Hospital of St. Esprit, for foreign inva- 
lids. — 5. The Convent of Noble Ladies of Kron- 
atadt. — 4. The Gymnasium.— 5« The School 
called Burgerschule. — 6. The School called 
Yolksschule. — 7. A Girls' School, founded by 
a society of ladies called Frauenrerein j an 
inslilution which reflects the greatest honour 
on the amiable inhabitants of Frankfort.— 
8. M. Engelmann's Boarding-school lor young 
ladies. 

* The public amusements at Frankfort are :— 
.1. The German Theatre and the Opera.*— 
2. The Masked Balls. — 5. The Concerts. — 
4. The Societies.— -5. The Cassino. A card is 
given to strangers, whidi procures them admis^ 
' sion for a month . 

The most beautiful gardens in tlie environs of 
the town are *1 • The Garden belongins to 
M. Bethraanuj where there is a superb collec- 
tion oi fig^es, cast from some of the best 
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afitlques of P^is. Tliis collection is enriched . 
wilh an Ariadne in marble, the chef-d'ceuive of 
Dannecker. — 2. Baron Holzhausen's English 
Garden. — 3. The Gardens of the house of 
(>onthard^ of the house of Qiogel^ and several 
others. 

Opposite the gate of Friedberg is seen the 
monument erected by Frederick William II.^ 
King of Prussia, to the memory of the Hessians 
who perished in the assault which he made on 
the towixin 1792. ^ ' 

The environs in the immediate vicinity of 
Frankfopt are delightful : the pretty groves and 
the beautiful trees which now cover the ancient 
glacis of the town, a favourite walk of th? 
ikshiouables at Frankfort, and the number of 
magnificent gardens, with small but elegant 
houses, form altogether a most agreeable coup-' 

The places worth seeing at a greater distance 

from Frankfort are : — 1. The Farm of Ried- 
hof. — 2. That of Saudhof. — 5. The House 
called Forsthaus> where there is always a great 
deal of company, particnlariy on Sundays.^ 
4. Oberrard, — 5. The little town of Offenbach, 
which has a very clieerful appearance, and j 
remarkable for the superb ba1^iug*-house be-^ j 
louging to Met^ler the banker, for the esta- 
blishment of KirtsenandDyk, where very beau- 
tiful carriages are made } and for several other 
manufactories. — 6. The height, called Ginn^ 
heimerhdhe, and the mountain of JUSdet^erg, 
whence there are some very fine prpspects»-f- | 
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7. The Field of Battle near Bergen, and the 
RiTcr Nidda.^. The Baih of iTiihelmsbad, 
with the beaatiful gardens which tm^roilnd it. 

Travellers may make a very interesting ex- 
ctuc^ion ftom Frankfort to the mouiitauis of 
Tamms, which extend from the town of Fried-- 
berg^ in the district of Wetterau, to Wiesbaden^ 
and from the RheinmUj as far ar OberkJmsteiny 
foTming two parallel chains^ united br other 
mountains of an inferior rank. A branch leading 
from oifte of these chains reacdies die river Ems. 
More than thirty fountains of mineral water 
spring from these mountains. 

• In the environs of Frankfoi^ are seen ttro 

other very high mountains^ which surpass all 
those above mentioned : these are the Feldbcrg 
and the Altkdmgj which rise two thousand feet 
above the level of the Maine. Those who have 
only a few days to spare for this excursion^ 
should take the road through RSdelheim^ w;here 
they will see some pretty country-houses with 
beautiful gardens; and through doden^ where 
there is a si^-pit and three bathing-chouses. 
From this place they may proceed to Kronenhcrg^ 
-^a small town situated at the foot of Mount Alt- 
konig, in the mi_dst of chesnut and other fruit 
tMes.' • 'Here they will see an old ruined castle, 
and several other monuments of ancient times. 
From Kltfti^ei^ the traveller should pay a 
visit to the ruins ofFalkensteiii^ whence there is 
' a view of more than seventy villages, as well 
' as of a part of the Rheingau. In tlie vicinity 
<are the four picturesque valleys of Fishbach^ 
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Lorsbachj Fokenhaiisen^ and Bremthal, Tlie. 
village of Eppstein^ with two ruinous castles^ 
and a fountain of mineral water^ is situated in 
the centre of these valleys. ■ The Altkonig is ' 
very difficult of ascent, but the traveller will 
be; amply repaid for his trouble by. the magoi- 
ficent prospect which he will enjoy from -its 
summit. In the environs of this mountain are 
situated the ancient fort oi Konigstein, the town 
oiHombourgj VorderHbhe^ with some fine gar- 
dens and Aoman monuments^ the old castle of 
Saalbourg^ built by Drusus, and at a short dis--^ 
tance from it, the remains of a Roman bath. 
By the side of the Altkonig rises the Feldberg^ 
two thousand six hundred feet above the level 
of the sea. The view fi'om the top of this 
mountain includes a space of one hundred and 
fifty leagues. The most distant objects seen 
from it are ' the 'mountain of Inselberg near 
Gotha, the Mercury near Baden, the Donnoo, 
which forms part of the Vosges, tlie heights in 
the environs of the IV^oselle, and^ the seven 
mountains near Bonn, the chain of mountaiifi 
which cross Westphalia, the mountain called 
M issuer in Lower Hesse, aud the Forest of Ha- 
bichtswald near Cassel. 

Packet-boats arrive daily at Frankfort, from 
Mayence, Hanau, and Offenbach. These boats 
return the same day. There is also a diligence 
which leaves Frankfort every day at elev^ 
o'clock in the morning, and reaches Mayence 
at fo ur in the afternoon. The lare of tlie latter , 
is a crown of Brabant (two florins^ forty-two 1 
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kreuzers] . Another diligence goes and returns 
from Frankfort to Wiesbaden, from the 1 st of 
May to the 1st of October. 

Inns. The Roman Empecor, the Weidenhof, 
the Coi^rt of England^ the Swan, the Weiden- 
buschy and the City of Parisl 

It is seven leagues from Frankfort to May^ 
ence : the road leading to it passes through 
MSchstj a small town on the right bank of the 
Nidda, through Haddershetm^ where there is a 
post-house, and through Weilbach. In the latter ^ 
place there is a spring of sulphureous water, 
which contains more sulphur than those of Aix- 
la-Chapelle and of Nenndorf, and which pos • 
sesses medicinal qualities. 

Hochheim is two leagues from Weilbach, and 
is situated on a height, whence there is a very 
fine view of the Maine as far as May ence. The 
wine made there is considered one of the best 
Rhenish wines. There are a great number of 
vineyards in the district of Hochheim, but the 
best wines are produced from Ae vines which 
grow on a hill behind the old deanery-house, 
in a space of eight acres. Every acre contains 
four thousand one hundred vines, each of which 
is considered to be worth a ducat. In a good 
season this hiU produces twelve large butts of 
wine, each cotitaining seven and a half ohm (a 
German measure). One of these butts is fre- 
quently sold for fifteen hundred florins or more, 
even while the wine is new. This hill is entirely 
exposed to the rays of the sun, and is sheltered 
irom the uorth wind by the town. A rivulet 
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which flows arouiid it serves to preserve moisture 
in the dry season, and in the rainy season pre- 
vents the vines from being inundated^ by re- 
ceiving the superabundant waters tbrough nu- 
merous wooden pipes placed there in order to 
drain the land. 

' Mayence is nearly two leagues beyond Hoch- 
heim : the vrhole of the road leading to it ts 
bordered with vineyards and fields planted with 
trees. 

The town of Cassel^ situated on the right bank 
of the Rhine, is well fortified, aiid communicates 
with Mayence by a bridge of boats, composed 
of fifty-six pontons. It is seven hundred and 
sixty-six paces in length.

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OR^ VALXEY OF THE RHINE, FROM MAXENCS 

TO BU^^GEF. 

T&AVEXXEAS wiU pearbap^ find it both con- 
wemeot and agreeable to take their fiassage from 
Mayence to Cologne, in £lie regular packet-l)oat 
w}Msk deseeada tbe Khine ; but by tiua mode of 
cottreyaiiec^, they wili lose the opportunity of 
seeing many charming valleys, as well as the 
mimerous and ma|;nifii^nt prosoecla from the 
topa of the mountains and the oU eastles on the 
banks of this river. In order more fiilly to 
. enjoy the varied and beautiful scenery with 
whiiui this part of the country abounds, it 
would he better for a small party to hire a pri- 
vate boat, and to land at some of the most re*- 
markaMe places. Those who wish to examine 
minutely all that is interesting in the valley of 
the Bbme between Mayence and Bonn^ ought 
to derate six or seven days to it> and afterwards 
return hy land, passing through the places in 
which tiie baths of Taunus are situated. 

Jfisdcringelheim , two leagues from Mayett<^ on 
the road to Bingen, is one of the places which 
partlcalarly deserve the attention of the traveller* 
The country-house of Mad . Duwwt, remarkable 
for the beauty of its situation, commands a view 
of the whole of the Rheiugau between £U£eld 
and Bingen, wfa«<^ gradually devdopes itaelf to 
the eyes of the spectator, producing a most en- 
chaating effect* aeveral authors have mentioned 
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Ingelheim as the birth-place of Gbarlemagne . 
However this may be, it is certain that he built a 
superb stone palace here, between the years 768 
and 774, and that he irequently resided in it. 
One hundred pillars, brought nrom Rome and 
Ravenna, decorated the outside of this palace. 
Several general diets and some councils were 
held there, and Ingelheim has hem the theatre 
of more than one interesting scene in the history 
of Germany . Frederick I . repaired the palace, 
and Charles IV. was the last .emperor who re* 
sided in it. Frederick also built a new chapel 
here, in which he placed some canons of the 
Toyal chapter of Prague : but Ingelheim was soon 
afterwards given by him in pledge to the house 
of the electors of the palatinate, who retained 
possession of it till within a short time. In the 
war between Frederick the Victorius and the 
Archbishop Adolphus of Mayence, the palace 
was burnt by the troops of the latter. The ruins 
vrhich still remain, bear the name of Saal, and 
ihey occupy a considerable space on the western 
side of the town. 

If the traveller embarks at Mayence, he will 
pass two pretty islands, the Petersaue and the 
Jngelheiwer Aiie, About a league below May- 
ence is Bibericli, the residence of the Prince of 
Nassau-Usingen. This chslteau is particularly 
well situated, on the banks of the riyer ^ behind 
it extends a vast and beautiful garden, by which 
it is united to a delightful and very fertile part 
of the country, In this garden stands the old 
chiteau of Mosdachy but it is not allowed to 
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he opeoted- to the public in getiieirai. Sbme ya- 
luable monuments are preserved there, collected 
fr6m various places, and bearing different dates, 
but most of them have been brought from the 
convent of Eberbach, which has been seques-^ 
trated. Near Biberich is a sort of rampart 
Mrith' a deep ditch, extending from the bank of 
the river to the forest of Lands wald, which 
passes . round the Rheingau, and terminates 
near Lorrich. From a neighbouring height the 
traveller will enjoy a most magnificent prospect j 
at his feet is seen a delightful country inter- 
spei^ed with fruit-trees, and having the ap- 
pearance of a beautiftil garden bordered by the 
ch4teau of Biberich, and the silvery waters of 
the Rhine; oh the other side of the river ap- 
pears the village oiMomhach^ crowned with a 
sinall wood of fir-trees, and beyond it is Buden^ 
heim. The bine mountains of the Rheingan 
raise their lofty summits on the right bank of 
this river, which resembles a majestic take, 
whose waters reflect the villages of Schierstein, 
Ellfeld, and Walluf ; three places situated on 
its banks. In* the distance are seen the moun- 
tains of Johannisberg and Rochusberg, and at 
the farthest extremity of the horizon may be 
perceiyed the Gdi o^Bingen, where the Rhine 
appears to^^terminiaile its course. The prospect 
is not less charming on the side of Mayence, 
Cassel^ and Hochheim* Behind the heights of 
Erbenheimj on a hill, stand the ruins of the 
castle oi Sonnenbergy formerly the residence of 
the Emperor Adolphus of JNassau* '

When the traveller has passed the islancU 
near Biberich, he will enjoy for the first time a 
fine view of theRheiiigau. The heights which 
border the Rhine are divided into terraoes 
planted with vineyards, forming in the distance 
a sort of semicircle. The next place the tra- 
veUer comes to ia Sehierstem^ where there is 
a beautiftil garden which foracierly belonged to 
the family of Holzhausen. Schiersteiu might 
with great propriety be csdled the orchard of 
the Rheingau, as it prodnees an immimse 
quantity of fruity some of which is sent to a 

Seat dtstanoe. In its vicinity are the ruins of 
e castle of Frauenstein. After passing Schier*> 
stein, the traveller will arrive at JV (dlufj which 
is justly termed the gate of the RheiB|;au. At 
this v illage lie will see on the banks of the river 
a pretty country-house belonging to the Count 
of Stadkm. Tm whole <Hmnta*y between this 
place and Lorchhausen is called the Rheingau, 
which under the dominion of the Franks formed 
a distinct dislrioty and was gtvw by Loiris^ the 
last Carlovihgian king^ to the Archbishop of 
jVjayence. 

SUf^ld, the prinoipal plaee in the Rheingw^ 

and remarkable for its Gothic towers, is sitn^ - 
ated half a league from Walluf. There is a 
fine range of beaatiful coiiBtry4ionses on tho 
banks of the river, the most distinguished of 
whicli is that belonging to M. Souchay of 
Frankibrt. There is also a bandseme and spa-* 
<nous tnn oa the banks of the river, called the 
Rose. EUfeld was formerly called Alta Villas 
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and was raised to tfaq rapk q£ a town in the 
tweUthcentary ^by Louts ihe Bayariaii. Befaiad 
EUfdld^ in a pleasant valley, is Kidrich^ where 
there is a country-house near a hill called Bitr^ 
tersruhe^ which coQunaadsa ioe prospect on the 
aide towards Mayence. 

Below £UfeId is the farm of Dreiserhof^ and 
not £ar from it the "viUaife of Mrbaehy where 
ihere are some magnificent villas. From this 
place the traveller may make two excursions, by 
w&ieh he wHl be mueh grMBfed^ and wbich vm 
occupy but little time. One is to visit Nieder-- 
ingelheim^ ^^uated near ihe left bank of the 
fimpe, a descriplion of wlttdhi has been given 
before ; and the other to see the ancient abbey of 
Erhachj or Eberbach^ in a wood not fax from 
£UfeJd. Tim aU>ey was founded in the de*p 
venth century by the Archbishop Adalbert of 
Mayence. In the church belonging to this con- 
vent are seen several remarkable sepulchral 
atones, which relate to some historical events. 
This abbey i$ n#w used partly as a iiouse of 
<x>preetioQ^ and partly as.a madhouse* 

Three quarters of a league from Ellfeld is . 
the ytUage ^ Haiteuhcim^ On the road be- 
tweeoi^hi^ two plaoes die tnaveUer will see the 
&rms of Draise and Reich cir tshausen , which 
formerly belonged to the convent of Erbach j 
aad he will pass three Maads called Lungwm* 

theraue, JRheinauej and Sandaue, There are 
aome very beautiful country4iouses at Hatten* 
hena ; the one bebnging to thiB family of 
Mapper of iVIayence is particularly admired. 
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A delicious wine called Markebrunner; is m^Ak 
at this place. It derives its name from a spring 
hj which this beautiful country is watered. 

A quarter of a league lower is the town of 
Oesirich, which is likewise adorned with some 
very fine country-seats. Not far from this place 
on the banks of the river, are the villages of 
Winkel and MettelkeAhy and at a short distance 
from the latter, on the road leading to the 
Johannisberg, stands an old convent called 
Klause^ but it has been for a long time deserted. 

The JbZEaAii^2(?r^ (Mount St. John ); which 
is divided into a sort ofterr aces^ rises with a very 
gentle slope, and overlooks a most delightful 
country. From this mountain may be seen the 
whole extent of the Rheingau^ with its nmnl^« 
less towns aiid villages, its country-seats, its con* 
vents, its mountains, and its ancient chateaux; 
including also a view of the river with its scat-.- 
tered islands. 

The famous provostslup of Mount St. John 
was founded in 1102, byRuthardll. Archbishop 
of Mayence 5 and Count Rodolphus or Rheinhof; 
ojftheRbeingau, enriched it by very considerable 
donations. Albert of Brandebourg destroyed it in 
the 16th century^ but the Abbe of Fuld, who af- 
terwards gained possession of the mountain, re- 
established the provostship . The wine which is 
made at this place is the dearest, and is consi- 
dered the best, of theRhcnish wines. The vine- 
yards occupy a space of fifty-five acres^ and the 
vines are all of the same description as those df 
Biessling. At the foot of the mountain, is the 
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village of Johannishergy the convent of Klause, 
v^hich has been already mentioned-^ the manor 
lands of Volratli^ which belong to the Count of 
Griefenkland^ several farm$ , and the habitations 
of the vine-dressers . The environs are charming . 

Hot far from Mount St. John stands the an- 
cient convent of Gottesaue* It is situated in the 
bottom of a solitary valley. , ' \ 

Half a league from the Johannisberg is Qeis-- 
senheim. In the road to it is a small hamlet 
called St. Barthelemy. At Geissenheim there 
are some very pretty country -seats belonging 
to the Counts of Ingelheim^ Metternicli, and 
Ostein. This town is most delightfully situated. 
The church contains a beautiful tomb of the 
Elector John Philip, amau of excellent character. 
The fanatic Barthelemy Holzhausen, and the ce^ 
lebrated Leibnitz^ were once in his service. This 
tomb was executed by the sculptor RanchmuUer. 
The country seat of Count Ostein at the end of 
the town deserves particular attention : there is 
a beautiful garden attached to it, whence tljere 
are avenues of trees leading to the top of the 
vineyards, to Rudesheim, to Ehrenfels, and to 
the wood of Niederwald. 
- Inns. The Crown and the Swan. 

Between Geissenheim and Rudesheim stands 
the ancient nunnery of Eiib{ngen^o\m\<^di by the 
Abbess. Hiidegard, of the house of Sponheim, 
iVell known by her mystical and prophetic 
writings.— This convent was at first situated on 
the mountamof Rupertsberg/near Bingen, and 
it was not till after the ravages of the thirty 
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years' war that the nuns established themselves 
at £ubiageQ* Some remarkable letters writtea 
by the abbess who founded the convent have 
been carefully preserved y also her ring bearing 
this inscription^ I suffer willing^ ^ and a prayer*- 
book ornamented with pictures, which shd* was 
accustomed to use, and which is said to have 
been given her by St. Bernard. 

Instead of passing bv Eubingen on quitting 
Geissenheini, the traveller would do better to 
take the road leading to the wood oiNiedciwaldy 
which is situated on the top of a mountain^ 
whence there is a magnificent prospect. On one 
side are seen the whole range of islands watered 
by the Rhine, and on the other appears a deep 
and black- looking gulf overhung by rocks, sur- 
mounted by old castles in ruins, over which tlie 
river has forced a passage. In the distance vi 
seen the Nab, mingling its waters widi those of 
the Khine. On the left hank stands the town of 
Bingen, at the foot of a mountain on which aro 
the ruins of the chateau of Klopp ; at a short dis- 
tance rises the Rochusberg ( iViount St. Roch 
and on the! right the mountam of Mupertsbef^§ 
with the ruins of an old convent. 

On descending from the Pviederwald the tra-* 
veUer veachc^ Rodeshsim If he prefers going 
by water, he will enjoy, as he approaches Rudesr 
heim, one of the finest views of the Rhine. This 
town extends itself along the banks of the river^ 
and at the extremity of it is seen tlie ancient 
ch4teau of the Knights of Bromser. TheRochus* 
berg is situated on the 1^ and opposite Rades^ 
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heim appears the tow a of Bingen, The whole 

scene is closed in by rocks, whicli rise near ihe 
mouth of the Nah, and on each side of the Rhiney 
forming a gulf in which the river appears to be 
swallowed up . Those who wish to make an ex- 
cursion to the wood of Nieder wald fr cm Rudes- 
heim , may go and return yery conveniently in 
about three hours. In front of the wood stands 
a temple which commands a fine view of the 
Rheingau. The columns of this temple may be 
•seen at a considerable distance. 

The vineyards situated on the mountain belilnd 
Budeshein, produce very good wine. The first 
vines were planted there in the 1 1 th century, un 
derthe direction of 6igefroy, Bishop of iVJ ayence. 

An old square chdteau is seen at Rudesheim, 
the interior of which has been repaired and deco- 
rated with much taste by the present possessor. 
The walls are evidently of Roman construfction, 
but the columns appear to have been erected in 
the time of the Carlovingian kings ; and the 
<Srothic windows, as well as the ch&tean of Brom- 
«er, which stands by the side of it, are of later 
date. Conrad Bromser, who lived about ih^ 
year 988^ married a daughter of the Lord Ru* 
desheim, and thus became master of the chateau, 
and of the town which belonged to it.— 'In the 
great hall of the chdteau are the portraits of 
several persons belonging to this family, each 
picture containing the likeness of a husband and 
wife, with their names and arms, the date, and 
an inscription in verse. 

Inns. The Angel, the Court of Nassau, the 
* Eagle; the Ship, and the Swaxi. 
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Opposite Rudeslieim stands the small town of 
BxNGEN. The environs have a terrific appearr 
anoe. On the right is the moudtain of Rudes- 
heim, whose summit appears lost in clouds, and 
near it stands the old castle of Ehrenfels, which 
IS entirely surrounded by rocks. Behind Bingea 
runs a cnain of mountains coyered with wood, 
and beneath them is the gulf of Bingerloch. 
More than one old castle in ruins appears sus- 
pended from a steep rock ; and in the distance 
amongst some trees may be perceiyed the remains 
of the church of St. Clement. The river first 
rushes with impetuosity towards this chain of 
black mountains ; but afterwards turns suddenly 
towards the north, breaking against the rocks in 
the environs of the tower of Hatto^ or Maiise- 
thurn (rats tower). 

It is very evident that the ridge of mountaias 
near Bingen was formerly obstructed by rocks, 
which opposed a sort of dyke to the waters of the 
KhiuC; and gave rise to the formation of an ex- 
tensive lake between Ladenb;jurg; Spire, Mann- 
heim, Mayence, Grossgeraii, and Pfungstadt* 
This mass of water having risen over the dyke, 
fell with impetuosity to the bottom of the preci- 
pice, and it was not till after many ages that the 
river efltcted a iree passage, therooiv6 being then f 
broken by the violence of the current, or more j 
probably iti consequence of one of those grand 
revolutions of nature which sometimes take 
place. Charlemagne enlarged the bed of the 
Rhine, bultliere was scarcely yet sufficient room 
for moderate sized boats to pass. The Elector 
Sigismund of Mayence rendered the passage less 
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dangerous^ and made it navigable for large 
boats. 

Bingen carries on a considerable tradebetween 

Mayence and Cologne. The goods exported 
consist principally of corn, win^^ salt, pearl-ash^ 
tartar, clover, rape-oil, vinegar, and brandy. 
The wines are most of them made in the district 
of Binjgen^ and in the environs of the Mah^ and 
they are sent both np and down the river, but 
particularly to Frankfort, whence they are con- 
veyed by land to the northern countries. The 
wine of Scharlach is most celebrated amoiig the 
wines of Bingen. 

Thie garden belonging to M. Faber, the notary, 
is well worth seeing ^ the ruins of the old chAteau 
Qf Klop, which overlooks the town, is situated 
within its walls. The prospect from it is magni- 
ficent : the town which is situated immediately 
under it^ has the appearance of a grand pano- 
rama, and opposite to it is the mountain ofRu« 
desheim with the Miederwald. The eye may 
also follow the whole course of the Rhine from 
t^e farthest extremity of the horizon to th^ gulf^ 
ofBingerloch, and in another direction may ovei^ 
look the valley of the Nag, whence there is also 
a distant view of Mont-Toniierre. 

Inns. T!he Post-House, and the White Horse : 
the latter is situated near the river, and travellers 
who arrive by the packet-boats usually stop to 
' dine tliere.

THE VALLEY OF THE if AH AS FAR AS 

XREUZNACR. 

The mountain of Rochusherg, situated at the 
entrance of the valley of the Nah, commaads a 
fine view of the most beautiful part of the valley, 
as well as of the hills planted with vineyards^ 
which extend from Niederingelheim, as far as 
the environs of the town of Kreuznach. From 
the mountain of ito;^ near the village of Miinster^ 
which is a league and a half from Bingen, there 
IS also a fine view of the country commonly ) 
called^, the Gan, The catholic church -in the 
village of Miinster is remarkable ibr a small i 
tower of a singular construction. f 

The wines oi Miinster ^Sarmsheiniy Lauben Jieiniy 
and Langelonsheim, four villages on the road | 
to* Kreoznach , are considered tne most delicions I 
of all those which are produced in the valley of 
the Nah. 

Half a leagne beyond ILreuznach^ and three 
leagues from Bingen, are the salt-works of 

Karlshalle ixnA Theodorshatle. Thefirst^ which 
is situated on the right bank of the ^ab, and j 
is the least considerable^ was established in ^ 
1729; and the second, which is also on the 
right bank, in 1745. The net produce of 
these salt-works was computed during the 
French government at 150,000 francs. This 
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salt is rery skarp, and has a bitter taste frluch 

is r^ot disagreeable. 

Kr^i^znaclij the hirih-plai^e of the painter 
Mulier, who is also cel^aled as a poet^ is 

situated three leagues from Biiigeii. It is sup-* 
posed that the Romans once inhabited this 
country. There is a wall still to be seea here 
called Heidenmauer (pagans' wall), TheCar- 
lovingiao kings erected a palape at Kreuznach« 
On the east pf the salt- work of Karlshalle^ be^ 
tween Kreuznach and Hockenlieim, at the foot 
of the mountain, is the place called Pfalzsprung^ 
ysihete in 1605 the Elector Frederick I V« ^ when 
on horseback, leaped over the trench, which was 
twenty-seveu feet wide. 

The tan -yards of this place are celebrate^ 
leather used iu soleine shoes. 

This tpwa had formerly several extensive 
manofajstories for sauiFy and for sugar raad^ 
from beet-root ; the latter belonging to Messrs. 
liarcher and Sahler • 

There ar^ several ancient monument^ at 
Kreuznach. The most remarkable are : — 1 . Thq 
castrum Romaniinij which stood formerly in the 
centre of an island^ so that the river t^en 
passed by the side of the place called Hasen- 
rech. The foundational and the two courts are 
still yisible^ That part of the priqcipal wall of 
this fort which is situated towards the Easl^ 
bears evident marks ,of Roman construction. 
liKeo^rttm was of an oblong fwm ; the shortest 
side was one thousand feet long, and the 
longwt several feet more. It lifted till the. 

n2 
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year 893, when it was destroyed by the Nor^ 

mans. — 2. The Kauzejibergj a fort which was 
very celebrated in the thirty years' war, and 
was blown up by the French in 1689. It over* 
looked the town, and was delightfully situated. 
It is now become the property of Baron Recum^ 
who has pUnted Tines oyer all the southern 
side of the mouulain, the northern part of which 
is covered with trees^ so that tlie environs 
of this old chateau, already highly &vonred 
by nature, will soon become the most beau- 
tiful spot in the country. The garden is open 
to the public— 3. The ancient Palace of the 
Prince of Simmern. It formerly occupied nearly 
the whole of the northern part of the town, 
bnt there is nothing now remiaining except 
theruins, which bear scarcely any resemblance 
to the original building, which like the Kau** 
seidierg was burnt by the French.-^. The 
great Church founded by Robert Pipan, of which 
nothing remains but the choir, the rest of the 
building having l>een burnt by the French in 
1689. It now serves as a warehouse for straw 
and wood. 

' At a short distance from Rreuznach, near the 

village of Sprenglingeiij is seen an ancient field 
of battle, with a monument erected in honour of 
Michael Mort, a brave inhabitant of Kreuznach^ 
who perished in 1 279, whikt fighting for his 
prince, John of Sponheim. 

In the environs of Kr^uznach stands also the 
old strong chAteau of Ehernbourg, the foinner 
residence of Francis of Sickengen , where his 
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friend XJlrich of Hutten found an asylum during 
his proscription^ and where he composed se- 
veral of his writings^ in which he lashed the 
▼ices of his age^ particularly the corruptions of 
the clergy. 

. The river Nah crosses the town^ and forms an 
island at this place^ which extends oh both 
sides of the bridge. The part below the bridge 
is ' covered with a httle wood of tufted trees, 
crossed by shady walks, and interspi^rsed with 
small grass-plots, forming altogether a charm- 
ing promenade. Benches have been placed m 
various parts of it for the accommodation of 
visitors. The proprietor ofthb place keeps an 
^ inn^ and supplies the company vrith all sorts of 
refireshments. There is also an assemUy^room. 



rooms, where there is dancing every Sunday 
during the summer. This promenade is parti* 
cularly pleasant In the spring, when the firuit* 
trees, of which there are a great number, are in 
blossom. A number of nightingales take up 
their abodein this island during the fine season, 
making it resound with their melodious strains. 
Outside the town there is another very agreeable 
and retired promenade, which runs by the side 
o^a rividet, whose watera glide lightly over the 
rocks which form Its bed. This promenade is 
/bordered ou one side by a hill covered with 
wood, and on the other by noplars and alders^ 
through whose tufted brancnes the rays of the 
sun can scarcely penetrate. 

n5 
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A very agreeable road leads hy a gentle 
ascent to the top of ike jRhsmgnx/enstmn j the 
eayiroa^ of which are charming. Travellers 
usually aseend this mottntain at an early hnir^ 
in order to eujoy the sublime spectacle of the 
rising sun. The whole valley of the Mah. 
appears mvelo|ied in a thiek fog resembling a 
sea; anil the traveller might be disposed to 
imagine it the ocean in reality, did not the noise 
of iJie sak^works at his feet, and the soond of 
the yiUage clocks in the en^v irens^ tend to dia-^ 
^ipate the illusion. The rays of the sun hy de^ 
grees dbpd the fog, when the ch&teau of 
£3>ernbourg, and me tops of several suaR 
.moontains, begin to appear like so many islands 
iwing from the bosom of the oeean. Soon aiiacv 
vards are sera tlie 'dinrc^ steeples ; and sud^^ 
denly the whole of this enchanting picture dis^ 
mppears before -lJ[ie eyes of the -traveller^ iksh 
parsed by the morning breeze* The ^-ansy 
which i^ 04e of the highest points of the Rhein* 
gra&nsteuit and the |\uiiis the chAteau of the 
anciCTA Gonnts of Stein, are the best situations 
fof observing this extraordinary spectacle. From 
the laUer place the eye deseenfis with terrer 
from the top rock of porphyry, tostlie botr 
torn of a precipice four* hundreci feet de^^ 
where ihe river rolls tts foaoaing Waters ovev 
Ae ndis wiiidi interrapt itis ooorse^ The salt* 
works at the end of the valley have a delightful 
^ppcaraoce. The spectator cannot biiA admiM 
the boldnessof tfaearabiteetwho construetedtlm 
l^h^teau^ its foundations being laid on the pros 
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jectlon of a rock of porplijry, whose sides are 
almost perpendicaUr, and iirches being foruied 
in every part where there were small cjefts in 
the rock, which could oaly be done by means of 
suspend(Bd scaffoldings. 

la^rder taireturn to Kremeaaeh^ the trayeUer 
may either take the road through the valley of 
AhenZf or that which lead^ to the salt-works of 

J hose who are fond of mineralogy should visit 
tii^ coal-mines on the borders the Alsenz, 
pear the place where it falls into the Nah. On 
this road, near the village of ALtenbamhourgj 
two leagues ix^vsx Kreuznaoh^ ataads the old 
castle of Cronenhourg, from the tqp of which in 
the spring of the year may be seen a perfect 
English garden,, ^ear AJsena^ commence the 
mines of pit-aoal, which are very productive 
and which extend beyond Meissenheim . A league 
from Alsena^^ on Uie mountain 'pf Landsberg., i|ear 
Maschely isra miiieof^ick^ilvw which is worthy 

of inspection. 

Before th^ traveller leaves Meissenheim h^. 
may make an excwsion to Idar and Oberstein, 
twoplacescelebrated for polishing agates, which 
are usually sold at the &irs of Frank6>r|; and 
Leipzig. The lenvirons of these plaoes bear 
some resemblance to the scenery of Switzerland. 
Oberstein i& suspended from a mountain formed 
by a single mass of rock« The chocch may he 
said to be built in the interior of this rock, and 

ils walls on the iosid^ are covered with mom. 
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On the most elevated part of the mouutain are 
seen the ruins of an old chateau. . 

In order to retora to Rrenznach, the traveller 
on leaving Meissenheim may take the road 
through Gianodernheimy hj the mountain of 
DisAodenbergj where may he still seen the 
ruins of a superb chateau ; thence through Mon^ 
zihgeny the favourite promenade of Gotz the 
poet ; through Burgsponheim^ not far from the 
convent ofSponheimywhere the Abbe Trithemius^ 
composed his works, and where he formed a 
valuable and esctensive library ^ and afterwards 
through the valley of Burgsponheim as far as 
fVeinsheim, whence he may proceed to Kreuz- 
nacli i and if lie wishes to tale a last look at the 
town, he may have a fine view of it from the top 
of the Kauzenbergy or from the mountain of 
Martinsberg, close to the gate of Bingen. 

The valley of Stromberg^ which extends as far 
as the forge of M. Utsch, a league and a 
quarter from Stromberg, abounds with wild and - 
picturesque scenery. The road leading to it 
from &reuznach is very pleasant, and passes 
ihron^Schu^eppenhaussn , where there is a good 
paper-mill belonging to M. Wehrfritz. Before 
the traveller reaches Strombergy which is three 
leagues from Kreusnach, he sees in the distance 
the ruins of the old castles of Fust and Gol^ 
denfels. Stromberg is famous for leather used 
in soleing shoes. Three quarters of a league 
beyond Stromberg is the forge of M. Sadler; 
and half a league further that of M. Utsch* By 
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the side of a pretty meadow watered by the 
Guldeobach, rise seyeral high mountains, be- 
neath which are seen various blocks of grey 
marble. At this place the traveller would do 
well to terminate nis course , in order to avoid 
the wild and desert country of the Hundsruck, 
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On returulag to Bipgea the traveller should 
Tisit the moimtaia of Rupertsbergy sttaated on 
the other side of the Is ah. In 1 148, Lady Hil- 
degard of Sponheim^ famous for her j^ietjr^ 
founded a conTent on tbis mountain^ the ruins of 
which may still be seen : at diis place she wrote 
her prophecies; and here also Bartholomew of 
Holzhausen afterwards composed his yisions. 
The Gothic chapel and the corridors of the con-> 
vent, which are situated between rocks, have a 
very- picturesque appearance. The fountain 
which Hildegard is said to have excavated with 
her own hands is still visible. 

Continuing the voyage dovm the Rhine from 
Bingeu, immediately below this town, the tra- 
veller passes near the tower Mausethurm (towc^^ 
of rats). It is probable that this tower was 
originally used as a liglitliouse, when the pas- 
sage of the river was more dangerous than it 
now is. It is said to have been liuilt by Arch-* 
bish >p Hatto of Mayence. This prelate ex- 
ercised a very severe discipline in the convents^ 
which drew upon him the hatred of the monks^ 
who invented a tale, relating, that^ in punishment 
for his avarice, he was followed l>y rats as far 
as the tower. The current of vrater begins to be 
Tery strong in the environs of this tower, and at 
some distance from it there are rocks which 
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appear above the water, when the Rhine is low, 
and against which the boats sometimes run. 

Exwtly in this plaee is the ^res^ed whirlpool 
of Bingerlochj which does not however ( bstruct 
xhe passage as much as might he thought^ since 
the riyer maj be ascended or descenc^d either 
at high or low water. Travellers should not 
attempt the descent of the river in bad weather^ 
and even in fine weather the boatmen should 
keep as near as possible to the right bank, 
where there is the least danger. To avoid 
all hazard in ascending the river, a sufficient 
number of horses should be attached to the 
vessel by strong ropes^ otherwise the horses 
may prove too weak to. drag against the cur- 
rent, or the ropes may break and cause the 
Tessel to founder. To avoid these accidents, 
Tery strong rings of iron have been placed in the 
rocks, by means of which the vessels may easily 
be fostened by cables* 

As soon as the travdler haa passed tbe Bin* 
gerloch, he sees before him the village of 
manshausen^ and on the left bank the old ruins 
of the castle of Bauzb^rg, or PfalBbtf^^ the rains 

of Konigstein or Rheinstein^ and a little lower 
the old castle of Falkenbourg. 

An excellent red wine is made at Asmanns'^ 
hausen, and it has a good inn kept by M. 
Crafs. Behind the village is a small footpath 
leading to the convent of the Capuchins of 
NorthgotteSy which is situated farther iu the 
wood. 

Below Asmannsfaausen likewise are some, re<* 
mains of ancient baths, said to be of B4m«i 
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origin. The river makes a great bend near ibis 

place ^ and the left bank, on which the village 
of Dreyeckshausen is situated^ assumes the form 
of a peninsnla. A quarter of a league above 
this village are the ruins of the chuicli of St. 
Clement. The mountains are a short distance 
from the banks of the river. On one of thenoi 
are the ruins of the castle of Sonneckj and not 
fas from it, the village of Niederheimbach. ' 

On the right bank is the market^town of 
Zorr/cA, which forms the boundary of theRhein- 
gau. It formerl)" had a castle, only the ruins 
of which are now visible. Opposite Lorricb is 
a very fertile island. Above this place is the 
mountain of Kedrich^ or Devil's Ladder, the 
ascent of which is very steep. Behind liorridi 
is the valley oiWisperthal^ whence aN. E. wind 
.issues called Wisperwind, which is a singular 
phenomenon. 

As far as this place the Rhine runs in a di- 
rection from £. to W., so that the vines on the 
Tij§;ht bank are continually exposed to the sunw 
The N. and E. winds blow against the mountains 
on the left hank, which on this account are al- 
most uncultivated. The Rheingau is •divided, with 
respect to the produce of wine, into upper and 
lower cantons, which includethe villages situated 
on the heights and on the banks of the river. 
The strongest wines are those produced on the 
heights : the middling lands produce the most 
healthy, and the low lands those which are not 
fit to dirink for a considerable time. 

Amongst the numerous wines of the Rhine 

theses of liaubonheim^ Bischeimi wdAjmianpa^ 
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shaiisen are considered the most pleasant ^ those 
of Hockheim, Johanmsberg, and GelsseuheinoL 
hare the highest flavour; and those of Nietrstein^ 
Markcbrunn. and Rudeslieim are the strongest 
^d warmest. 

The mountains below Lorrtch are not so steep, 
and the banks are more level and belter cuhi- 
vated. The road from Lorrich to the valley of 
Sauerthal is wild but picturesque. In this val* 
ley are the ruins of an old castle, which formerly 
l>elonged to Francis of Sickingen, and was the 
^ place where this lord occasionally resided: • 
• ' The environs of the YiWei^e o( N. ederheimbac/i 
.on the leit bank are very beautiful^ and at a 
.distance may be .seen the ruins of the old castles 
of Furstenberg and Stakleck. The river forms 
^veral beads, and resembles a lake, terminated 
in front by the small town of Bacharach. 

Near the hamlet of Rheindiebachj a quarter of 
a league above Bacharach, is a valley where 
there is a remarkable echo. Amongst the ruins 
of the castle of Furstenberg is a pretty garden, 
whence there is a fine prospect. Tlie vines near 
these ruins produce excellent red. and, white 
,wine. • . • 

BacJiarach (Bacchi ara) is situated three 
leagues from Bingen, on the banks of the Rhine, 
and at the foot of a very steep mountain. The 
walls of the town formerly extended as far as the 
old castle ot Stahleok^ but part of the space is 
now planted with vines. Two historical facts 
bear testimony to the excellence of the wine of 
JBacharach^ namelji that Pope .Pius IJL (better 

o ^ 
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known under the name of Eneas Sylvius) caused a 
tun lo be sent annually to Rome ; and that the 
Emperor Wenee) graated independance to the 
town of INureml>erg for four butts of this wine. 
Bacharach produces several articles, in which a 
considerable trade i's carried on; particularly 
wine, iron in bars, old iron, starch, and beer. 
It is the natal place oi; the celebrated painters 
Kugelgen. 

Inns, The Crown, and the Post-house. 

If the traveller wishes to taste some of the 
best Rhenish wines at Bacharach/ or at any 
other place, he must not expect to find them at 
the inns^ whare the wine is generally of an infe- 
rior quality. He had better apply to prirate 
persons, who have large stores of wine ; and 
the hospitality which is every where displayed 
offers a sure pledge of his obtaining the oesired 
object. 

The castle ofStahleck^ theruins only of which 
are now visible, had formerly its own lords, by 
whom the convent of Chumhd, near Simmern, 
was founded. This castle was pillaged during 
the thirty years' war, and rebuilt by the Elector 
Charles jLouis in 1666, but soon after blown 
up by the French, in the war respecting the 
Orleans* soceesston. Below the casde of Stahl^ 
eck are the ruins of the church of St. Guernard, 
a beautiful monument of Gothic architecture^ 
erected kt a time wlien^ that art had attained 
the highest perfection. On the south side, be- 
tween Bacharach and Rheindiebach, are the 
rmfis of the concrent* of Fiirstenthdl. Imme^ 
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diately below the town there is an island in the 
Rhine, which inclndes about thirty acres of 
ground : between this island and the right bank 
is the stone which, even in old writings, bore 
the name of Ara Baccki. The appearance of 
this stone above the water augurs a good vintage, 
as it is only visible in very dry weather, when 
the waters are low. 

The Elector Charles Theodore established a 
great road, which commences just beyond Ba- 
charach, and passes through part of the valley of 
Steeg : by this road merchandise, which has been 
conveyed on the Rhine, is sent to Simmern and 
to the Moselle. In the valley just mentioned are 
the ruins of the old castle of ^//^/iero-;, very near 
the village oi Steeg. The ancient counts of the 
Palatinate were accustomed to reside occasion- 
ally in this castle, as well as in that of Fiirsten- 
berg, which is situated in the valley of Dxebach. 
, In the Rhine, below Bacharach, there is a 
second passage, called Wildes Gejdlirtj which Is 
dangerous for boats descending. The danger 
arises fronra kind of whirlpool, formed by the 
river in turning round some rocks and small 
heaps of sand. This danger may be avoiclcd in 
calm weather, by suffering the boat to glide with 
the current, which will direct it safely. The 
passage is only rendered dangerous by sudden 
gusts of wind, when the boats run the risk of 
being driven against the rocks, near the right 
bank. 

After haying passed this place, the rivet 
assumes the appearance of a lake, whence may 

0.2 
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be seen, situated on a rock, the casde of PfiUzy 

formerly called Pfalzgrafensteiri, A small 
staircase terms the ascent to this huilding* 
Travellers are generally shown, in one of the 
towers of the castle, a room where it is said 
the wires of the counts of the Palatinate canie 
to he confined. It has likewise several dun- 
geons, used as state prisons, and a remarkably 
deep well^ which is cut out of the rock, and does 
not receive its water from the Rhine. 

Opposite the castle of Pfalz, on the right 
hank, is the small town of Cauby with the old 
and strong castle of Gutenfels. Cauh is half 
a league from Bacharach, and contains about 
1 ,270 inhabitants. It formerly belonged to the * 
counts of Nuringen, whose family became es:- 
tinct durinc: the 15th century. The vessels at 
this place are numerous, and the inhabitants 
carry on a considerable trade in wine and slates. 
The wine made at Cauh is ranked amongst the 
best lihenish wines. 

The castle of Guteitfels is situated on a moun- 
ta'ui near Caub. The ascent to it is by a num- 
ber of small flights of steps. This castle was 
almost entirely demolished in 1 807 , so that only 
the outer walls remain. In ancient writings it 
is always called Gub, and derived ils name of 
Gutenfels (Rock of Guda,) from the Countess 
of Guda, A\ hose great beauty rendered her a 
favourite of the Emperor Richard. The Land- 
grave William of Hesse Gassel besieged it, 
without success, iu 1 504 j and near the custom- 
house may be seen a stone^ on which this event 
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IS recordetl in verse. On the projection of a 
rock is a sort of alcove, whence there is a line 
view of the river which flows beneath. • Fram 
this point Gustavus Adolphus gave his orders 
during the thirty years' war,- to . attack the 
Spaniards^ who had- taken up a position oppo- 
site. . . 

Ifins, The Town of Heidelberg, and the 
Green Forest. The first is a very good one^ and 
its proprietor, M. Bomper, carries on a consider- 
able trade in wines* 

At the foot of some mountains above Gaub 
formerly stood the castle of Rheinbergj behind 
the village oi Ramsely which is situated on the 
banks of the Wisper. One league south-ea«t 
of the town, in the valley of Sauerthal, is the 
castle of Sauerboiirg^ situated at the top of a 
mountain, on which is a small village. In 1692 
this castle became the property of Francis of 
Sickingen, whose family still retain possession 
o£it. The valley of Sauerthal derives its name 
from a fountain of mineral water, which is a 
veiry pleasant beverage. There was another 
castle in the environs, called Heppenheft^ bi|t 
it has been latelv converted into a farm. 

The left bank of the Rhine beyond Cafd> 
abounds with • picturesque views, formed by 
groups of rocks and mountains. A largo quan- 
tity of slates is found in the environs. The 
traveller next approaches the town oiObenpesely 
which is situated on the lf*ft bank, where the 
Rhine ryshes against the rock of Rikmmelstein. 

o 5 ' 
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The ruins' ctf the old castles of Schonberg^ or 
Schomberg^ crown the summit of a mountain on 
this side Oberwesel. 

Ob£EW£6EL es:hibits scarcely any trace of its 
ancient beauty. Its large Gothic church, built 
by Archbishop Baldwin of Treves, stands in an 
isolated situation on the banks of the river. la 
the ancient church of Mlnorlttenkirche is a 
beautiful picture, painted by Diepenbeck, which 
represents Christ's descent from the cross. The 
chapel, which is seen near the wall of the town, 
not iar from the Rhine, was erected to the 
memory of a bor? named Werner, who was 
-taken from his relations by the Jews, and put to 
death by them, after suifering numerous tor- 
ntenis. Oberweselwas formerly an imperial 
town, but the Emperor Henry VII. made it 
a present to his brother Baldwin, Archbishop of 
«FeYes» 

An excellent wine, called Engenhd11er,isn&ade 
in the environs of Oberwesel 5 and on l>oth sides 
the river below thfii town, there are several 
places where salmon is caught in great abun- 
•dance. 

Inn. The Angel. 

The traveller should not omit to see tbernins 
of the castle of Schojibet^. It was the birth- 
.place of the heads of a noble family > which 
existed as far back as the tme of Char lemagne, 
,and about the 11th century changed its name 
-igom Beh^ont to Schonberg. The traveller will 
no doiJit recollect the celebrated Frederick of 
Schonberg, or Schombergi who first developed 
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his warlike talents under tlie comrnand of Henry 
and yVilliam II, of Orange ; afterwards obtained 
WTcral ylctories over the Spaniards ; reinstated 
on the throne the House of Braganza^ defeated 
in England the last hopes of the Stuarts ; and 
finally died at the battle of the Boyne, in 1690. 

The mountain of Martinsherg likewise merits 
observation. It is adorned with a very pretty 
house, delightfully situated, belonging to the 
catholic vicar. 

The traveller will perceive, as he recedes from 
Oberwesel} that the mountains on both sides 
the river gradually approach each other, and 
the course of the river is as narrow and deep 
as many parts of the Upper Rhine. The sur- 
rounding country 7 which is extremely wild-and 
rocky, was the place where the pious hermit 
Goar established his residence, at a very distant 
.period, and disseminated Christianity amongst 
the fishermen on the banks of the Rhine. 

At a short distance further is an enormous 
rock on the right bank, called Lurlefberg^ where 
there is a remarkable echo, which repeats a 
word five times. The best position to hear this 
echo is the middle of the river, or a promontory 
on the left bank j the report of a gun, or the 
sound of a hunting-horn, produces an astonish- 
ing effect* 

A league from Oberwesel is St. Goar^ a small 
town on the left bank of the Rhine. A short 
distance above this town the river assumes th^ 
appearance of a lake, enclosed by rocks, which 
liaa a very imposing efi^ct« The Rhine hen4s 
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on the. riglit side, and rushes against a ridge of t 
rocksv which are partly yistble, forming a ter- 
rible whirlpool, called tne Bankyihat is extremely I 
dangerous for boats^ but still more so for rafts. I 
The current of the river directs itself towards a | 
tower on the right bank, near St. Goarshau^n; 
against which the rafts may dash and break, 
if proper precautions have not been taken. The \ 
means to avoid the danger are very simple. A 
large trunk of a tree,.called Hund (Dog), is at- 
tached to tlie left side of the raft 3 and at a place j 
near the whirlpool it is loosened, in such a man- j 
Tier as only to remain connected with the prow. 
This trunk is soon swallowed up by the whirlpool, 
which draws it with so much force, that the raft . 
is gradually attracted to the left bank^ and thus I 
kept in the proper direction. ' 

Below tbe Bank there is another whirlpool^ | 
called Gev^i'rr. There is a tradition, that this ] 
was formerly connected with the Bingerloch, by 
* a subteirranean cbannel ; and it Is said, that the 
remains of boats, which had been ingulphed by 
, tli'e latter, appear on the surface of the first. ' 

On leaving this narrow and dull defile, the 
country suddenly changes, and the traveller 
enters a delightful valley, where the heights are 
crowned with thick wo-ds, or ornamented with 
gardens and vineyards, St. Goar, which ex- 
tends along the shore, has a very grand appear- 
ance, and on a very high rock behind it maybe 
seen the ruins of the ancient fort of RheinJ'e/s. 
This place had formerly a convent of monks, 
called Marterbourjg } but Count Thierry of K:at- 
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senellenbdgen, sarnamed the Rich^ transformed 

this peaceable residence into a strong castle, 
and compelled boats descending the Rhine to 
pay a toil. ' Sixty of the towns on the Rhine . 
opposed this act of ylolence, and sent troops to 
the blockade of the castle, which they besieged 
for fifteen months without success. They then 
formed a league vvitli several other towns and 
princes^ and thence originated the first confe- 
deration of the Rhine, which succeeded in de-^ 
stroying the greater part of the small castles, 
whose lords caiTied on open robbery. This con- . 
federation, however,- afterwards fell in the un-^ 
equal struggle of the territorial lords against the 
independence of ibc towns. The fort offiheinfels 
was defended in 1692 by the brave .Colonel 
Gorz, against Tallard, who terminated the con- 
test by setting fire to his camp and retiring. 
During the revolution it surrendered to the 
French on the first summpns, and was afterwards 
blown up by them.. At St. Goar new barracks 
have been erected, and the inhabitants of the 
tOAvn are very industrious. 

Inns. The Post-house and the Savage. 

Opposite St. Goar is the village of St. Godrs-- 
hausen, which forms the angle of a bay made 
by the Rhine . At the top of a mountain behind 
this village is the old castle of Katz. The motin- 
tain of Petersberg produces an excellent red 
wine, which is considered equal to that of Asr- 
mannshausen. There is a good inn at the 
Post-house. As the traveller advances, the banks 
of the river become more level, and cultivation 
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is more frequently visible. On the right, not 
far from St. GoarshauseHi there are several de- 
Itgfatftil valleys. If the traveller wish to ascend 
the inouatain of Lurley^ he must disembark a 
quarter of a league below the village. 

A fioe country now opens before him. On 
the right bank is rFe/micA, with a Gothic tower. 
The environs are very picturesque, and behind 
the village are the ruins of the okl castle of 
Thiirmbergy likewise called Maus, Fertile gar- 
dens and rich meadows extend from Welmich 
along the banks of the river. In the distance, 
oh the left bank^ appear the town of St. Goar 
and fort of Rheinfels. 

Below Welmich the Rhine directs itself to* 
wards the north, forming a beautihil gulf, sur- 
rounded by heights. 

Opposite to an island in the river is Hir^ 
zenachj where maybe seen an ancient provost- 
^hip, which formerly belonged to the convent 
of Siegbourg, snrronnded by the huts of vine- 
dressers. 

On this side Hirzenach is a wild valley, called 
Bhrenthalj where there are mines of silver, cop- 
per, and lead. In almost every part of the 
country^ which extends from Wesel toHirze- 
^nach, are found large quantities of basaltes, 
' slates, lime, marble, and other minerals. 

Wear Hirzenach the Rhine takes an eastern 
direction . On the right is the villa ge of KesteVf 
with an old church fallen into ruins ; and oppo- 
site to it is an enormous rock, covered on the 
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boitom with vines, and crowned with treed 
closely planted. 

The mountains on the left are at some dis-f 
tance from the bank, and at the end of a delight- 
ful valley is the small village of Jf^eikr. Not 
far from this place is Salugj where a great 
number of cherries are gathered, most of which 
are sent to Holland. On the right are the vxAm 
of the old castles of Liehenstein and Sternjelsy 
which form the summit of a height planted with 
vines. These ruins are generally called the 
Brothers, and present a fine coup-d'ceil when 
seen from the left bank. 

Behind the mountains on which these castles 
stand there is a very picturesque valley, in 
which is situated Bornhofeny a village with a 
convent of Capuchins . The church of the con- 
vent, which is a celebrated place of pilgrimage, 
was built by the Chevalier Bromser, of Rudes- 
faeim. An avenue of walnut-trees leads' from 
the convent to the small village of Kamp, where 
the Komans formerly had an intrenched camp. 
The <$OBvent was secularised in 1815, andsoldy 
with the church, for 10,000 florins. 

On leaving the gulf, near Ramp, the traveller 
perceives a sudden change in the form of the 
country^ both banks of the river form extensive 
plains around some ancient convents, and on 
the left is - die town of Boppart, with its old 
towers. 

Boppart is generally considered one of the 
'forts established by Drusus, The kings 
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of the Franks afterwards built a palace there, 
the ruins of which may still be seen } whence 
a TiTulely that falls into the Rhine near this 
place, has derived the name of Konlgsbach 
(xoyal rivulet). . During the middle age Boppart 
becanie an imperial city. It has an- hospital 
and several convents. The convent of nuns of 
Marienberg is situated above the hospital. The 
town procures from the neighbouring forest a 
large quantity of wood, which is made into char- 
coal, and sent to Bendorf, where it is used in 
the foundries. It likewise carries on a consi- 
derable trade in wines and tobacco pipes. One 
of the convents at this place has been trans- 
formed intoacotton manu&ctory of considerable 
importance. 

. Inns. The Post-house and the Bear. 

Near Boppart the Rhine forms a rast lake^ 
surroimded by heights, partly planted vrith vines. 
At the foot of these heights commences a de- 
lightful plain, at the end of which is the village 
of Ramp. In front are the villages of iVieifer- 
berg and Tiilzen } and at the eud of a wood, 
on the height, is the fiirm of Joliannisber^^ which 
formerly belonged to the J esuits. 

The beautiful road lately constructed runs 
along the lefl bank of the Rliine ; but if the tra- 
veller is going on foot, he will do well to take 
the road from B ppart to Cobleutz, tlirqugh the 
wood, which is more pleasant and shorter than 
the new road. 

Bel ow Boppart the Rhine makes one of the 
most considerable bends in its whole course f 
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and beyond the Tillnge of Fekdi appears' to 
retrograde, .by suddenly turaiug towards the 
east. This, however, is only an illusion, as the 
mountain of Boppart soon forces it to resume 
its former direction. The mountains no longer 
present the picturesque forms Vwhich the tra- 
veller has seen brfore, most of them being quite 
round or very flat. On the top of one of ih ese 
mountains there is a ver^ neat pleasure-house^ 
called Liebaneeh'^ belonging to M. de Schenck. 
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of this mountain^ resei 
short distance to the left the Rhine bends, and 

waters the ground contiguous to the villages of 
Peterspay^ MitteUpay^ and Niedcrspay. *^ 

The environs of the right bank reassume a 
wild and imposing aspect. On the top of a 
rock on the right banl£> is the strong castle of 
.Markmbourgy and in a valley, not for from it 
IS the small town Braiibach. This castle de- 
rives its name from the Evangelist Mark, and 
was built by the Landgrave John, snrnamed the 
Warlike. The town of Braubach is more ancient 
than this castle^ and is nueoUoned in writings 
of the 1 2th century. 

The Emperor Rodolphus granted it independ- 
ence in 1288« The valley where it is situated 
contains mines of silver and copper, ami several 
foundries, where the mluerals extracted from the 
pits near Welmich are melted. Half a league 
from Braubach is the mineral fountain of Dink-- 
hold^ the water of which is very bitter. 
. The castle of Markusbourg^ where sute pri- 
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toners are confined ^ and the town of Branbach^ 

now belong to the House of Nassau. 

Opposite to the castle of Markusbourg is the 
smaU Tillage of JBrey^ surrounded by a wood of 
fruit-trees. A beautiful plain extends from it 
to Oberlahnstein. The mountains recede more 
and more £rom the banks of the rtver ; they are 
no longer disfigured by . rocks, but assume a 
regular form. 

On the left bank is the smaU town of Bhenscj 
where there is a decayed tower. About 400 
paces from this small town formerly stood the 
Konigsthul (royal seat), the site of which is now 
marked by four small stones. At this building 
the four electors of the Rhine often assembled, 
tadeliberate respecting the interests of Germany, 
and here a general peace was concluded. At 
this place, likewise, the election and deposition 
4>{ several emperors was determined on. This 
royal seat Avas a plain unomamented octagon 
building. It rested on nine piljars, eight of 
wfaich formed a circle, and the ninth was in the 
centre. It was ascended by a staircase of four- 
teen steps, placed on the south side, aud liad on 
the top seven stone seats for the seren electors ; 
its diameter was twenty-four feet, and it^ height 
aeventeen. Its form, as well as tlie arms repre- 
sented on it, the coloura of which were partly' 
effaced, gave it a very mysterious appearance. 
It was erected on this spot, because it was a 
place where the territories of the four electors 
met, and to which eaeh of them could repair at a 
very short notice. From the top of this building 
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tonr small towns miglit be seen at olie view ; 
Lahnstein^ on the territory of the Elector of 
Mayeoce } Kapdlen, on that of the Elector of 
Treves j Rhense, on the territdry of the Elector 
of Cologne ; and Braubach^ on that of the Elec- 
itor of the Palatinate. 

The town of Rhense was obliged 16^ keep the 
Konigstuhl in good repair^ in consideration of 
which it enjoyed several privileges. This scat 
-was destroyed during'i the revolution^ probably 
because it3 name was disliked. 

On the left bank^ opposite to this plaee^ is 
'a small chapel, where the deposition of the Em-- 
paror Venceslas took place in 1400^ after a deli- 
•beration on tbe Konigstuhl. Not f^r from this 
place is the town of Oberhhnsteinj with a castla 
surrounded by a beautiful garden. The terrace 
and windows of this castle command a fine view. 
It sustained a siege during the terrible wai^be* 
tween Adolphus of ^Nassau and Thierry of Isen- 
'bourg. Thewritingsby which theeleolors^ John 
.of Mayenpe, Frederick of Cologne, Werner of 
Treves, and Robert of the Palatinate, made 
known the deposition of the Emperor Venceslas^ 
and the election of Rd>ert to tne empire^ were 
dated from Lahnstein. 

Near this place the Rhine is very wide. On 
the left bank' is the hamlet of Krippsj and a 
little lower the farm and village of KapeUerij 
situated on the side of a rock^ behind which 
are the ruins of the old castle of Stolzenfhisj at 
the top of a mountain. These ruins are worthy 
.of being visited| as there is a fine prospect from 
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them. A guide may easily be procured in the 

village. . 

The traveller next reaches the mouth of the - 
Lahu, which issues from a defile of moulitaiiis. 
At the top oi ^omA AUerheiligenberg^ on the 
right hank of this river, is a hermitage, and 
beneatl) it is the small town (jf NiederUJmstein^ ' 
which borders tlie Rhine. : On another mountain 
in the environs are ihe ruins of the castle of 
Lahneck., Xhe.Z<^/z/2 rises in the forest of Wis- - 
terwald^ and, whilst making numerous bends, 
crosses the territories belonging to the Princes 
of Hesse and Nassau. It brings into the Rhine a 
large quantity of minerals, and the island formed . 
at its mouth vras most probably made by the 
settlement cf slates carried there by the river. 
This river likewise eonsidi^ably assists in the 
trade of the Rhine, as iron, corn, flour, fruits, 
and lime are brought there in great quantities, 
ibr which it returns charcoal, salt, and wine. > 

The Lahn forms, at its mouth in the Rhine,- a 
peninsula, on which Niederlahnstein is situated. 
The ruins of the old jcastle of Lahueck are well 
worthy of observation, and the road leading to 
them is tolerably good. Travellers will find 
g od accommodation at the inn kept by M. 
Duke. 

The Moselle is only one league from the 
mouth of the Ijahn, but even this small space 
presents numerous fine views. * The river turns, 
to the right, and passes along the side of an 
extensive and very fertile island, called Ober- 
wprth, or Magda/finenfs^orth; where a convent of 
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uups for the nobility was fouaded in 1 145, ^ut 
WiBS afterwards seeulariaEed, in copsequenise of 
the cession of the left bank of the Rhine. The 
traveller afterwards passes by the. side of the 
Tillage of HorcMimm^ where ad euelient red 
wine, similar to that of Bleichart, is made. 

Ab out a league distant , is PfcLffpndorfy sur- 
rounded by yines and orchards ^ and near Pfieif^ 
fendorfisastonebench^ shaded by three poplars, 
whence there is a view of a fine landscape, the 
principal objects in which are Coblent^ and 
Efarenbreiti^tein. 

' Near Pfalfendorf, also, is a beautiful garden 
belonging to M. the Canon Umbscheidan^ which 
18 worthy of obsenration : the view frpm a spot 
in it, near a small red house, is delightful j and 
in the house of the proprietor there is a fine 
collection of curiosities* Pfiatffiendorf has two 
good inns, the Swan and the Court of Nassau, 
to which the inhabitants of the. enyirons often 
repair in parties of pleasure. 

On the left bank is a height surmounted by 
a convent, and along the shore extends the 
town. of Goblents, ornamented with a beautiful 
castle : on the right bank are the immense ruins 
of Ehrenbreitsiein i and at the foot of a mountain 
is ^he ancient episcopal palace of the Electors of 
Treves, near the small town of Thai Ehrenbreit- 
stein. • ^ 

GoBLENTZ, which is eighteen leagues from 
Mayenee, was formerly the residence of the Elec- 
tors of Treves ; and, whilst under the French 
« doininion^ the chief place of the departpient of 
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die Rhine and MosellBt it is sitmted at an 

angle which these two rivers form at their con- 
fluenoe^ whence it originally derived its name^ 
eonftuem. It contains about 10^200 inhabitants. 
The Romans constructed a stronjj^ castle in the 
place called Alter Hofj which became a royal 
palace when subject to the Franks. In the mid- 
die age the town was divided into three quarters, 
the limits of which were detenained by the course 
of the rivers. The quarter comprised between 
the left bank of the Rhine and the right bank 
of the Moselle, was the most considerable : on 
the other side of the Moselle was situated Little 
Coblentz, or Litzel Coblentz, no traces of which 
are now visible 5 and on tlie right bank of the 
Rhine, at die foot of the fort of Ehrenbreitstem, 
was the third quarter, usually called Thai Ehren* 
breitstein, which still exists. 

The kings of the Franks, as well as the em-f 
perors up to the time of Louts of Bavaria, occa- 
sionally resided with their court at this place. 
The bishops lived at the fort of £hreid!ireitstein 
till 1 280, when Henry of Tinsttngien erected the 
castle, situated near the bridge over the Moselle. 
The ancient bridge over the Moselle, by which 
Little CoblentE communicated with the principal 
town, has long disappeared. It was 500 feet 
long, and consisted of fourteen arches : through 
the middle ones vessels might pass wilhoirt 
lowering their masts . The present bridge like- 
wise consists of fourteen arclies, and was con- 
structed by the Elector Baldwin, with stone 
brooght from the quarries of IS eider mennig,

The nem castle near tlie Rhine, and that 

of the town called Clemensstarlt, which is con- 
nected with it, were erected by Clement, the 
last Elector of Treves. This castle is built in 
tlie ancient style, and is ornamenled with Ionic 
columns : the guardhouses^ &c. form a semi- 
circle in front of the principal building. The 
interior was formerly arranged with great mag- 
nificence and taste. The church, which forms 
part of this castle> is^ remarkable for its sim- 
plicity, and is generally considered one of the 
most beautiful in Germany. The French trans* 
fi>rmed this elegant palaoe^^ whenee there is h 
very fine view over the surrounding cotmtry, into 
barracks, and it has often been made use of as 
a dep6t for prisoners of war which has given it 
a miserable appearimee. ^- 
The most remarkable buildings at Coblentz 
are, — I. In theOldTowiA : — 1. The ancient Col- 
lege of Jesuits, where there is now a school.-"^ 
2. The Hotel of Meltemich-Winnebourg, where 
there is a school for law^ under the direction of 
the excdlent Counsellor Lassank.-— 5. The 
Hotel Leven, with a beautiM i^arden. — II. In 
the New Town : — 1 . The Castle l>efore men- 
iaoned.--^2. The Theatre,-^3. The House of 
M- d'Elz. Coblentz had formerly two large 
cbap^i9, /l^ee convents of monks^ and two of 
nunsy and severaLcharitable institutions. 

The public squares which deserve notice are, 
the P/aced'ArmeSj planted with linden-trees, and 
<the Place Pian^ near the principal guardhouse. 
Before the castle there are several rows ef 
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linden-trees. The Gardens of the Cassino^ 
whence there is a fine view ^ and those of MM. 
Van Geldern, Lehr, and others, are worthy of 
notice. The most remarkable churches are,— 
1 . The Collegiate Church of St. Castor. The 
spot where it is situated was formerly an island 
of the Ahine. Its roof is supported by Co- 
rinthian columns. A council composed of three 
kings and eleven bishops was held here in 806. 
On the . left side of the church is the tomb of 
St. Ri^a, a descendant of Louis the DeVoat. In 
the choir are four beautiful pictures painted hy 
Zick, an artist of lively imagination, who lived 
at Thai Ehrenbreitstein. The subjecCs of them 
* are taken from the legends of St. Gear and Stk- . 
Castor, and represent part of what took place 
at Coblentz in 870 between liOuis and Charles 
•the Bald* Near the grand altar aire the tombs ^ 
of Archbishops Kuno of Falkenstein, and . 
Werner of Konigstein. — 2. The Collegiate 
Clmrch of St. Florian, which is now used as a 
military dep6t. It is said to have been originally 
founded by the Empress Helen, but afterwards 
' rebuilt. On the walls of this church may be 
seen the remains of some pictures painted in 
fresco by Zick.- It likewise contains the tombs . 
of the Archbishops James II, Margrave of 
Baden; John IV. , Count of Isenbourg j and 
John v., Count of Leyen, — 5. The Church of- 
]Notre*Dame which is situated nearly in the 
centre of the town. Its steeples, . which are ! 
composed of several arches placed one above 1 
another, have a majestic eftect« ^ ^ . " • - I 

I 
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The last elector constructed an aquednct at 

Coblentz, by which very clear water is conveyed 
to every part of the town. This aqueduct com- 
mences at a monntain near Mettemich^ and the 
canals from it pass over the bridge of the Mo- 
selle. The fountain in the new to wn,. which is 
supplied from the same aquedact, bears the fol- 
lowing inscription, placed there by the elector, 
Clemens fVencesUius vicinis suis. 

A cassino has been established at .Goblents, 
since 1808, to which strangers are admitted 
without much difficulty, as well as to the reading- 
' room. M. Hqkcber, a bookseller and a very 
active and worthy man, is the proprietor of both 
these establishments. 

Coblentz b not remarkable for its manufac- 
tories. It has, however, an establishment be»- 
lonmng to Fink, Diez, and Co., who manufacture 
with varnished tin, tea and coffee-pots, candle^ 
sticks, snuff-boxes, and other articles, vrhich are 
sent as far as Spain. This establishment em- 
ploys more than one bundred workmen. 

The town contains several coUeclions of cu- 
riosities belonging to private persons. The 
most remarkable are. — 1, The beautiful Col- 
lection of Pictures of the Count de Boos. — 2, 
The Cabinet of the clergyman Lauge. — 5. The 
Collection of Profi^ssor Turk, consistmg of books, 
pictures, &c. . - 

A quarter of a league from the town, beyond 
the gate of Ldrtlior, is tlie ancient Chartreuse, 
situated at the top of a small hill. This building 
now belongs to >M« Sdulensticker of YTetslar, 
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who bought it for forty thousand francs. The 
height where this monastery stands^ and at the 
foot of which runs the great road lately made, 
that passes over the Hundsriick, was first called 
Marterberg ; but tlie bones of St. Beatus 
having been conveyed there in 1017, it was 
afterwards named Beatusherg. A colony of 
Benedictines was establislied at tliis place by 
Archbishop Hillinus in 1155, and in 1354 the 
convent was abandoned to the Carthusians, who 
kept possession of it till the cession of tlie left 
bank of the Rhine. It is the most beautiful 
situation in the environs of Coblentz, and the 
prospect from a spot near the church on the 
norlli side is extremely rich and varied. On 
the right may be seen the charming island of 
Oberworth, watered by the Rhine, and near 
Kapellen high mountains, the picturesque forms 
of which resemble an amphitheatre. At some 
distance is Lahnstein, with its old castle in 
ruins ^ and almost out of sight appear the old 
towers of the castle of Markusbourg. A de- 
lightful valley extends to the foot of the fort of 
Ehrenbreitsteiu, and thence to the rocks near 
Andernaeh. In every direction villages and 
* country-houses may be seen surrounded by well 
cultivated fields; and at the foot of the height, 
in the midst of a fertile country, stands Coblentz, 
which seems to make one and the same town 
with the village of Neudorf, situated in the 
vicinity. The view from the ancient priory on 
the opposite side is equally grand. 

A Hying bridge leads from Coblentz to Thai 
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BhrenbreUstein^ which is crossed hy the great 

road that passes to Frankfort, through Monta- 
baur and Limbourg, and to the bath of Emsy 
two- leagues from Coblents* The Thai adjoins 

the mountain where the once formidable fort of 
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on this mountain in the time of the Emperor 
JuUan, on the ruins of which Arclibishop Her-' 
mann HiUtnns erected the fort that was finbhed 
m 1 160, and receives from its founder the name 
of Hermanostein^ The Elector John, Margrave 
of Baden^ augmented and repaired the forUfica- 
tions, and caused a well which derives water 
from the Rhine, to be cut in the rock two hun- 
dred and eighty feet deep. The latter underi^ 
taking occumed<three years. 

On the highest part of the mountain on the 
south side of the fort, iormerly stood a square 
tower^ in the top of which was a foundry, and 
beneath it a powder magazine. On the grand 
square, between the barracks and the arsenal^ 
was placed the famous large camion called the 
Griffin, which weighed 10 tons, and was capable 
of carrying balls of one hundred and sixty 
pounds-. It has been taken from this place, and 
deposited in the arsenal of Metz. 
- yhe fort of Ehrenbreitstein experienced nu-^- 
merous fvioissiludes during the revolution. It 
was fii'st blockaded for a month by General 
Marceau, during the first passage of the Rhine 
*by the French in September 1795* It had 
twice tlie same fate during the compaign' of 
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1796^ and was eannonaded from the heights 

near PfafTendorf. The fortifications^ however, 
did not suifer much by this bombardment ; but 
the small townbeneath them was much damaged 
its houses haying been burnt by the shells. The 
French succeeded in gaining possession of a 
height called Nellenkopf near Neuendorf^ but 
the retreat of Jourdan soon compelled them' to 
raise the siege. A fourth blockade was com* 
menced in 1797, in consequence of the passage 
effected by General Hoche at Neuwied, and it 
lasted till the peace of Leoben. A body of 
French troops suddenly presented themselves 
before this fortress during the negotiations for 
the peace of Rastadt^ and caused a most dread- 
I'ul iamine to l)e experienced by this place. A 
cat wassold for about two shillings and sixpence, 
and horse flesh at about one shilling per pound. 
Many persons perished fori want. It was in vain i 
that the brave conmiandant. Colonel Faber, bei* I 
longing to the troops of the Elector of Mayence, | 
wrote several times to the Congress at Rastadt 
in the most jHressing terms } a fatal policy had 
obtained the rule, the ibrlress was ^ibandoned 
to its lot^ and necessity constrained the com- | 
mandant to capitulate on the 27 th Jhiiiuary, 
1 799. The French repaired and augmented the 
fortiiications, but their demolition was com- 
menced shortly after the conclusion of the 
peace of Luneville . The lofty towers , the enor- 
mous masses of rock, the mines, and the waUs, 
fell with a tremendous noise, without however 
hem^ succeeded by the dangerous crash to the 
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vicinity which was fearetl. Kubbish and ruins 
without form are the only vestiges now re- 
maining. 

One thing, however, has escaped destruction, 
and that is the beautiful prospect which the 
situation commands • The whole of the yalley of 
the Rhine may be seen enclosed between the 
mountains, and watered by the rivers Rhine and 
Moselle. In the front is the town of Cobl^ntz, 
situated on the banks of the river, in which there 
are two islands^ each having a convent. Behind 
the town may beseen the ruins of theGhartreuse, 
surmounting a hmght planted with vines and 
fruit-^trees. The speclalor may count in the 
plain before him more than thirty towns and 
villages^ and each change of position will afford - 
a new prospect to gratify his sight. If the tra- 
veller intends to ascend to the fort of £hren- 
breitstein^ he should take a guide^ as the only 
commodious road is difficult to find, and the 
others are dangerous. 

Near the ruins of Ehrenbreitstein, is a monu- 
ment erected by the French in commemoration 
of the Russian Campaign in 1812, and under- 
neath the inscription is written^ Seen and ap- 
proved of by the Russian Commander at Co- 
blentz, in 1814." 

At the foot of the fort of Ehrenbreitstein^ to- 
wards the mouth of the Moselle, and between 
the Rhine and the rocks, are the ruins of the 
castie of Philippsthal^ the ancient residence of 
the Elector of Treves, which was built by the 
tlectcr Philip Christopher, of the house of Stci- 
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tern* From a beauttfiil building not far from 

this place, the small town ex.tends by the foot 
of the mountain^ till it is lost at the bottom of 
a valley^ where there is a mineral fountain 
springing from a small hill, the waters of which 
are conveyed along the left bank of the Khine. 
The town has taken from this valley the name of 
Thai Ehrenbreltstein (valley of Elu-enbreltstein). 
Late events have been extremely favourable to 
the increase of this small town, and several fa« 
milies and merchants hare removed from Co- 
blentz to this place. In thecastle there is a mint. 

The best inn at this town, and indeed one of 
the best on the hanks of the Rhine, is the White 
• Horse, which is likewise the post-house. 

M. Muller, who resides at Thai Ehrenbrelt- 
stein, possesses a collection of pictures which 
is worthy of observation ; it contains several 
paintings of the Italian and Flemish schools. 

In the middle of the Rhine, between Coblentz 
and Thai, there is an echo which produces a 
very, grand effect particularly at nighty when a 
hunting-horn or any other munedl instrument k 
sounded. 

The trade of Coblentz consists principally in 
the conveyance of merchandise from the Moselle 
to the Rhine, or from the latter to the Moselle. 
This river rises in the \ os^es, and begins to be 
naTigable at Metz j thence it runs in a broad 
valley as far as Thionville , without meeting the 
least obstacle j but at that place the valley be- 
comes so narrow, as scarcely to leave room for 
the passage of the river, which is then obliged 
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to flow along the bottom of the mountains^ 

forming numerous curves and angles. The 
navigation^ which is already rendered very in- 
convenient by this circumstance, is still more 
obstructed by the rocks and sand-banks in the 
river^ and by the badness of the roads on its 
banks, used for towing. Notwithstanding all 
these difficulties, a very extensive navigation is 
carried on. The principal goods sent from the 
Moselle to the Rhine are, slates, firewood, 
timber^ staves, charcoal, coals, brandy, paint, 
potash, salt, hark, pipes, glass, ragstones, and 
wines, from France and the Moselle. 0( the 
latter, ftve or six thousand tuns are annually 
conveyed to the Rhine, besides a much larger 
quantity of French wines, which are landed at 
Metz. 

The environs of Coblentz present several in- 
teresting objects, such as the bridge or^r the 
t Moselle, whence there is a fine view ; and on 
the left bank of the Moselle, on the side of 
the villages Metternich and Rubenach, the field 
where the Prussians established their camp be- 
fore the Invasion of Champagne. Not far from 
the road leadings to Andemach, on a height to 
the right, is Fort Marceauj pari of which is de^ 
stroyed. It overlooks the mouth of the Moselle, 
and the roads of Treves and Cologne. At this 
place is the tomb of General Marceau, who pe- 
rished near Allenkirchen, whilst attempting to 
stop the retreat of Jourdan. It consists of a 
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ashes of Marceau. The foUoving inscriptioiis

On the side of the tomb of Marceau have 
heea deposited the hones of Hoche, his brother 
in arms, whose monument is situated near 
Wiesse Thurm. 

Half a league from the town is the castle of 
Schdnbornslusi, which madeaconspicaoa$0gure 
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in the history of the French emigrants. It was 
built about sixty years ago, by the Elector 
Francis George, of the house of Schonborn. Its 
former splendour has disappeared, and only ruins 
are now visible : the park attached to it has 
likewise been destroyed. The same fate has 
befiallen the castle of /Zar/icA, with its beautiful 
English garden, as well as the delightfulcountry- 
house of the Count of Bassenheim. 

The traveller may still see at Bassenheim a 
castle, with a bjeautifiil garden attached to it ; 
and at Saftig , one league and a half from this 
place, another garden belonging to the Prince 
of Leyen,, 

The traveller may likewise make an excursion 
fro;n Coblentz to the Kuhkoj)fj the highest 
mountain in the environs. The view is very ex- 
tensive and imposing. It includes ajU that part 
of the valley of the Rhine between Horchheim 
and Linz, several of the highest points of . the 
seven mountains, and a large portion, of the 
picturesque country of Eifel, in the midst of 
which, on the sununit of a very lofty mountain, 
stands the old castle of Nerobourg, spoken of 
by Caesar and Tacitus, and called by the inhar 
bitants Nurenbourg. 

The best inns at Coblentz are tHe Post-house, 
^ the Three Swiss, the Golden Apple, the Black 
Bear, and the Hotel of the Court of Cologne, . 
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THIRD EXCURSION. 

I«*R0M COBLENTZ TO TREVES. 

Although Treves is only twenty-four leagues 
from Goblentz, if the traveller wishes to follow 
the course of the Moselle from one town to 
another, he must pass over a space of forty-nine 
leagues. The excursion by water is in fact more 
interesting than that by land, as the banks of 
the Moselle abound with fine views, and each 
village or group of moimtains forms by itself a 
delightful landscape ; but the river being difficult 
of ascent, the traveller had better proceed by 
land, and afterwards descend the river on his 
return. If the traveller intends to perform the 
journey on foot, he should take care not to 
follow the great road through Polch and Luze^ 
rath, which is extremely dull, but walk along * 
the bank as much as possible. The first places 
that he reaches on the banks of the Moselle are 
Weiss and GiU^^ where Urge quantities of cher* 
ries are gathered, a great nuuaber of which are 
sent to Cologne. 

After having passed these two places, the tra- 
veller reSiches a chain of mountains, the cuW-^ 
vation of which is extremely difficult, and in 
many places impracticable. Thence the r6ad 
leads to the village of Zey, which takes its 
name from the old German word Ley^ signifying 
rock. Mot far from this place is the castle 
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whence the Counts of Lcyen derive their origin, 
which is traced bad^ as far as a Roman knight 
of the name of Petra, who lived in the time of 
the Emperor Claudius, and who settled in the 
environs of Treves, The traveller next proceeds 
to Oberwinnigen and Vnierwinnigen . The 6rst 
is a market-town containing one 'hundred and 
ninety houses. It is nearly two leagues from 
CoblentZy and formerly made part of the county 
of Sponheim. The inhabitants are Protestants, 
whilst all their neighbours are Catholics. The 
Tine has flourished on the surroan<fing hills for 
seyeral centuries, but its cultivation requires 
great care. There is a spring of mineral water 
in the valley of Conderthaly situated on the right 
bank of the Moselle. 

The country in every part is populous and 
well cultivated . From the last-mentioned place 
the road leads to Coher/iy passing through the 
villages of HeriisdoiJ) Concern^ and Diebelich. 
At Cobern the rivulet Nddbwh falls into the 
Moselle. This place made a considerable figure 
in the history of the eighth centuryj it had then 
two castles called the lower and the upper castle, 
or Altenbourjg;, of which some ruins still esList. It 
has also a very ancient chapel, which is a remark- 
able specimen of ancient German architecture, 
is supposed to have been erected in the time 
of the Crusades. In the neighbouring forest of 
StoperwcddhtXkkS. ancient convent of Marienroth. 

The traveiier then passes successively the 
pretty villages of Qondorf^ JHederfellj Oher^ 
liemen^ and Oberjell^ which are situated on the 
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banks of the Moselle. On the right are the 
villages of Kattenes and Eckenach. The name 
of Kattenes is supposed hy some to be derived 
from the Latin word catence^ but with more 
probability, by others from the German Katten- 
£sch, which signifies a marshy meadow. 

The road, which now turns to the left, leads 
to the market-town of Alken^ where may be 
seen the majestic ruins, of an old castle, com* 
monly called Turant. Its original name was 
Thoron, or Thorn, which it derived from the 
form of a mountain where it was constructed 
by the Pfakgrave (palatine count) Henry, as a ' 
defence against his brother Otto. A number 
of beautiful villages and market-towns then 
present themselves, namely, Lbfj Brodenbachj 
Steinbergs with a castle and Hazenport. The 
traveller afterwards sees the ruins of the old 
castle of Bischofsteiuy which was the first castle 
erected in this country by a bishop. It is 
situated on the summit of a very lofty moun- 
tain, at the foot of which runs the Moselle on 
one side, and the torrent of the Rhon on the 
other. The Bishop of Treves, Nicetas, built it 
in the sixth century, and made it his residence. 
It was very extensive, having as many as thirty- 
towers : and the part where the bishop resided 
was situated on the point of a rock, which still 
bears the name of Bischoistein (bishops stone) 
Only one tower and the chapel of the three 
Marys now remain. 

Passing along the banks of the rirer, the 
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IrfiveUer reaches the yillages ot Ehom and 

JBurgeriy where there is a nursery and a quarry 
of ragstones. On the right is the market-town 
of JKern, where the torrent of the E/z &lls into 
the Moselle. 

On this river, one league from Kern, is the , 
market* town of Eiz^ and the castle of the same . 
name^ situated in the delightful country of ; 
JVlayenfeld. Bishop Baldwin laid siege to this 
castle in 1391^ but not being able to gain po8«^ 
session of it, he bniit the castle of Baldenelz, in 
its vicinity. Not far from the ruins of the 
ca$tie of Pyrmmtf a league from this place, 
the riyer Elz makes a very picturesque cascade: 
Thence the road goes to Garden, passing through • 
Mieden. Garden is a market- town containing 
eigh ty-three houses^ and had formerly an arch* , 
deaconship,wilh a collegiate church and a castle. 
The ci^i^ant mayor, M, Sonntag, has some 
▼ery- interesting pictures of the old German , 
school. Near Garden the rivulet Werhach falls 
into the Moselle. Opposite to this place, onthe 
point of a yery high, rock, is the hermitage of 
Zillesherg^ whence there is a fine view of the 
surrounding country. 

The nesLt place .to Garden is Treis^ .a.market- 
town .of one hundred and ninety-two houses. 
Following the course of the river, the traveller 
reaches the village of Pommemf where an ex- 
cdLlent red wine is made. > Not far from Pom- 
mern, at the top of a mountain, appear the 
traces of an ancient Boman camp. A league 
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beyond it^ in the interior of the eonntry , is the 

ancient convent of Rosenthal^ in a very wild but 
picturesque situalion. 

The next viUage which the trardler sees on 
the banks of the Moselle is Klotten^ -with the 
ruins of the castle of Khttenboiirg, In the 
eleventh century, Richesa, daughtm* of Count 
£hrenfried, and Qneen €>f Poland, built a chapel 
at this place, where she came with her ladies to 
offer up prayers. The castle was given as a 
present to the Elector of Treves by the Emperor 
Adolphus. 

From Klotten the traveller proceeds to the . 
small town of Kochemy formerly called KoeheU" 
heim. It contains eight hundred and eighty- 
eight houses, and the inhabitants are very in- 
dustrious. The country produces very little 
'Corn, hut a large quantity of wine, which how- 
ever is only ranked amongst the middling wines 
of the Moselle. The town contains a morocco 
manufactory , numerous storeliouses for wine, 
and several tanners, who prepare annually more 
than two thousand skins. It had formerly % 
royal palace. 

Inns. The Anchor, and the Roman King. 
From this place the traveUer may make an 
excursion of three leagues to the baths of 5er- 
trich. The road passes at first through a very 
wild and dreary country, but at the bottom of 
the mountains svuldenly changes to a delightfiid 
valley. It is said that a hermit named Bertrich 
established his residence at this place m the 
thirteenth or fourteenth century, since which ttie 
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spring of Warm water has been used as a bath. 
These baths, however, were always in a bad 
state till .1760, when. the Elector of Treves 
appropriated a sum of 150,000 rix dollars for 
their better maintenance. A large stone build* 
ingwas then constructed, containing fourteen 
bathing-rooms, arched over, to which the water 
is conveyed by pipes. This water comes from 
a spring at the bottom of the valley. Its lieat^ 
by Reaumur, is twenty -four degrees, and ist 
smell resembles that oS hydrogen impregnated 
with sulphur. The surrounding ground contains 
slate, interspersed with veius of basaltes. 

The country has a very singular appearance. 
It is a narrow and deep valley, enclosed between- 
high and steep mountains, which are crowned 
with forests. A torrent rolls its waters to the* 
bottom of the valley^ on the sidesr of which there 
are several smaller valleys of equal beauty: there 
is a cascade, formed by the water in front of a 
grotto, and a little beyond it is seen a double 
row of basaltic rocks, of a conical shape, which 
resembles a colonnade. Several footpaths lead 
to the top of a rock, whence there are various* 
fine prospects. . 

The road, on quitting Bertrich, passes at first 
through the forest, and atterwards through fine 
fields of corn, tiU it reaches the small town of 
fVittUckj where there is a post station. The 
post-house is likewise a very good inn. 

If the traveller on leaving Kodiem follows the 
course of the Moselle, he will first arrive at the 
small town of BeilsUin^ where there are not 
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more than fifty houses. On a neighbour tog 
mountain is the castle of Beilsteirij which be- 
longed to tbe Counts (now Princes) of Metter- 
nich- Winnebourg, and which was inhabited for 
many years by that iamily. In the town is a 
eonyent of Carmelites, where there is a curious 
prison for confining the monks. The traveller 
then crosses several beautiful villages and market- 
towns^ till he arrives at the ruins of Marten^ 
bourg. This is a convent of nuns, situated on 
a steep rock, and defended by towers, ditches, 
^and drawbridges, which Archbishop Baldwin 
converted into a fort in 1 514. The pope's war- 
rant, which authorized the secularization of the 
convent, assigned as the principal motive, that 
the situation of the convent would tempt some 
enemy to gain possession of it, and that then 
the virtue ot the nuns would be very much ex- 
posedy as they would not be able to defend the 
place. 

Near Marienbourg the river forms an immense 
bend, which the traveller had better not follow, 
since it first makes the tour of the mountain on 
the rigbt side, and then retrogrades, after a 
course of some leagues, in order fo pass the 
same mountain on the left side* From Marien- 
bourg the road leads to the small town of Zel/, 

I passing through Merl, beyond which the country 
becomes more fertile in corn, and likewise pro** 
duces a large quantity of wine, fruits, and flax. 
MiM. Fier and Scheneck carry on a considerable 
trade in wine. They likewise export bark and 

' lyberls. " • 
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The best inn at Zell 4s that kept by M. Koch. 
. Near the village of JReil was formerly the 
boundary of the county of Sponheim;. and.be* 
tween this place and Enkirchen^ is a very lofty 
house, which is used for the public meetings. of 
the inhabitants. Not far from the village of ' 
£nkirchen is situated the market-toMrn of Stdr'^ 
henhourgy on the side of which is an old ruined 
castle^ on the top of a height. • This castle w^s 
formerly the residence of the Counts of. Spon- 
beim-Starkenbourg, but is now onlv a heap of 
ruins. Near Enkirchen also is the mountain of 
Stephansberg (Mount St. StepheA)^ where an 
excellent wine is produced. 

From this place the road leads to Trarhachy^ 
the ancient capital of the county of Sponheim^ 
where there are not more than 170 houses ; but 
it is remarkable for its history and situatiou.. 
It is said to have been the place called Tkronus 
Bacchij in the time of the Romans 5 and traces, 
of the Roman road from Treves to the Rhine, 
are still visible. Ausonius makes mention of a 
colony of Sauromates establisbiBd in this coun--. 
try. The town of Trarbach. as it now stands^ 
owes its existence to Lauretta ofSolms, a wo-^ 
man of great courage, who bad married Count 
Henry II. of Sponheim. Archbishop Baldwin 
of Xr^ves^ of the House of Luxembourg, a very 
powerfttl man (for he had successively placed , 
two emperors on the throne of Germany), was 
perpetually harassing his neighbours j amongst^ 
whom was the Countess Lauretta^ then a widow, 
whose vassals and land were continually the 

E 
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objects of his altadk. But tke eountass acted 
,witli great resolution; and one clay, wheu the 
archbishop was desceuding th^ Mosaile in n 
boat, she caused lum to. be arrested near Star* 
kenbourg, and confined a prisoner in her castle 
till he had paid a ransom of 60,000 gold flprina. 
With this money she built, half a league from 
Starkenbourg, tne castle of Grafinbourg, and 
by the side of it the town, of Trarbach ; both 
which she made very strong. She hluewise e^^ 
blisbed a line of defence between Gratinbourg 
and Starkenbourg. 

The situation of Trarbaoh is extremely beau- 
tiful, as well as healthy. Several small torrents 
fall into the Moselle at this place, which is sur- 
rounded by moutttaiBS, hills eoTered with yiies^ 
and fertile valleys. The church is the most 
conspicuous object in the town ; it contains the 
Jbrass tomb of John lY . the last Count of Spoo- 
heim, who died in 1457. The building called 
ILellereyhol^ an ancient convent of templars, 
deserves notice on aocount of its large hall, the 
roof of which is supported by columns. The 
trade of Trarbach consists principally in wjLae^ 
meat , madder, leather, wool, Unae, etc. 

No trace o£ the castle of Grajinhour^ is now" 
risible. The fort was taken in 1754 by the 
French, who entirely destroyed it. The priiv^ 
cipal faills^ eoT^red with yineyards, in the en^ 
▼irons, are called Vntcrbcrfr^ Aaljangy Mufuh-^ 
roihy or Muh/recherberg SinA Landl ulirhei^. Tlie 
only kind of grape cukiYated is that called 
lUc^sling. 
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Opposite Trariiachy on die batiks of the riTor, 

IS the old market-town of Trahen. The two 
places are connecled by a flying bridge. « Xra* 
ben^ which is the ancient TrwBnnaj was a yevy 
tiourishing place during the reign oftheCarlo- 
Tingian kings. T^ouls the Devout gave to the 
royal chapter* of Aix^la-Chapelle the tithes col- 
lected at Taverne, and the chapter built a farm 
and church there^ to which many chapels in 
the environs' are subject. Bebiiid this market- 
town is the mountain of Trabenbergy where an 
esccellent wine is produced. On the summit of 
this mountain th6 French foft of Mmt Roycd 
was situated. Louis XIV. caused it to be con- 
structed by Vauban, in order to further his 
ambitious projects, which were frustrated by the 
peace of R jswick, and the fort of Mon| Royal 
was razed in 1697^ ' 

' Above Trarbach, on the banks of die river^ 

is the small yillage of Kishachj with an old 
chapel^ and at some distance from it may be 
seen the market-town of Wo^^ not &r firom th#. 
mountain oiGipfelhergy where there Is a modern 
habitation erected by the ruins of an ancient 
convent. Three quarters of a league from Trar- 
betch B situated the market-town of Cro)f (called 
Crdi> in ancient writings), which extends along 
the bank of the Moselle. In the 9th centarr 
tlie abbey of Echtemach possessed a' churcn 
and several vineyards at this place. This dis- 
trict in the middle age became a roynl domain^ 
and the Lords of Imaun, who residied in the 
Eiffel, performed the office of provost, which 
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belonged to ihdn Jij^iieFeditapj rip;ht« Persons 
who resided there were<»illed Perhng^^or People 
of Peler (i. e., under the protectioa of St. Peter), 
a denomination which they still retain. Jm 
excellent Mriae * is produced in the environs of 
CrolF. * 

Both sides of the river now appear oovered 
with villages , maf ket^towns and convents. The 

first place is the market-town oiErden^ situated 
at the entrance of the ancient county of Spon- 
heim,' where one of the best wines of the Moselle 
is produced :| the traveller then proceeds to the 
convent of nuns of IVachern and Nachtigy and 
to the heat market-town oiZeltingen, which is. 
very opulent. The environs produce a great 
quantity of wine. M. ELlinkhuysen^ whoresides. 
at this place, carries on the most extensive wine 
trade on the Moselle. At some distance may 
be seen the farm of Martinshofy which was for- 
merly the property of the iBjiights of Malta 
and beyond it FFehlen^ dJiA the pretty village of 
Krcich. 

The traveller then reaches the small town of 

Bernhastelj where the ruins of an old castle 
may be seen. It contains 1,600 inhabitants, 
and is situated' at the extremity of the chain of 
mountains forming the Huudsriick, which ex- 
tends from this place towards the Rhine, follow- 
ing the direction of the IN ah. The old castle 
was probably erected by the Romans. At the 
commencement of the 11th century it formed 
part of the possessions of the provost of St. 
P^ttlin Adalbert^ a very powerfiil and enter* 
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prising man, of the House ofLusdhourg, who, 

however, was compelled to give it up to Arch- 
bishop Poppo of Trdves, by whom it was de- 
stroyed. • A Count of Gastel rebuilt the castle 
during the reign of Frederick I., but the Arch- 
bishop of Trey cs soon regained it, and enlarged 
as well as strengthened it. Its situation^ which 
is one of the most beautiful on the Moselle, ren- 
ders it a delightful summer residence. . It w^s 
consumed by fire in 1 692, when a great number 
of pictures, and other valuable articles, were 
destroyed., The inhabitants of Bernkastel are 
▼ery industrious, and carry on an.extensive trade 
in wine and slates. The principal wine mer- 
chants are MM. Thanisch, Cetto and Jonas* In 
the vicinity of this town there is a lead mine. 

Inns. TneGolden Grape, and the Three Kings. 

Opposite Bernkastel is an hospital, which was 
.founded and richly endowed by Cardinal ^Nicolas 
of Cusa (Cusani). « This prelate, who was equally 
known for his great learnin£2: and political influ- 
ence, was the son of a poor fisherman^ of the 
Tillage of Cus^ situated opposite Bernkastel, in 
the midst of a country which is extremely pro- 
ductive of corn and wine. His heart is deposited 
in the Tillage chun^, under a sepulchral marble 
stone. The village of Lyser, situated in the 
vicinity, is the natal place of his equally learned 
companion, . Jphn Lesuranu^. 

A league and a half from Bernkastel is the 
market-town of Muhlheiniy or Muhle/iy where the 
riTulet Muhlbach joins the Moselle. It contains 
about 7 QO. inhabitant^. Opposite is seep th« 
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Tillage oSZyser^ imt menttoned^ where the riyer 

of that name falls into the Moselle. 
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town of VeUenZy which coAtains nearly 800 

inhabitants. The Counts of Veldenz, whose 
castle was situated at this place^ were descend- 
ants of the ancient Counts of Nahgau. The 
castle, which was a tenure of the bishops of 
Verdun, is more anci^t than the town* It was 
burnt in the thirty years* war, aild only some 
ruins of it are now visible. In the valley, and 
at the foot of * the mountain of Schlo$sherg^ are 
some copper mines. The sarroimding country 
is extremely picturesque. 

The road passes from Miihlheim, al<mg the 
banks of the nver , to Dusemont^wYkAk is situated 
a league west of Veldenz. The wine produced 
in this territory, and in that of the district of 
Braoenberg, is considered to be of a very supe- 
rior quality. After passing through several vil- 
lages the traveller proceeds io Emmel^ XoMinn'^ 
heim (of which mention is made in an old 
writing of t052), and to Piesporty (called Pote- 
portln ancient writings), where an excellent wine 
is made. A league from this place, at the foot 
of some motmlains, is the convent of Bhep^ 
Juirdsklausej which formerly contained a valuable 
library. A poor peasant of Piesport, named 
Eberhard, came to* live at this place, and con- 
structed a cottage and chapel with the money 
that he had begged in the adjacent country. A 
short time afterwards it became a oelenrdted 
place of pilgrimage 5 and in 1 456 a suificient

fund was accumulated to build a convent and 
churchy instead of the cottage aad chapel. 

The Moselle now makes mtmepoas bends, 
being obliged to follow the direction of the 
n^ouutains; and, if the trayeller continues hi3 
route along its banks, to his great astonishment^ 
after several hours' walk, he will find himself at 
the same point that he set out a^. The Moselle 
receives the Trone in the vid&iigr of the small 
Tillage of Trom Thence the traveller prooeisds 
to Neumej^erij which iS the ancient Novioma- 
gmn^ a market-toum containiiig 1 ^000 inhabit* 
ants, where may be seen the rains of an oM 
castle. In this place there is a carious tower, 
built of free*stone, which was erected b^ the 
Roflians^ ' and stitt bears *markB^ of inscription 
and bas-reliefs. It is supposed that Constantrne 
the Great established his camp on a height near 

this tOtVA* 

From Neumagen the traveller goes to Tritten^ 
heirriy the natal place of the cdebrated John 
Trithemius^ the author of several historical 
works, and of many other writings. He was 
first abbe of the convent of Sponheim^ situated 
on the Hundsriidky and he afterwards filled the 
same office at the Scotch convent of St. James, 
at Wiirzhourg, where he died. 

Both sides of the river now exhibit a range of 
beautiful villages, which formerly belonged to 
several very rich convents of the electorate of 
Treves. The traveller soon reaches Riol (called 
Rsolin ancient writings)i in the Vicinity of which 
is the old castle of Riegelsbour^ the Kigodulum 
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of thie Romans^ idrrdUnd^ by high mountains. 
At this place the rivulet Latibach falls into the 
Moselle ^ and at a short distance from it, near * 
the village* of Longwich^ is a spring of mineral 
water. The Kjli joins the Moselle near Erang^ 
or Ering. From the latter place, the traveller 
proicieeds to 'falsely or PfalZj a league from 
Treves'. Pfalzel contains more than 900 inha- 
bitants^ and several pretty buildings on the 
banl^ of the river give it a very delightful 
appearance. In the environs of Pftlzel may 
still be seen the remains of several ancient en- 
trenchments, which were made by the Electors 
of Treves, in order that they might have near 
them a place of refuge during the dissensions 
between them and the town of Treves ; which 
often occurred. The Romans had au esta-^ 
)>lishment at this place ; and during the reign^ 
of the kings of the Franks^ Pialzel had a royal 
palace and a large farm belonging to the crown. 
At this farm Adela, daughter of I^ing Dago- 
bert 'II M * built ii| 655 sk coi|vei|t «of nuns, on 
which she bestowed the whole of her property. 
In 1 027 Archbishop Poppo made this convent a 
collegiate chapter* 

The traveller now veaehes Treves • This aa<» 
cient and celebrated town is situated in the 
centre of a beautiful valley, four leagues In ex- 
tent, which is open to the S. £• and N. 
Treves stands In the narrowest part of the val- 
ley, which is crossed by the river Moselle. At 
the W. and upper pan of this v^ley the S^iay 
falls Into the IVloselle. 
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The town was called In the time of tlie Romans 
Cwitas Treverorum^ aod Augusta Treperorutm^ 
Treves , and Soleure are considered the oldest 
towns in Europe, When the Romans extended, 
their conquests in Gaul as . far as the Khine^. 
they found that the town of Treves already eon-, 
tained houses of elegant architecture, and inha- 
bitants in some degree civilized. The beauty of 
the country, and the fertility of the soil, deter*, 
mined the Romans under the reign of Augustus, 
and immediately after the division of Gaui, to^ 
make it the seat. of goTcmment. Trdves then 
became the chief place of Belgium ^ and was, 
often the residence of the Ronmn emperors, 
Constantine the Great, when dividing the Roman 
Empire into governments, assigned the town of 
Treves as a place of residence to the prefect of 
Gaul, vjho had the government of Gaul, pro- 
perly so called, of Spain, and of Roman Britain ; 
and, il was not till the invasion of the Germans 
that this residence was transferred to Arle$» 
Several Roman laws are dated from Treves, 
coins were struck there, and legions dressed 
with cloth,, and provided. with accoutrements,* 
from its manufactories. , 

The Franks afterwards gained possession of 
the country, and destruction marked the first 
«teps of these new conquerors. They united 
Treves to the empire of Austrasia ; and several 
kings, amongst whom were Theod( ric, Theode- 
bert, Clotaire, and Slgebert, established their 
court at Treves, by which means, it obtained 
many rights and privileges, . It afterwards fell 
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into the hands of the Germans, and again re- 
verted to the Franks, till Emperor Otto united 
ft to the empire. Treves was perpetually the 
scene of contests between its citizens and the 
bishops, which terminated in favour of the 
former, who were permitted to form themselves 
into corporations and chuse their own magis- 
trates. In this manner Treves obtained its own 
form of governmeDt, which it maintained till its 
union with France. 

The town is situated on the right bank of the 
Moselle, and extends half a league in length, 
but t^e interior has many large gardens. It 
is surrounded by a plain, four leagues long and 
half a league broad, which commences at the 
mouth of the Saar, and terminates at that of the 
Moselle. Above and below the town are small 
villages, which appear like its suburbs. The 
interior is not without attractions. The streets 
are most of them regular and broad, and there 
are several fine buildings. Treves was formerly 
the seat of the civil and ecclesiastical courts of 
justice of the electorate, of a grand chapter, of 
a university, and of a school for the education 
of priests. It had sis. convents of monks, and 
ten ecu vents of nuns. 

The most remarkable buildings are : — 1. The 
ancient Palace of the Elector, which has been 
converted into barracks. — 2. The Buildings 
where the prefecture and imperial court of 
justice were held during the French government. 
—5- The beautiful Church of Notre Dame, 
which was built between the years 1227 and 
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1245^ and is one of the Hnest specimens of 
German architecture. — 4. The Church of Su 
Simeon, a yery ancient Building, which is said 
to have been used by the Gauls fipr their public 
meetings, and by the Romans as their capitol^ 
It has two grand arches, which once formed the 
entrance of the town ; and, as these were used 
as a gate and were black, it is called Black 
Gate. This building has lately been restored to 
its original beautiful form. — 5« The Church of 
St. P^ulin, in one of the suburbs. The propor- 
tions are very well contrived, and the ceiling 
is ornamented with a beautiful picture. — 6. The 
Cathedral Church of St. Peter^ which is of am 
irregular form. It is built on a small hill, and 
ornamented with beautiful altars and a marble 
gallery. 

The university, which was formerly in a state 
of decay, has been traosformedy during the ^o* 
vernment of the French, into a lyeeum, un^r 
the direction of M. Wyttenbach, a man of con- 
siderable talent, who likewise fills the office of 
librarian. T|iis ly ceum has been lately changed 
into a gymnasium. 

♦ A society has been established for several 
years at Treves under the denomination of So- 
ciety for Useful Researches, and it has collected 
a museum of antiquities, which contains many 
curious objects. This society likewise possesses 
a well-arranged cabinet of mineralogy, contain* 
in^ numerous fossils from the environs of the 
Moselle, and a very complete collection of plants^ 
$is well as a very considerable one of medals^. 

♦ 
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Tasesy etc. It has begun to form a cabinet of 
xoology . 

' The monuments of Roman architecture to be 
seen at Treves are : — 1 . The Piers of the Bridge 
jof tbe Moselle. It is however possible, that 
this was a work oV the ancient inhabitants of 
Treves, as the Romans found a bridge there 
inrhen they arriyed.— 2. The Amphitheatre, a 
quarter oi a league from the Black Gate. It 
•was ia good preservation till the 1 5th century ^ 
but is now aunost entirely destroyed. An en^ 
graved view of it may be seen in VVyttenbach*$ 
History of Trfives. — 3. The Imperial Palace, 
which is situated where the ancient episcopal 
palace slood. — 4. Tlie Baths ia the eavlrons of 
the mountain of Heiligenkreuzberg. They are 
very extensive, and the plan of them has been 
engraved by M. Peyre, a member of ihe national 
institute of France. — 5. The G)rn-hall, at the 
western extremity of the town^ not far from the 
Moselle. It was afterwards converted into a 
palace, and since into a convent of nuns. No 
traces now remain of the circus, which was 
situated near the baths* or of the summer palace 
of the Roman emperors at Conz (Contoriacum); 
but there may still be seen near Igel, a league 
and a quarter from Treves, a Roman pyramid ^ 
and on the Riiver, two leagues from the town, 
the remains of a large a<[ueduct. 
* Ther^ were outside Treves four Benedictine 
abbeys; those ofwSt. Martin, St. Matthew, St. 
Marie aux Martyrs, and St. Maximin. 

Si. Matthew is situated in a beautiful country. 
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JiaLf a league from Treves* The origin of this 
convent may be traced as far back as the 'se^ 
ventieth year ofthe Christian era, when it is said 
St. Eucharius came to resldethere. It is certain, 
that in the 8th or 9th century this convent pos- 
sessed a school, which made great exertions to 
ascertain the early history ofthe town of Treves. 
The c jnvent had a very extensive library, and in 
the church may still be seen the tombs of a great 
number of bishops. 

4 Si. Martiuj which is situated on the banks of 
the river, was founded* by St. Martin, Bishop of 
Tours. It was burnt by the Normans and after- 
wards by the Huns^ and in 966 was rebuilt for 
tliird timei^ The library of this convent like- 
wise contained some valuable manuscripts. 

4$*^. Maximin is situated east of the town^ near 
the Moselle. It was one of the most ancient* 
abbeys in Germany, although it was not founded 
by Constantine, as the monks wish to prove 
from a false document of Dagobert. In 335 
Agritius, who was the first bishop of Treves, 
transformed the palace of the Emperor Constan- 
tine into a church, to which he gave the name 
of St. Maximin, as the bones of that saint were 
deposited there* This abbey received many 
large donations, and had a very extensive librar j 
with a great number of valuable manuscripts, 
amongst which was a book of the Evangelists, 
belonging to Ada, the sister of Charlemagne; 
The archives of the convent contained a great 
number of old documents relating to tlie Franks. 

The convent of Marie qmc Mt^riyrsy below 

8 
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the town on the banks of the Moselle, is built ou 
(he spot where the castle of the prefects of the 
palace of Gaul slood, and where many Chris-* 
tians suffered martyrdom. In the 8th century, 
St. Wilibrordus established a school at tbU 
convent. 

Very little trade is carried on at Treves, and 
the secular uatiou oi the chajpters and conveats 
has put a stop to the principal sources of sub<^ 
sistence to the inhabitants. The cloth manu- 
factory, which had been established many years, 
has beea given up, as it only supj^ied cloth fo^ 
the Freneh troops ; and the mamifiaictory of 
blankets is very inconsiderable, since it does not 
produce more than two thousand pieces a year. 
The cotton- mill is in a declining state, as France 
was the grand mart for its manufactures, and 
the porcelain manufactory in the environs of 
Treves is no longer m a flourishing condition. 
The greatest activity is displayed in the dock- 
yards, where large and small vessels are con^ 
sUructed, and then sent lo the countries on the 
banks of the Rhine for sale. 

The school at Treves is situated in an im-^ 
mense building, one wing of which contains a 
library well worthy of observation. The vo- 
lumes, amounting to seventy thousand, are ar* 
ranged in lour rooms. The library likewise con- 
tains many valuable manuscripts, and some very 
old and curious specimens of typography. The 
librarian, M. W^tienbach, is very affable and 
well-informed. 1 he collection of ancient medals 
is also worthy of attention. 
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Within a few years the churcli of an ancient 
convent has been converted into a theatre. 

The environs of Treves are extremdiy plea* 
sant, and in many places resemble the fine 
prospects of Switzerland. There are several 
beautiful gardens round the town : the most ce- 
lebrated is that of M. Nell, usually caUed Land^ 
Chen (httle country ) . The farm of the convent 
of St Matthew, which likewise belongs to M. 
Aell, deserves particular attention, as an excel- 
lent establishment of rural economy. The es- 
tate consists of two hundred acres, enclosed by 
a wall, an elegant house, aBsh-pond, and seve- 
ral green houses, containing very curious exotic 
plants. The proprietor has a great number of 
cattle, and is perpetually making experiments 
for the improvement of agncuhure. ' 

The mineralogist, and indeed every amateur 
of geology and natural history, should make ati 
excursion from ^his place to the country called 
Rifely as it affords many opportunities of ob- 
serving very curious effects of nature which have 
not yet been examined. Several members of 
the above-mentioned society for useful research, 
have discovered a spring, the exhalations of 
Whteh have a soporific effect on all animals, and 
sometimes cause death. They have made some 

very interesting experiments on the properties of 
this water. 

Iims at Treves. The Red House, and the 
Fountain. 

Tlie towtt contains 15,000 inhabitants^ 
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v.— FROM COBLENTZ TO BONN, 

BT KEUYIED, ANDERNACH^ AND USMAGGN. 

Below Coblentz the Talley of the Rhine gra-> 

dually widens ; the mountains of the Hunds- 
riick on the left tenniuale iu its environs, and 
those of Eifel ai^e at some distance fronts the- 
banks of the river ; the heights of Westerwald 
are in a similar situation, so that the traveller 
sees before him a . beautiful and grand natural . 
panorama. Behind him is the town of Cohleiitz, 
surrounded by high niouataiusy at the foot of 
which runs the Rhine, forming numerous bends ^ 
and before him a superb and fertile plain, that 
extends along both sides of the river. On the 
left is Neunao^j called the kitchen-garden of 
Coblentz, which Is Inhabited by a great number 
of persons who understand the steerage of rafts ; 
on the right are several scattered houses forming 
the village of Urbar^ where an excellent wine 
called Bleichart is produced. 

A quarter of a league from Uie latter place is 
the pretty little island of Niederworth^ where 
there is a hamlet and a convent of nuns, half 
concealed amidst thick trees. This convent 
was founded in 1242, by a Lord of Helfenst^. 
On the left bank appears the convent of VTallers^ 
heim^ with the village of the same name. Ou * 
the right is the convent of nuns of Besselich^ 

• 
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on the slope of a mountain, at the foot of which 

is the small village of Mailer j at the bottom of a 
strait. The traveller now perceives on the right 
bank, opposite the island of Neuworth^ themar'» 
^let-tovm of Vallendar^ a place of considerable 
importance. The houses extend along the 
middle of a beautiful valley, at the end 6f which 
is the church, situated at the top of a small hill, 
that has a very picturesque appearance. The 
inhabitants of this market-town areyery indus- 
trious; they have a manufactory of pitchers, and 
another of earthenware, and carry on a consi- 
derable trade in cast and bar iron, wines, &c« 
At some distance farther, on the left bank, are 
the villages of Kesselheim^ Sebastian-Engers^ 
Kalt'Engersy and Urmitz^ situated in different 
parts of the plain. ' 

On the right, at some distance from the bank, 
is the market-town of Bendorfy &mou8 for its 
iron foundries* It is surrounded by high moun- 
tains^ from >the top of which there is a fine pros- 
pect. 

The trayeller may see, a considerable distance 
be;^ond Coblentz, the Rhine issuing from the 
mountains, and near that city receiying the Mo- 
selle, whence it proceeds as far as Andemachj 
where ^it loses itself in a defile. The vicinity 
of£feuwied, Coblentz^ Kuno-Engers, andSayn, 
render Bendorf a delightful place of residence. 

From Bendorf the traveller may go to the 
castle of Friedrichsberg^ w^hich has a beautiful 
garden, and commands a fine prospect. At the 
foot of themoualaiu where this castle is situated 
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are several iron foaadrieS) that nearest Bendorf 
belongs to M. Hoffinana, who is verj capable of 
gtviug traveUers informalion respecUng the na-» 
tucal properties of the country of the Rhine. 

The road I'roai Tlial Ehrenbreitstein toNeuwied 
i^osses Bendorf, and the packets-boat which goes 
from Mayenee to Cologne^ passes opposite this 
place between six and ten o'clock in tlie morn- 
ing. The enTiroas produee a great quantity of 
iron, pipe-clay, and stones. The latter area kind 
of pumice stones, which are much used in the 
l^ower Rhine, and Holland to make roads that do 
not re^re mneh solidity. Bendorf must be 
very ancient, since in 1095 it was given as a 
present to the convent of Lach {ad locum) by 
the Palatine Count Frederidi. It has a good 
inn, kept by Rrausholt. 

The surroun^ng country is covered with 
beautifiil gardens and country-houses. About a 
quarter of a league from the bank of the river, 
behind Miihlhofen^ and between the mountain 
across which the S€$yn flows into the Rhine, are 
the ruins of the old castle of the Counts of Sayn, 
who, as early as the 11th century, possessed 
ooasiderable influence in this country, and 
founded, in 1202, the abbey of Augustines of 
Sayui situated at a short distance from this 

{>laee. It ia said that Frederick, who was the 
irst Count ofSayn, built this castle on his return 
from Spain, where he had been valiantly oppos«« 
ing the Moors, although be was very young« 
This £aunily became extinct in 1246. Below 
these ruins may be seen a beautifiil country^ 
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boose belonging to the Count of Boos^ who has 
a fiue colleciion of pictures. 

la the vicinity of the Rhine ^ hklt a league 
from this plaee and two leagues from Ooblf*ntz, 
is KunO'Engersy where there is a beautiful mo* 
devn castle. Engers was the cliief place o^ the 
district formerly called Angeresgau, and is said 
to have been built by the Emperor Constantine. 
In 1517, Kuno of Falkenstein> Archbishop of 
Treves^ gained possession of Engers^ in con- 
sequence of a war between him and the Counts 
of Wied and Isenbourg, who were come to 
commit an act of riolence on his territory, by 
robbing the Flemish merchants who had as- 
sembled at the fair of Frankfort. In order to 
guard the navigation of the Rhine still naore, he 
not only fortified the town, but built a strong 
castle, with a beautiful tower . This castleexisted 
till 1 7 58, when it was demolished, and another 
erected in its place. It is now a summer resi- 
dence of ihe Prince of Nassau Weilbourg J the 
situation is delightful, and it commaiids a fine 
prospect. The park belonging to the castle is 
worthy of observation. Near this place, about 
ihe centre of the Rhine^ is a sand-bank, which 
is considered dangerous for heavily-laden boats 
and rafts^ Salmon is caught in the environs of 

Engers and Urmitz« 

Ihe Rhine becomes broader near Engers, and 
on the left bank appears the village of IVei'sser 
Thann (white tower), which derives its name 
from an ancient lower situated near it. It is 
^id to have been the place where the Romans 
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first undertook the passage of the Rhine ; in- 
deed the ground presents numerous advantages * 
to an army wishing to pass the Rhine; there is ^ 
an island nearly in the' middle of the river; and 
the left bank, whlcli Is the highest^ overloolis 
the rights vjrhere the valley of theNette virould 
be very . easy of access. These inducements ' 
probably determined Caesar to erect a bridge - 
here, and influenced the French armies, who ' 
made Unree, successive passages during the re- ^ 
volution. The last was effected on the i8th 
April, 1 797 , under the orders of General Hoche. 
He had first erected a fortification on the island 
in the middle of the Rhine, behind which he 
collected the boats for the passage. Th^ Aus- 
trlans made a long and obstinate resistance, but 
the affair was at length decided by the volun- 
tary sacrifice of the Fxencb Captain Gros.' 
This brave warrior swore to take, with his 
little troop, an Austrian battery , which was * 
keeping up a very decisive fire. The battery 
wa$ taken^ and Gros lost his life $ but his deatn 
procured victory to his countrymen. On a " 
hill, near Weise Thurm, is the tomb of General 
Hocbje. ... 

After having passed Weisse Thurm, the tra- 
veller sees on the right bank tlie neat town of ' j 
NfiuwiEX)^ situated in a delightful plain, bor- 
dered by a chain of mountains. Behind the : 
town is the abbey of Momersdorf[P'illa Romana)^ I 
situated on a rising ground, at the foot of which * ( 
is the village of Heimbachweis.* This town has j 
i^ot.existed above a centitry} the streets are- ' 

! 
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broad aucT the houses pleasant. A considerable 
* business is carried on. Prince Alexander of 
Neawi^ greatly increased this towni by alloir^^ 
ing all who settled there the liberty of public* 
worship, according to their own views. This 

{ attracted a great number of industrious people 
from eVery country ^ Protestants, Catholics, and. 
Jews ; so that the town became very flourishing. 
Neuwied is though f. to resemble the towns of 
America. It has suffered much by. the war, 
but is still a place of considerable importance. 
It has' a manufactory of clocks, belonging to 
M. Rinzig, and another of wooden pipes. The 
most remarkable objects are : — 1 i The Castle, 
where may be seen a very interesting collection 

I of Roman antiquities, which have been collected 
in the environs of the town. Amongst them are 
lances, arrows, drinking glasses, plates, mirrors, 
rings, bracelets, inscriptions^figures of gods, etc. 
The Garden is likewise worthy of observation .~ 
2. Tlie House of the Moravian Brothers ; also 
called the Hernhouts. Amongst these brethren 
there are some very good artists. — ^The institute 
of Schellenberg nolonger exists. 

j Neuwied carries on a considerable trade on 

the Rhine in iron, potash, pipe-clay, and other 
products, from the woods and mountains of the 
surrounding country. 

' In the environs of Neuwied are the remains 
of an tincient town, and of several roads, con- 
structed by theKomans, which were discovered 
iii 1791. Behind JJi^er, half a league from 
Neawied> arc the vestiges of * a strong castle« 
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Several walls project from the grouml in various 
places^ and there are Ukevrise the traces of a • 
dtloh, wfaieh is nearly fiUed up. The form of 
the fort is rectangular. A tower Is situated id 
theiroat of it. It is 840 feet long, and 651 feet 
broad. The whole is rarronnded by a defensive 
wall, five feet thick, furnished with projecting 
towers. In the interior of the rectangle is a 
bathing-bouse of considerableestent , wbieh, from 
the vestiges that remain, must huve been verjr 
beautiful. The bathing-rooms had a double 
floor, and the ceUings were supported by more 
than 100 htkk pittars; The statue of a Gem 
was found in the canal that supplied the baths. * 

In these baths have been found a victor ia gra^ 
diens, a Diana veridtriscy a Mercury with a Ger^ 
man flute, and a Geni with a cornucopia. The 
latter statue is of common stone, but the others 
-of bronze. - About forty medals have been dug 
up here, all of which bear the date of reigns 
from Tiberius to GaUienus. At some distance 
from this place a temple was discovered in 
1801, but has been covered over again 3 the 
place, howeveri is distinguished by a stone*. ' 
The fidkls around the fort contain numeroas 
remains of Roman architecture, over which the 
plough is continually passing. All the anti«- 
quities that could be removed have been de>* 
posited in the castle of Neuwied. 

Not far from Heddersdorf are the ruins of 
another town, the history ot which is extremely 
doubtful. It is possible that the road which 
passes here was a street of this tQwn. An 
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aiioient road is still visible between Heddersdorf 
and Gladbach, and another leads from the 
abbej of Romersdorf to Biber. Both Mrere 
Roman military roads, one of which led to Al- 
tich, and the other, formed the communication 
between the fort and Biber. At the lop of (be 
mountainslbehiiid Romersdorf may still be seen 
acircular fortification, 500 feet in circumference^ 
called the Old Castle, which is sii|^oaed to 
haTe Iveen one of the adyahced posts that the 
Romans established against the Germans. At 
this fortification commences the dilch of Hey^ 
dengrabeny which extends as far as the road 
to Alteck, passing over the highest parts of the 
mountains^ and even continues beyond it be- 
tween Oberbiber and Braansberg. Thisdijtck 
is part of that famous line which Drusus esta- 
blished as a defence against the attacks of 
the Germans, and which likewife fiormed the 
boundary of the first possessions of the Romans 
m Germany. Other vestiges ot it may be seen 
in the surrounding wpQdfe:«ild mountaiiis. It 
is prohal3le that it passed through Sa^n, extend- 
ing aloixg tlie side of Kotenhahn, ai^rwards 
passing round the mountain near Montrepos, and 
thence proceeding; through Leulersdorf^ Ham- 
merstein, etc. to the banks of the Rhine. There 
is another ditek which descends from Altich into 
the plain, and is now called the Heydenweg. 
^Pagans Way), 

. Itrwaa probably at £ngers, where may stiil be 
seen the remains of an ancient. Roman bridge, 
that the principal road commenced, which diyi» 
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ded the plain into two other roads, one leading 
to the fort and the other to Romersdorf. In one • 
of the large rooins at the abbey of Romersdorl^ 
there are six Roman columns. 

It is probable that all these Roman establish- 
ments remained untouched since the 3d century^ 
as the statue of the Geni, found near the batn^ 
bore an inscription on its pedestal, indicating 
that It was erected 23 Sept. 246, during the 
consulship of Presenttus and Alkinius^ and the 
i*eign of the Etapd^or Philip. The period of 
their destruction was, no doubt, when the Praetor 
f osthumus called the Franks and Germans to 
his assistance to attack; the Romans. 

The ancient abbey of Romersdorf is sitnatect 
in a delightful country, half a league from Neu- 
wied. In the church, .which is very old, are the 
tombs of several G>unts of Wied ana Isenbourg. 
Amongst them is the sarcophagus of Valentin of 
Isenbourg, who was ten years Archbishop of ' 
Trei^es^ and who afterwards married^ that his. 
family might not become extinct. From the. 
windows of the convent there is a beau tifij. pros- 
pect towards Coblentz and Audernach. 

Jn>>at Neuwied. The Anchor, 

From* Neiiwied the traveller may make a. 
pleasant excursion to the pretty castle of Mont- 
repos. The mountain ou which this castle is 
situated is about a league E. of the town. 
The traveller proceeds by a pleasant road, which 
runs near several iron foundries : he tfiea crosses 
the JVied in a boat> and reaches the road ou . 
the opposite hank, which passes by several 
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farms, and leads across a very fertile and de- 
liglitful country to the top of the mountain. The 
castle consists of a very plain building, with 
only one storey. On the side of it is the house 
of a forester, where travellers will meet with 
good accommodation. The prospect is varied 
and exten$ive. 

' The Rhine rushes from the mountains, which 
appear at a distance, and forms in its winding 
course numerous charming islands. For a space 
of thirty leagues nothing but fine landscapes 
are visible. A pretty forest, crossed by seven 
walks, is situated behind the castle. The ends 
of all these walks command fine views, and at 
the termination of one appears a large and pic- 
turesque valley, in which may be seen numerous 
habitations, scattered along the banks of a lim- 
pid rivulet. 

Beyond Neuwied the Rhine presents on each 
bank a very grand and picturesque appearance. 
A quarter of a league from this town is the 
small village of Erlichj situated at the place 
where the Nied and the Nette \o\n the Rhine. 
Tlie latter river rises near the hamlet of Leder- 
bach, in the Eifel, and for the space of ten 
leagues crosses one of the most fertile and beau- 
tiful valleys of the Rhine. At some distance 
from its mouth is the extensive iron-foundry of 
Netlenharnmer. Below Erllch is a castle of the 
Prince of Neuwied, commonly called the Devil's 
House. The prince has destroyed part, because 
the government of Nassau wished to impose a 
tax on it. The lower part of this buildings which 
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Still exists, contains a manufactory of sal ammo- 
niac. Around this castle are several fishermen's 
houses forming the small village oi Amfahr^ 
whence there is a ferry to Andernach. 

The valley now becomes narrower, and the 
river flows with greater rapidity. On the right 
are steep rocks, surmounted by thickly planted 
trees, and on the left appears Andemacn; behind 
which is a dark and gloomy rock. On the right 
banki a short distance farther, is the neat village 
of Leutersdorf. All the country from Weisseu- 
thurm to Andernach has a dreary aspect, and 
the impression it is calculated to make, is in- 
creased by the ruinous appearance of the convent 
of the nuns of St* Tliomas* This abbey wal^ 
built in the 12th century, and the Countess Ten- 
vvidis of Sponhelm was the first abbess. 

ANn£RNAGU, the Artonacum of the ancients, 
was a Roman frontier town, and the head* 
quarters of a military prefect. The kings of 
the Franks afterwards built a palace at this 
place, and historians relate that they caught 
fish out of the Rhine from its windows. Rut as 
the ruins now seen are a considerable distance 
from the Rhine, on the S. E. of the town, it is 
obvious that the river must have since deviated 
considerably from its ancient course. King 
Sifi^ebertof Austrasia was the last who inhabited 
the palace of Andernach. During the middle 
age this town held a very high rank amongst 
the commercial towns of the Rhine, till it fell 
under the dominion of the Electors of Treves. 
It does not now contain more than 2,500 inha* 
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bitants. Two things ^ howeTer, rmder this place 

still very remarkable: they are derived from the 
ncighhouring mountaias^ and are not to be found 
in such abundance, or of so good a quality^ 
either onthePihlue or In any other country of 
Europe. These are mill-stones and stones for 
making cement. The latter beinfi mixed with a 
. sufficient quantity of lime, to make it a consis- 
tency, becomes impenetrable lo water ; or rather 
hardens so much in watcur as to form a new and 
very solid stone. In-order to use it in this 
manner it must be ground into irass (a name ' 
^iven to it in this country). This is done by 
mills, which were only used in Holland formerly^ 
but have lately been erected near the quarries 
wheuce this stone is taken. Some of it is sent 
to the East Indies, but the greater part to Hol- 
land, where it is used in the construction of 
dikes and other hydraulic works. Andernach, 
however^ is not the principal place for the eiiport 
of this commodity 5 a much larger quantity is 
sent from Brol, which is situated one league 
lower down the river. 

The mill stones are a volcanic production, and 
are mentioned by some of the Roman authors. 
They are sent to Holland^ to the Hanseatic 
towns, to England^ to Russia, and even to 
America. 

Andernach likewise trades on the Rhine in 
wine, charcoal, potash, &c. 

The most remarkable objects at Andernach 
are:«^1 . The Gate on the side towards Coblentz, 
ponstrueted by the Romans. — 2. Outside thi§ 
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gate on the right, the rums of the Palace of the- 
Kings of Austrasia.— 5. The Baths^ called JeW. 
Baths, which are probably of Koman origin.—^ 
4, Xhe parish Church,, where it is said the Em- 
peror .Yalentinian, and a child c)f the- Emperor 
Frederick I., are interred.— 5. The Old Towcr^ , 
one of the most ancient buildings of the town. 

Not far from the town are the majestic ruins 
of the convent of theHoble Ladies of St..Thomas, 
which w:as consumed by the fire in 1 796. Some 
French grenadiers we quartered in it, when . 
the fire suddenly broke out in the night ) several . 
of the soldiers perished in the flames, and the 
whole of this beautiful building was destroyed. , 

A fair, called Birnenkrautmarkt, is held an- . 
tioally at Andernach, towards the end of Sep- . 
tember . . It is very well attended^ and is kept as i 
a grand festival. 

Inn. The Lily. 

Not far. from Andernach is the^mineral spring - i 
of Tonesstein^ or Antoniusstein ^a great quan- . I 
tity of the waters of which was conveyed during i 
the revolution to England, where it wascalle4 
£au de Bonn. Clement Joseph^ the Elector of 
Cologne, erected, In .1798, a small marble basin 
to receive the waters of this fountain, around 
which he likjewise built a colonnade. This fouor - | 
tain, which springs frotn the bottom of a picr 
turesque valley, formerly bore the., name, of i 
Tillejiborn, 

Half a league from the springs of Tonesstein 
is another fountain, called Heithrunn^ the wate^ 
of which resemble the colour of milk* Thp 
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pitchers in which this water is coaveyed • are ' 
manufactured at Tonesstein« 

If the .traveller looks back towards Andernach 
he will he gratified by a delightful prospect. 
Masses of rocks crowned with ruins of ancient 
castles, heights covered with woods, and val* 
leys in a flourishing state, unite in forming very 
interesting landscapes. The mountains on the 
left bank almost reach the banks of the river, 
leaving only sufficient room for llie great road. 
On the right is a delightftil plain, where maybe 
seeuy on the banks of the river , the market-town 
K3ii Leutersdor}\ which is situated in front of a 
rock covered with, vineyards. As soon as the 
traveller has passed the. small island on the 
left, he will see an opening in the mountains 
through which he may view the river, pursuing 
its terpentine course for four leagues, till it 
reaches Sinzigj situated in the background of 
this delightful scene. ^ 

Half a league firom IijBUtersdorf, on. the left 
banky is the village of Ncunedyj shaded by a 
thick wood. The Rhine formes, near this place^ 
acreeky which is the general place ^f rendezvous 
^for the sinall rafts^ called Bocke. -These come 
from the Murg, the Neckar, the Maine, the 
.Moselle, and. the Saar, to iprm the grcalL rafts 
which go from this pbice to Dordrecht^ where 
they are sold. The length of one of the large 
, r^fts is generally from sevea to niue hundred 
feet, and its breadth about seventy* On- this 
mass of floating wood there are twelve or fifteen 
small houses, built with planks : that inhabited 
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by the proprietor is usually remarkable for ita 

elcgaace and convenience. There are some- 
tinies as many as nine hundred workmen and 
rowers. The timber used in the composition 
of a raft is oak and fir. The bottom^ or base^ 
is formed of several long trees placed in rows, 
and connected together by trees of a shorter 
length, laid trausyersely* The latter are gene- 
rally firs from the forests of the Murg, which are 
preierred because they are not so round as the 
others, and consequently more easily managed. 
They are placed across the trees at the base as 
jbefore mentioned, and fixed by iron cramps and 
bracers made with willows or young firs twisted. 
The breadth of the raft depends on the length of 
these timbers, which are called n^asts, because 
the Dutch use them as such. If any cavities 
remain at the joints, they are filled up with small 
pieces of i/rood. There are above the original 
base two other ranges of timber united^ to each 
other ^ as well as to the raft below. The first 
range of timbers? called masts, is likewise fur- 
nished at each epd with several truiiks of very 
slout firs, so that it may be capable of resisting 
the shock, when the raft runs aground, a cir- 
cumstancewhich sometimes happens. The sur- 
face of the rafts is covered with small pieces of 
wood and thick planks. A great raft generally 
draws six or eight feet water^ and its entire 
weight should be in proportion. 

On both sides of the principal raft are two 
smaller ones, called Rule (knees), in the lan- 
guage of the boatmen, which are attached to t^e 
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middle one by a small oak. They ser^e to 
direct the cevrse of the raft, and are generally 
from seventy to eighty feet long. There arc 
other rafts still smaller, which are attached to 
ihe principal one and to the knees, Thesie are 
used to avoid the danger of running aground on 
the sand. A large rait is likewise accompanied 
by sevwal bos^s, tfie largest of which are laden 
with anchors and cordage, and the small are 
employed in sounding the river or going ashore. 
The houses on these rafts are very neat and con^ 
venient. The master's house is spacious, and is 
generally divided in two parts, between which 
there is room for walking. On one side is the 
sitting, as well as'hed-room of the master, and 
on the other the pilot's room^and the storehouse 
for provisions. Quite at the end is tho dinitig- 
room, near which is the kitchen, where may 
always be seen on the 0re a large copper kettle^ 
constantly in use for cooking. A basket ele^ 
vated at the top of a pole, is the signal when 
the meals are ready, and every body proceeds 
to take his share, which is served in a wooden 
bowl. The consumption of provisions on a 
raft, from the time of its setting out till its arri- 
val at its place of destination, is calculated at 
forty or fifty thousand pounds of bread, eighteen 
or twenty thousand pounds of fresh meat, ten 
quintals of dried meat, twelve thousand pounds 
of dieese, ten or fifteen quintals of butter, thirty 
or forty large sacks of dried vegetables, five 
or six hundred ohms (a tun of one hundred and 
' eighty bottles) of beer, and w or eight bttiH of 
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wme^of seven and a half ohms each.. ^The.live 
catlle areon the raft, and there are aliraysseTeral 

butchers in the equipage. 

The art^.of conducting a raft is not known to 
eyprjF ^oatman, .and till within fifty years the - 
secret was confined to an inhabitant qf Rudes*- 
lieim and his sons. The numerous sinuosities, 
turnings, and falls of the Rhine, oppose a thou- 
sand obstacle to the progress of such!* a cani«> ^ 
brous mstssy and the oifferent parts of the rafts 
are in consequence frequently broken. At Dor- 
drecht, the timber is sold, and thence part of it 
Was formerly conveyed to England, Spain^.and 
Portugal. The construction of a raft is very 
expensive ; a capital of at Jeast three or Ibur , 
-buncbed tliousand florins is requisite to jrs pro- 
.per equipment. 

' On the right bank opposite Namedy, is an 
enormous rock, at the top of which are tliQ ruins 
of the castle of Hammerstein coyered with ivy, 
and almost concealed by brambles. The southern 
side, iiowever, is planted with vines. At this 
castle the unfortunate Emperor Henry IV . foji^d 
lan asylum in 1105, after having in vain at*, 
templed to obtain from the Bishop of Spire the 
benefice of a lay brother in the very building 
which had been erected by the ancestors of, this 
•^emperor , and which had received numerous do- 
nations from him. The Spaniards, the Swedes, 
and the Lo^raines, were by tijurns masters of this 
castle during the thirty yjears* war. In 1654, 
Chkrles Gaspard, of Leyen, Elector of Treves, 
succeeded in driving out the J^orraineS; and since 
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that period the castle has belonged to the Elec- 
tms of Treves. The French pillaged it in 1688. - 
At the foot of the rock is the village oi Ober^ 
hemmersteinj which Avas foiinerly a fortified 
town. The Emperor Henry II. gained posses- 
sion, of it in 10!iO, and shortly afterwards de*' 
stroyed the fortlGcations. Count Otto, of Ilam- 
mersteby^the last of that family^ was then in 
possession of the castle, and it was his perpetual* 
robberies that excited the resentment of the 
emperor. . 

Not far from this place is the village of Nie-- " 

derhammersteiriyUediY which there is another roc^^- 
of imposing appearance on the banks of the river. - 
At some distance from it, but close to the right 
bank, is situated the island of Westerhold. On 
the east side, opposite Niederhanimerstein, is the 
small hamlet ofjPbri2/cA,behind which is the rock 
of Kreiizborner Ley. This rock is composed of 
crystals of blue coloured basaltes, having five or 
six angles, which aremixed with dark spath^ and 
placed vertically one above another. About the 
^ middle of the rock^-on the side towards the 
Rhine^ may be seen the- curioua«ei£BCls 'Of an 
, ancient subterranean fire. 

Below Fornich the Brol^ or Broel, emerges 
from a .defile formed by some rocks^ and faUs 
into the Rhine. Not far from this spot is Brol, 
l>roperly called BriU^ which is derived from an 
old German word^ signifying marsli, or forest. 
This small village is partly concealed by two 
mountains, on one of which are the ruins of the 
aid castle of JRhemeckj or BJ^neck^ < 
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All the land arouad Brol exhibits traces of an 
ancient volcano, and the inhabitants of the place 
are employ e4 in exploring the quarries, for the 
stones which are used in making cement, and in 
which they carry on an extensive trade. The 
shore is very low, and consequently many fami- 
lies have remoyed to the interior, on the declivity 
of a mountain. On the banks of the river, not 
Car from Brol, is the villaj^e of Nipvesj which 
owes its origin to a Dutchman, wno built its 
first house in 1 7 1 2, in order to profit by the sale 
of the stones above mentioned. These stones 
^re found under a layer of black earth, where 
they form several rows, from ten to thirty feet 
deep, beneath which are rocks and springs of 
fetid water. The old churches and other build- 
ings in this country are built with stones of this 
description. 

Behind Brol is a picturesque valley, enclosed 
between the two sides of a mountain, which has 
tlie appearance of being split. This valley is 
watered by the Brolbach, and has ten quarries 
^cement stones, which formerly occupied more 
than three hundred workmen, as well as a mill 
for grinding these stones. At a short distance 
is the old castle of Schweppenbourgj around 
which are caverns and cavities formedby cement 
stones, and shaded by oaks, beech trees, and 
firs. If the traveller continues on this road, 
which is equally interesting to the naturalist 
and to the admirer of romantic scenery, he will 
pas« by several miUs and country-houses in his 
way to the village ofBurghro/, which is situated 
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at the end of the Brolbach, in the middle of a 
circle of moantains. Oa a height in its enviroiis 
is a charming countrj'^house, and beyond it is 
the Veitsbergj which is a very high mountain, of 
a conical form, whence there is a fine prospect. 
Towards the east may be seen the ruins of the 
jfort of Ehrenbreitstein, whence a chain of moun« 
tains extends to the Seven Mountains : on the 
west appears the old castle of Oldbruck^ near 
which commences the country of Eiffel, and ia 
the south is a chain of dark mountains. I^aacky 
with the ancient abbey of Benedictines of the 
same name, is situated at the foot of the moun- 
tain, and in its environs are several beautiful 
farms and villages* The brow of the mountain 
is covered with a great number of Llocks of gra- 
nite and broken lava. 

The traveller ^ould make an excursion to 
the lake of Laachj which Is two leagues from 
the Rhine. It is situated between some moun- 
tains covered with woods, and its sur&ce occu- 

Eies a space of 1525 acres. It is 8422 feet in 
>ngth, and 7645 feet in breadth. Its water is 
said to be derived from more than 5000'springs, 
and to be 214 feet deep. These waters, which 
are clear and cold, have a blue appearance , and 
when, agitated by the wind, throw up on the 
banks a kind of sand, which is attracted by the 
loadstone. The lake has no natural outlet, but 
the waters find egress by a canal, a quarter of a 
league in length, which was cut by the monks 
when their convent was threatened with ruin by 

the sudden overflow of the waters. There is 
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every probability that this lake, which overlooks 
the valleys in the environs, is the crater of ail 
ancient volcano, as the surrounding rocks ^r^ 
fcomposeil of porous lava and dross of metals, 
evidently the effects of lire and fusion. On the 
east side of the lake is a deep hole in the ground, 
ivhence issue vapours of carbonic gas^ whicli 
stifle animals that approach too near. This 
circumstance has given rise to the saying of the 
inhs^bitants of the country^ that no bird can fly 
over the lake of Laach without being stifled. 
This hole is supposed to bear a great resem- 
blance to the famous grotto of the Bog, near 
the Lago d'Agnano in Italy. 

In the plain, about half way between the con-' 
rf)nt and the lake, is a spring of mineral water 
that has a pleasant taste, ^ and it is probable 
* that a great part of the springs of the lake con- 
tain mineral properties. 

On the banks of the lake is the ancient abbey* 
of the Benedictines of Laachj which was for-^ 
roerly very wealthy. It was founded in 1095,' 
by Henry II. of Laach^ palatine count of Lower 
Lorraine at Aix-la-Chapelle, and first palatine 
count on the Rhine. This edifice, whtch^ is 
building of considerable size, is ornamented* 
with towers, and has an imposing appearance! ' 
The church is an elegant modern buildings and » 
contains tombs of the founder, and of a great 
number of counts and ladies of the house of 
l.eyen. This convent was very celebrated for' 
the great hospitality which the monks showed 
to ev^ry body ; one entire Wing of the principal

buildings wliere esceUent . arrangements were 
made for the purpose, was devoted to the re- 
oeptipn of strangers, who might reside there as- 
long as they pleased. Another wing was des- 
tined to receive the poor and the sick. The 
apartments of the^ ecclesiastics , of whom there 
were lately fiirty or fifty, were spacious and con* 
venlent. The library was voluminous, and it 
ccmtaioed an exiensive collection of pictures :* 
these have been carried away, and the bnilding 
itself has suffered considerably. The beautiful 
forests, an estate of two hundred acres of arable 
land, a great number of meadows and orchards 
which surrouad the convent, have been sold, 
together with the buildings, for 100,000 francs, 
or 4166/. 13j. 4d. .At present, it is inhabited 
by a farmer, who furnishes very goodaccommo* 
dation. 

The naturalists Luc, Forster, Humboldt, and 
Noggerath, have made many interissting obser^ 
vations on this country. On the east side of 
the lake formerly atood the castle of Allen^ 
bourgy 4he residence <^ the pidatihe count 
Henry. On the south-west side, not quite a 
league from the coBvent^ -are the villages of 
MeJl and Niedermennigy where the amateurs of 
mineralogy will find many objects worthy of 
their attention., , At Bell is fcwnd a stone which 
resists fire, and atvNiedermennig^ are some fii^ . 
mous quarries. The mines whence the stones . 
are taken, all meet, in one. common . crater^ 
which- is half a leagnet in circumference.. This 
crater is extremely deep, and at the bottom of 
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too slqKS from the aur&oe, presents a frig^lal 

gulf, the end of which may be reached by rope 
^ders and baskets attached to cords« lu this- 
{dacema^ be seen groups of enormous roeks, ua 
various singular forms. About 70 workmen are 
employed in it daily. The millstones which 
are takea from it were fi»rmerlT jsent to £Dg« 
land 9 and some of the best quauty sold for 80 
or 90 crowns each. Two workmen are able to 
cot one in two days. 

A l^aguQ from Niedermennig is the Tillage 
Frauenkirchy with a chapel of the same name j 
in which the bones of St. Genevieve have been 
deposited. The hiulmnd of this Ttrtaons wo- 
man had a castle at Hohensimmern, or Altsim- 
menif not £ar from Meyen. 
. Near Frauenkirch is a rery copious sjn^ingof 
mineral water. 

The traveller may make an excursion to the 
conyent of Antomu^skmy or Tonmstein^ and to 
the castle of Rheineck^ which is situated near 
it. The environs of Tonesstein have a grand 
tad kaposing appearance ; the eye may see on 
^ery side quarries of yellow cement stone, sur- 
mounted by thick trees^ smallrivulets cascading; 
from rock to rook^ and grottoes fiurmed by the 
hand of nature. 

The castle of Bheineck is situated at the top 
-of a very steep mountain^ at the foot of which 
are some huts and miUs. The wheels of the 
mills are put in motion . by the waters of the 
rivulet Pfingstbach . The new castle was erec^* 
led on the. ruias of the old; of which only a 
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dilapidated to^^er vemams, covered with ivy and 

brambles, that form a striking contrast to the 
modern buildings. The last count of Kheineck 
died in 154B. The county then passed to the 
lords of Warsberg, and, in 1654, by purchase, 
to a count of Siuzendorf, whose family retained 
possession of it till the cession of the left bank 
of the Rhine. The situation is charming, par- 
ticularly of the garden, which is situated on 
the side of the Rhine, and commands a fine 
prospect. On the east may be seen a delight^ 
inl country, interspersed with country-houses 
and villages ; on the right appear the moun- 
tains of Andernach j on the left rise the seven 
mountains, with their old castles fallen in ruins; 
and at the foot of the mountain, whose sides 
are almost perpendicular, runs the Rhine, which 
the eye may follow in a northern direction till it 
. is quite iost«. 

Between the great road and the Rhine, for- 
merly stood a large building of the Templars ; 
the church of which was visible till within a few 
years, when it was destroyed. 

The country on the other side of the river, 
opposite the castle of Rheineck, likewise pre- 
seuts a defigfatfol prospect. The first object is 
the market-town of Honningen^ surrounded by 
hills covered with vines, which, however, only 
afibrd a middling wine, inferior to that pro- 
duced in the environs of Dollenberg. North ol 
this village appear the ruins of the castle of 
^r^e7?/^/^,whionftNrmerly belonged to theCounls 
oi Isenbourg, from whom itpassed to theCountsi 
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fif Iieyen^ -who- embellished' it . iXiDsklerably • 

The whole has been since destroyed ; and no- 
thing is now visible but a walk of beech trees^ 
which leads to the edge of a- rock, whence there 
is a very fine prospect. A row of smaller rocks 
extends from this place in a direct line^ and 
the heights behind are planted with vines. At 
the end of tbis great mass of rocks is. situated 
the village Argendoiff^ and in the distance is 
a mountain of basaUes, called Erpler^Ley^ which 
js 700 feet high. 

The traveller scarcely loses sight of the ruins 
of Argeufels, when a delightful plain appears 
pn the side of Lenzdorf* A little higher is 
J^att^idmrgj with the. ruins of an old castle in 
the midst of broken blocks of basaltes. The 
left bank exhibits a fine prospect. On the 
shore, is seen the neat market- town oiNieder- 
hr&fsichj which contains 900 inhabitants. < A | 
little lower is the small town of Ruzigj and (in 
a height behind it is the convent oi St* Helena. 
At a distance appear the castles of Olbruck and , 
' Landskron* 

Not far from Breyslch, and about a quarter 
ol' a league from the Rhine, is the small town 
of Sinzigi containing 1500 inhabitants, which 
once formed part of the duchy * of- JnilUers« I 
This town, which is situated in the midst ofa 
ijertile plain, is the ancient Sentiacum , formerly 
a strong castle of the Romans, that was pro- 
bably built by Sentiusy one of the generals of 
Augustus, Roman medals have frequently been | 
sdiscovered at this pl^ce^ a^id in the time ^f . 
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Frederick Barbarossa, it had a royal palace* 
The parish church is an jelegaat Gothie echfice, 
buiit in the form of a cross, with cement stones. 
Near this church Is a chapel, that is more an- 
cicnt^ and contains a tomb^ in which was founds 
some years back^ a corpse that nature had eon-* 
verted into a mummy, called by the inhabitants 
St. Guy. This mumm^ was conveyed to Paris 
by the French^ where it has been deposited in 
the cabinet of natural history. 

A short distance below Sinzig^ the Aar falls 
into the Rhine. This small torrent rises in the 
Eifel, and crosses in its course a deep and 
narrow valley, about 12 leagues in extent, 
where an excellent red wine is produced, which 
is well known under the name of Aarbleiehart. 
Its waters flow with great rapidity, and often 
produce much damage by overflowing. This 
wasparticuUrly the case in 1804, when the val- 
ley resembled a stormy sea, the agitated waves 
of which threatened destruction to every sur- 
. rounding object. 

On the right bank of the Rhine, opposite the 
mouth of the Aar, is the village of Leubsdorf^ 
concealed at the bottom of a defile of moun- 
tains ; and not far from it is the small town of 
Linz^ situated behind a height on the banks of 
the Rhine. This place^ which formerly made 
part of the electorate of Cologne, obtained in 
1550 the privileges of a town, and in 1565 
Archbishop Engelbert III. built the castle there, 
near the gate of the Rhine, in order to protect 
the navigation^ and defend the town against 
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the frequent attacks of the inhabitants ol' An- 
demach. The castle^ as weU as the walls of 
the town, are constructed with basaltes, and the 
streets are payed with similar stones. The 
partA chnrchy which is very ancient^ has a 
grand appearance. It contains a monument of 
die ancient knights of Renneberg, who ibunded 
in 1 257 the convent of mms of St. Catherine, 
situated north-east of Linz. Considerable in- 
dustry is displayed in this town, and numerous 
vesseb come here to receive the different pro- 
ductions of the country, such as wine, potash^ 
iron^ leady copper^ and fullers^ earth. The iron 
is brodgfat firom a foundry in the vicinity of the 
town. A league distant is the foundry of 
Alzau, which supplies copper and lead. Silver 
is also extracted there, by means of fusion, and 
the annual produce has lately amounted ta 
1200 marks. At Stoschen, not far from Ldnz, 
are some mines of manganese, which the tn^ 
habitants reduce to ashes, in order to employ it 
in enriching their lands. 

After thetravell^ has passed Iiins, he reaches 
the ruins of the castle of Odenfels, at the foot 
of which is a small village. A short distance 
from this place is the village of Linaenhausen } 
and not far fi*om it the Rhine receives the 
rivulet Kasbach^ on the banks of which are 
several &rms and mills. Here also is the 
mountain of basaltes, called Erpler^Leyj pre* 
viously mentioned, at the foot of which is the 
market town of Jblrpel. The southern declivitjr 
of this steep mountain is planted with vines^

which produce a delicious white wmC; called 
Leywein. The groimd presents nothing but a 

mass of stones ; and the young vines are planted 
in baskets^ filled with earth and green turf, and 
plaeed in the clefts of the rodi. Near this 
place the Rhine turns to the right ; and the 
canal on which boats proceed^ passes along the 
right bank. 

Opposite to Erpel, on the great road fi*om 
Cobtentz to Bonn^ is the small town of Hema^ 
gefif Ude Bigomagum of theRomanSt which con- 
tains about 1500 inhabitants. In the environs 
a great number of monuments have been dis** 
coTeredy which bear dates of the times of these 
conquerors of the virorld. ' Thisy were found in 
the year 1768, when the Elector Charles Theo- 
dore gave orders for making the beautiful road 
from Coblente to Bonn. Before that tkne the 
traveller ran numerous risks of losing his life 
whilst travelling this road^ which was quite 
impassable when the Rhine attained a certain 
height. Robbers often concealed themselves 
in the brambles and clefts of the rocks, and 
thence rushed out on the passengers, whom 
they threw into the Rhine after robbing them. 
Charlesi Theodore remedied this evil ; for by his 
orders ihe rocks Were blown up, the low parts 
near the river filled, and solid walls erected to 
support the beautiful road whicli was finished 
by theFrtnch in 1801. At this time were dis* 
covered a great number of mile-stone columns^ 
others with inscriptions^ loiedals^ and other 
Bomah antiqpitiesi which prove that the £m« 
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perors Marpus AureUus and- Lucius Yerus/had 
. estabiishei) a great road bere» ^ AU these anti- 
quities have been taken to Mamihiem. 

A few hundredi paces from Kemagen is the 
ibeautifal mountain of Appollinarisber^y with w 
.ancient provostship, which belonged to the ah- 
,bey of Siegbourg. The situation is delightful, 
and it commands a fine view of the Rhine. In 
.the Gothic church of this convent is shown the 
Jiead'of St. Appollinariusy and it is consequently 
jmuch resorted to by pilgrims. 

On the right bank, of the river , half a league 
Jbelow Remagen, is the small town, of Vnket^ 
the environs of which are very picturesque. A 
range of villages extends from this place as far 
as the. seven mountains Siebengeburg). The 
navigation of the Rhine^ in the environs of 
Vnkel, is rather dangerous. Opposite to this 
town is a mountain, where are found, under a 
bed of sandy marl 30 or 40 feet thick, inex- 
haustible quarries of basaUes columns^ which 
have been explored for many ages. The frag- 
m^ts which break off these columns are used 
to make pavements and walls. There are seve- 
ral rows of these basaltes columns, some stand- 
in g, and others lying in various directions : 
they adhere together by the sides, and extend 
under the ground nearly to the middle of the 
Rhine. Several of them are quite at the Jiottom 
of the river, and can only be seen through the 
water when the Rhine is very low. Some then 
•appear at the sur&ce of the water, and others 
.arc ah>rays visibleaboTC it. .The most remark- 
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able amongst the latter ^ are those formiog the 
group, called by the boatmen the Little Vnkel^ 
stein J which appears to be the continuation of 
the columns seen on the bank. Another more 
extensiTe group, called the Great Unkels^nj 
was situated in the Bhine, about 55 feet from 
.the bank^ but %vas unconnected with the other 
colunms. • As this group rose muxh above the 
water ( even when the Rhine was at its great- 
iBSt height), and was consequently seen- at a 
distance, and easily -avoided, it did not- render 
the navigation very hazardous, but ratlier 
served to direct the pilots in passing by the 
• dangerous places. For this reason it waa left 
for some time, till the small groups, concealed 
.beneath the water in the vicinity, had been 
destroyed ; bat as- it was in some^ degree an 



French blew it up about 18 years back. Boats 
which are not laden, may now indeed pass over 
the small groups, when the Rhine is high 5 but 
those laden should endeavour to avoid them ; 
and as this is not always possible, particularly 
in aserading the river, dreadful accidents often 
happen at this place. The (Jplour of the stones 
composing the group of Unlt^elstein is between 
black and brown ; its prismatic columns are of 
unequal length, but similar thickness : they 
.contain iron, and are very heavy, hard, and 
sonorous* The great quantity of slates* ibund 
in this country has intluced some to suppose 
that this basaltes was origina]lly formed wmL 
' slate. 



obstruction to the 
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Between Vvkel md the Seren M omUainSy tl^ 

Rhine forms another creek, and both hs banks 
es^hibit delightful landscapes. A number of 
Tillages are seen dispersed over the plain, the 
hills are covered with vineyards, and in the 
distance appear the seven mountains^ vehose 
majestic sommits seem to rise above the clouds. 
On the right are the villages of He tstery Scheuern^ 
and Rhcuibreitbach and on the left Obejwinier. 
Near Rheinbreitbach are two copper mines 
one of which, called Firneberg, or the ditch of 
St. Joseph^ is the most ancient on the banks of 
die Rhine. The oiher is eaUed Martenbourfi^. 
The village of Blieinhreithach is very pleasantly 
situated in front of a mountain, and the sur- 
roondrng coimtr j is very fertile. The wine pro- 
duced there b one of the best of those C£uled 
Bleichart. 

At this place the Rhine divides into two 
arms, between which is situated the island of 

Rolandswerder^ or Nonnen^erdery containing 
160 acres. At the top of a rock on the right ' 
may be seen the ruins of the old castle of 
Rolandseck ; the greater part of them are covered 
with ivy and brambles, excepting the side to- 
wards the Rhine, whidk is quite naked, and is 
remarkable for a very beautiful arch, in good 
preservation. It is said, that Roland, the ne-* 
phew of Charlemagne, bnilt this castle, in order 
to be near his mistress, who had become a mm 
at the convent situated in the island. The 
poet Schiller has made this the subject of 
one of his best ballads, entitled the Knight of 
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I'o^geabourgy placing, hower^r^ the scene in 
Switzerland. The prospects from the castle of 
Rolandseck are delightful. In order to reach 
these rains^ the trayeller must fir^t take the car* 
riage road, which passes over the mountain on 
the west side, and afterwards proceed hy a foot'^t 
path on the left^ that leads direct to the caalle^ 
across a defile covered with In^ambles. At the 
foot of the ruins is a ^mali hamlet. In the island 
o f RolandswerdeTy or Nannenii^erder^ is a smaH 
Tillage, containing 250 inhabitants^ and an an-* 
cient .convent of nuns. la \ l20, Frederick II. 



■ 
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converted into a splendid monasiery. The beau4 
tiful farm of Grafetiwerder is situated on the 
righty and is only separated from the island of 
Roland by a small arm of the Rhine*. Tb^ 
course of the river is extremely rapid, and the 
boatmen call this place Gotteshulfe (God'6 As* 
sistance). 

Between Rolands werder and the market-town 
of Honnefj sitnated on the other side^ thei«e wais^ 
formerly another isknd called the GrafBrns^rder^ 
which was joined to the right bank of tlie Rhine 
aome years back by the celebrated Wiebeking. 

The heights near Honnef contain sictaie ledl 
and copper mines j and at some distance from 
it is the village of Ronnesdorfj situated at the 
end of the Seven Monmains [Siebengebiiror^. 
These mountains, which extend as far as Konigs- 
.winter, derive their name from theseven highest 
smnmits of that chain of mountains whidi tei^ 
mjnates the great chain tliat crosses Thuringen, 
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die coatttry of Fitlcb^ and that of Wetter au, and 
passes to tiie Rhine. The highest of the seven 
mountains is the Drachenfels (Dragon s Rock)^ 
which rises in the form of a colossus on the 
hmaks of the riv^i% bearing the ruins of an 
ancient castle that has the appearance of a 
fine piece of architecture* The fiimily of* the

of this castle, became extinct in 1 580, and the 
castle then passed to Otto Waldpot of Bassen-' 
heim, in consequence of his mairiage with th^S 
daughter of the last of these counts. Another 
peaky called Mimehiimmerchen ^ forms the junc-^ 
lion between the mountain of Drachenfek and 
that called Wolkenhourg. The latter has the 
form o£a mutilated cone, and is 1482 £eet high. 
In former tones there was likewise a castle at 
the top of this mountain, which was often 
cayered with fogs and clouds, and thence der 
rived the name of Wolkenhourg (Castle of 
Clouds), It has now some extensive quarries. 
The stones taken from them are sent to Konigs*^ 
wintar^ aituated near this place, where they are 
cut , and whence they are called Konlgswintejp 
stones. Most of them are afterwards sent to 
Bonn, Cologne, Dusseldorf , etc. The castles 
of Wolkenhourg, Drachenfels, and Rolandseck, 
were burnt by. the Emperor Henry V. Arch- 
bishop Frederick I. of Ciologne rebuilt that of 
Wolkenhourg, in which he died. On tte right 
of the Drachenfels is the mountain of Strombergf 
which inclines towards the Rhine. It is like- 
wise, called PeftfTider^ (Peter^s mpuntam), a. 
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uasme wlueh it .reoeives ficvm a small cbapel 
situated there, and dedicated to St. Peter. Seve-* 
ral hermits of the order of St. Augustine esta-* 
blished .themselves on this mountain in 11 54 ; 
and in 1188, Archbidiop Philip of Heinsberg 
sent from the convent of Himmerode, in the 
£ifcl^ some monks of the order of Citeaox^ who i 
hpwevery abandoned this inhabitable moontain 
in a few years, and settled in the beautiful val- 
ley of Heisterbachy ia the .vicinity* 

Behind these three monntaina^ and a little . 
farther from the Rhine, are those called Lowen-^ 
A^rg (1896 feet high), Niederstrombergj or iVbn^ 
nenstrombefg, Oelberg (^821 feet in heisht), and 
jHemmerich, On all of them may stiU be seen 
the ruins of some old castles, many of which are . 
said to have heea built in 368, by the Emperor . 
'Valentinian. The castles of Lowenbourg and . 
Hemmerich were inhabited by the Lords of . 
Heinsberg. The .last of. this iwslrions finnily 
perished near Leghenlch, in a war against the 
JSishop of CQlogne^ and a crosa may still be 
seen at the spot where he died. 

The country beyond the seven mountains, on 
the .left bank of the Rhine^ presents new charms: 
the mer, .whose banks gradually rise, resembles 
a vast lake, in the waters of which, part of the 
houses of Oberwinter are. reflected, wnilst others 
are situated at some distance^ on the declivity 
of . a mountain behind this Tillage. Several 
delightful valleys appear on both sides, and tha 
whole scene is interspersed with,fiertil& fields. 
On the rigKtbank i$ Ko/tigswinter, situated at

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^fiootofihree lofty hills covered wMturineyard^^ 

From the top of these hiUs there is a fine pro- 
spect 9 the spectator may see Godesberg^ with 
ilaruins^ the towa oiBonn, and m clear weather 
the towa of Cologne, with its numeroiis steeples, 
f Jtvpni^swinter probably existed at the time 
when the JLm&Bror Y aleatinian estaUished some 
fortresses on me mowitaiii of Lowenbonrg and 
Stromberg. It is likewise said that the Romans 
haying been driven from this place in 446, by ft 
kii^ of the Franks^ the latter resided there 
several months in the winter, waiting to pass the 
Bhine> whence it received the name of Hibema 
Eegia. The inhabitants of Konigswiater are prin- 
cipally employed in making wine and cutting 
atpnes -y and they are considered very honest 
and industrious people. There are ten -large 
establishments for cutting stones, all of which 
make extensive exports annually. 
* The best km are, the Dracnenfek^ and the 
Maurer. 

If the traveller wishes to visit the $even 
Mountains, he had better make the excarsi6n 
from ivonlgswinter, taking with him a guide from 
that place. . The most extensive and interesting 
view is from the top of the Drachenfels, wheiw, 
at the place called P/atZj there is a small and neat 
house, surrounded by benches. The prospect is 



where there is a chapel, a peasant's house^ and 
^ome acres of arable land. 

Not far from Konigswinfter is the neat valley 
' tei^baoh^ with the rotns of a .(^urch and 
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abbey. The remains of these ancient buildings 
have been 8old> some years back^ and partly 
destroyed. 

Another neat valley extends to the foot of the 
Stromberg. At the extremity of it is the farm of 
Pfqffroih^ with a ddighlAd garden and pleasant 
promenades. 

A boat sets out every morning from Konigs- 
winter to proceed to Bonn, the fare for which fs 
three half-pence : if the whole of the boat is taken, 
it is (ifteen-pence. 

The trareller may likewise |;o frond this place 
to Cologne by embarking in the packet, which 
passes by every day in its way from Mayence. 
Boats likewise, laden with whie, fruit, stones, 
etc., often go to Cologne, Dusseldorf, Neufs^ and 
Wesel. 

At JBLonigswinter teminates the valley, pro- 
perly called the valley of the Rhine, which com- 
mences at Bingen. The mountains on each side 
recede considerably, and the bed of the Rhine 
becomes gradually wider. 

The traveller then sees on the right the vil- 
\tt&e^ of DoUmdx^rf and Oberkessel } behind 
which is the abbey of Siegbourg^ situated at the 
top of a hill three leagues distant. On the left 
is Mehiemj in the environs of which is the Ro- 
derbergj one of the most carious extinguished 
volcanos in the Lower Rhine. At some distance 
may be seen- the Tillages of JRomersdor/ and 
Plettersdorfy and still forther off appears the 
mountain of Godesbergj with the ruins of an 
ancient and strong castle of the Romans. Tbe 
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name of ibis mountain is noiderired, as manj 

pretend, from an ancient temple of the god 
Woden, or of Mercury,* but from the German 
word Goding, or Gaugericbt ; signifying a kind 
of court of joj^tice, which held it3 sittings during 
ike middle ages. These ruins, as is apparent in 
many places, are the remains of an old and strong 
castle of the Romans, which was probably built 
in the reign of the Emperor Julian. 

In 1200, Archhishep-Xheodaric of Cologne 
erected a new castle on the rnins of the old one. 
Archbishop Gebhard of Cologne placed a Dutch 
garrison there during the famous war which 
gave rise to his conversion to the Protestant 
religion, and his marriage with the beautiftil 
Countess of Mannsfeld. The trocps ot Bishop 
Ernest, of the house of Bararia, who was put in 
his place> bkw up the castle in 1595. The 
yiew from the top of the Godesberg is extremely 
^▼anried and deligiitfnl. 

At the foot of the mountain of Schlosherg is 
the village of Godesbef^, containing about 800 
inhaUtants, amongstwnom are several Greeks. 
At this place there is a fountain of mineral water 
csiiled DraitscherqueUe (fountain of Draitsch), 
which attracts much company. The arrange- 
ments made for its use are very convenient. .The 
inns are good, and the surrounding country is 
delightful. 

The distance from Godesberg to Boma is otte 

^ The first had no temples , and those of the god Mer» 
' .4C9iry are nol erected on mountains. 
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league aad a quarter. Oa ihe siile of the road 
may be seem w& Gross called HbchreiiZy a Gotliic 
monument that Archbishop Walk-am of Juilliers 
constructed in 1 350, with ^ome stones brought 
from* Drachenfek* Opposite the cross, about a 
quarter of a league from the road, is the village^ 
of FriesdorL at the foot of a beautiful range of 
hills, which extend from theGodesberg a consi** 
derable distance into the old department of the 
Boer. This fisLce is remarkable for the great 
alum workis in its vicinity. * M. Noggerath was 
the first who discovered that alum formed part 
of th^ manganese, of which there are large beds 
in the ground near this place. The road, on 
quitting Godesberg, follows, till within a quarter 
of a league of Bonn, the course of a rivulet, the 
banks of which are pkmled with trees, and it 
afterwards crosses several vineyards, as far as 
the gate of the town. The most remarkable 
amongst these is that called Fir/iea Dommiy 
where there is a neat little house, of an octagon 
form, which contains a good sized hall, and at 
which several arbours of vines meet. 
' Bonn, the fourth city on the banks of the 
Bhine, where ab Elector of Germany formerly 
resided, was at first a colony of the Ubians 
(.Ubii)« Drusus Germanicus erected a bridge 
there over the Bhine, and built a strong castle, 
which was enlarged by Julian. Tacitus and 
Florus mention it under the name of Bonna and* 
BannencmCastra, The Normans twice destroyed . 
this city by fire j but tha mother of Constantine 
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Gnat hmng erected- the Ifunsler there^ 

new streets were soon formed around this 
cburcb, and in 1240 Conrad of Uochstetlen sur- 
iHraraded the place with a waO. 

The history of Bonn recordsmany renoiarkable 
events. In 921 an interview took place on the 
Rhine at Bonn, between Heni^ the Ftmler and 
Charles the Simple of France, in which they 
contracted their ever memorable alliance. In 
942 a grand conncil was held there, under the 
presidency of Archbishop Wichfried. In the 
years 1254 — 1256^ the city entered^ into the 
Teutonic Hans ; and the EleMor Engeibert of 
Falkenbourg having been obliged to quit Co- 
logne in consequence of an insurrection of the 
iidiahitants of that city^ transferred his resi- 
dence to this place in 1268. The Emperor 
Charles IV. was crowned at Bonn^ by the Elec- 
ts WaUram. About the year 1583 a terrible 
war broke out, during which the greater part <rf 
the city was destroyed. The united troops of 
HolUndy Spain, and Austria laid siege to Bonn 
in 1675, and obtained possession of it ^ and in 
1689 it fell into the hands of Frederick III. of 
Brandenbour|[, who was afterwttrds the first 
King of Prussia. It surrendeMd in 1 703 to the* 
Duke of Marlborougli . In 1 7 1 7 the Elector 
Joseph Clement caused the fortifications on the 
east side of the town to he destroyed $ and laid 
the foundation of the castle, which was finbhed 
by his successor, Clement Augustus. 

The city of Bonn is not large, but it hw

inhabitants. The most remarkable buildings in 
the town are:^1. The ancient Castle. Its 
front oi^rloolL»-lfche most; beaultfal part of the 
environs, where may be seen on one side the 
'Rhiney with the Seven Mountains, and on the 
otlier the ctMdmting'hHb in fronC of Poppelsdoif . 
Beautiful walks, ornamented wiih fountains, lead 
to the Castle^ where there is a theatre, in which 
travelling companies occasionaUy play. In the 
court of one of the wings of the castle, called 
ikm ILatz, may be sem four Roman sepulchral 
stones, formhig part of a wall.~2. The Engliah 
Garden, which is laid out with gi*eat taste. The 
most interesting part of this garden is ^at where 
the Frenefa hare made a bastion, overlook^- 
ing the Rhine. From this spot there is a fine 
view of that rlver^ as well as of the delightfiii 
ceontry on its banks. In the distance appear 
the Seven Mountains, the Godesbcrg, and the 
Kreuzberg. — 5. The Church of the Miinsten The 
Empress Helena had eredted a temple on the 
spot where this church stands, but the present 
buUding appears to have been raised in the I2th 
century. In Uie interior- may Ias seen a bronze 

statue of this empress, and two bas-reliefs in 
white marble, one of which represents the birth, 
and the otfaiOTi the baptism of Jesus Christ. The 
moicientCfaureh of St. Martin, which wassituatedt 
on the side of the Miinster, and was probably 
built by the Romans, has been demolished.— 
4. The new Parish Church of St . Remi . It coAr 
tains a beautihil altar-piece, painted by J ohn 
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•Spidberg^ repewnlnig ihe iiaptisiii of Clod wig, 
or Louis, King of the Franks^ by St» Remi,— 
5. The Townhouse, built iu 173>. 

At Bonn there is a reading-^rooni) which' was 
established under the last elector, and is under 
yery excellent regulations. Every stranger can 
gain admission aiter he has been once introduced 
by a member of the society: This city likewise 
contains several fine buildings belonging to pri- 
vate persons; such as, the hotel of the Count 
Belderbusch, that i>f Gomit Metternich, that of 
Baron de Weich, the house of the family Gym- 
nich, the Post^bouse^ and several others. 

There are no handsome public squares at 
Boun^ but the most agreeable is that of the 
market^ which extends £rom the Town-house to 
the streelSternen8trai»e< In sununer it is the 
place for evening promenades. In the centre 
js a pyramid y with a tbuntaiu. The square of 
St« Remi takes that name from llie old churdi 
of St. Remi, which formerly stood there^ but has 
been demolished some years. It is likewise 
called the Squ^ore of the Romans ; a name that 
it derives from an altar, raised by the Romans to 
the goddess of victory , which may now be seen 
in the middle of this square, at the top of a rock 
formed by columns of basaltes. This monument, 
which is supposed by many learned men to be 
the true ara ubiorumj bears the following in- 
scription : 

Deae Vigtoriae Sacrum. 
On the left side is represented a man, armed 
with an axe and a knife; and on the right sidte 
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ift a youHg man^ faoldm^ in one hand a Vase 

with a handle, and m the other a small hasin. 
Above this figure is an urn and a second vase* 
*oii the last side are three dolphins^ and below 
them a bull, intended to he sacrificed. The fornf 
and sculptures of this altar, .the style in which 
it is finished, and the elegance of the characfers^ 
denote its Roman origin. Those who are ac- 
quainted . with antiquities will not hesitate to 
give it an equal rank with the altar of victory 
found at Lyons. M. Peck, the canon, made 
this interesting monument a present to his natal 
place. The otU^r pnbUc squares of Bonn' are, 
the Square of the Munster, and that called 
Yiereckplatz. On the first the tribunal^ called 
Coding, held its sittings in macient times. - 

The manufactories at Bonn are: — 1. A large 
mechanical cotton manufactory, belonging to 
Messrs* Frohwein^ Berg, and Heidel. It is 
situated iii an old convent of Franciscans, and 
the different machines made use of are put in 
motion by a large steam-engine. Three linndred 
and forty persons are empioyed in this mahn*- 
factory, and it produces weekly two thousand 
pounds of spun cottcm. The greater part of 
this cotton was form^ly sent to' France^ and 
now into Switzerland. A manufactory of tin 
vessels forms part of this establishment. — 
2. In an ancient convent of Capuchins is the 
manufactory of M. Werth. It supplies spun 
cotton, coarse cotton cloths^ and cotton hand- 
kerchief. Heroes are made use of to* give 
rootion to the spinning machines. — ^A third esta- 
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Uidbmeot of thb kind is that of-M. Falkenstieiii^ 
where sptm. ootlon^ as welA bb «olHm stoeLtngs 
and caps, are made. There are two other similar 
manidactories^ one belonging to the house of 
M. Wath, jun. and the other to that of Coppen- 
hagen. The latter formerly possessed anesta- 
hlishmeaft for bleaching Unen, the process of 
which was extremely qmck. T^MefiTeestablish^- 
ments occupy more than five hundred and fifty 
persons ; besides which Bonn has a manufactory 
of aUks, where ^are 60 or 70 looms. It has 
also another for excellent soap, two for snuff, 
and before the gate Sternthor, one for sulphuric 
MxAiy prepared aceevding^ to the process of 
Chaptal. 

The amateurs of antiquities may see at Bonn 
two Tery eurtoos o<dlecti0ns of Roman monn- 

meats. The first is that of the Canon M. Peck ; 
it contains the greater part of the antiquities 
which have been found at Bonn^ KaidLeimrim^ 
and Cologne. The proprietor, who is a very 
pleasant man, likewise possesses a considerable 
eollsotion of medds, engrayings, and ancient 
pictures. The second collection of antiquities 
IS that in the garden of Dr. Crevelt, who has 
likewise an interesting cabinet of natural lustory^ 
and a valuable library. 

There are numerous small collections of pic- 
tores at Bonn ; the princfaml of which are, those 
of M. Falkenstein and of the Count of Belder** 
husch . Some of the pictures are by Spagnoletti^ 
Mesquida, Jordans^ Dujardin, ete.

The esla^ 
blishment of M. Slmrock, who has a large col- 
lection ofmusic^ is one of the first in Germaoy^ 
. Anotfaer Tery remarLaUeestaUishmeni is that 
of M. Ch. Noggerath and Son, who trade in 
minerals, where the naturalist will find many 
things worthy of abservatioik 

Inns. Tlie Star, the Angel, the Carp, the 
Hotel of tlxe Court of Cologne^ and the Hem 
|[^eUar* 

The most interesting objects in the environs 
of Bonn are the following : 

The Casile of P^jffpd^idorfj or Ckummruhe^ 
with its garden, a quarter of a league from the 
town. The way to it is by a walk of chesnnt* 
txeesj from the end of the garden of the eoiot*' 
The greater part of the castle has been destroyed, 
and the garden has suffered considerably. Close 
to this .eastle is the village €if Poppelsdorfy the 
lionses of which' extend as &r* as the mountain 
of Kreuzberg. It has a manufactory of china 
and porodakiy whieh is worthy of obsenratkm. 
M. Wagner, of this place, has a fine coUectioa 
of pictures and engravings. 

Behind Poppelsdorf is the mountam of Kreua^ 
iergj with a delightfid walk, of fir-trees leading 
to its summit. The convent oi Sen^itenklosterf 
which was situated here, has heen demolished ; 
bnt there may stillvbe seen a superb ebnrefa| 
Avilh a marble staircase; and a .ceiling oma- 
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meii^ with -eieeileiit paintings. The view at 

the Seven Mountains from this place Is remark- 
ably grand . On this mountain theElector Fre- 
derick William of Brandenbourg established his 
head- quarters in 1689, during the siege of the 
town of Bonn. 

A pretty valley extends to the foot of Poppels- 
dorf : it leads to Roiichefiy where there was for- 
merly a beautiful hunting-seat, called Herzogs- 
freude y which was sold by the French and de-^ 
stroyed. Some peasantsl bills now occupy the 
spot. • 

. Another pretty promenade in the environs of 
Bonn is that leading to llie nursery,' the way to 

which is by a walk from the court garden. The 
traveller will find at the farmer's who resides 
there^ refreshments of every kind. Not £air 
irom this place is situated the village of Ender-^ 
nfch^ the environs of which are very delightful. 
At this viUage may be seen the collection of pic-* 
tures and engravings of the Canon M. Roth, 
and an establishment of rural economy, in the 
Dutch style, belonging to.M. Quink. 
• The traveller should likewise visit Roisdorfj 
situated a league from Bomi, at the foot of the 
mounlatn which extends as fiir as BriihL It has 
a castle and a spring of mineral water, which is 
preferable to. that of Godesberg^ on account of 
the carbonic gas it' contain^ being mor6 con* 
densed. 

The traveller may also observe^ that in the 
environs of Bcmn-the Rhine takes quite a dif«* 
fewnt direction from what it did formerly. An 
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arm of this river ran parallel with the mountaios^ 
and {massed near Poppelsdorf and Kepenich^ 
where arable lands are now seen. From the 
appearance of this arm, it is supposed to have 
separated from the Rhine in the vicinity of 
Godesberg, and rejoined this river near Briihl. 
On the banks of this ancient arm of the Rhine 
were situated two places, which are still im- 
portant^ namely^ the village ofTransdorf (village 
of Trajan, vH/a or castrum Tr€9fam)f and the 
smalltown of Bruhl above mentioned. Transdorf 
is situated about a league from Bonn^ and the 
Rhine is now more than a leagi]^ distant* Trajan, 
who was at Cologne with his legions at the time 
of his election to the empire^ probably built be- 
tween this town and Bonn several strong eastles, 
which bore his name. At Transdorf may still be 
seen the remains of a tower, and several other 
works eoiistructed by the Romans. It is also 
very possible that many other monuments are 
concealed beneath the groaiid, aocumulated by 
the Rhine, and are too low to be discovered by ' 
the plough. 

The smalltown of i3r/V/B/(i(rt>iZum or BraUum) . 
is situated in a beautiful country, two leagues 
farther, and is now so distant from the Rhine 
that that river is scorcely visible from it. , The 
Roman road from Cologne to Treves probably 
passed l)y this place. It contains about 2,000 
inhabitants. Archbishop Engelbert of Falken- 
boui^ having been driven from Cologne, came to ^ 
reside at this place in 1262. Sigefroy of Wester- 
bourg, wishing to shelter the town from the

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altadbs made hj the inbabitants of Cologa^ 

erected in 1 284 a strong castle , in the construe- 
turn of which he employed the remains of the 
fHicient fort established by the Romans. - 

The Elector Gebliard of Mannsfeld trans- 
ferred his residence to this place. This town 
suffered nu>st in the time of Arohbishop Geb* 
hardy of the house of Truchess ; for his enemies 
laid siege to it, and pillaged it ia various attacks., 
The famous Cardinal Masarine found an asylnm 
m the present castle after he was dri'ven from 
France. In 1 725 the Elector Clement Augustus 
laid the foundations of the superb palace of 
Augusttebonrg, which has been finished by Max 
Frederick. This castle is situated at the foot

the direction of that river for two leagues. Its 
situationiis charming^ and the surrounding coun^ 
Wy is as beautiM as- it is fertile. Above the 
staircase of this castle are ceilings ornamented 
with excellent pictUBres^ by Anducci and Carnioli. 
The finest taste has been displayed in the deco«« 
ration of the interior, where beauty and utility 
may be seen united. In the environs of the 
eastle are large raserviotrs of waier, beaoitifiil 

walks, pretty groves, and a park abounding with 

fame. In this park is an elegant Chinese pavi«^ 
on. A walk of linden-trees leads into the 
forest, in which is situated the hunting seat of 
F aikanlust^ ornamented with a terrace* 
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FOURTH EXCURSION.

FROM BONN TO AIX-LA-CHAP£LLE^ 'AND 

TO SPAA. 

If the traveller intends to visit these two towns^ 
be should proceed to ihem from Boiiii,aDcl return 
£rDm Atx-^la*Cbapelle to Cologne. There are no 
relays on the road from Bonn to Duren; and, if 
the traveller i» going in a carnage^ be must hir^ 
borses al Bonn. 

Three leagues from Bonn is JRheinhach. The 
road pa^ through a delightful and fertile 
eountry, iirbere hills^ woods and arable lands 
countnbute to vary the scenery. Rheinbach is 
a neat little town, which Archbishop Conrad of 
Hocfastetten made a present to the chapter of 
Cologne, The remains of a Roman aqueduct 
may still be seen there. ^ > - 

r rom this place the traveller proceeds to 
Mechernichf and to the mountain of B/eyberg^ 
where the amateurs of mineralogy may find 
nmn^na objects to gratify thdr curiosity. This 
mountain commences a little below Roggendorf^ 
extends on the right side in a direction from 
north to soutb, for die space of a league, and 
terminates on the south side, together with the 
great chain of which it forms a part^ Its 
breadth ia no where mere than the distance df 

two gun shots, and its surface being entirely 
naked^ without either trees or brambles^ U 
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resembles a bed of sand. The nortbern extre- 
mity ol' the mouutain is covered with peaks of 
rocks^ which are mixed with lead. On the 
other side of these rocks is a large forest, which 
seems to form a natural border round Bleyberg^. 
The mineral^ found in large quantities in this 
mountain for some centuries^ consists of black 
and rough lead, contained in a bed of very fine 
white sand^ and so hard that it can only be 
broken hy a hammer. The pigs of lead made 
in the neighbouring foundries weigh from 100 
to 1 50 pounds. The workmen are very civil, 
and the traveller will, no doubt^ see with plea- 
sure the different processes in the mine. He 
should not omit to visit the great aqueduct; 
and whilst waitings he may' send the carriage 
and horses to Kommerrij half a league distant, 
where there is a good inn. If the traveller 
commences by viewing the establishments of 
the &mtly of Meinerzhag, he will proceed frmi 
the foundry, situated in the Miihlengasse, to 
the establishment of M. Abels, in the same 
place. 

The traveller afterwards follows the course of 
the rivuletBleybach, in order to reach iS[a/i3//i^r/7, . 
which is a quarter of a leagne distant. The 
water of this rivulet contains so large a quantity 
of arsenic, that it produces death on animak 
which drink it. 

The amateurs of antiquity may likewise see 
in the vicinity a Roman aqueduct, called itcK 
merkanal. The shortest road to it passes 
through Mechernich to the mill of Vtyer^ 
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wHohlmiikkj wbere the traveller must procinre 
a guide. After baTing passed thi^ mill, he 
proceeds towards the wood on the moiintaiii« 
At the entrance of the vo€m1 appears anopening 
that forms the descent to the interior of the 
aqueduct, which is a canal three feet in hreadth, 
and foup or five feet in height. The bottom 
of the panal is formed of stones^ and oer 
mented in places where the water would es- 
cape. The arch rests on each side on a wall 
fowteen inches thick. The work is perfecdy 
regular, and seems to be formed of only one 
piece. The roof^. when seen from the inside, 
appears to be formed of six os seven rows of 
stones, the joints of which may be distinctly 
seen on the outside*. The interior of tlie ca« 
nal is very neat and polished* The di£Eerent 
parts hold so strongly together, that it is ex- 
tremely difficoiit to detach any pieces. This 
aqueduct is recovered with i,ov 2 | £aet of 
earth, and on its sides are beeeb-trees and 
oaks. It passes by mountains and across 
meadows and arable land, and is always at the 
same level* It even fdlows the bends formed 
by the chain of mountains where the turn is 
nql^^too great, and in that case cuts the angles 
in a right line, by passing over pillws and 
bridges. It is supposed that 'it terminates by 
djyiding into two arms^ one of which extends a 
eoasiderable distance into the Electorajks of 
Treves. 

:>^The reasons which induced the Romans to 
establish an aqueduct in the middle of a country^

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where waier is to plentifol^ are not kttovm; 

It is now tlie resoiL of f xes, badgers, and 
someliiiies of woItcs^ which conceal their youBg 
in il* ' 

If the traveller is going by a carriage, he 
will be obliged to take^ on quitting Kommerni 
the road of Ziilpieh ( die ancient TtUpetUm and 
Tolblucum), which is two leagues distant. The 
town and its environs are celebrated in the 
history of Germanj. It was here that Clodwtg, 
King of %he Franks, obtained in 496 that great 
victory over the Germans, in consequence of 
which he received bapti^ : it was nere that 
Theodoridiy &ing of Anstraria^ threw KingHei*- 
mannfred of Bohemia from the top of a wall; 
an4 it was here, also^ that the decisive battle 
between* the two broiliersy Theudobert of Aaa-» 
tra^ia, and Theudoric of Burgundy, took place 
in 612. Ziilpieh afterwards experienced va« 
rioQS dianges. Its ehurdbes are particularly 
worthy of observation. In the environs of the 
town, which are very fertile^ thece are some 
delightfol places. 

Anotlier very interesting road is that which 
leads to NiedeggeUf three leagues from Kom« 
mem, and two and a half firmfi Diiren. The 
most remarkable object is the remnant of an 
ancient strong castle, where there is a well of 
extraordinary depth, md a cavern. In the lat^ 
ter, a bishop of Cologne was long detained a 
prisoner j and at the altar that may he seen in 
it, he performed mass. The situation of this 
easile at the top of a perpendicular rodL, ren^ 
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ders the access to it impossible; The side to- 
wards the town^ nrhich is not so steep, was de* 
fended by several fortifications. A subterra- 
neous passage, which led into a distant wpod, 
Comittenced at the well aboTe mentioned^ and 
.the entrance of it is still visible. ' ^ '' ^' 

From the top of these ruins there is a fine 
prospect of the /raflejr, watered by theHoery 
The rocks on both siaes of this river have a sin^ 
gular appearance. Their whole surface is co- 
yered with small pebbles^ and such other ob- 
jects as are usually found at the bottom of 
rivers; and although these rocks rise some 
hundred feet above the level of the Roer^ they 
are undermined by its watei9.~Ther6 is a good 
inn at Niedeggen, kept by M. Frommartz. 

Diirefiy likewise called Deureftj is a small 
and tolerably well-built town^ situated in the 
ancient duchy of Jiiilliers, and containing 4,700 
mhabitants. The surrounding country is very 
fertile ; and not far from this place flovirs the 
Roer, the waters of which put in motion a great 
number of corn^ paper, and saw mills, as well 
as many others, -whete there are forges and 
foundries. Besides these, the town has several 
large brandy distilleries, conducted in tlie Dutch 
style ; and ilkaiiy impbrtant manufactories of 
cloth, where all the operations are performed b^ 
mechanism. A considerable trade in corn is. 
carried'dH^tt'diis place, and the cultivation of 
lands and gardens is in a high state of per-' 
fection.^^^*^^ ' 

The steeple of the church of Ste. Anne 
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commands an extensire prospect. The Serem 

Mountaius, and more than one hundred of the 
surrounding towns and villages^ may be seen 
from it. 

Duren has two good inns,— the hotel of the 
Palatine Court, and that of the City of Co- 
logoip. The coin current at Diiren, and in its 
environsy as far as Aix-la-Ghapelle, is that of 
Cologne. The coins of France and those of 
Brabant pass here for two risdales, or 60 stiiber 
(60 pence). At Bonn the traveller should ex- 
change all his small coin, such as Kreuzer ai^d 
-Fetermannchen, which no longer pass on the 
route he is following. 

Half a league from Diiren , at the end of the 
wood, is iiie CQnren%Qi Scfui^arzenbruch, where 
there is a maaufiictorj o£ vitriol, which is ob- 
tained from peat. The convent Is a very neat 
building, and has anelee;ant church. The peat 
is procured from tremmes; which are situated 
just below die convents 

On c{uitting Duren the traveller retakes- the 
post road, and half a league from this plaae 
veaches the village of Langerwehr, situated, on 
the IVehrbach. The greater part of its inhabi- 
tants subsist by middng pots for butter^ which 
are sent to different parts of Europe. 

Two leagues from Langerwhdip is Eschweiler^ j 
where the diligence arrives about three o^clock 
in the afternoon. Travellers generally alight at 
the inn kept by M. Riefelstein, where may be 
seen a room decorated with fodsils^ petrifactions^ 
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' and other curiosities firom the mines in the 

country. 

If the traycller wishes to see the coal-pits of 
this place, and the diffierent machines used in 
them, he must take a guide to conduct him to 
StoUbergr where he may pass the night without 
reHiming to £schweiler. At this place he will 
find a good inn kept by M.|Hissel, where a 
society meets every evening, formed by rich 
brass-workerSy called JLiqifermeister^ to distin- 
guish them from the iron-workers^ who arecdled 
Keathmeister^ or Reithmeister. These persons 
are very agreeable} and if the traveller becomes 
acquainted withthem^ he will be enabled to yi&w 
their manufactories and establishments with 
greater iaciiity and coBTcnience the next day« 
These establisninentsconsist of foundries, where 
brass is made by mixing copper with calamine ; 
of cylindrical nuUs^ where the brass is extended 
into thin sheets; of worlLshops^ where, by meaiis 
of beating, vessels of every description are ma- 
uufactured ; and, lastly^of miUs^ where the differ* 
ent kinds of brass wire are prepared • The sale 
of these articles is immense, and they are sent 
into every country in Ffprope, but more pafticu^ 
larly to France, Spain, andPortugal. 

In this place likcAvise there is a glasshouse, 
wbich is worthy of observation. CoaJs are used 
to meli the glass^ which is of a middluakg qual ity. 

The market town of Stollberg, which contains 
1900 inhabitants, is situated on the Yicht, in the 
«^tre of a derightful valley. The houses of the 
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workmen aire some of them isolaled^ mA others 

form groups, surrounded by gardens, walks^ 
pond^^ and meadows^ which may he seen in dif- 
ferent parts of the rtdley for a leagae 8 distaRCe* 
The three churcKes, belonging to three dififerent 
sects of Christian believers^ are situated on three , 
s^arate liUb^ ahoi^ which appeal^ an old caatle 
in rains^ that has a very picMresque appearaiiee4 
This place owes its rapid increase to the Pro- 
testant refugees whom persecution had driven 
from France; 4hey first settled at Aix^la^ 
Chapelle, where, however, they were not long 
tolerated^ and whence they retired to this valley^ 
m which they are allowed their own mode of 

worship. 

. A league from StoUb^g, near Gressenigf is a 
tomb^ on the side of iheroad^ vrhieh deserves to 
be denoted by a monument, as it is the spot 
where love gave a fine trait of its constancy till 
deadi. A yonng Frenchmaii^who was jostniaru 
ried, served under the colours of Dumouriez. 
His wife followed him through all the dangers of 
war^ and was continually with him , The army, 
however, beginning to retreat, and this ymmg 
female not being able lo walk as fast as the 
Other fugitives^ her husband and herself endea** 
Toured to avoid the enemy, by taking the cross 
roads and forests. Whilst following the steps of | 
her husband^ she suddenly perceived behind a 
thicket an Austrian sharpshooter, on the point 
of firing, and she had only time to throw herself 
into the arms of her husband, when the gun was 
tired, ami both pierced by the same ball, fell 
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dead to the ground. A budi on die side of 

the road shades the tomb of this unfortunate 
couple. 

Two leagues from StoUberg is Aix-la^Ghaw 

. PELLE. The road passes through woods, arable 
lauds and pasturages. The traveller need not, 
however^ proceed by the ordinary roule^. wbidh 
passes by the mill of Buschmiihle, but may take 
a guide to conduct him to the place called 
Munsterpumpe* this plaee lives in relire- 
ment, a man who may be said to rival the sages 
oi' antiquity. His name is Deberghes. The 
nafturalisi will bo surprised to hear him speak mi 
mineralogy, and to view his choice coUectio us 5 
the mathematician will admire ^i\s accurate 
luaawledjge of medhames ; and the friend of the 
fine arts will be charmed with ibe prodoetions of 
his peucil : but all must render homage to his 
amiable modesty and dignity, which are wholly 
devoid of affectation. 

One of the traveller's first wants on reaching 
AiXrla-ChapeUe^ is to iind a cheap and common 
dioos lodging. If be doesiiiot mmd ei:pense, he 
may lodge at M . Dubith's, or at the hotel of the 
Golden Dragon, where he will be extremely well 
attended. There are, however, many good inns, 
where he ms^ live at a cheaper rate, such as the 
Hotelof thePutch Court, the Great S. Mar tin j 
in the street of Cologne, llie Hotel of Heuken^* 
and particularly that of the Palatine Court, kept 
by Van Gulpen* The diligences from Cologne, 

litiege, &c.^ stop at Heukens, and at,the Hot^ 

of the Dutch Court* 
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Strangeriesperieiice rety Ittdeiaomyettt eoee 

iBrom the police of Aix-la - Chapelle j and the j 
may easily obtain information from the master 
of the hold where they lodge^ respecting pass- 
ports, &c. 

Those who are going to rebide in this town 
some months^ had better hire a lodging in a 
private house, which may be easily procured* 
Convenient, and even elegant , apartments may 
he obtained for thirty -eight crowns a moiidi. 
It will not be adrisabfe to include in the^agree- 
ment any trifling services that may be required, 
but make an arrangement with the servant of the 
honse for them. The traYeller ma^ breakfest in 
the house where he is lodging, and dine and sup 
at thiQtable dhSte. Those who vrish to be frugal 
may procure their dimier at a restaurateur's , 
where they may have for thirty solas five or six 
dishes^ which are sufficient for two persons. 

The coins current at Aa»la*^Chapelle are 
tuarks^ six of which make a florin, nine a shiU 
ling, eighteen a franc, and fifty-four a risdale. 
Aix-la-ChapeUe^ according to the last astrono^ 
nttcal obseryations made by Tranchot, in 1 804, 
is 3** 44' 57'' 5''' longitude from the observatory 
at Paris, and 50? 4T 8" 8'" latitude. The dis- 
tance from Cologne is fourteen leagues, from 
Liege ten, from Spaa, seven, fromMaestrichtsix^ 
and from Paris about one himdred . The city is 
situated between the Rhine and the Mouse, in 
the middle of a delightful valley, bordered by 
a range of hills, which rise with a very gentle 
slope. Thes^ hilkhave a charming appearance. 
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and are not sufficiently Ingli to confine the pros- 
pect* Their sides are very well cultivated. The 
most elevated amongst tkese hills is that called 
Louisbergj or Mount St. SalmtoTj which is situ- 
ated to the north of the town^ aud protects it 
agaiost the winds from that quarter. - Fi*om its 
summit there is a fine view of the town and the 
surrounding CQUUtry, which is interspersed wi(|i 
couiitry««hous^ and villages for several leagues 
distance. This hill is a great mass of sand, 
mixed with; some beds of argillaceous and cal- 
careous stones ; it contains sdso petrified shells^ 
as well as other petrifections. The mountains 
on the south of the town gradually rise, the soil 
is less fertile, and the country is interspersed 
with woods. These mountains are connected by 
branches to that great chain of mountains known 
under the name of Ardennis, Eliel, andcouutry^ 
of Montjoye. • The city of Aix-la-Gfaapelle is 
consequently situated at the foot of these moun- 
tains : Uke country at the distance of a league 
on.th^ east and north becomes gradaally flatter, 
and forms the fertile plains and rich com-*fields 
of the duchy of Juilliers. 

The ground in the immediate vicinity of the 
city Is a mliLlure of pebbles and clay^ and is partly 
rich earth, and partlv sand. The latter, which 
is veary fine^ reseuwes sea sand, and is said to 
contain marine salt,' Sulphureous pyrites is found 
in large quantities in the environs^ as well as 
coaIs. Another production of .this connlary is 
calamine. Some distance from the city ^ere 
are llke^v.ise soiiie m^Ines of iron and lead, quarr 
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ries of calcareous stone, several kinds of potters* 
clay, one of which is an excellent fullers' earthy 
thai 18 made use of in cloth maua&ctories. 

The mountains in the environs of Aix4a-Cha- 
pelle are composed of calcareous stone. This 
stone appears on the sm*faoe of the ground near 
Bursclieid, and in the vrhole district from tliat 
place to Cornelius Munster ; in the environs of 
the latter there are some fine quarries. 

Above this calcareous stone is ^ mass of grey 
sandy stone, intersected with veins of coals and 
slates. On these slates may be seen beautiful 
impressions of plants. 

Aix-la-Chapelle contains more than 2,100 
houses, and about 26^000 inhabitants. An old 
chronicle mentions, that in 1S87 there Was a re- 
view, in which 19,8.26 citizens were capable of 
beating arms, exclusive of the young men who 
were not married. Most part of the inhabitanis 
are Catholics, and informer times were not con- 
sidered the most tolerant. The Lutheram and 
tfaeProtestants hayemnvplaces of worship there. 

Part of the inhabitants Mtend entirely to the 
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which is planted, and is frequently exported, 
although the greatest part is consumed in the 
city. Another class of inhabitants^ which is the 
most considerable^ is that of the manufacturers 
and merchants, whose establishments derivcct 
great benefit from the French governmrat. The 
third and last dass is that of tradesmea of every 
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descr iptioDy who profit considerably by theinflux 
of fiilrangers. 

. The principal manufacl cries are those of cloth 
and kerseymere, belonging to Van Houtem, 
ILeUeter, Braf , and others^ The next in rank is 
the needle manufiictory of Paislor, Stortz^ and 
Co., and the pin manufactory of Jecker and 
brother^ now belonging to the house of M igeon 
and Ghervier^ where artificial machines are 
employed. 

- The language of the inhabitants is an abomi^ 
nable jargon o£ Germany Flembh, French^ and 

Dutch, although it is spoken in the first society^ 
in this city. 

> Within a few years the city has been much 
embellished, but Aix-la-Chapelle Is still far from 
being a beautiful place. The best street, which 
18 caUed CompesDdth,ris only two or three him^ 
dred paces long ; and the street of the Gapiichlns, 
and those of Adalbert, Cologne, - and liuchel^ 
can only be considered as of a middling* siz^. 
The market-place is a ver y pretty square, oxiia- 
mented with a beautiiul fountain and a bronze 
statue of Charlemaigne, on the side of which are 
two black eagles.' Charlemagne and the eagles 
are looking towards the Townhouse (the ancient 
palace of this emperor ), where the Prussian 
ei^le may now be seen. 

The most remarkable buildings are, — 1 . The 
Tawahouse. I t was on the ruins of an old and 
strong castle of the Romans 'that llie kings of 
the Franks erected the palace in which Charle- 
magoe was borin. This palace was d^troyed 
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with the town by the Normans^ in 882; Otto III. 
rebuilt it in 993 : and the last repairs were made 
in the 14th ceittary^ when it was cfaangedinto a I 
Townhouse. One of the towers appears to be ' 
of. Roman origin. The large arched halls are | 
* ornamented with paintings and seulpturie, wMeh 
are well worthy of observation ; hnt the most 
remarkable object is the Coronation Hall, where . 
may be seen the portraits of all the ambassadors 
who were assembled at the Congress held here 
in 1748 — 2. The Church, of the Munster. Be- 
tween the years 796 and 804, Charlemagne 
erected in bis natal town a beautiful church, 
dedicated to the Yirgin, which was richly or-^ 
namented with gold and silver. The gates ; 
were of bronze. Blocks of marble, and clever ' 
ai'tists in mosaic work, were brought from Rome 
and Ravenna, and the whole was under the 
direction of Eginard. The form of the temple 
was antique^ namely^ ^ rotunda supported by 
pillars, in the eiphrasure of which were thirty- 
two columns, with Corinthian chapiters. The 
church ^vas consecrated with great ceremony 
by Pope Leo III. in 804. It was necessary 
that 365 archbishops and bishops should attend 
this consecration but as there were two want- 
ing of this number, it is pretended that two 
bishops of Tongres, who had been dead along | 
time, and buried at Maestricht, suddenly appear- 
ed, assisted at the ceremony, and as suddenly 
disappeared after the benediction had been 
given. This superb church was much injured / 
oy the Mormans^ in 882^ but was repaired and 
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enlarged in the next century by Olto III. A part 
of it was consuined by fire in 1236, and in 1 558 
aplainbut noblechoir^withayery lofty reof, was 
added to it. In1566it was again injured by Grc. 
The columns of this temple were taken away by 
the French during the reTolution, and carried to 
Paris, but part of them were restored. The 
interior of the cupola of the bid dome is oma^ 
mented with sculptures andpaintings, which are 
well worthy of obserration, but of recent date. 
In the centre of the church is the tomb of Char- 
lemagne, who died at Aix-la-Ghapelle in 814, 
with this plain inscription, Carohmagno. AboTC 
this tomb is an enormous crown of silver and 
copper gilt, suspended by a chain to the ceiling. 
It was a p^sent of Frederick the Great, and is 
used as a chandelier, in which forty-eight wax 
lights may be placed. 

Besides many old pictures, the Miinster cotk* 
tains the following curiosities : a. A stone seat, 
on which many of the emperors have sat at their 
coronati<Hi. Itismadeofwhitemarble, without 
any ornaments, and is situated in that part of 
the church called Hochmiinster^ on a pedestal 
with six steps. During the ceremony of coro* 
nation, it was eustomary to cover it with plates 
of gold, which are still preserved with other 
curious things in the sacristy of the church. 

The curiosities just mentioned, and the 
reliques called the small reliques in the sacristy. 
Strangers may see them by giving a small re- 
compense to the keeper. Ambngst them is the 
scull and the arm bones of Charlemagne^ con-r 
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tained id a valuable diest ; a goUeji cross^ abont 

two iuches long, ornamehted with precious 
sloaes, and with a piece of wood from C^hrist s 
cross (it is said tbai Ghariiemagiie always car- 
ried this cross with him, and that it accompanied 
kim.to the tomb) ; also the bunting born of tbis 
emperor, made of ebony, and ornamented Willi 
gold. This.churcli likewise conlains many other • 
reliques, which, for tbe dignity of Cbristianity, 
ought- not to be retained} sucb as the girdle of 
Jestts Christ, witb the impression of Gonstan- 
tine's seal j the girdle of tne Virgin j the cord 
made use of to bind Jesus Christ ; a piece of 
Aaron^s rod } and some of tbe manna from tbe 
wilderness, as well as the great reliques (the linen 
in which Christ's body was wrapped up, and the 
eloth on which John tbe Baptist was bdieaded). 
These great reliques, which are kept in a very 
costly ^chest, are only shown to the public once 
in seveii^ years. Tbeir exhibition^ w hick IS open 
fifteen d[ays, formerly attracted an immense 
number of pilgrims from every part of £urope, 
and a chronicle of Aix*4a4!UiapeUe mentions, 
that in 1 492, 1 42,000 persons attended in asingle 
day, and that when the ceremony was termi*- 
nated, 80,000 gold florins were found in the box • 
In the Miinster likewise are the small symbols 
of the Germanic empire, namely, a book of tbe 
ETangelists, the sword of Charlemagne, and 
some earth sprtid[.led with, the ' bloc»l of St. 
Stephen the Martyr, etc. 

In a niche before the principal gate of the 
Miinster,. ia aafae-wolf of bronse, plaeed on the 
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rlglit, aud ontlieleft is a piiie-apple of the same. 
From the apertures m mese figures^ it is sup^ 
posed that tney were once foiiatains.---»-5. I'ne 
Church of the Franciscans, where there is a fine 
altar-pieoc by Rubens^ representing the descent 
from the cross. This picture had likewise been 
carried to the museum of Paris^ but was after* 
wards restored. 

The only other piibiic building worthy of ob-* 
servation is the Redoutensaal. 

The springs of warm water, for which Aix- 
la-Ghapelle has been many years celebrated^ are 
some of them situated in the city itseU> and 
Others at the market- town of Burscheid, in its 
vicinity* Tho^e are likewise at Ai^-^la-^hapdle 
and'its enrirons, several springs, of cold mineral 
water, which contain particles of iron. A similar 
Spring in the interior of the town , is that at the 
place called Driesch, the tesemU»iceof wbich ^ 
to the water of Pouchon, at Spaa, has procured 
it the name ol' Spaabrunnen ( fountain of Spaa) . 
, There are ttx springs of mineral water in the 
interior of the town* Three of these, called the 
upper sprii^s^ contain not only more mineral 
substanfies^' iiarticidarly sulphur^ but the water 
is much more abundant and warmer than the 
others; they are situated in Buchel- street, in 
buildings occupying the innde of a court, and 
at a short dtstmee hma esxb oiher . The 'three 
Othersprings, denominated inferior springs, rise 
feomthe^roundin alow^tuation, hv<e hundred 
paces .frdmi the firsts called BrumienatFasse 
(street of fountaios), or Komphausbad. « 
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. The first and best, namely, the Imperial spring, 
is situated nearly In tl}e centre of the town, at ^ 
the foot of a hill, ibrming; the market-place of / 
Aix-Ia-Chapelle, whence it issues from the clefts ' 
of a rock, in the interior of the iinperial hath. 
A cistern walled round receives the water from 
this spring . The vapours which it emits, if en- 
closed for some time, deposit a large quantity 
of pure sulphur^ called. Baschwefel ( sulphur of 
tfaebathj. 

- The bathing-houses situated on the Buehel, 
which contained the upper springs, are called, — 
1, The Imperial Bath.— 2, The New Bath,— 5. 
The Queen of Hungary's Bath^ formerly called 
Small Bath.~4. St. Quirin's Bath. The bathing- [ 
houses containing the lower springs, are, — 1^ 
The Bath of Herrnhad.-^2, The Bath of Rosen- 
bad, which derives that appellation from its first 
possessor, named Rosen. — -3. The Poor's Bath, 
likewise called K.omphausbad. All these have 
accommodations for shower baths* Vapour 
baths are only to be found at the upper baths^ 
^s the lower ones have not the necessary de- 
gree of heat. These bathing-houses likewise 
contain very convenientroomsforpersons taking 
the waters. 

The mineral fountain, tlie waters of which are 
fit to drink, is situated behind the building { 
called the If ew Redoubt^ an^ may be visited in 
the bathing season from six till nine o'clock. 
The water, however, ofthe imperial fountain has 
been more generally used lately, and may b^ j 
procured during tbe whole day. ' | 
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The depfik of a bath is from four to five feet, 

and its walls are formed of massive stones in llie 
style of the Romans. The bathing-rooms are 
most of them arebed ; they haye sufficient li^ht, 
and an opening for the egress of the steam. 
Near the baths are small rooms^ with beds and 
chimneys. ^ 

In the environs of Alx-la-Chapelle are several 
springs of cold mineral water. One of them, 
which rises in the forest of Burscbeid, not far 
from Drimborn, at the place called Haidbend, 
forms part of a beautiful English garcjen, toge- 
ther with a building for the accoibmodation of 
persons taking the waters. 

The diversions at these baths are similar to 
those at every otber establishment where many 
people meet. A wandering company of players 
perlbrms there during the summer. In the balh- 
ingrhouse of Romphaus are two large halls, 
where balls and concerts are offcen given. 

In the environs of the city are several charm- 
ing promenades. The ancient ditch round the 
town has been filled np from the gate of St. 
Adalbert, as far as that ot Sandkuliltorj and 
planted with trees and shrubs. Persons like- 
wise freqisently go in the afternoon to the gar- 
den of Catcheuburcli , before tlie gate of St. 
•Adalbert, and to thatof ilobens^ before the gate 
of G>logne, to take colTee. The first of these 
gardens contains a cassino. Not far from this 
place are two other places of amusement, 
namely, .the farms of Kirberg and Baber, to 
which many persons resort on particular days m 
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the week. The toad leading lo them is very 

pleasant. 

At some distance is the establishment of baths 
in Ae forest of Burscheid. It belongs ta M. 
Van Aussem, a very pleasant nian^ who has col- 
lected at this place a cabinet of natural history, 
and other curiosities well worthy of observation. 

The most delightful. promenade^ however, is 
that presented by the Louisberg^ a height situ- 
ated near the city ^ and forming the central point 
of the plain in which it is situated. The beau- 
tiful prospect from it has been described. A 
very difficult ai^ expensive undertaking has 
been conmienced here several years back ; it is 
to change this height into an English garden by 
planting shrubs. The soil and situation, indeed, 
oppose the execution of this enterprise, 'but the 
attempt is likely to be successful. In front of 
this height, towards the dty, is a neat assembly- 
house, with a beautiful round hall and.a terrace, 
which commamls a fine view. The French 
engineers^ who measured the country in 1 804, 
diosethe top of this hei^t as one isH iheir trigo- 
nometrical points. This spot has been desig- 
nated by a beautiful pyramid of hewn stone^ 
with several iasonptions describing tte various 
heights, &c. Thepyramid was overturned when 
the country was occupied by the allies^ but has 
been since re-erected. 

The market-town of Burscheid ( Porcetum^ 
Borcette), ia the vicinity of Aii4a-Chapellej 
deserves a particular description. It is situated 
before, the gate Marscfaierihor^ five hundred

paces from the town, on the declivity of a hill, 
so that the principal street descends with a yery 
steep slope into the yalley. This valley etlencfs 
from west to east, and is enclosed on the oppo- 
site side by another hill of less height^ on wliich 
are two churches and several houses. In thU 
valley are tbc warm springs of Bursclieid, the 
greatest number of which, and particularly those 
called. upper springs, are* in the plac^e itself, 
where they arepartly enclosed in bathing-houses, 
and partly flow through the streets ; the other 
springs^ i^led inferior springs, which are not so 
numerous, are situated outside the market-town 
at the bottom of the valley. 

It is said that this valley, which now contains 
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a population or 4uuu 

desert till the 10th century, when it was only 
inhabited by wild boars. St. Gregory, son of 
Niciphore, Emperor of Greece, founded a con^ 
vent of monks there, which was changed in 
1220 into a convent of noble ladies. The town 
was the property of the convent, the' abbess of 
which was dependent on the German empire. 

Burscheid hasseveral large manufactories for 
cloth, kerseymere, and needles, Aiost of which 
have been established bv Protestants, who were 
not* tolerated at Aix-la«Chapelle. The ^reai: 
abandaoce of warm water from the springs, 
which has all the qualities of lie, and serves to 
wash and die the wool^ rendei's this place ex- 
tremely advantageous for the manufacture of 
woollen stuffs . ■ 

The upper springs, situated in the town itself, 
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ilo not contain so much sulphur as the lower 
oneS) and as those of Aix-la-Chapelle. Part of 
them rise from beneath a high hill^ and part 
from another hill of less height opposite the 

first^ and the water from them is so copious, 
that aljmiost every spring; has a distinct hathing- 
house. The degrees of heat^ and the particles in 
these warm springs, are nearly the same in all, 
and they contain a great quantity of carhonic 

gdS. 

The hills where these springs rise are entirely 

formed of rocks, and covered with a very thin 
bed of garden mould. Nearly ail of them issue 
from beds of slate. The sou in the valley of 
Burscheid is very tineven, and appears to have 
been made -so hy a subterranean fire, since 
many parls.of it bear evident marks oi volcanic 
eruptions.' Tlie upper springs famish so much 
water, that their union forms a considerable 
rivulet of warm water, by theside of which ilows 
a stream of cold water. These tAvo rivulets, 
which are only separated by a small footpath 
called Wiirmscheide, imite al^out the eighth part 
of a league below Burscheid, where they forma. 
I^ond of tepid water, that gives motion to a mill 
tor polishing needles. The lower springs of 
BurscheiJ partly Wow into the rivulet of warm 
water, and partly into the pond. The union of 
these different waters^ as well as of several rivu- 
lets of cold, form the Worm, which passes by 
Aix-la-Cbapelle, not far from the gate of Adal- 
bert, and from the limc-kil% and terminates by 
(alUng into the lloer. 
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^ The pond of warm water jusl mentloupd is 
very laemarkable. • It is about one h;uiidred paces 
in lengtli ; it never freezes ; and ils waters, 
wbicU are salt^ contain a great numb^ of fiiby 
such as pike^ carp^ tracli^ and several pthm 
that breed more frequently and become larger 
than in otlier ponds. Tbey bave a dis^reeahle 
ta^te^ whiicb ipnay, however, be removed by 
placing tbem from eight to fifteea hours in cold 
frater^ J^ist after the risings or before the setting 
of ihe sun^ tbick vapours may often be seen 
hovering over the surface of this lake, iu whlcli 
the rays of the sim are reflected, forming nume- 
rous small rainbows. 

The baths of Biurscheid are managed in the 
same way as those of Aix-la-Chapelle, and it i». 
only on account of the. proximity of f)xe^ latter 
plaoe, that they are not as well frequented. 
Persons of rank Vv" ho come to take the waters 
generally lodge at M. Stefauis^ where tliere is 
excellent aocommodatlon , and p during the ba«- 
thing season, much company. 

In the environs of Bursclield are several 
delightful promenades. M this place, likewise^ 
is a society of archers, amongst whom are several 
good marksmen. 

' As persons may perhaps be pleased to have 
a general history of Aix-la-Chapelle, the princl- 
^ pal events are here mentioned. The town is 
very ancient, and is spoken of by Ptolemy, under 
the name of Veterra. However fabulous the 
tale may be of a Roman named Granus having 
0j%t discovered the springs of Aix-Ia-Chapelle^ 

2a 
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and settled there, it is certain that the Roman^, 

in the time of Caesar and Drusus, were well 
acquainted with the country between the Rhine 
and the Mevise« Roman medals haye often heeh 
found, whilst repairing or cleaning the Impe- 
rial fountain. A Roman establishment existed 
near the village of Gressenich^ threeleagues from* 
Aii-la-Ghapelle, at which pla*ce the remains of 
an ancient Roman r6ad may be seen leading to 
this city. Bonn, Juliers^ Duren, Cologne, and 
several other places in the yicinity^ no doubt 
owe their existence to the Romans, and this is 
sufficient reason to believe that the environs of 
Aix--la^Chapelle were known to that nation. 
The opinion of those who pretend that Charle- 
magne d^covered the springs of Aix-la*Gha- 
peUe, and founded the city, is false. Charle-' 
magne was born at Aix-la-Chapelle in 742^ and 
was very much attached to this city^ which is 
indcl)ted to him for niany embellishments, and' 
which he declared the second city of his great 
empire, as may be seen by the inscription over' 
the gate of his palace. '

Henry I. restored it, Otto ITL bestowed many 
&vours on it, and the subsequent emperors 
granted numerous privileges, which rendered it 
almost independent. 

After tlie emperors ofthe Carlovingian .race, 
tbose of the house of Saxoiiy, Franconia^ Suabia^ 
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Habsbourg, and Luxemburg, were most of ihem 
frowned at Aii-la-Chapelle. 1 1 appears to have 
been an express law of Charley l\ . ^ that this city 
should be the place of corouatlou for the future 
Emperors of Germany. 

Aix-^la-Chapelle has likewise been rendered 
celebrated by two treaties of peace concluded 
there. The first, May 2, 1668, between France 
and Spain; and the second, October 18, 1748, 
between France, England, and the Netherlands. 
The 1 7th century was vjery unpropitious to this 
city, for in 1614 Spinola issued that extremely 
severe law against the Protestants, which ba- 
nished from the city the richest families, who 
took refuge in Holland^ and carried with them 
the industry ^nd the opulence of Aix-la-Chapelle. 
Some internal dissensions, the consequence of a 
bad government^ still further hastened the fall 
of this anciejQt^ imperial, and oiice flourishing 
city, which can never attain, under the most 
favourablecirc^mstaixces, the distinguished rank 
that it formerly occupied. 

The :Way from Aix-la-Chapelle to Spaa is by 
the Juiege road^ a^far as Bates y five leagues dis- 
. tant. A very heavy and sandy road, across a 
deep ravine, leads to the top of the mountain, 
which formerly separated the territory of the 
city of Ai]^-.la<^Cbapelle from that of Limboiirg. 
From this mountain there is a delightful prospect 
of the surrounding country, composed of mea^- 
dows and pasturageis whicn CQVcr hills of a gen- 
tle slope. All the country is interspersed, with 
smail isolated houses, or groups of three or four, 
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which are partly constructed of stone, and partly 
of bricks, and are iuhabited by persons who 
gain subsistence by keeping cattle and spin- 
ning wool. A g reat number of country-houses, 
many of which are very handsome, appear in 
various places^ half hid by elm and poplar trees ^ 
and as far as the eye can reach, may be seen on 
every side llocks of cattle grazing on beautiful 
pasturages. 

The great road, on quitting Bates, proceeds 
on the left to Venners^ a town with 10,000 inha* 
bilants, which is famous for its manufiictories of 
cloth. 

Spaa Is situated ten leagues from Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, at the bottom of a valley which is bor* 
dered by mountains covered with woods. A 
third part of the houses of this small town was 
consumed by hre some years back^ and have 
nevei* been rebuilt. The inhabitants, of whom 
there are about 6,000, derive their subsistence 
from strangers^ who come there in crowds durmg 
the summer, from every couatry in Europe, to 
take the waters of Spaa. Every stranger who 
reaches Spaa with numerous servants and large 
packages, may expect a brilliant reception . All 
come to their doors to see liim pass, and no 
sooner has he alighted at the inn, than laun«- 
dresses, tailors, shoemakers^ haberdashers, deii*^ 
tists, and many other persons of talent^ come to 
offer their services. 

The re are twelve or (iil^n grand hotels at 
Spaa, besides which there is onl^ a single inn 
where person^ can lodge, except m the bathijiig

season : this is the Flanders Hotel. The others,- 
as well as the mineral springs and baths^ aro 
situated some distailce from the town. 

The four principal springs are the Pouhon, Ge- 
ronstere^ Sauveniere; and Tonnelet. All these 
establishments are connected together by beaii->. 
tiful pronienades, and form, with the buildings 
belonging to them, an elegant tout ensemble^ 

The spring of the Pouhon contains the great--^ 
est quantity of mineral particles, and is the only 
one the waters of whicii are exported. It rises 
in the interior of the tciWn, and is situated under 
anarch connected with a corridor, in which per-* 
sons assemble to take the waters. The nauie.of 
Pouhon is derived from the word pauher^ which; 
in the fargon of theinliabitantsof Liege, signifies^ 
to draw up. 

The second spring (Geronstere) is situated 
half a league from the town, m the midst of a; 
pretty wood. Its waters, which spring from a 
rock, are received into a marble basin, around 
which there is ah arched hall. Peter the Great 
drank the waters of this spring with great sucr 
cess in 1717; and his physician, Areskm, who 
was a Scotchman, gave a certificate, of the fact, 
which IS carefully preserved at Spaa. 

The third spring (Tonnelet) is a quarter of a 
leaguefrom the town^and the fourth(Sauveniere) 
is half a league distant. At this place are the cold 
baths knownbythenameofDivers^wherebathers 
may plimge in head firsthand re-appear on the 
oppositeside. These springs, which were known 
to the llomans^ contain a considerable quantity 
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of carbonic gas, soluble alkali^ and particles o( 
steel. Amongst tbepromenades in theen virons 
of these baths is one called the Four o'Clock 
MeadoAVj and another called the Seven o'Clock 
Ideadow, because they are generally frequented 
^ at these hoars of the day . Both of these prome- 
nades have a deliglitfiil appearance, and at the 
hours mentioned are visited by a great many 
people, as well as by musicians. 

Games of chance are carried on to a greater 
extent at Spaa than at any other bathing-place. 
There are three rooms for playing in> the town^ 
and two out of it. 

Besides the mineral springs, Spaa derives great 
benefit from its manufactories of various articles 
of vamidbed wood, known under the name of 
Spaa ware, such as toilettes, work and snuff- 
boxes, See, the sale of which is very great^ par- 
ticularly during the bathing season. 

The language of the inhabitants ofSpaaisa 
particular dialect, but strangers may make them* 
selves understood in French . The coins current 
are the same as those at Liege : sixteen sous or 
battards, make a franc, and ten battards a shil-* 
ling. The best way is to reckon by francs^ 

The great road from Liege to Luxembourg 
passes through Spaa, but there is no post station 
there. A dib'gence, however, goes from this 
place to Liege twice a- week during the summer. 
Hired carriages may be easily procured at Spaa. 

The castle of Franchimont and the cascade 
of Coo are the most interesting places in the 
environs. Franchimont is one league and a hail' 
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distant. This old and strong castle is situated 
on a height, which oTerlooks all the surrouiiding 
country. It is no only a mass of ruins, and 
the small town near it has the appeal*ance of a 
Tillage. Spaa and Yerviers formerly belonged to 
the ancient marquisate of Franchimont, which 
was given as a present to the great chapter of 
Liege by the Emperor Louis^ or rather passed to 
this chapter by right, under Bishop Balderieh 
in 1007. Half a leiague from this place is the 
foundry of Marteau. The cascade of Goo is 
Aree leagues from Spaa, and persons who take 
the waters often go there in small caravans. 
The road leading to it pass^ across a very 
picturesque and mountainous country. The ca- 
taract is sixty feet high and twelve wide, and is 
situated in the territory of the ancient abbey of 

At the top of a mountain, just above Spaa, is a 
small and neat temple, built by an EjigUshman, 
whence the town of Spaa may be seen on one 
side, aud a delightful and extensive country on 
the other. Opposite this temple, on the other 
side of the valley , is the garden of the English 
mechanist Coqueril, and the house he inhabits. 
To this skilful man the manufacturers of the 
country are indebted for many of the different 
mechanical machines used in their establish- 
ments. 

The picturesque situation of Spaa, and the 
natural as well as artificial beauty of its environs, 
render this place a delightful summer residence. 
In the months of July apd August it is frequented 
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by a great number of strangers, yi\iO are chiefly 
composed of English, French, and Dutch. A 
traTeUer observes, that it is very easy to distin- 
guish the individuals of each nation by observing 
the manner inwhich they breakfast. " If I see, * 
says he, <^ a'man with a small plate of sardinias, . 
some smoked beef, and a bottle of Champagne or 
Klienish wine, and not speaking a word, I know 
that he is a Dutchman. If I see another eating 
strawberries with milk, I am sure that he is a 
Frenchman. If a third asks for tea and bread 
and butter, I do not want to be informed that hc^ 
is an Englishman/' 

Towards tlie end of August, strangers, who 
only come to^paa for amusement, go to Aix-la- 
Chapelle, which is then the grand field for 
gamesters, 8cc.

VI.— FROM BONN TO COLOQNfi. 



Ne/^r Bona the coarse of lUe Rhine becomes 
more rapH. Opposite this town is Beuelf oni^ 
on the right, liketvispja little lower, is the villag? 
of Scbwarsrheindor/'. At the latter place there 
was fqrmerl v a eonyent of nohle ladies, ori- 
ginally inhabited by nuns of the Benedictine 
order. This convent was founded in 1152 by 
the Elector Amaud II. of Weda, who was inter-' 
red there. At some distance from this place, 
in the interior of the country, is f^ilich^ the 
ancient f^eUkey with a similar convent^ which 
was founded in 985 by Megingoz, Count of Guel- 
dres, and his wifeGerbirgy daughter of Godfrey, 
Coant of Ardenne. 

On the right bank, half a league below 
Schwarzrheuidorf, the Sieg (Segus) falls into the 
Rhine. This small river is sometimes very s^d* 
denly increased by the waters from the moun- 
tains, and it then forms a new course. It 
contains a great number of salmon; some of 
which weigh from' thirty lo fift^ pounds. This 
river g.ive its name to the small town and ancient 
abbey situated tAvo leagues fnnii Bona. The 
small to vim of Siegbourg is at. the foot of a very 
Jofty and isolated mountain, at the top of which 
\^ the convent of Siegbourg, and a baautiful 
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church. The chapel of this church contains a 
very curious tomb ; it is iLat of St. Anno^ who 
died in 1175, and in honour of whom a very 
celebrated German poem was written* 

At the top of this mountain, in the 11th cen- 
tury, there was a strong castle which its pos- 
sessor, the Palatinate Count Henry, gave to 
Archbishop Anno, of the house of Sonnenberg, 
about the year 1060. Anno transformed this 
castle into an abbey oi Benedictines. The moun^ 
" tain is about three quarters of a league in circum- 
ference, and is almost covered with vines. The 
view from it is very extensive, the whole course 
of the Rhine between the Seven Mountains and 
Cologne may be distinctly seen. Hills, valleys, 
islands, mountains, cities, market towns, and 
hamlets, successively present themselyes; and 
on every side small rivers and rivulets are seen 
flowing towards the Rhine. 
. Opposite the mouth of the Sieg is the village 
of Graurheindorf^ with an ancient convent of 
nuns. At this place the Roer falls into the 
Rhine. Near the right bank is the island of 
GraupenwHrthy where, in 1620^ the Dutch esta- 
blished a redoubt, to wlilch they gave the name 
of P^affenmiiUBe (Priests Cap). This redoubt 
was taken two years afterwaros by the Spaniards, 
who called it Isabella's Redoubt. 

East of the RhiujC may now be seen the vil- 
lages oiBergheim and Mondorfy near which was 
the mouth of the Sieg. The traveller will then 
Imd himself enclosed by the two banks of the 
Rhine, which are so raised and planted with 
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wUiows that he may fancy himself on a canal in 
the middle of Holland. The mountains dis- 
appear^ and with them the charms of the valley 
of the Rhine. 

The journey from Bonn to Cologne by land 
is by far the most agreeable. The great road 
passes over very high ground. On the left is 
a fertile plain, bordered with heights surmounted 
by woods, and on the right are the mountains of 
the grand duchy of Ber^. The Rhine occasion- 
ally appears covered with masts and sails. 

Not far from the river, on the left bank, are 
the neat villages of Hersel, Udorf^ with a wind- 
milly and fViddis. On the right are Eheid and 
Niederkasselj surrounded by vineyards and ara- 
ble lands. The traveller continues to see the 
Seven Mountains before him till they are wholly 
lost from his view in the environs of the village 
of Vrfel, which is situated a little lower on the 
left hank of the vivety where the Rhine changes 
its direction. They again appear ibr a short 
time at the places where the Rhine bends. 

At some distance from Urfel^ on the opposite 
bank, is Lulsdorf^ where the Emperor Frederick 
III. , then duke of Juilliers^ estahhshed a custom- 
house. 

Near the villages of Oberwessling and Nieder^ 

u^esslingy and « till nearer the villages of Godorfj 
all situated on the left bank of the Rhine^ tne 
river turns to the -right, and then forms a vast 
lake, surrounded by a delightful country. At a 
distance of five leagues may be seen the beau*- 
tiiid cMtle of Bensberg^ belonging to the ancient 
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Electws of the Palatmale, where tliere was for* 

'nierly a small collection of good pictures of the 
Fleaiisli school, which has since been sent to 
Munich. There are few Tillages on the banks 
of the river. On the left are Siirth and Wei^s^ 
and on the right Langen^ Oberziindorfy and 
Niedermndorf \ Beyond these places the banks 
of the river become flatter, and present many 
pretty landscapes. 

Zundorfy Xvio\eii^\\es/m this side Cologne, 
carries on a considerable trade. Colonial 'mer- 
chandise, many natural productions, and others 
from the manul'aciories of the grand duchy of 
Berg, are sent from this place to the Upper 
Rhine j and wines brought from Mayence and 
the Moselle are conveyed thence to the Lower 
Rhine. 

On approaching the village of Rodenkircherij 
on the right, and Poll^ which is situated on the 
lefty at the end of a small wood of willows, the 
traveller first perceives the city of Cologne, sur- 
rounded by a wall of black basaltes, and crowned 
by numerous steeples and ships^ masts* 

The city of Cologne, formerly one of the most 
flourishing in Germany, extends, in the form of 
a crescent, along the left bank of the Rhine^ 
which forms a creek there one league and a half 
in extent. The length of the city on the banks 
of the river, from the tower of Bayenthurm to 
that called Thiirmchen (turret), is nearly a 
league. 

This remarkable city owes its origin to an 
•ntr^iched Camp of the Romans^ established by 
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Marcos Agrippa^ on the ridge which extends 
from the mouatain called Mount of the Capitol 
(St. Mergen), as far as that called Marien- 
- fjuadenberg, and was watered by the arm of the 
iihiae^ formed hy an island that divided the 
river in theplacenow called a/ife^iZA^fMxr/erstreel 
(aiicient bank of the Rhine) . This camp formed 
the capital of the Ubians [Ovpidurn Vbiorum)^ 
who first lived on the right bank of the Rhine, 
and afterwards went over to tbeleft^ whilst rnider 
Agrippa* This city was afterwards enlarged by 
a Roman Colony, which the Emperor Claudiiis 
sent there td please his wife Agrippina^ and from 
her it received the name of Colonia Agrippiria. 
This empress was born in the city of the Ubians^ 
daring tae campaigns of her father German!-* 
cus. 

• Yilellius was proclaimed emperor there, and ^ • 
there, also Trajan' filled die office of imperial 
legate, when Nerva intended he should reign 
with him. Many of the sop-disant tyrants esta« 
blished their residence there, and Sylvanus was 
proclaimed emperor in this city, and assassinated 
on. the spot where the church of St. Severin now 
.stands. . - . / 

Cologne was surrounded by walls, even when 
it was the capital of the Ubians. The Romans 
cmlarged it cimsiderabl^, and made it an irre- 
gular square. Its limits at that time may notr 
be ascertained with tolerable certainty. The 
line from the tower of Bayenthurm lo the gate 
of Trankgasse-street, descending the Rhine, 
determined its length and its boundary on the 
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side of the Rhine. Above this gate is the tower 
ofrrankeiithurm(tower of the Franks), the name 
of which indicates its authors ; and on the wall 
towards the Rhine may still be seen figures 
representing Franks. If the traveller proceeds 
thence to the conyent of St. Andre, across Trank- 
gasse^treet, he will see on his left the ancient 
wall of the town, on which is a part of the dome, 
and the gate Pfaftenpfiorte, called by the Ro- 
mans Porta Flamtnea and Porta Paphia. 

On this gate is the following inscription : 
C. C. A. A. (Colonia. Claudia, Agrippina. Au- 
gusta). If tne traveller then takes^ the road of 
the arsenal, he will see on Kis left an ancient 
convent, which is situated^ as its name (auf der 
Baurgmauer) denotes^ on the did wall of the 
town. This wall continues in a western direc- 
tion till it reaches the arsenal, behind which it 
turns towards die soiith. No traces of it are th^ 
visible fdrsome time, and it doesnot again appear 
till the commencement of the street Ehrenstrasse 
(Street of Honour); so called on account of the 
triumphal arch, which is still in existence there. 
If the traveller enters by this gate, he will find 
himself in the most modern part of the town. 
The wall -continued from the gate Pfttffenpferte 
towards the south as far as the convent of the 
Apostles, along the middle of the street leading 
to the triumphal arch,to theconvent just named. 
Its direction from this convent was south, hut 
all traces of it are lost in the environs of the 
church of Pantaleon : it probably e&tended to 
the Rhine^ where the Rheinqpforte (gate of the 
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Rhine), 'which still exists, ibrmed the extremity 
of this ancient boundary. The environs of the 
spot where the chartreuse is situated are called 
Martinsteid^ and this was probably the Field of 
Mars. 

In the time of the Romans, the city, towards 
the Rhine, had quite a different appearance, as 
the abbey of St. Martin was situated on an 
island, and it U said that the church Kunlberts- 
kirchest *od where the bed of the river now is, 

Cologne oontinned to be the . capital of the 
Lower Part of Rhenish Gaul, till the Franks, 
called Repuarii, gained possession of the country 
about the year 462. Very few monuments of 
these ancient masters of the universe now exist. 
It is possible that the square Rurghof is where 
the Roman emperors had a palace, and where 
the Kings of the Franks afterwards occasionally 
resided. A great part of the statues, columns, 
inscriptions, &c., may likewise hav« been con- 
veyed to Ingelhelm, to decorate the palace of 
Charlemagne } many of the other monuments 
have found a plfice in the church of Aix^la-* 
Ghapelle, and others perished during the devas-» 
tations of the Huns . The spot wljere the church 
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formerly occupied. There may still be seen, 
in the place now called the Upper . Gate of the 
Market, where the* temple' and gate of Mars 
formerly stood, an inscription describing these 
two buddings. In 1655 the magistrates of the 
oity erected clfotue of « Mars at thi^ plaoe^ in 
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memorjr of the temple which once stood there. 

The ancient convent of Momuiersloch was/per- 
hapS; formerly called Lacus Mmnmi^ which is 
Mid to haye I>een the name of one of the fifteen 
fiimilies who came from Rome to Cologne during 
the reign of Trajan. It is also remarkable, that, 
till the occiq>ation of the city by the French, 
therewere patrician families, magistrates clothed 
in the consular gown, lictors, &c. 

A no less striking proof of the long residence' 
of the Romans in this country is the subter* 
ranean aqueduct from Treves to Cologne. All 
the researches of antiquaries to! discover for 
what purpose the Romans constructed this work, 
have proved fruitless. It has certainly never 
been a great road^ as some have supposed, 
although a great road may haTC run parallel 
to it. The opinion of those who think that by 
this canal the inhabitants of Treves received 
their wines from Cologne^ is equally deyoid of 
probability. The first traces of this, aqueduct 
appear in the place called Schleifkotten, not far- 
from Cologne ; it then passes to Effern, HermttU 
heim, Finhenich, Bischofinaar, Lohemuhl, oppo- 
site Bruhl,to Walberbcrg,Rendorf, Martinsdorf,. 
Rosberg, Kadorf,Hemmerich, Waldorf, Brenig^ 
Buschdorfer Hof, Hoverwald, behind Alfter, to 
Buschhoven, Morenhoven, Wingarden,Antwei- 
ler, Salzfey, Burgfey, Munstereifel, Eisenfey, 
Weyer^KalU Heister^,Kaldenich,Steinfeld, Mar- 
mafi;en,SchmIttheim, MitterwaUl,Bittburg, Was- 
serbillicb; and Treves. 

Tbef^mperor Constantineerod^etl at Cologne a 
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Stone bridge over the Khine, the foundations^. of 
mrhich may still be seen when the water is low.. 

Clodwig was proclaimed King of the Franks, 
at Cologne in 508« Pepin^ son of Charles 
Martel, likewise became King of the Franks 
after being Duke of Cologne. It was in the 1 st. 
century, or according to others in tlie 4th, that, 
]Maternus performed the office of biishop. In. 
747, Agiloph II« took the title of archbishop. 
In the interval between the years 870 and 890, 
whibt the city was. under the government of^ 
Gunthar and Willibert, it was pillaged by the 
Normans. Oito the Great united it to the em- 
pire of Germany in the 10th century ; he granted 
It numerous privileges, and put it under the 
protection of nis brother Bruno, Archbishop of 
Cologne and Duke of Lorraine. . 

Archbishop Philip of Heinsberg enlarged the. 
cily of Cologne considerably. He destroyed the, 
old city wail in 1 186|.in order to uiclude in the 
new one the churches of St. Sever in, St. Paii<- 
taleoQ, St» George's, St. Maiu*ice, the Apostles, 
St. Gereon, St. Servatius, St. Ursule, St. Kuni- 
Jjert, and the Maccabees^ which were all situated 
outaide, and to give room for the population, 
that was rapidly increasing. The circum- 
ference of this vRall is 6 182 paces, of five feet 
each ; it i& surmounted by eighty-three towers^ 
many of which are in ruins, and has thirteen, 
large gates. In constructing this wall, there 
was discovered in the ancient cemeteries a 
large quantity of bones, which were supposed ta.- 
be the remains of martyrs.. 
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Cologne made a conspicuous figure in the 
middle ages , when it was tlie principal support 

of the powerful H«inseatic league. At that time 
it was able to supply SO^tMlO men capable of bear- 
ing arms ; and some idea of its opulence may 
be formed, when sixty^nine convents, eleven of 
which wepe of noble ladies^ nineteen parish 
churches, and forty-nine chapels, were sup- 
ported by the riches and piety of the inhabitants. 
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some measure 
city. On Bartholomew's day, 14^5, all the Jews 
were driven out of Cologne. An insurrection 
having taken, jplace some years afterwards, 
amongst the clom weavers, the magistrates caused 
1 , 7 00 looms to be burnt ; in consequence of which 
the proprietors of them quitted this <niy and 
went to Aix-la'»Ghapelle, Yo^viers, Eupen, and 
other places, where they founded cloth manu- 
factories that are still in a flourishing state. In 
1618 all the Protestants were expelled from the 
town more than 1 ,400 houses were abandoned, 
and their possessors settled at Muhlheim^ Diis- 
seldorf, Grefeld, Sohlingen, etc. 

The city of Cologne now contains about 7,400 
houses and 50,000 inhabitants. ^Beforethe occu- 
pation of it by the French, it contamed 1 2;»000 
-mendicants, who had particular stations, which 
they left as an inheritance to their children. 
There were then 2,500 ecclesiastics of both 
sexes, and about 6,(K)0 citizens. The number 
'of' the latter has considerably increased since 
that time. Kitchen-gardens and vineyards oc- 
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cupy more than a qiiartfr of the eity , and it is 

said that the latter have already produced from 
six to 12,000 ohms of wine. The Chartreuse 
alone occupied with its orcfaards*and vineyards 
as much space as the town of Muhlheim^ situated 
opposite to Cologne. • 

The inhabitants are singular in their physi- 
ognomy, their language, and their manners, and 
bear evident marks of being the descendants of 
foreign colonies. 

The most beautiful public squares are : tlie 
New Square, with waits of linden-trees j the Tlay 
Square,' and that of Altenmarkt. Many of the 
streets are likewise very broad, light, and plea- 
sant, but others are very disagreeable . Most of 
the houses are. of ancient date^ though some of 
them are remarkable for the elegance of their 
modern architecture. 

One of the greatest curiosities in this city is 
the Cathedral, which, although never finished^ 
niav be considered one of the finest monuments 
of ancient German architecture. Archbishop 
Engelbert of Berg planned this buildings and his 
successor, Conrad of Hochsteden, commenced 
it in 1248, and carried it on till 1499. 

It is built in the form of a cross : the arches 
are supported by a quadruple row of 100 co- 
lumns. The four columns in the middle are 
thirty feet in circumference^ and each of these 
100 coiuiniis is surmounted by a chapiter diffe- 
rent from the others. The two towers, which 
weretnlended to be 500 feet high, remam imper^ 
feet } the northern one is not more than twenty- 
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one feet above the greund^ and the other is 

little more than half the intended height. In 
the latter is the great . bell; which weigbs^ 
25f000 pounds. It requires. twelve men to put 
it in motion, and when it strikes, causes the- - 
immense tower to shake. At the top of this 
tower n>ay still be seen the crane used in raising 
the stones brought from the moun^tain of Drach- 
enfels, one entrance of which now bears the name- 
of Quarry of the Cathedral, This tower likewise 
commaads a fine view of the whole city . of 
Cologne. 

Only the choir of the church and the chapels 
surrounding ithaveheen finished. The columns 
in the navje of the church terminate at a ceiling, 
composed of simple planks. In the choir is a. 
beautiful marble pew, and the grand altar is 
covered with a superb table of black niarljle^, 
sixt€^ feet long and nine broad. This altar- is 
ornamented with two moderiti statues, those of 
Mary and Petex', which rest on each side of it as 
wings. In the middle is a tabernacle, decorated . 
with seven columns; the idea of which was 
taken from a passage in the Proverbs of Solo* 
mon, chap. ix. v. 1, and following. — '^Wisdom 
hatU bullded her bouse, she bath hewn out her 
seven pillars/' etc. These words may be seen- 
in Latin on the back of the altar. The columns, 
which are of white marble, are fluted > and su- 
perbly ornamented with chapiters apd cornices. 
The whole of this work is of a strange taste, not 
at all according with the fine and anticjue archl- 
lecture of the catbedraU 
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This altar has been put in the place of a clief^ 
d*aBU4^e of the plastic art, which had been de* 
stroyed. It consisted of an antique monument, 
of the greatest perfection, which was in bar* 
mony with the rest of the building ; it wtts a 
very plain table, supported by black feet, and 
covered with an abacus, the sides.of which were » 
ornammtedwithnguresy indemi-relief, of white 
marble. The chandeliers were placed in the 
centre of this table* The walls of the sanctuary . 
were covered on one side bj a majeslic taber* 
nacle, and on the other by several rows of high 
seats. On the four ^corners of the altar were 
four bronze colomns, borne by genii. This 
astonishing work was more than sixty feethigh^ 
and reached to the roof. It was considered a 
fine specimen of ancient German architecture, . 
but it was broken and thrown down in 1 769^ in 
consequence of the advice of some ignorant 
members of the chapter. The little harmony 
between the structure of the cathedral and the 
form of the present altar, constructed at great 
expense, offends the eye of every connoisseur, 
and has a particularly bad effect. 
' The two tombs in the choir, which, contain tho, 
remams of twobrothers, Adolphus and Anthony, 
Counts of Schauenbourg ( both Archbishops of 
Cologne), are oriiauiciited with beautiful figures 
of white marble, and with an excellent foliage iu 
demi-relief* They may be considered 6ne specie 
mens of art. 

The walls oCthe choir are covered with

tapestry, tbe designs of wliich were taken from 
several large pictures by Rubens. It is sa\A 
that these tapestries were given to the church 
by Count Fursrtenberg, who wished to become 
archbishop. 

Tbe stone statups of the twelve Apostles^ 
clothed in robes embroidered with gold, which 
are situated on one side of the columns^ may 
likewise be considered as beautiful monuments of 
old German sculpture* 

Over tbe entrance to the choir is an excellent 
organ. The paintings on the windows- in the 
interior of the choir, and in one uf tbe piazzas ' 
of the nave, are well worthy of attention. 
Amongst the numerous figures composing these 
pictures are the arms of several ancient noble 
and patrician families ; namely, those of Hart- 
faust; Overs tolp, and Wisen, 
* Behind the grand akar is the chapeL of the 
Three Kings, who, it is pretended, worshipped 
our Saviour. It is constructed of marble, and 
is^ of the Ionic order . It was built by the Elector 
Maximilian Joseph^ of the house of Bavaria. j 
After the taking and entire destruction of the 1 
city of Milan, Frederick I,, of tbe house of ^ 
Hohenstanfen, presented to Archbishop Reinold 
of Cologne, ^vho bad accompanied hhn in bis i 
expedition, the bones of the three Magi, wbicb 
were deposited by the latter in this chapel in 
1 1 70. The old tomb, in which are the remains 
of the Three Kings, and of tbe martyrs Nabor 
and Gregory of Spoleto, was robbed, during tlie 
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troubles of the Freoch Revolution^ of a great 
part of its treasure. The tomb was diyided, as 
may still be seen, into three parts. The lower 
part, which is the most spacious, coiitained the 
bones of the Three Kings, whose heads wer^ 
placed separately in the middle, on the lid of 
w liich are these three names, formed by rubies, 
Caspar^ Mehhior, BaUhasar. These heads were^* 
ornamented with very yalaable gold crowns, 
each of which weighed six pounds, and was 
richly adorned with diamonds apd rubies. In 
the part above the lid of the middle, were the 
bodies of St. Felix and St. Nabor 5 and in the 
upper part are the bones of St. Gregory. The 
heads of these three latter were contained in 
silver busts, which were used to ornament the 
altar on feast days. 

The chest which contained the above-men- 
tioned reliques was ornamented with bas-reliefs, 
representing arches, supported by smallcolumns, 
and enamelled with great beauty. All the in?- 
scriptions were in Latin, and the letters in gol^, 
on a ground of blue enamel. The cornices and 
liorders were ornamented with a great number 
of precious stones, pearls, and gems. The 
grand chapter of Cologne having fled to Arem- 
berg in Westphalia^ in 1 794, took with it a great 
part of the treasures of the cathedral^ amongst 
which was the tomb just mentioned. In 1804 
it was returned to Cologne, but in a very dif- 
ferent state. The sculptures had been much 
disfigured in the carriage, and some of them 
wholly destroyed. Many of tlieprecious stones. 
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gems^ and enamels were lost and others broken. 

The superb crowns were likewise wanting, and 
have been replaced bj others, which are onlj 
of gilt metal^ ornamented with pearls. Everj 
thing that was possible has been done to restore 
this chest of reliques to its original slate^ and 
the effort has met with considerable success, 
under the dirccllon of Professor Wallraff. The 
curiosities have been replaced by gilt metals of 
exquisite workmanship, and partly by gems, 

Erecious stones, and enamels^ given by theinha-* 
itants of Cologne. 

Before the chapel of the Three Kings, are the 
tombs of the archbishops of the house of Ifta- 

Taria. Their monuments and epitaphs decorate 
the walk, which are covered with marble. The 
remains of Queen Mary de Medicis are Ukewise 
depoisited in this place. 

In the chapels around the choir may be seen 
the tomb of Archbishop Philip of Heinsl)erg, the 
bronze statue of Conrad of Hochsletten, that 
was lately damaged, and the silver cofHn of St. ' 
Eagelbert, the chasing of which is admirable. 

An old picture of 1410, representing the tu- 
telary saint of the town, which has been some 
years placed in one of the chapels of the choir, 
likewise merits observation. In the cathedral, 
also, is a curious picture of the Adoration of the 
Magi, pamted by Filp Kalf in 1406. 

A staircase on the left side of the choir, close 
to the eighth pillar, leads to the lil)rary of the 
cathedral, and to the hall called Goldene Kammer 
Igolden chamber)^ The library formerly con- 
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tailed k Tery fiiie coUeetton of books, ami a 
]i^at /number of manuscripts of the time of 
Chanrlemagne, allof ivbicli were taken away dur- 
ing the Revolution- The golden ehaoiber, on 
Iber side of tbe library^ likewise confamed a trea- 
:sury, with numerous curiosities, before the inva- 
sion of the French. Among6t them were several 
beautiful chandeliers^ a superb box richly orna- 
iiiGuted \v itii diamonds, a gilt cross decorated 
with diamonds, the statues of twelve Apostles in 
silver gilt,, etc. This treasure was 'carHed 
to Arensberg, but part of it was restored in 
1804. 

. The church of St. Mary an Capitol is situated 
in llie district where the capltol of the Romans 
formerly was, and for this reason the height is 
atill called the Mount of the CapitoL Plectrnde., 
-wife aof Pepin, and mother df Charles Martel, 
founded the church and convent of this name. 
Her statue may be seen on the wall behind the 
choir toi2(rard8 the street : but her tomb, which 
has a Latiu inscription on it, is in the church 
])efore the choir* Opposite this tomb is that of 
&untlda, who'was a relation of Pleetrude, and 
tlie first abbess of the convent. The upper 
part of the choir, where there are oval colon- 
nades, was built in the 8tb centitry, but the 
g^reater part of the church, particularly the top 
of the nave; appears to have been re-con- 
structed in the 1 4th j the chiurch having suffered 
much during the invasioiv of the Normans. In 
this church are several pictures from the ancient 
achjorch.of &U Mar(in^ amongst- whicb there are

some well WQrtliy oi observation. It has likef 
wise a largie and superb organ^ made hj the 
celelDrated artist Konig, sen., of Cologne, who 
made also the one at Nimegueri. 

In the convent) which once formed part of 
this churchy the unfortunate Mary de ULidim^ 
- wife of Henry IV., and mother of Louis XIIL^ 
passed in misery the last moments of her life, 
a&er she. had been driven from France hy th« 
intrigues of RichelieQ. * . 

The church of St. Gereon and of the Martyrs 
of Thebes, was built in 1066, by Archbishop 
Anno, at the same spot on which the temple 
erected by St. Helena foMierly stood. Its cu- 
pola with three galleries, is a grand and asto- 
nishing work , and the church is certainly one 
of the finest in Cologne. St. Gereon and his 
brave warriors are buried there, and in . the 
church may be seen the heads of these martyrs. 
In a vault called Cryptck under the churchy are 
iwo chapels, ihe floors of which are in ancieiit 
mosaic work. A highly polished column of 
i)lack and white granite, 12 feet high, which 
li£id been at this church since the time of the 
iEmpress Helena, was taken to Paris by the 
French, with the columns of Aix-la*Chapelle. 
On the side of the altars, at the entrance of 
the church, are two beautiful pictures, painted 
by C. Schiitt and Geldorf, two ar^sts of 
Cologne. 

The church of St. Cunihert, near the Rhine, 
is a large and beautiful buildiug.^ in which per«- 
spective has been particularly attended to. lb 
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lAtar ift $ik imkatiiUi of the grand altar at St. 
Peter s at Rome. The gate is ornamented with 
scdbtur^ in the^style of the 1 1th century. The 
tomb of St. Gmtibert^ 'which was much cele- 
hrated for its antique ornaments, has been 
greatly injured during^ the government of the 
Freosk. A lai^ge antique cup of oolouifed sa^d- 
onyx^ ornamented with a valuable precious stone, 
was broken by some ignorant |ewellers, and the 
SMB» sold at a very low price to a Polo. 
•• The church of the Apostles near the New 
Square, is likewise a superb monument of an- 
cient Gemaan archttectttre of the 1 1th or 12th 
century, but it has been partly dis6gured by 
modern architecture. It conUins two fmepic- 
turesy*~an Ascensionof theVirgin by Hulsmann,' 
«id4he Martyrdom of St. Catherine, by Pott- , 
giesser. * . - ^ 

Another beantifui church, #hich i^ also very 
ancient, ia diat of St. Peter. It was, no doubt, 
fcuilt on the ruins of a Roman temple, the ves- 
tibule of which still exists. Rubens, who wa^ 
baptised iiir this church on Si. Peter's day, c6m^ 

{>o»ed for it liis beautiful picture of the cruci- 
ixion of that apostle. This painting has always 
been ^ considered one of his chrf-d*mmre and 
coatams every thing for which this great* artist 
was distinguished, although it must be con-^ 
^ed that Rubenjs has not chosed the time 

well, a defect that has been attributed to Guido 
Reni in a similar composition. This picture 
was taken away by the French in 1804, andt 
conveyed to Pitt*is, but it has since been re* . 
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Stored to thechurch* ' -rfae fo0t:ia! which Biubes^. 

was baptized is stiU shown here, - • * 
. .The ancient conTent of the ladies of St, Ur- 
sula IS remarkable for its relation to .the legend 
of thatsaint, and her 1 1,000 Tirghis. AU th^ 
cliurcli is filled with bones. On the right side 
near tlie entrance is an apartment called goldene 
hcanmer (golden chamher)? in which are pre- 
served .the heads of many of these 1 1 yOOO ' vir- 
giDs. The history is represented in a picture 
in the choir. The Saint, with her numerous 
train^ is seeiji jiandiog'at thc harboiur of Cologne 
Irom a large vessel,. Asimilarpietpre joa^ Uke«s 
wise be seen in the Town-house. The painting 
of the grand altar is by C. ^ohiUt, and the two 
otliers on the side of it are hy Ilwrgott$- 

The chur^h^of ilie Ascension istf the Holy 
"Virgin, or the ancient church of the Jesuits, is 
not remarls^abletbjr the b<eauty of its architecture; 
hutth^ ^tei;ior is richly xlecorated with orna- 
ments, the principal of which is a superb* h^ch 
of white marble for the commuuicants^ with 
^abcsques aocl bas-r^eliefep Near, the grand 
altar are several pictures <paiSDted by Sdbiitt, 
The walls of the cbtoir are embellished with 
landscapes. The pulpit, the organ, a^d the 
floor, • which is of jwarhle, Are ^Iso v^ry h^u-/ 

tiful, . . . ^ 

, Op the side of *the church is the ancient 
college of Jesuits, in which there was formerly 
a valuable lii^rarj, and a splendid . collection of 
curiositiest The French carried away the best 
of them; which consisted of a volume of MS 
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!|jeiters fropi Leibnitz to the Jesuit BrQssesi nu- 
merous old and tcaroc prints, curious minerab^' 
1400 Greek and Roman medals^ a tolerably 
complete collection of silver and copper coins^ 
from the time of the middle age, a great quan- ' 
tity of vases, urns and ancient gods, a valu* 
able collection of more than 600 original draw- 
ings from tlie best painters of every school, and 
a similar collection of ancient engravings. There 
is still a catalogue of the pieces in the two 
latter. The Empress Catherine wished to give 
20,000 rubles, . and a mn^h larger sum was 
offered by Duke Albert of Saxe-Teschen, but 
the jnagistrate^ would not allow the city to be 
deprived of these treamres, whii^ were intended 
to be placed in an academy of the fine arts then 
about to be formed. 

Amongst the great number of other churches 
and chapeb, there are many which were pro<* 
bably erected when the Christian religion was 
iiiast disseminated on the banks of the Rhiae^ 
and . whidb are beautifol specimens of the history 
of German architecture. Some of them are re- 
markable in other respects. In the church x>f 
St. PaiHaleoa is the tomb of the empress Theo«- 

pliania, wife of the Emperor Otto 11; and here 
also is tbe body of the martyr Albinus, which 
has resisted decay till the present-time. This 
church; and the convent belonging to it, were 
built in 954 with stone brought from a bridge 
whiph foitned the junctikm between Cologne and 
DeuUc, and that Archbishop Bruno, brother of 
the Jilmperor Otto tbe Great^ had destroj^ed ia 
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order to prc^veat the Franks fipom penetiraiiiig . 
Gaul* 

In the churcli of the monks of the ancient 
order called the Mmorites, is the tomb of the 
celebrated Dun3 Scotus, who died at Cologne in 
1^03, and whose writings^ comprising 14 yo-' 
lumesr have been preserved hy the monks of 
the convent. 

The qhurches of St. Severin and St. Gorus^ 
(Georges)y are very old^ and are disfigured by^ i 
iantasticai pictures. In the floor of the first are 
several marble figures, denoting the place vrhere 
the Eoiperor Sylvanus was assassinated. In 
the second is a tower of inimense size^ which 
Archbishop Anno erected before the upper gate 
of the city, notwithstanding the remonstrances 
of the inhabitants of Cologne. 

In the cbnvch of Lis^ or Lisolphe, is a rety 
remarkable ancient vault, called Maternusgruft^ 
as well as a beautiful altar-piece^ which was^ 
painted by John of Calcar, who was first in* 
stmeted at Cologne^ and afterwards became a^ 
pupil of Titian. 

In the church of the Dominicans, which is 
about to be puUed down, rest the -ashes oi> 
Albertus Magnus, many of whose manuscripto 
and other curiosities were preserved in the li- • 
brary of the. convent of Dominicans. 

AU the convents, chapter^ and other corpo- 
rations, which existed at Cologne, were secu- 
larizedj during the French government j many 
of the churches, convents, and chapels, were 
destroyed , ahd others converied into wai^ouses 
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Ms^aiiBlAiCrtorks. Tli^ bemliftd chuircli of Aitr 

loniterkirche was given up to the Protestants; ' 

'The most remarkable buildings in Cologne 
ave The Townhouse, it has $, beanliful 
marble portal, composed of two arches ^ placed 
one above another^ the upper of which is in the 
R<»ftm the lower of the Corinthian 

order. Tiio spacea betwoM are filled witii 
beautiful bas-reliefs. The tower, which is of a 
singttlar form^ eommanda a fine view of the 
city and its eirarona. In the fiisi storey of the 
principal building, on the right hand , is the 
great Aall of the ancient and once powerful 
hansej which is -deeorated with stone ngures in 
the old German costume. In the antechamber 
oftheconncilHTOom are several pictures, painted 
by liiesqnidia^ representing scenes in the history 
of Cologne ; such as the embassy of the Ubians 
to Csesar y the marriage of Agrippina ; the Em-^* 
peror Ered^ick II. granthig the city the staple 
rights, etc. In the connctl-hall is a picture of 
Sout^ens, painted in 1695, representing the 



Rnbens. Oa^ the stoonnd floor is a Tast hall, 

called Muschell (shell), ornamented with ta- 
pestries of the Gobelins^ on which are several 
landseBqpes^after WMTOrma^ —2. The bnildmg 
called the Kauf bans of Gurzenich (commercial 
depot). It has a very large hall, where several 
diets of the empire have been held, and in 
which the Emperor Maximilian gave several 
fdtes. — 3. The Arsenal, likewise caUed&ornhaus, 
(com^faonse), becMse it is msa^ as a com-ma- 
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gaziae^ The building itself ia not remadtable^ 
but it contained a very liae coUeeiioii of antt-> 

quities; which have been partly destroyed^ or 
taken aw^y by the French, Xhe mosj; curious 
of thein were ; — piece of ordnance 15 feet 
long, which : was . cast at Cologne in i 400« An 
Egyptian Mummy in an old chesty ornamented 
Twrilh iron, and manufactured in Egypt; pre- 
sented by the French to Baron Hiibscb^ and 
conireyed to Cassel ^ritb bis* other ourtosities. 
An ancient German War Chariot, with small 
heavy wheels armed with scythes, and the axle- 
tree fiirnished mth pikes t on this chariot was a 
chest of very thick oak planks, on which were 
the arms of the city of Cologne, and in which 
were Ipop holes for 8 or 1 0 ai-chers : the French 
burnt the wood of this c^harioti^ and the iron was 
sold. A Koman Coffin, with bas-reliefs and 
inscription^. An enormous Cuirass, with arras 
that were used by General J ohja of Wert j .the 
casque icould hardly he lifted, and- the lance 
was I8a' feet long. The Armour of the famous 
Bishop Bernard pf Galen, and of the Swedish 
Genpra]^ .Baudis. Xbis armour, as well as. the 
Ron^an jc^n^ is placed in the college since it 
ho5 been returned from the cabinet of Baron 
Hiibsch. The French likewise took away from 
the court of the i^r^nal a &(«nan oippus? with

Amongst the other public buildings which are 
worthy of observation, may he mentioned tlie 
Hospital of St. Cecilia ^ the Ahnshonse in the old 
Convent of the Minorites : the Barracks in the 
Convent of the Dominicans, in that of the monks 
eaUedObservants, inthe building called Weideii* 
bach, and in the Convent of St. Pantaleon^ th^ 
Orphan House, and the House of Correction. 

The traveller should not omit to visit th<^ 
house of Iba(^h, No. 10, ruedeTival, which was 
the birth-place of the celebrated P. P. Rubens, 
and the residenoe of Queen Mary';d^ Medicis. 
At the end of a room in this house is a large and 
beautiful picture, painted by Lebrun, represent- 
ing a family, scene* * The composition and the 
c<Honring are ex^trettiely go6d> and Ldnrun n'p^ 
pears to have bestowed great labour on it. The 
colouring has a warmth rarely seer in the pictures 
of tbispainter* In one of the rooms, where Mary 
de Medicis died, is some curious carving. The 
bouse in 1820 was occupied by a coachmaker^ * 
• The university, which mnder the last elector 
made great opposition to the propagation of 
some novel and luminous ideas, wa3 suppressed 
hy the French t a ^central school has taken its 

{Jace, and has lately been changed into a col- 
ege, The library there, containing 60,000 vo- 
lumes, is well worthy ofqbservatida, Tiiephilo* 
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sophical cablneti a9d botanical garden, which 
form part of this inatiiutioAy Ukewise deaerre 
attention. The first was instituted by Professor 
Kramp. The botanical Garden owes its origin 
to Dr. Stott : there is a printed oatalogoe of 
the plants in amounting to four thousand. 
The green-house, which is built in the Ionic 
or4er, from a design by a Professor WaUraff, is 
equally remarkable. 

The collection of minerals belonging to this 
institution is now forming, and at present only 
contains objects from the environs of the iUiine« 
Along with these minerals are the antlquitiea 
brought from the arsenal* 

Cologne contains aoTeral cabinets <tf cur ions 
and interesting objects. Professor WaliraS has 
been many years engaged in forming a coUeei* 
lion Qf pictures, old engravings, ancient prints^ 
and antiquities of every kind, which is now 
very complete, and is the admiration of every 
connoisseur. In the galleries M. Lierersberg, 
and of the rector M. Fochem, afe several fine 
pictures of ihfi old German school. Many of 
the private houses in Cologne contain excellent 
pictures, which were executed in the mtdcUe 
age, when painting had attained to consider- 
able perfection in Germany^ H. Memberg Uke- 
yriae possesses a great number of pictum 
painted on glass. 

The mineraloeical cabinets of M. WallraiTi 
Schiilgen, and Klocker, Ukewise deserve notice* 
The first of these contains a great number of 
scarce and beautifiil specimena f the second is 
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composed of fosssils from the environs, which 
have not heeu seen in ^is country for many 
yean; The eollecliDii of Dr. Sldoker will m 
interesting to the mineralogist, nrho may see 
there fossils of every kind which have heen 
lately found in the environs of Cologne, and 
whieh have been arranged according to the best 
classIGcation. M. Schulgen has a beautiful .ca- 
binet of shells. 

. Another eabbet worthy of ohaelrvation is that 

of the vicar, M. Hard!, composed of figures in 
wax^philosophical Instruments^oil paintings, and 
enamels* He is himself the modduer of the wax 
figures, which represent various characters and 
passions of man, and which are unequalled, ip 
eorreetncas of delineation. 

The most eminent painters now at Cologne 
are Manskirch the £aither, who excels in land- 
sci^esattd portraits; Manskirch, jun., who much 
surpasses his father in landscape ; Fuchs, an 
excellent draftsman^ who is very skilful in re- 
tooehing old piotnres x several pietnres in the 
collection of the family of Boisseree have heen 
repaired by him ; Kuntze and Lutzenkirchen, 
two capital miniaf nre painters $ Beckenham and 
&5hon, who |»afait very strtkuig likenesses; 
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some time at Rome, and who has executed 

vera 1 paintings on glass, in the style of the 
ancients ; Mestrum and Wllmes are two young 
«nd prt>mising ar&ts; Noel b a tasteful painter 
of ornaments j and Gau is an excellent arcnitect^'^ 
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; The mosjk distinguished sculptors are the 
three Inrothers Imhcn'^e^ who work in. wood, 

stone, aud plaster; IVees excels in foliage* and 
i>as-rellefs, and JS olden is considered a good 
artist in ebony work. 

' The cabinet of natural history in the street 
Lyznenstrasse, is an estahliahn^ent wbere nar 
tural productions may be bought. The pro- 
prietors have no other motive in forming this 
establishment but zeal for the study of natural 
history ; and they endeavour to furnish amateurs^ 
at a moderate price, with the productions of the 
different countries in the vicinity of the Rhine. 
They distribute catalogues of their stock. 

The number of buildings at Cologne is 7 9223. 
The population of the to wn before the revolution 
.was. from 50 to 52,000 souls^ and it nciay now 
be considered 50^000. The greater part of the 
inhabitants are catholics ; the number of Lu- 
therans may })e reckoned at 600 j tlia,t of the 
Pj?otestants at 700 ; and that of the Jews at 200« 
. Manufacture andcommerceform the principal 
support of the inhabitants, of Cologne. The 
cotton and silk manufactories hold the first 
rank ; the principal for cotton bdiong to Messrs. 
Bemberg, Huysseu, Reinhold^ Schieller, Lau- 
terboruy and Yanhe^s. Cologne has likewise 
seven, manufactories, where Afferent kinds of 
.cotton articles are made, such as neck and 
^pocket handkerchief, nankeen^, coarse qotton 
cloths, .&c.; these establishments, belong to 
.Messrs. Wey den, Vanhees^ Hermann, Lauler- 
y^fPx lioissercc, jun., Schielier^ aud Rosberg* . 
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Tliere are sixteen silk manufactories, the most 
celebrated of wbich belongs to M. Aodrea. The 
)>rincipal sale for these sUlis is in Russia, and 
the peace has been very lavourable for these 
establishments^. 

Another branch of industry carried on in the 
city of Cologne is the manufacture of stockings, 
caps^ gloves^ ilannel waistcoais, &c. Xhegreatef 
part of these articles are knit, and -more than 
6000 persons in town and country subsist by 
this means. 

. The cloth manufactory! which was ibrmerly 

so flourishing, now employs only three looms, 
The snuff manufactories, of which Inhere are 
twenty-five, have resumed their former activity, 
since the departure of the French. The most 
considerable is that M. Henry Dumont, who 
has 2000 workmen. The others belong to 
Messrs. Mahlberg, Foveaux, Louis Breuer, De-» 
trooz, and others. Cologne has fifteen manu- 
factories of Eau de Cologne, the annual sale 
of which amounts to 500,000 francs. Glue, ot* 
which there are seven ma^nulactoriesj, has like- 
wise an extensive sale. 

The navigatio9 of the Rhine, which had en- 
tirely ceased during the French government, 
has rev ived since commerce has become nciore 
flourishing* At the end of the city^ near thie 
place called Thiir niche n, the French began to 
construct a harbour, where the numerous vessels 
.that come to Cologne migtit pass the winter 
in safety ai^dtherei is little doubt but it wi^ 
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toon be fiaished by the present govenmieDt. Il 
has room for sevenly boats. 

The ci-^pant free port is situated near the 
gate Marktmannspforte, and is the place where 
boats unload, because it has a warehouse fit to 
i^eceiye merchandise. The staple rights which 
the oily had enjoyed from time immemorial^ 
was suppressed by the French in 1 804. 

Inns at.Gologoe. The hotel of the Imperial 
Court ; the City of Prague j the Crown j the 
Three Rings } the White Towerj the St. Espn't^ 
and the Vine. The two ktter are delightfiilly 
situated, and command a fine view of the Rhine 
and of the country on the opposite bank. 

The places of diversion for the inhabitants 
of Cologne consist of several public gardens, 
which are situated in the city. The most fre- 
craented of these gardens are^ the Knhberg, in 
the street Schnurgasse ; the Steinsgarten^ in the 
same street j the garden of Weber, near the 
church of St. Gereon, and several others. Balls 
are given at Lemperze^ on the square of the 
Cathedral, and at Sittmann's, at the Kuhberg. 

The most interesting places in the environs of 
Cologne, are the small town of Deu^ ( Duiz, 
Tultium), situated opposite, and communicating 
with the city by a flying bridge. It is pre« 
tended that this town owes its origin to Tens^ 
or Tulsko, King of Germany. It is much more 
natural to suppose that it derived its name from 
Dnytsh (German). It is said also that H^tmles 
)iaa a temple in tl^s place : and many have 
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thought that the great defeat of tlie Saxony 
happened here m 576. About the commeiice* 
ment of the fourth century, the Emperor Con- 
stantiue erected at this place a strong casde^ 
which^ in old writings^ bears the name of 
Monumehtum Dutienza. There was likewise a 
bridge then, winch formed the communication 
between Deuts and Cologne : this bridge, as 
well as the castle, was destroyed by Archbishop 
Bruno in the 10tli century. At various times 
afterwards, fortifications were erected ground 
Dents ; bnt in 1673 they were destroyed by 
the Austrians. The ancient abbey of Bene- 
dictinesy which is situated on the banks of 
the Rhine, has a beautiful appearance. It was 
founded ui 1001, by Count Heribert, of Ro- 
thenbourg, then Archbishop of Cologne. 

Inns. The Prince Charles i the Igdage^of tM 
Virgin, and the Hotel of Stanflhig, 

Three leagues from Deutz is Bensberg^ a c/-* 
devant pleasure chateau cf the Electors of the 
Palatinate. The beautiful pictures plsinted bj 
Bellucci, Pellegrini, Milanese, Weenix, Zanetti, 
Snyders, and others, which this chdteau for* 
merly contained, haye been conveyed to Mu- 
nich : there are still, however, superb ceilings, 
orqamented with designs by great masters, and 
representing allegories, and various part^of my- 
thological history : the prospectfrom thewindows 
and from the cupola of this chdteau, is delight** 
ful and extensive. 
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ABOtTT a lea^e below G>k>giier and three 

^|iiarters of a league from Deutz, on the right 
bank of the Rhiue, is the small towu of Miih-* 
ieinty which made part of the grand duchy of 
Berg. This town was almost entirely destroyed 
hy the frosts in the terrible winter of 1784, hut 
has been since rebuilt more beautiful and plea-*' 
eant than before. There is a flying bridge ovei^ 
the Rhine at this place. It contains about 
3000 inhabitants, and has some large breweries^ 
brandy distilleries^ and manufactories of silk 
and velvet, I^arge quantities of merchandise, 
consisting partly of the productions of the grand 
duchy of Berg, particularly of iron, and partly 
of foreign goods, aire exported from, this place 
to a considerable distance by means of light 
boats. This town is much indebted for its 
increase, to the protestant inana&ctnrers and 
merchants who came here from Cologne, where 
ihey were denied liberty of conscience. 

At this place formerly stood the capital of 
the Ubians, which was in a flourishing state 
when Cologne only bore the name of Oppidiim 
Vbiorivm ; and here, also, it is said Caesar threw 
n wooden bridge over the Rhine in the year 
5896, A. M. Near Mnhleini; the Rhine re* 
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Ifirives ibe rivulet of Sirunderbachy which* m the 
course of a few leagues puis in motion more 
ibau forty, mills, which are employed ia the 
mauu&ctare of paper, oil> coloars, and com. 
The garden of M, Andrea^ at Miihleim^ Is worthy 
of observation i 

At aome distance from this place appears 
Stammheim^ or Stamnielj the situation of wbidb 
is yer^ picturesque ; and a little farther^ e» the 
left, 1$ the village of iV/a/, composed c»f bouses 
scattered over meadows and interspersed with 
gardens. * 

The river then turns a Ittde to the right, and 
ai some distance from the bank may be seen the 
market-town oi Flittardy surrounded by heaths. 
. The Rhine now forms several basins 3 plains of 
a direary aspect extend on both sides; and 
towards the mountains of the country of Berg 
nothing is visible but a few trees and brambles. 
The prospect, howtever, is nttbh tnore' pleiisunt 
towards Cologne, which^ w:lh its numerous 
Steeples, presents a fine ^^oup^-d'ceil. 

On the right, aleagiie lower, is Wiesdorfy and 
on the left Merkemch '} and not far from them is 
the mouth of the loin and of the W ipper. Near 
Rheinkassely opposite to which the latter river 
faUs into the Rhine, \s a very remarkable sand- 
bank, called the mountain o( KasseL It ex* 
tends in an oblique direction from the last- 
mentioned place to neafrly the middle of tbe Vil-^ 
lage of Hi'ttorfj situated on the right bank ; thus 
i niersecting the bed.of the river. Its breadth 
thirteen yards^ and the water is seldom more*

than two feet and a half above it in the deepest 
plaee8« This hai^ is forinied of large pebbles^ 
which adhere together very strongly. It is not 
only^ however^ dangerous for the navigation^ 
but is extremely inconyenienty as boats are 
obliged to unload when the Rhine is low. 

Langel, which is situated on the left^ is sur- 
rounded by a plain of sand ; BXid Mittorfj on the 
right, has the appearance of a neat Dntch Til- 
lage, with houses painted different colours. A 
great number of fish, particularly salmon, are 
eanght at this place, and it carries on a con- 
siderable trade. On quitting Hittorf, the traveller 
passes by the small hamlet of iS^, and in lialf 
an homr reaches fVorti^en, a snuwL tOEwnrituated 

on the left bank of the Rhine. 

Woringen is the ancient Ruruncum of the 
Romans. ItisprobaUethatit formerly belonged 
to Treves, as the tomb of a knight of that city 
has been found here. In the time of the Ro- 
mana there was certainly a strong castle at this 
place; and the remains of walls and towers^ 
erected in the middle age, are still visible. 
In 1247 Pope Innocent lY. convoked an as-» 
sembly of prmces in this town, to deKberate on 
the election of Count William of Holland to the 
royal dignity. The castle^ in which this assent* 
bly was 'held, was rendered very strongin 1284 
by Archbishop Sigefroy, of the house of Wester- 
bourg. About four years afterwards^ on the 
heath of Wmingen, not fiir from this town, took 
place the famous battle, in which Archbishop 
Sigefroy foU into the hands of his powerfol 
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adversary Count Adolphiis of Berg, who de- 
stroyed theeastle. WoriDgeneoiitaiiis 500 houses 

and 1500 inhabltanls, who subsist prlucipallj. 
by agrlcultuie^ ii&hing, and navigaiion. 

In the Rhine, just helowWoringen, is a place ^ 
called by the boatmen Platthals, It is a mass 
of stones close to the leftbank^ and considerably 
obstructs boats ascending the river. 

About a league from Worinsen, on the side of 
the great road, is Dorniageriy the Durromagus of 
the Romans, who bad astrong castle there. In 
this place is a post stalu>n^ and not fiir from it^ 
on tne left bank of the Rhine, is the yillage of 
Bheinfeld and the small town of Zons (dentin*, 
ncm) , which in old writings is called Friedistraun, 
or Friedslrom. In 1291 Archbishop Sigcfroy 
built a strong castle at this place^ and esta* 
blij»hed a defensive wall round the town, so 
that It was strong enough to sustain a siege 
in the 17 th century against the French and 
Hessians. The town is not large, but pleasant, 
and contains about 1000 inhabitants. 

On the right bank are the market-town of 
Monhewty widi a castle, and the villages of 
Saumbergy Biirgel^ and Ordenbach^ near which 
are the mouths of the Solbach and the Orden^ 
bach. At this place the Rhine makes an im- 
mense bend on the side of the chAteau of 
Benrafh ; and owing to the frequent windings of 
this river the voyage from Cologne to Dusseldorf 
occupies more than fifteen hoiirs, whilst the 
journey by land may be accomplished in seven. 
The voyage on the Rhine, however, is very 
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pleasant. The surroantling landscapes resemble 
the beautiful picloreis of Teniers land Waterloo* . 
iSteeples, windinills, hamlets, and farms^ appear 
in the midst of thick woods^ and labourers and 
shepherds in different parts tend to animate die 
scene. 

The bend made in the Rhine on the side of. 
Benrath has beea coiisidered by M, de Wiebe* 
king one of the most dangerous in this river, ds 
the ice, which stops there, is the principal cause 
of the great inundations that have often takea 
place, and which will be for the futurestill more 
extensive, since the turn of the river is continu- 
ally increasing . 

In the comer of this bend is the village of. 
Kasselj whence there is a delightful prospect. 
On the left appears the hamlet of SturzeWerg^ . 
the cottages of virhtch along the bank form a 
picturesque coiip-d'ceii. On the right is an 
isolated nouse called, Muckely and near it the . 
Roel faXLs into the JELhine* 

The traveller next perceives Himmelgeistj a 
beautiful village in the grand duchy of Berg, 
which is situated in a charming country ou the 
right, and on the left is Ussenzj or Undesheim^ 
Haifa league from this place, and some distance 
from the Rhine, appear the village and the 
castle of Benraihy in the xnidst of arable lands^ 
interspersed with groves and meadows. The 
castle was built by the Elector Charles Theodore, 
as a ire^dence for his wife after his death* It 
IS well built, anil its cupola commands a fine 
▼iew of the Rhine^ and of the -mountains in the 
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country of Berg. The garden which suiTounds it 
is worthy of attention. - 

Near Grimmlinghausen^ behind 'which is thd 
forest of Falkenwaldj or Herderhusch^ the river 
turns to the right, towards fVollmesrath scad 
the small vilbge called Aufdem Steitiy where i 
redoubt was erected during the thirty years* 
war. At this place likewise the Rhine makes 
a bend which is dangerous^ Some of the in^ 
habitants of Griramlinghausen are employed in 
jpaaking cloth and flannel, and this place is re- 
0iarkable as being the spot where tlie great 
canal is to enter the Rhine^ ' This canal is inten« 
ded to form a junction between the Rhine and 
the Meusc^and between the latter and theScheldt. 
. On the rights half a league from GriifimUng«- 
hauseu, is the village of Hamni ; and on the left, 
about a quarter of a league from the Rhine, is 
the small town of N£uss^ called Noffesiumi or 
Nopa CaifirUy by tlie Romans, and probably built 
by Drusus, who bad made a bridgc.there over 
tlie Rhine. Tacitus mentions this place, wJbicti 
was then situated (as well as In 1254) close tv 
the bank of the Rhine, hut is now half a league 
from i t . The upper gate, by which the traveller 
enters the town from Cologne, is still called Ae 
Gate of Drusus. It was at Ncuss that the 
;?Cillth legion took up its winter-quarter in the. 
iimeot Claudius Cwilis. 

The town is situated between two small rivers, 
which bear the names of Erft and Krufe, so that 
it is in iiie middle of nn island* The Erft fitHs 
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inloiheRliiiie after crossing numerom meadows; 
it is navigable for vessels of a nio<lerate size 
from Neusslo ila mouth. Neuss contains about 
1000 houses md 5400 inhabitants, and is 
intersected from one end to the other by a 
large and beautiful street. Thestructure of the 
houses, as well as the manners of the inhabit- 
ants, bear evident marks of the antique. On 
the market-place formerly stood the statue of 
the Emperor Frederick III., who assisted the 
town against Charles of Burgundy, surnamed 
the Bold, and granted it numerous privileges, 
in CMsequence of the good conduct displayed 
b^ its inhabitants on that occasion. These pri- 
vileges consisted in the right to coin money, and 
to -hunt, freedom from aU e:Lteraal jurisdiction^ 
a* permission to have five great fairs annually, 
and to add to the arms of the town a golden 
eagle on a black ground. 

Behind the Market Square is the church of 
St. Qairin, which forms part of an ancient con- 
vent of noble ladies. It is a superb building, 
coBstmcled according to the rules of ancient 
German architecture, and ornamented with a 
square and lofty tower. Above the choir is a 
beautiful cupola, in which may be seen the statue 
of St. Quirio. This church and convent were 
erected in 825 by Count Eberhard of Cleves 
(then lord of Neuss), in confunction with his 
wife Bertha, of the race of Charlemagne, and 
his two sons, Luthard and Berenger. Besides 
this convent, the town contained several others, ' 
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as well as a gymiiasimii^ wMoh the Freneh trana>* 

formed into a college. 

Since the 4th centuvy, Neuss has experienced 
Tariotts changes. It was first taken by the 
Attuarians under the Emperors J ulian and Va« 
lentinian, and twice afterwards by theNormana, 
who burnt part of it. The Emperor Philip took 
it by assault in 1205, and presented it to the 
Bishop of Cologne, who had been deposed by 
OttOy his rival for the Imperial Crown. In 
1254 Neuss joined the Hanseatic Confederation. 
Charles of Burgundy, surnamed the Bold, laid 
siege to it in the 15th centmry^ and the town 
becoming free in the 16th eentur v , from the 
government of Archbishop Gebhara, it was re* 
taken by Count Nuenaar^ who gave it up to the 
pillage of the Dutch troops under his command. 
Alexander of Farnese reduced it to ashes in 
1586, and in 1642 it fell into the hands of the 
French and Hessians, who increased the fortifi^ 
cations. Similar chances of war have taken 
place in later years, for it was at Neuss in 1813 
that the Allies e£fected their first passage over 
the Rhine. 

The change which took place in the course of 
the river has done much in)ury to the commerce 
of Neuss ; the river Erft, however, furnishes 
some communication between the Rhine and the 
town^ and the inhabitants send on it, to the 
country of Berg, large quantities of wood, coals, 
miUstones and slates. They likewise send corn 
there^ which goes to Dusseldorf and Holland* 
town possesses some brewecies, brandy dis- 
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tillerles and maitufaotoriefs' of yinegar, soap^ 

clolh; flannel; coltou cloths, rlbancU, and 
lace. 

• Ver y near . the shore, nol far from Neuss, is a 

Tock of basal tes, about seven fieet abore the 
aarth, which is worthy of observation. 

Near the mouth of the £rft, but some distance 
from the river, is the village of Heerdtj remark* 
able for the great dyke, which extends thence to 
the Rhine, and forms a strong barrier against 
the masses of ice* Notwithstanding the strength 
of this dyke, it was broken in 1784 and 1795 
by the great masses impelled along the Khine : 
' bnt this circumstance sayed the town of Dussel* 
dorf, the ruin of which was inevitable, had not 
the waters and ice found a free passage on the 
sideof Neuss. 

. The traveller now perceives on the right, half 
a league from Meuss, the village oiBillichy which 
is some distance from the river, and the chapel 
of the Virgin situated on the side of it. The 
latter was built by tbe Electress Maria Anna 
liOttisa^ of the house of Medicis. 

At a short distance from the small village 
of Hamrn^ the Rhine turns to the right, and the 
iovm of Dusseldorf; with its ruined castle^ be-^ 
comes visible. 

DusSELDORF, the capital of the grand duchy 
of Berg, extends along the Rhine in a charming 
plain, and is watered on the south by the Dussel^ 
•whence it derives its name. Below the castle 
this rivulet Xalls into the Rhine. Dusseldorf 
-was a strong place till the peace of Lunjeville, 
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in^ 1 80 1 • The castle aud some of the principal 
buildings were reduced to aahes bjrtbefaist bom* 

bardment of the French. - 

ThU iowa ia one oi the moat beautiful on the 
Rhine $ the streets are most* of them regidar, 
^nd the houses entirely built of bricks. 

Qn the market square is the monument of the 
Elector John William, an admirer of the fine 
arts, to whom Dusseldorf is indebted for its 
prosperity. The statue , which is of bronze, is 
larger than life. *. The elector is on horseback^^ 
clothed in a cuirass, and holding a generara 
baton in his hand. . The pedestal is ^ kind of 
grey marble^ £coqi a quarry in the environs . The 
statue was executed by Gheralier Crepdlo\ 

Dusseldorf, is divided into three dift'erent 
towns, called the Old Town, the New Town, 
and the Karlsstadt (Charles Town). The New- 
Town is situated before the gate of Bergertlior, 
extending along the banks of the Rhine. It 
was built by the Eleetor Jolm William. The 
buildings resemble palaces, and the great street 
is ornamented with a raw of linden**trees. The 
Karlsstadt joins the old town on the south side« 
It owes lis origin to the Elector Charles Theo- 
dore^ from whom it takes its name. It has been 
CQbsiderably enlarged lately, and is composed 
several squares built around a large one. 

The most remarkable buildings are,-— Th^ 
Great Barracks, the Church of the Jesuits, very^. 
much ornamented, and the Collegiate Chinreh,' 
Avhich is likewise the principal parish church. 
In the Ifitter are the tombs of the ancient Dukes. 
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of JuUUen and Berg ; amongst whicii is the 
marble mausoleum of Duke Johu* 

The heautiful castle of Dusseldorf was burnt 
during the bombardment, and only the ruins of 
it are now yisible. In the middle of the eourt 
of this castle is a second statue of the Elector 
John William, in white marble, which was like* 
wise executed by Crepello. . 

The^'grert bttildingy not fiir from the caatle, 
formerly contained a superb gallery of pictures, 
in which were a great number of paintings by 
Rubens, and- omier celehraled lurtists of the 
Dutch and Flemish school. These curiosities 
were all conveyedi to Munich, with the exoep- 
tion of a yery large picture, painted on wood^ 
representing the ascension of the Virgin. There 
still exists a yaluable collection of drawings^ 
engratings, and figures^ cast from excellent 
models. 

The obseryatory in the ancient college of 
Jesuits^ with itf beautiful collection of philo* 
sophical instruments, and the cabinet of natural 
history and antiquities, belonging to Counsellor 
Beuth, are well worthy of obsenration. 

Dusseldorf has sereral establishments for spin^ 
ning silk and cotton, some manufactories of 
mirrors, yinegar, soap^ and a few sugar refineries 
of considerable importance. In the hospiml of 
the poor, stockings, carpets, and other woollen 
articles, are manufactured. 

Dnssdidorf carries on a comiderable trade on ~ 
the Rhine, and its port is one of the most fre- 
quented on this riyer. The merchandise brought 
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from the manu&ctories of the country of Bei^ 
to Dosseldor^ and iheaoce to the B^me^ consist 
principally of the following goods. From the 
manufactories oi Elberfeld^ Barmen, and the 
district called Gemark^ coarse cotton cloths, 
plain and coloured cottons, ribands, ferrets, etc. 
From Langeiiberg^ Remscheid^ Kronenberg^d 
Sohlingen, various iron Mid sleel articles. A 
great quantity of lime is brought from the envi* 
rons of Katingen. 

The greater part of the com exported firani 
Neuss comes to Dusseldorf, whence It is sent 
to other places. A considerable quantity of 
wine arriTes by water from Cologne and Miih- 
leim, and firom that 'town and frmn Zundorf by 
land. 

The navigation of the Rhine inom Dusseldorf 
to Holland, and to the coantty- of Gteves^ is 
managed exclusively by nine boatmen, five of 
whom convey merchandise to Amsterdam, and 
the other four attend to the transnort of meiw 



dorf* On their return these boatmen bring a 
great many goods from HoUand| whidi they dis^ 
embark a t Uerdi n g ue . 

Inns at Dusseldorf. The Town of Deux- 
Fonts ; the Golden Anchor ; and Uie Hotel of 
the Count of Holland. 

The most interesting places in the environs 
of Dnssieldarf are :-r-t. The Garden of the 
Court, fiitt estaUished by the Count of Gold«> 
stein. It was considerably injured during the 
war« hut is about to .be restored to its former 
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. Splendour, jind considerably enlarged.^ — 2. Pern- • 
pelforty where there was once a redoubt.' — 5 . The : 
ancient Gonyent of Nuns,'' of the order of La 
Trappe. — 4. The Mountain of Graj'enherg^ 
>vhence theire is a fine prospect: ^ 
Those wlio are desirous of observing the pro* ^ 

' greais of indnstry, should not feil to make an 
excursion from Dusseldorf to the manufactories 
of the grand duclij of Berg. This country^ 
which h one of the first in Germany in point 
of industry, owes this dislinguished rank to 
the numerous establishments where this branch 
X)f public economy has attained the greatest 
perfection ; particularly to its mines^of iroti, 
copper, lead, and coal j to the facility with whlcli 
these, establishments communicate to each other 
liv 'means of a number of small rivers which 
flow into the Rhine, and whose waters give 
motion to several mills where the metals are 
melted) and^ lastly^ to the industry of its iahabit;«> 
OTftis, whose opulence has heen expended on th6 
productions of the iron and steel manufactories. 
A great part of the iron prepared in these esta«* 
hlishments is brolightfrom the duchy ofNa^au^ 
as the mines in the Yiclnily do not furnish asuffi- 
cient quantity^. ' 

' The most rmiarkable places where there ard 
manufactories are the following 

Elberjeld^ formerly the residence of a noble 
family of that name, is situated between some 
mountains of considerable height, in atVaHey 
watered by the TVipper'^ the largest river in the 
country » Those parts of the town which are 
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separnted by iheWtpperconmmiiieateby meaM 
eibridges^ It is not built yery regularly , but 
many of the buildings are lari^e and beautiful, 
and some of them resemble palaces. 

The population of Elberfeld is 20^000 soulsv 
In 1804 It contained 240 merchants and pro- 
prietors of manufisictories. The manutactories 
of the i^lace ooosist of stuffs^ silk handkerchie&y 
taflbtas, nankeens, becjtlcks, neck and pocket- 
handkerchiefs^ shawls, druggets, laces, ribands* 
garters, ferrets^ coarse mtton -cloths, stqffs made 
of a mixture of cotton and thread, called Dop- 
pelstein, and thread of eyery description. Before 
the French Revolution> Eiberfeld and Barmen 
possessed .ni0i*e than 100 establishments for 
bleaching linen, which occupied 700 workmen. 
The linen and riband manufactories^ ^hich em« 
ploy from 2000 to 2500 workmen, supply an*-^ 
nually from 400,000 to 500,000 thalers. The 
machines where the laces are made ajre ptit in 
motbn h.y water;, each winder produces lOOb. 
yards, of laces in an hour. The manufactories 
of coarse -eotton cloths^ and stuff c^ed Dop^el« 
steinv employ three or 4000 looms^ on which 
50,000 pieces are made annually. Two hun« 
drediand eighty loom&arQ^occupiefkin^the manii*- 
taetnre of hediicks) aQd39>O0O^ areinade.^ery 
year. - . . ^ 

. The oUier interesting objepts at Elberfeld 
are::-*-rXheCoUectiim of .Pictures of M.Gera^l 
Si^l ; the houses where societies . of vespect'^ 
able inhabitants of tlie town assemble, and to 
which strav^efs tiiay.be admiUied byui^ioiemher^

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mA the new promeoade called Aufder HaarAf 
which was made by Dr. Dlemel^ a man of inde-* 
fatigable activity. Concerts, balls^ and the 
theatre^ form the winter diversions of theinha* 
biUnts of Elberield. 

Inns, The Court of Deux-Ponis j the Palatine 
Court ; and the Weidenhof. 

A short distance beyond EHterfUld is Barmen^ 
which occupies a space of two leagues in the 
raliey of the Wipper. In every part of this 

Elaee may be seen superb estabiisfaments for 
leaching, which have a pleasant appearance. 
It carries on a large trade in thready laces, cot- 
tons, ticking, silks, ribands, and Inien. These 
£{oocIs were formerly sent to France, Holland, 
^witzerlandi Italy, and the countries of the 
North. The garden of M • Wuppermann, situated 
in the district called Wupperfeld^ is worthy of 
observation. 

Thene^Lt place is Remscheid^ ajargeandbeffu- 
tifiil village, which is situated behind amonntain, * 
and contains six or seven thousand inhabitants. 
This place is remarkable for its numerous foun^ 
dries for iron and steel, and other establish* 
ments where these metals are prepared. The 
greater part of these foundries supply Holland 
with evei^ thing neeessaty in the eonstmction* 
of ships. In a space only three leagues in cir-* 
cumferenoe may he seen forty^five of these esla-^ 
blisbments^ wbe)t*e,'besides articles used in the* 
construction of vessels, are manufactured eight 
hundred kinds of cutting instruments', lodksy 
scythes, skates, etc; These goods were foroierly 
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sent to Hollandf Fraaoe^ Spein^ and the West 
Inidres, and their manu&cture annually consu* 
medy before the revolutiooary waf, nine or ten 
million pomds of iron. 

SohUn^n is likewise situated on the back of 
a mountain. This town contains 9000 inhabit- 
ants^ and has been several years iamons for iis 
raanu&etories of anm, knives, and other M>eel 
articles. Before the Revolution, 206,000 pounds 
of iron were annually consmned for sword Uades, 
and 850^000 for knife blades. The greater part 
of them are sold in Europe and America. It 
has also manu&ctories of Suk^ riband^and coarse 
cotton doths. The beat inn is that kept by 
Franzen. 

Lennep is situated in a delightful valley, sur^ 
ronndedby heights (tf a gmtle slope. Itcontaim 
5000 inhabitants^ and a great number of hand- 
some houses. Lennep has the principal manu* 
fiM^lories in the country for fihCLdoths and coarse 
cotionS) which employ 500 looms. It has also 
several hundredhatters, and some establishments 
for dyeing blue, which annuaUy CQusume from 
iiftr to sixty quintals of imligo. 

fVipperJurt possesses several tanyards and 
manufactories ofdotbsy coarse cottons, and hats. 
I}ie latter artidea are sent to Holland, England, 
and France j a great number of them being used 
for sailors. Itlias also a great mapy iron foimi- 
drto. The town derives its name from the 
Wipper, which passes by it, and contains 6000 
inhabitanlSj including the whole parish. 

ifaiflfe vorm fVald. This town was consumed

by fiireia 1802, and out of three hand red housed 
of which it was composed^ not ooe escaped th^ 
ooliflagration. Before this event, it eoatained 
fourteen looms where fine cloths were made, 
fifty-six for coarse cotton cloths, fifty-one for 
worsted stockings, thirty mathines for making 
Idioes, and Tarious inanufectories of iron, whej*6 
scale-beams, compasses, pendulums, and sharp- 
edged instruments were made. 

Burg or Befrg is situated on the declivity of £ 
very steep mountain, and it overlooks a fertile 
and delightful valley. At this place the Counts 
of Berg formerly resided, and the ruins of their 
old castle are still visible. The manufactories of 
Ijlaukels at Burg, produce every year from 50 to 
60,000 pieces. The muskets made here have 
been celebri^ted for many ages, but the 'imanu*' 
factory which supplies them is now of very link 
importance. 

The manufaetorieis of the eonntry of Bei^ 
generally employ more than 60,000 men, and 
ihey annually procure this country a revenue of 
fiveoV six millions of thalers. The wbole pro* 
vince may be considered one li^ge manufectory , 
which formerly had connexions with every part 
of the world. A great stagnation has certainly 
taken place iii late yeard, but it is hoped that 
business will resume its ancient activity, under 
the present Prussian government. . 

Theremainder of the journey from Oiisseldorf 
to Holland , is not remarkable for ihe beauties of 
nature. On every side are seen heatlis of a very 
dreary asjpect. The Bhine, after passing several 
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srnall vUlagesi reitches the town ofi£ai2^^ 
This place was formerlyTery strong, and enjoyed 

the privileges of an imperial town, till the 
Emperor Charles IV . gave it as a pled£;e to the 
Duke of Cle^esy and affaerwards to the Elector of 
Treves, from whom it passed, in 1768, to the • 
Electors of the Palatinate, aftet* the possession, 
of it had been . dispitted for four oentiiriei*. . Iii 
the 7th century, a person named Schwibert 
founded a convent there^ which, is situated on 
the island of Werda* 

Below Kaiserworth is the village of Gelduh or 
Gj^lb^ a place of great historical interest. Taci* 
tus and Fiorus mention: it under ihe triame . p£ 
Gdlduba^ and Drusus established a'bridg)^ there. 
It was the last town of theUbians, on the banks 
of the Rhine*' The town of ZiUpioli (Tolbiacuni)^ 
which is situated some distance in ike interior ol 
the country, likewise lielonged to them,and was the 
{)lace where, in 496,Clodwig9fi.ingofthef rapks> 
obtaiided a signal victCHry over the Germans* /: 

Not far from Gelb, on the left bank of the 
Rhine, is Uerdingue ( Urdingeni Ordingen) in the 
midst €»f a feilile plain* It is supposed that this 
small town derives its name from the Roman 
Geaeral Hordronius Flacpus,^ who occupied tlie 
Upper Rhine in the inawrectton under Claudiiid 
CwiUs, The traces of his eanip arc still visiblev 
In 1550, Henry of Virnebourg, Archbishop of 
Cologne^ erected a wall |*oimd the town. Uer-^ 
dingue eontaim 250 houses, and 4600:inhabil:^ 
auls, most of whom subsist b^ navigation, corn- 
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merce, and the produce of the cattle which 
ihey bring up. In their manuers and customs 
ibey resemble the Balish^ with whom they have 
a constant intercourse. In 1692, the Rhine 
having quitted its ancient course near Rh^berg^ 
and t^ken a new direction across the country of 
Marche, thecnstom4iou8e,'(fornierly situated at 
Rheinberg,) was removed to Uerdingue. 

Inamediately below Uerdingue, between JBod^ 
ber^ (on the left bank) and Efungen (oh the 
right bank), is an island called Drap de Bodberg. 
The river at this place is often so difficult to 
. ascend, that persons are obUgedy when the water 
is* low, to pass along the arm called Hasgat^ 
which is situated between the island and the left 
bank, and is very rapid. 
' After haying passed Bodberg^ the totTcUer 
first sees on the left bank ibe villages of Fr/m- 
mersheim and Blorsheim^ opposite which the 
Anger Mb into the Rhine near AngerwtinxssX 
appear the villages of Bheinheim^ tVerthauseuy 
Emmerich, Essenbejg^ and Hombertj all situated 
on the left^bank;- on the right are the villages of 
WAnheim and Vollmar^ and beydnd them the 
smalt town of Ruhrorty near which ibe Buhr 
flows into the Rhine. Theila^ is a small river 
whieh rises in the mountains of the country 
called 4y<^z/6?r/t/«^3?(in Westphalia), and is rendered 
navigable for a distance o f twelve or fourteen 
leagues from its mouth, bymeans of sixteen 
locks^ It runs front Witten as &r as Mdhleim 
(three leagues from Ruhrort)for a space often 
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leagues along the bottom of a rery narrow yal- 
ley . On the side of the chain of mountains that 
forms this valley, are several other mountains^ 
whichy without courniunicating with the first, 
extend a considerable distance into the interior 
of the country. These mountains contain the 
pit-coaly which is so much used in the Lower 
Rhine and Holland, and constitutes one of the 
principal articles in the commerce of the Rhine. 
At Ruhrort are the docks, in which the greater 
part of the boats for Holland and the Rhine are 
eonstrncted. This small town is very mach 
exposed by its situation, and would long ago 
have perished by ice or inundations, if it had not 
been defimded in some measure by. means of 
very strong dykes. 

Between the Anger and the Ruhr, but half a 
league firom the .Rhine, is DuUbourg^ <m the 
banks of the Ruhr, which crosses a marshy 
country . It is probable that theRhineformerly 
touched the watts of this town. Many have . 
supposed it to be the ancient Teutobourg, where 
the battle between Hermann and Yarus took 
place. In the 17th century Dnisbourg was an 
imperial town. A synod was held at this place 
during the reign of Henry I., and the states of 
Geroumy assembled there under Otto I. The 
town contains 680 houses, and about 5500 inha« 
bitants, who principally subsist on the produce of 
their manufactures, navigation, and commerce* 
Their chief manufactures consist of cloths, and 
other woollen articles, velvets, hats^ thj^ead^ 
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i^atbar, glue^and starch* The uQiversity ^ wfa ich 
was never of much importance ^ lias been entireljr 

plosedfor several years. 

, The Rhiae, after quitting Ruhrort^ and the 
nrillage of Hcmbergj sitiiatea opposite, passes by 
inauy other villages situated on the bauks, and 

Eroceeds to the small town of Orsoy^ which is of 
ut Utile importance and contains only 1000 
inhabitants. . 

A much more interesting place is the town of 
M&ursy a league from the Khine. It is sat'^ 
l onnded by ditches, and is situated in the centre 
of a large valley, bordered by fertile hlUs. It 
contains about 2600 inhabitants. Meurs ia a 
remarkable place in ancient history, and a great 
numl)er of Roman monunienls have been dis- 
covered near it. On a rising ground In the envi- 
Tons of the village of Asberg^ half a league from 
]Meurs, formerly stood the famous Asclburgum 
of Tacitus* The lions placed iu front of the 
4ow-nhouse of Meurs, were found at this place^ 
as well as several stones bearing the names of 
Jloman centurions, which may be seen in the 
dTenues of the house Ter Yoort. Many Roman 
tombs, urns, arms, medals, and lamps, arefre- 
queiuly found there still. In 1 554, Count Herr- 
mann, of Nuenaar, printed at Cologne a very 
detailed account of the antiquities* found at 
Asbercf. Meurs was formerly governed by its 
own counts. The castle and ibrtificalipns were 
destroyed in 1 764. Meurs might be Converted 
|ntqayery st^png placc; and its commerce would 
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belsdilie rety eit^ive, if the high road were 

made to pass through it. 

On quitting Orsoy, the traveller sees on the 
right bank of the Rhine the villages of JValsum 
and Stap, and on the left bank the village of 
Ei>ersdl^ and half a league from it^ in the interior 
of the caontrj, the small town of Rheinberg 
(Rhenoherka, called also Berk, or Berg) . Rhein- 
berg was the last town on the frontiers of the 
Lower Electoi^aieofCkilogne^ and is situated on 
the liigh road from Cologne to Nimeguen and 
HoUand. A.small arm of the Rhine now forms 
' the eonunnnicatlon between this town and the 
river which formerly passed under its walls^ 
Rheinberg was, in ancient times, a strong place^ 
and has sustained more than one obstinate 
siege. Clara Isabella Eugenia, daughter of 
Philip II,, first commenced near this town the 
canal which was intended to go from Gueldres 
to Yenlo, to unite the Rhine and Meuse, before 
the entrance of those rivers into Holland, but 
the accomplishment of this project the Dutch 
frustrate by foi*oe ofarms. This town con- 
tains about 1 7 00 inhabitants, who are principally 
employed in cultivating lands^ and trading iu 
corn. In the vicinity is the ancient abbey of 
Camp, remarkable for its great richness, ana the 
beauty of its situation. : r 

The Rhme, on leaving Rheinberg, passes by 
the villages of G otter swillerJiain^ LohneHj and 
Spellen (on the right bank); and Osscnberg^ 
Barthjf fViUlachy Elverichy and Dornich (on the 
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left bauk) : near the latter, it takes for a const- 
• derable distance an eastern direction, and after-* 
wards eb«nges, and passes towards the west, so 
that it forms a small bend before it reaches the 
town of Wesel. 

fVesely which is perhaps the ancient Aliso, 19 
silLialecl on the right hank of the Rhine, opposite 
an artificial Island, formed in 1 785> hy making a 
cut through the bend above-mendoned. This 
island has taken the name of Budenchj from the 
' market town oiBuderich, which formerly stood 
near it^ and the out is called the canal of 
Biiderich . This probably may be the site of the 
Aliso of the ancients, which was situated lower 
than Asciburgum. Wesel was formerly one of 
the Imperial and Hanseatic towns. It is in- 
dd)ted for its flourishing condition to tlie refu^^ees 
from Holland, Brabant, and France, who were 
afterwards driven from it. Its present import- 
ance arises from its for llfica lions, which render 
it an excellent situation in time of war. It has, 
however, several manufactories of linen and 
woollen stuffs. The port is very convenient, 
and a boat sets, out daily for Amsterdam. 
Wesel contains about 1500 houses, and 8000 
inhabitants. It has a theatre, two private socle- 
ties, and several other places of amusement. 

Jnns* The Ki ng of Prussia, the Roman £m* 
pcror, and the Duke of Bruuswick. 

Near Wesel the Lippo falls into the Rhine, 
This small river, which oomes from Westphalia, 
and is navigable for a considerable distance from 
lis mouth, brings to the Rhine a large quantity 
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of wood and salt, and the boats which ascend 
are generally laden with wines . 

Below Wesel^ on the left bank of the Rhine^ 
and at some distance firom that river, is the neat 
little town of Xanten^ or Santcn^ which con-* 
tains 250 houses, and 3000 inhabitants. The 
latter are principally employed in the cul- 
tivation of land, but they likewise manufacture 
ribands, pins, and u^ck and pocket-handker^ 
chleft. In the envii^ons are a great number of 
beautiful gardens. ? v . . t 

The Hhine must have formerly passed ^close 
tinder the walls of Xanten, as evident traces of 
its ancient bed are still visible. The change in 
the course of this river has so disfigured this 
eouortry, thai it no longer Accords with the der 
scription given of it by Tacitus. Xanten is sup- 
posed to be the Ulpian camp (Ulpia ciistra) ; in 
the Ticinity are the famous V'etera castra^ in 
which two legions encamped. The name of 
^etem is but imperfectly preserved in the name 
of a ti&tge^ balled Wirlen, which is situated a 
'ifiiatter of'a^eague from the town. Near this 
village may still be seen tlie foundation of an 
amphitheatre. Many think that this place is 
ikeCoto^^ TrfiMmaj and they suppose that the 
word Trajana has been changed into Trojaruiy 
whence this plsice iirst took the name of Sancta 
Trojuy or Sectmda Trojuy which has lately been 
corrupted ioSancta Xanten, The ndLxaeof^Sancta 
Troja may be seen on many medak of the 1 1 tit 
AtA 15th ceDturies. In the territory called alte 
:Burg (pld castle), which is situated north of 
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Xanten, the Ob/bn/a Tr^^'<!r/i/i is said^formerly ta 
have stood. A quarter of a league south of the 
town is the mountain of Vorstenberg^ or Stam^ 
bergy on which Quintilius Yarns had establidied 
his pretorship. The remains of an aqueduct 
have been discovered thcre^ and it was tbe 

{>lace where Yarns passed the Ahine with tbe 
egions. 

At Xanten and its environs many monuments 
.have been found which dated from the time of 
the Romans, such as walls, s^ulchral stones, 
urns, arms, medals, lamps, &c. The townfor- 
.inerly belonged to the great chapter of Cologne, 
bnt it passed, in 1449, to the Duchy of Gleves. 
The collegiate church is a superb specimeo of 
ancient Gej^mau Architecim^e. It was cou}-* 
^ mencied in i 1 24. The inscriptions on the prin* 
* icipal gate prov« that k was not finkhed in 1200. 

It contains some beautiful pictures painted by 
, John of Calcar and other famous masters. ! 

On tbe left bank of the Rhine, beyond Xanten, 
appear Marienbaum^ Calcar^ andCLEVES, which 
are situated some distance from the banks of the j 
river. Clevbs, theancient capital of the duchy* 
is situated behind a small hill^ In the middle of 
a semicircular plain covered with meadows, 
which extends from Xanten as far as Himeguen. 
This plain is bordered by the forest of Richs- 
wald, the Sacrum nenius of Tacitus, where Clau- 
dius Civil is engaged the Bataves to revolt 
against the Romans* The foundation of tbe old 
castle of Schwanenbourg, erected at this place, 
is said to U^ve been laid by Julius Caesar. 
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Adolphus, first Duke ofCleves, built the cupola 
to the tower of this castle iu 1459. 

. A qjtnal forms Iheconnnunicalioii between tl]|6 
city and the Rhine, which is a quarter of a 
league distant. It contains about 1000 houses, 
and 5000 inhabitants. The environs are delight- 
fill, and abound with shaded walks , gardens^ 
and small groves. The building called Prin- 
senhof (or the Stathouderat), was arranged with 
great taste by John Mararice, of Nassau-Siegen, 
and commands a fine prospect. On tlie other 
side of the canal is the Konigsgarten (royal 
garden), which is very beanlifiu, and was like- 
wise indebted for its origin to this prince. The 
garden called Thiergarten (menagerie), contains 
a spring of mineral water. The tomb of Prince 
Maurice is situated at Beig and Thai (a place 
he himself chose), half a league from Cleves, 
near the houte of Freudenberg. . His body lies 
in an iron sarcophagus, surrounded by Koman 
insfu^iptipns, urns^ lamps, andolher Roman antl^ 
qiiities^ which have been dug up at Cleves. 

The next place is the small town of Uses, on 
the right bank of the Rhine. It is defended 
against the river by a work called Blesswerk^ 
whiehis n^ Itewever, sufficiently strong to pro- 
tect it from every danger. On quitting Rees, 
the Rhine passes by several places, the principal 
of which are, the viUage oiGriety and tne island 
o{ Emmerich. Near the former, the Zeye falls 
into the Rhine. The traveller then reaches 
jSmmerich, an old town of considerable import- 
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ance, where there is a safe and conTenieut port 
capable of conlamfaig more than forty large 
boats, and sixty of moderate size. 

On the right, between £mmencA and Lohith , 
which is two leagaes distant^ are sitoated the 
villages of Obersjjyk and TJnterspyk^ and on the 
left Griethauseriy Brienen^ and tlie remains of 
the redoubt called SehnechenscJumee. Oppoaite 
tibis redoubt, and immediafcdy above Lobilh, the 
arm called Old Rhine separates from the prin- 
cipal river, and proceeds towards the -i^ght, 
making an immense bend } whibttbe other^rni,^ 
which is much larger, continues its origUial 
direction, and takes the name of the Waal. 

The sepiaoration ef the waters at this place ia 
well worthy of observation ; and the hydraulic 
works to regulate their course are of great 
^rtanoe, since the Very existence of Hottand 
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finished, the whole country would have been 
swallowed op by the waves in the inondation of 
1784. 

The small town oiHuUseny where there was 
ibnnerly a Prussian cnstom-lioliae, is liie first 
remarkable place on that arm ofthe river, which 
continues to bear the name of Rhine, and is 
cidled bv the Duldi Ix>wer Rhine. Opposite 
this small town a part of the Lower Rhine flows 
into the canal, which Drusus made with the 
inteutkm of uniting this river to the Yssel. 
This canal, whidi still bears the name f^t Drums ^ 
Vaai% although oftener called New Yssely 
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rxlemfe as (ar a$ Doesbw^^ where it receiye^ 
the Old YsseL 

On the right bank, one league from the 
redoubt of Schiiedkeii8cbatui6> is Arnheim. 
This town has a good port, and carries on an 
e^Llensive trade, particularly in goods, which are 
sent to a considerable distance : fi>r this purpose 
ft has a society of boatmen, who have an cxclu* 
sire right of conveying, in eight boats^ the mer- 
ehandise destined for Amstmtam^ Rotterdam) 
and tlie Hague, and in two others, that which is 
going to Daisbourg, on the Ruhr. Arnheim 
was formerly called Vella Arnoldij and is men- 
tioned in writings as far back as the 10th 
century. 

On the right of the Rhine, but a quarter of a 

league from that river, and three leagues below 
Arnheim, is the town of TVageningen^ where 
there is a similar society of boatmen, who convey 
j^oods to Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and Duis- 
jjourg. 

Two leagues from Wageningen, on the right 
bank, is the town oiJthenenj where an excellent 

kind of tobacco is cultivated. Between Wage- 
iiingca and Bhenen, and on the right bank also^ 
is the small town of JVyk^te^Durstede^ near 
which a part of the waters of the Rhine pro- 
ceeds on the right towards Utrecht, whilst ihe 
other and largest part continues its original 
direction. The first of these two arms is all that 
remains of that majestic river, here called the 
Crooked Rhine; the second takes the name of 
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Leek. Near Uirccht, the Crooked Rhine dis-* 
charges part of its waters into the Yedit $ ibe 
remaining part washes the walls of the town, 
and thence passes in a norih*west direction^ 
under the name of Old Rhine^ to Leydeuj where 
part flows into different canals^ and the rest is 



The arm of the Rhine called Leek, passes by 

TVyhj Kuilenbourgj and Vyanen^ where it dis- 
charges some of its waters in a canal, on which 
the boats of the Rhine go to Utrecht and Am- 
sterdam ^ and terminates hy falling into* the 
Meuse, near the village of Crimperiy after receiv- 
ing the waters of the VUesst^ and tbns forming a 
junction with the Yssel. 

The arm of the Rhine which took the name of 
Wctal^ passes by Nimegueny joins the Meuse^ 
and finally reach^ Dordj or Dordrecht, the 
place of rendezvous for the rafts which descend 
the Rhine. 
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BATHS OF THE MOUNTAINS OF 
TAUKUS. 



This chain of mouatams, wliicli was called in 
the middle age Harichy Haynrich, or Hbheriickj 
and part of which, stlualed iu the Wetteiaay fitill 
bears the name of Hdhe^ is formed of three 
hraacbes that touch the hauks of the Rhine, the 
Maine, and the Moselle. It commenbes beyoml 
Hombourg vor der Hohe, four leagues from 
Frankfort, where the highest mountains, the 
Feldberg, and the Altkonig, are situated ^ thence 
it proceeds lo Wiesbaden, after being interrupted 
near Hocbheim, afterwards passes on the siae of 
Schlangepbad^ and terminates near £hrenbpeit^ 
stein. In the interior of these mountains are 

■ 

1 ron, lead, copper, and silver mines . The latter 
likewise contam arsenic and sulphur. AH the 
mines, as well as the ^ringsof uftineral water in 
these mountains, run from east to west. 

The Romans obtained silver fiooi these moun- 
tains, evei*y part of whieh bear traces of these 
ancient conquerors of the world. Amongst others 
are the remains of several paved high roads, and 
of an ancient palisaded ditch. Near Hombourg 
may be distinctly seen the vestiges of the paved 
road, which extended from the castle of Sour- 
bourg^ an ancient fort of the Romans, as fisir as 
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Hddernheimf where there was formerly an en- 
trenched camp of Trajau? passing through Dorn* 
hokhausen^ Oberursel^ and Niederursel. In the 
environs of these roads have been discovered^ al 
TarioaS times, urns ( such as are usually found in 
tombs) and stones, on which were inscribed the 
names of the officers who superintended the con- 
struction of these roads. 

• The palisaded diteh^ commonly called Pfol- 
rairij commences near liraubach^ and extends 
as fiir as Butzhach and HungeUy as well as to 
the banks of tlie Ohm in Hesse. Traces of it 
may he seen at Schwalbach and Wiesbaden^ on 
* the decUvi^ of the mountain of WeUSjierg^ and 
throughout the Tauuus. This nfiilitary line con- 
sisted of a deep 4itoh, bordered by a palisaded 
para^t, similar to • many others which the 

Romans made in several parts of Germany. 

Konian tombs, sarcophagi, vases, medals, and 
libera antiquities, have been found at Tarious 
times, both on the mountain itself, as well as in 
places on the banks of the llhine, such as 
Biberieh, See. The greatest nudber of tombs^ 
however, have been discovered at a sliort dis- 
tance from Wiesbaden, near the convent of Kla- 
retUiudj and in the vicinity of the pheasant walk ; 
others have been found in f he fields bordering 
the road, whicli, informer times, led to Bleiden- 
istadt, and to the environs of Dotshaim. 

The mountains of Taunus are as interesting to 
th ose who employ themselves in historical 
research, as to others virho delight in contem- 
. lating piotnreaqae scenery, luid the e:itraor« 
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di0ary wonders of nature. From these mouu^ 
tainsy about twenty baths, which exist in the 
environs of the Rhine, the Lahn^ and the Maine, 
are supplied with mineral water. Every body . 
has heard of the baths of Wi^diadeny Embs, 
Schlangenbady and Sodejn, and . of the mineral 
waters ofSchwalheim, Weilbach, Schwalbach, 
Embsy Geilnaiv f achingeU) and Selters, which 
are drank in almost every cpimtry in Europe. 
The springs of salt water at Nau^nheim, Nidda, 
Hombourgy lironberg^ and Sodeu^ fiite JtLkewise 
derived from the interior of these momitains* 
Amidst charming landscapes^ appear the ruins 
of the ancient castles of Friedberg, Kransberg^ 
Kombourg, Kronberg, Falkenstein, Kooigsteiiif 
Beifenberg^ Hattsteiu; Eppenstein^ andSonnen- 
berg. 

At Thai Bhrenbreits^th the traveller com- 
mences his route. A road passing over the 
inountain where Arjutein is situated^ leads ta 
Embsy which is about two hours* jonmey. There 
is another and more pleasant road, but a league * 
and a half longer> which follows th^ banks of the. 
Lahn, passing by Lahnstein« 

Embs, the Embasisj or Amasia of the ancients, 
likewise called Hembesse^ is one of the most 
apcient baths in Oecmmy. It has seven springs ; 
two of which^ situated near the fountain Bubm« 
quelle, were only discovered in 1812. Those 
wMch produce most water are at the house for* 
merly called the house of Darmstadt. Their 
heat, according to Reaumur, is from twenty-four 

to thirty-one degrees. . The hath of Eui:st|nbAd 
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is coiMructed with marble^ from the neighbotu^ 

ing quarries. More than 50,000 pitchers, con- 
taining water from the fountain of lirdnchens-* 
bom^ are annnally exported. The particles of 
which this water is principaUy composed are, 
carbonic acid^ carbonic gas, carbonate of lime^ 
and alkali^ and mariate of alkaii. These waterji 
are particularly salutary for persons afflicted in 
the lungs or eyes. At the bathing-houses, be* 
sides the shower baths^ there are conveniencies 
for bathing the eyes. ' In the bed of the Lahn 
are some springs of warm water, where a bath 
for horses nas been established. On the other 
side of the Titer, at a place cadled Spies, is the 
Dog Grotto, which, like that of Naples, causes, 
those who enter it to faint away. 

The best inn at Embs, is that of the<9oIdfen 
Fountain. The proprietor, M. Heidenhauser, is 
likewise a merchant, and at his house the tra- 
veller may procure any itineraries send topogra- 
phical works of which he may stand in need. 

The environs of Embs are remarkable for the 
beauty and variety of their^ prospects. The 
Lahn (lows through them, amidst mountains and 
rocks, and fertUufies numerous meadows and, 
lands.' 

Not far from the balhs Is the market-town of 
Embs, which has a beautiful church. 

A very good road leads fromEmbs to Nassau^ 
a small town two leagues distant. This road, 
which passes through Tausenau (Tu$enu\yih!^VQ 
there is IflLewise a fountain of mineral water, 
crosses a delightfnl country. Not far from 
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Tausetian on the left bank of the Labn^ issita* 

ated the hamlet of Berg Nassau^ near which is 
the ^trance to a silver mine. The town of 
Nassau is on the right bai^ of the Labn. It ia 
said to have been founded by a count of Lauern- 
bourgy who discovered the valley where it is 
sittuGted by following a stag; It is a post station. 
In the castle of Baron Stein are several old and 
curious armours. 

Before the thirty years* war^ Nassau had a 
beautiful stone bridge acrcss the Lahn^ but 
only a few piles of it now remain. 

The Post'^House, the Lily, and the 
Crown. The latter is remarkable for its beau- 
tiful situation on the banks of the river, and for 
the prospect which it oommands of the ruins of 
the old castles of Nassau and Stein. 

On the other side of the Lahn^ opposite the 
town^ iaa lofi j.moimtaio of an imposing and pic-" 
tnresque appearance, planted with trees and 
shrubs, on the top of which appear the ruins of 
the old castle of Nassau. It was erected by the 
Count of Loueyidionrg, the first of the house of 
Nassau. Baron Stein nas made a good road to 
this castle^ but the traveller must inquire for it^ 
as it IS not rmj easQy fonnd. Die tower of this- 
old castle is in good preservation, but the 
entrance to it is difficult. A staircase^ in excel* 
lent repair, leadato the top of the lower, whence 
there isa6ne prospect of the surrounding moun- 
tains . At the foot of the mountain, on the south'^ 
east ttde, is the "piUage of Sc/ieuem^ which has a- 
Tery picturesque appearance. To the west, on 
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the declivity of a mowBiaiii inierqf ie rs e d with 

rocks, appear the ruins of the old castle of Sieirij 
an ancient tenure of Masi&au^ whence the family 
of Stein derives its origm« Maoy of the • old 
rooms of this castle have been repaired within a 
few years^ and it has atiU a remarkable prison* 

If the traveller wishes to go directly from 
Nassau to Schwalbach he must turn the right 
(quitting the banks of the Lahn) in order to reach 
thegMat road which passes^tfarottgbNastadten, 
or the road tltfough KemeL Bnt if he wishes to 
visit Geilnau^ Fachingen^ and Seltcrs, he should 
continue his route along the banks of tho rivier. 
Onascending the river^ two leagMs from Nassau^ 
is the village of Langendu. Behind it may be 
on the top of a veny lofty mountain^ the 
ruins of a caslle of the same name^ which was 
destroyed in 1556. On the left bank of the 
river^ nearly opposite Langenan, is the conventof 
Amsiem. This aneient abbey of Augustines, 
which is situated on the top of a mountain 
covered with rocks^ was onoe the residence of a 
family of eonnts • Gotmt Lonis of Amstein^ the 
last of his race, had seven daughters^ but no 
son. Havingmarried his daughters^ and divided 
amongst them part of his dominions, he trans«> 
formed his castle, in 1 1 39, Into a convent, which 
he endowed with several villages, farms, and 
rights and nmed Godefro v^ a moidL, the first 
abbot of it. Helumself afterwards retired to 
this convent, where he lived forty years. His 
tomb may be seen in the ohavoh of the abbey; 

The road tfien lends^ passing througji the 
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Tillage of Palseichy to the small town of Uolz^ 
apfel^ situated in the county of the same name. 
Oa the side of it, near the Laho, are the rains 
of the castle of Lauemhourg, which is situated 
.at the top of a mountain. Not far from Holz- 
^fel is Charhttenbourgj which is a colony of 
a religious sect called Waldenses. 

Between Holzapfel and Ijauernbourj^ is a 
foundry of lead and silver^ belonging to th6 
Prince of Schanmbottrg, which annually pro-* 
duces from fifty to sixty thousand florins. The 
castle of Schaumhourf]^ is situated not far from 
this place, on the left bank of the Laho. 

A short distance beyond Holzapfel is Geilnau. 
This place, which is situated on the Lahn, five 
leagues from Embs, was &mous in the time of 

the ancients for its mineral waters, but it was 
afterwards forgotten till its re-establishment in 
1609. This mineral water is very clear, tfbd 
has a sharp pleasant taste, and when mixed 
mth wine and sugar froths like champagne. 
The parts of which it is composed are, carbonic 
gas, mwiateof alkali, lime, muriate of magnesia, 
carbonate of alkali, and of iron. The fountains 
which supply this water are not, however, sq 
arranged that-it may be drank at the spring . 

About two leagues fromGeilnau is Fachingen. 
The road passing through Schaumbourg (which, 
as "well as Fachingen, is on the left bank of the 
I-iahn), although the longest , is themost agreeable. 
The castle oiScIummbourg. is situated on the banks 
of the Lahn where this river bends. It is the resi^ 
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dencoof Prince Aohall-BerBbourg-Scbaumbourg. 
In 1656 the Countesse Agnes of Holzapfel bought 
the castle and lordship of Scliaiiinbourg of the 
Count Linange-Westerbourg, and delivered it 
irom the dominion of the Elector of Cologne. 
Bj iheniarriage of her grand-daughter, it passed, 
with the county of Holzapfel, to iis present pos- 
sessor. The castle is very well situated, and 
commands fine prospects. At the foot of the 
mountain are several larms« 

At the top of a mountain, not far from Schaum* 
bourg, are the ruins of the cixsileoi Ba/diiinstei/ij 
which was built in 1515 by Archbishop Bald- 
win of Treves, 

At the foot of the mountain is a village, and 
between this village and another called Hau^en^ 
are some extensive iron«mines.< 

Those who admire wild and dreary scenery, 
similar to . that exhibited iu the pictures of It uis- 
daely Everdingen, and Salvator Rosa, wiU not 
omit to vbit the castle and market-town of Kat- 
-se/2e///7iao-eAz,lhe environs of which are extremely 
gloomy. There is no doubt that this castle was 
inhabited by the counts of Katzenellnbogen* 
These counts possessed, besides numerous do- 
mains on the banks of the Rhine, the towns of 
Nastadten, Langenschwalbach, and the convent 
of Gruna : William VII. of Katzenellnbogen 
built the castle ofSchwalbach in 1571. This 
family possessed the greater part of the qountry 
comprised in the angle formed by the Rhine 
^nd the Labn, 
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Tbe shortest road from Schauuibourg to 
Fachingen is only three quarters of a league 
in length, but it is a footpath only passable 
for persons accostomed to walk on mountains ; 
it is therefore advisable to pass through the 
Tillage of Berlebach^ which makes the distance 
Kalf a league. Facluiigen is situated at the 
hottom of a picturesque valley^ surrounded by 
lofty mountains covered with trees, lliafena* 
tain of mineral water at Fachingen, which was 
discoYcred in 1745^ is formed of four springs^ 
issuing from the ground on the side of tbe Lahn, 
so that they are only separated from the river 
by a bank. In consequence of its situation^ 
this fountain is liable to be inundated when the 
river swells , but the government of Nassau has 
renciedied this inconvenience in placing pumps^ 
by means of which the cistern of th^ fountain 
may be emptied in a very short time. The 
parts compoi^ing « the water of S'achingen are 
nearly the same as those forming ^he water 
of Selters, It contains less muriate of alkali,, 
but more pure potash; iron^ and carbonic aas. 
It has a very pleasant taste, particularly wnen 
mixed with wine, sugar, or milk. Persons af- 
flicted with giddiness or iaiating fits-n^ay derive 
great benefit from the use of this water. It 
will keep good for several years, and is conse- 
quently exported to Russia, to the £a3t Indies^ 
and to the Gape of Good Hope. It is more 
easily digested than other mineral waters, and 
is recommended by physicians to persons who 
require aperitive medicines. Two hundred and 
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fifty thousand jugs of this water are annually 
drawn and said for the benefit of the gOTern- 
ment of Nassiiil. 

On the Laliu, a quarter of a league above 
Fftcbingen^ and hear the mouth of the Aar, is 
the small town of DietZt which formerly he-* 
longed to the duchy of Orange Nassau. That 
part of the town which has been lately con- 
structed is very regular, and is distinguished 
for the cleanliness and neatness by which Dutch 
towns are characterized. In former times Dietz 
had its own counts^ but the family became extinct 
1111388. 

The Lahn is navigable frdm this town to its 
mouth in the Rhine, and the inhabitants of Dietz 
convey on it a large quantity of corn, that comes 
from the valby 6f the Aar aAd from its envivonsi 
which are very fertile. 

A quarter of a league above Dietz is Oranien' 
stein J a castle of die Prince of Orange . 

A beautiful gravel road leads from Dietz to 
the small town oiLimbourgj which is a league 
distant. This town is very ancient, and is often 
mentioned in the history of Germany in the 
middle age. The Palatine Count Everhard 
established his residence at this place^ and, ac«- 
cording to some authors, his* brother the Em- 
peror Conrad I. was burled here^. The church 
of St. George is one of the most beautiiul and 
remarkable monmnenfs of antiquity. It was 

* It IS more probable that he was interred at Wcil- 
bourg, or at Fuide^ 
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built at the commencement of the 10th century 
by Count Conrad^ but has neyer been entirely 
finished. In its inteptior are several interesting 
paintings of the old German school. The church 
of the Franciscans likewise contains several 
«^er pictttres. 

The court of Nassau is the best inn, where 
good accommodations may be procured at a 
Bioderale price. 

Three leagues firom Limboivg b NiederseU 
ters. The mineral water of this place is one of 
the most famous in Germany. The spring 
which supplies this water is situated at the top 
of a mountain, in the midst of a wild and dreary 
country. It was only discovered l)etween the 
yettrs 1500 and 1550, and was BUed up during 
the thirty years' war. The excellent qualities of 
this water do not seem to have been formerly 
appredated^ as the annnAl rent was at one time 

only two florins, twenty kreuzer : towards the 
end of the 18th century it rose to five ilorins, 
and in twenty years aftei^ards to fourteen thou* 
sand florins. When the Elector of Treves, to 
whom the foontain belonged, took an account of 
it produced ammally eighty thousand florins. ' 
This water contains a great deal of alkali, or 
carbonate of mineral, which contributes to dis« 
solve the iron in it. The moderate condiination 
of this substance with the carbonic gas, causes 
the use of this water (which is easily preserved) 
in dmosi every country. It is even sent to both 
the Indies. Since 1803 this fountain has be- 
, Qome the property of the4uchy of Nassau* The 
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sale of it raries ex.tremelyy and depends entirely 

on the weather. If the summer is warm, more 
of this water is consumed, since it is then taken 
as an agreeaUe beverage as well as a salutary 
medicine. When milled with wine and sugar, 
it resembles champagne in taste^ but is much 
more refreshing. In many years the sale has 
been as high as in the summer of 1811 /when 
nearly a million pitchers of it were exported. It 
may scarcely be thctaght possible to fill so many 
pitchers, each of which contains two pounds of 
this liquid, from the water of a single fountain, 
if it is considered that it can only be drawn la 
4ire months of the year, and oonseqnently (de* 
ducting Sundays and holidays) that eight thou- 
sand pitchers must be filled each day^ covered 
on the top and sealed with resin. Bui all this 
may be easily believed when the manner in 
which it is done is tnade known. At each 
comer of the basin of the fountain, which is 
sc^uare, may generally be seen a stout peasant 
girl, who takes the empty pitchers, plunges them 
into the well, and brings them out full. These 
girls have acquired by practice admirable dex- 
terity. They each put ten pitchers in their hands 
at a time (one on each finger), so that forty are 
filled at once. The other part of the business 
is managed as in manufactories, the work people 
Iteing separated in diTisions. One diTiaon 
brings the empty pitchers, another puts them 
ready to be filled, a third ranges them, a fourth^ 
fifth; sixth, seventh, etc., draws^ carries, puts inl 
a cork^ knocks it tight with a hammer; coYer| 
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ike top of the pitcher with a leather bearing 
the prince 8 arms, twists a wire round it, and 

seals it with resin. 

These girls come early in the morning, and 
remain at work till eleren o'clock, and during 
this time no other person may draw water. 
From eleven till one, in the middle of the day> 
the neighbouring persons are allowed to proeure 
water, but no person is permitted to get more 
than a man can carry ; carriages may not come 
to the fomitain f they must load at the ware* 
house, wliere one hundred pitchers, sealed with 
resin, will cost eleven florins. From one to 
seven o^clock pitchers are filled for governmeitt. 

Those who wish to drink this water as pure as 
possible, from the fountain itself? should chuse 
for this purpose a Sunday or holiday ; as the 
water being continually agitated on other days 
by the dipping in of the piuphprs, necessarily 
loses Its original strength. 

The hotel of the Court of Nassau, at Nieder- 
selters, is superior to many others at the water- 
ing-places, as it affords good afKX>mmodation at 
a moderate price« It. is seldom frequented by 
more than nve or six families at a time, and a 
few persons from Berlin, who come to take the 
waters. 

A few paces from the mineral fountain is a 
spring of soft water. It has been ol^served that 
the water of Sekers soon spoils when the piu^hers 
are placed on the ground, but will keep a lon^ 
time if they are put on a wooden stand. 
. At Oberselters is another mineral fountatOf, 
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which has nearly the same properties as the one 

just mentioned, but it is not made use of. 

Six leagues from ]N iederselters is Sclvwalbach^ 
a market-toWDy which is likewise called Lan^ 
genschipalbach^ and is situated in a beautiful 
valley covered with wood. It is said that the 
name of Schwalbach (Swallow's Rivulet), is de* 
rived from the great number of rivulets and 
swallows seen in the environs of this town. This 
place is divided into two parts^ Upper and 
Loikrer Schwalbach. The latter is situated some 
distance from the mineral springs, of which there 
are fourteen. Schwalbacn was famous for its 
waters in the 16th century, and in 1581 the 
celebrated physician and botanist, Tabernii Mon- 
tames, published a description of them . 
' The tbutttaitt called Lindenbrunnen , the water 
of which is frequently drunk by the inhabitants 
of Schwalbach instead of ordinary water, is 
situated in the middle of this market-town. Not 
far from it is the fountain called Brodelquelie, 
so called because its water continually bubbles 
Kke boiling water, although it is extremely cold. 
It contains more alkali than ferruginous parts. 
This spring was discovered in the 1 5th century, 
which was some time before the others. It is 
nine feet deep and three wide. The fountain 
Stadtljrunnen is situated on the road leading 
to Schlangenbad. 

The fountain scalled Weinborn and Stahlborn, 
hold the first rank amongst those at Schwalbach. 
TheWeinl )om{Aouce T^marue)rises ina meadow 
war the road wiiieh leads to Wiesbaden and

ScUangenlMicIiu A footpath from the road leads 

to it. The water of this fountain is clear as 
crvstal, and its taste resembles that of wine : 
whence it is sometimes called Wine Fountain. 
It is preferred to that of Stahlbrunnen, because 
it contains more mineral particles^ which are 
sooner dissolved. This fountain belongs to a 
£imily in the town, and is surrounded bj a beao^ 
tiful stone balustrade. In an hour it supplies 
nine tuns, each containing 180 bottles. • About 
250,000 pitchers^ or stone bottles of it are an- 
nually exported. 

The substances composing the water of the 
^untain called Weinbrunnen are, muriated 
lime, magnesia, sulphuric acid, muriated alkali, 
alum^ carbonate of iron, and carbonate of pot- 
ash. A walk near this . fountain serves, as a 
promenade for persons taking the waters, and 
has several buildings iu it where they may take 
shelter from the sun or rain. 

The fountain called Stahlbrunnen (which be- 
longs to the Prince of Hesse-Rothenbourg) was 
only discovered in 1740. It produces in an 
hour five tuns of water, each containing 180- 
bottles j and about 150,000 pitchers of it arq, 
exported annually. Its comjj^osiuon is similar 
to that of Weinbrunnen^ but itsspeciBc weight 
isdiflerent. Around this fountain are pleasant 
promenades, which are much frequentea. 

The baths at Schwalbach are supplied with 
water from the fountain of Brodelbruunen^mixcd 
with that of the Weinbrunnen. 

The foimtain EhebrunneO) which derives it9 
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name from an oak and a beach-tree grafted 

together, likewise contains much mineral sub* 
stance, but is no longer used. • ' ' 

• The fountain Rotelbom, or Rnnipelborn,i$ 
situated In a valley, covered with meadows, and 
itS' water has been drunk for the )ast thirty or 
forty ye«,. 

Schwalbach has several delightful promenades^ 
the most frequented of which are the roads lead- 
ing to Ehrbaum, to Sdidnbaum^ tothe Wiesen- 
bi Linnchen, and to the place where there is 
an echo^ which repeats the same word three 
times. 

Two other interesting spots in the vicinity of 
Schwalbach ara Adolphseck and Hohenstein. 

Adolphseck is an oM castle fallen to roins^ and 
situated near a market-town of the same name. 
The castle is on the top of a circular mountain^ 
and its environs have an imposing and pictu- 
resque appearance.- It is said that Adolphus of 
Nassau^ before he was made emperor, built this 
castle as the residence of his chire amiej whom 
he had taken from a convent, where- this young 
person had been remarkably attentive in dressing 
his wounds. The ditch of the castle was cut 
ovit of the rock, and very near it are several 
ponds. The Emperor Albert of Austria, the 
adversary of Adolphus, destroyed this castle in 
1502, but it' was afterwards rebuilt. It was 

habitable in 1695, but it has since fallen into 
ruins. 

T wo leagues, from Adolphseck is Hohensteinj 
an old castle situated at the top of a moimtaia 
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oo ilie banks of the Aar, wlrlcli passes there 
amidst extensiTe meadows. This castle origi- 
nally belouged to the Lords of Hohenstein, from 
whom it passed to the Counts of Katzenella- 
bogeri. It was destroyed during the thirty 
years' war ; but, to fudge from its ruins, has been 
very strong. Part of it still exists, consisting 
of agate^ a very lofty tower called Hexenthurm^ ' 
a room where the torture was inflicted, a haU 
where the ladies assembled, and an apartment^ 
tjie walls of which are ornamented with paint* 
ings . At the castle is the heepef^ house^ where 
good accommodation may be procured at a 
moderate price* 

Net fiir froni this place are the rums of the 
fort of Greifensteinj and the old castle of Kat'^ 
tenelbow^y ai the top of a mountain called 
Kattenalp. 

The environs of the Lahn present numerous 
beautiful prospects, as well as several castlea, 
fallen in niins, which bear the names of niany 
ancientand distinguished families. Two leagues 
from llohenstein , and about the same distance 
from Schwalbach, is the castle of SchwaUnichy^ 
on the banks of the Aar. It was built in 1571, 
by Count William of Katznellnbogen^ and is 
not entirely destroyed. A league distant^ at the 
end of a wood called Fuchshohle, are the strong 
towers of the old castle of irdllenfelsj which 
is said to haye beto built m the 14th cetitury 
by the Knight Danier of Langenau. It is ex- 
tremely weU situated^ and its windows command

fiqe prospects. In the wood just metiiioned is 
an iroD-^iiiiaey which fiirniishes the mineral for 
the foundry of Michelbach. 

The castle of^^r/acA:,uearer to Dletz^ is stili 
more interesting than the latter, and is probably 
of Roman origin. Ancient medals have often 
been found at this place,^ and in the wall are 
several antiquebas-reiiefis^ which are well worthy 
of observation • - 

The best inns at Schwalbach are, — :theGolde» 
Chain, th^ Trefoil; and the Golden Fountain. 
We recommend the latter; wbich is likewise the 
Post-house. At these inns good accommodation 
may be procured at a moderate rate. 

Sc^^cely, two leagues from Schwalbach is 
Schlangenbad. This bath was discovered about 
two hundred years ago by an heifer that was 
ilh This animal daily left the flock, and the 
herdsman one day met it, t6 his great astonish- 
ment, near a spring of warm water, which it 
had frequented for the core of its disease^ and 
from which it had received benefit* In 1657 
Dr, Gloxin, of Worms, gained possession of this 
bath, which was sold to him by theConunime of 
Berstatt, together with the smrouadixiglaiid and 
timber, for two butts of wine. The house of 
' Hesse-Cassel, under whose dominion this coun- 
try then was, obtained this bath. In 1694 the 
Iiandgrave Charles erected accommodations 
around it, which have since been enlarged and 
improved, and have cost more than 400,000 
florins. The Landgrave Frederick I.; who after- 
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wards became King of Sweden, caused 4000 
pitchers of water from this fouotaia to be sent 
amitially to Stockhobn« ' 

The position of Schlangenbad is truly pictu- 
resque. It is situated in the middle of a dreary 
country, coyered with woods, where nature is 
exhibited in her original beauty. Those who 
dislike bustle^ and prefer the silence and tran- 
quillity of the country to the games, balls, and 
other diversions of bathing-places^ willbe highly 
gratified at Schlangenbad. 

The std>stances composing the water of tiiese 
baths, which is clear as crystal, are alum and 
magnesia : it is supposed, howcTer^ to contain 
some minSral^ although none has yet been dis^ 
covered. The heat of the water by Reaumur 
is twenty-two degrees. The building called 
Nassauer Haus (House of Nassau), is connected 
with the House of Hesse by a gallery : it has 
three springs that produce in twenty-four hours 
5500 tuns of water, and ten very spacious baths, 
one of which is a shower bath. Two of them 
have basins of porcelain, and a third basins of 
marble. There are six oiher ba^s in the new 
house. The average revenue produced ammally 
by this bath, for the last ten years, has been 
scarcely fifty fiorin#; the expensive maintenance 
of this establishment should be considered, 
therefore, as asacrincemade by the government 
.for the benefitoi* suffering humanity. Indeed 
every possible accommodation has been pro* 
videa lor persons taking die waters j lodgings, 
provi^ons^ aud wiaes ; in shor^ every thing con* 
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venient. The Jiaths are vr.e\l JUiid out, and kept 
witli greatneatness. 

The traveller should not omit to walk from 
^chlang^enbad to the sinall chapel near Bauen^ 
thai J on the Height of Bubenhauseni It com- 
mands one of the finf?st views in the Blioingaii, 
Between Rauenthal and Kiderich are the re^ 
mains of an ancient wall, painted i^ith various 
characters. It is called Alte Burg (Old Castle). 
' Osdy two league&from Schlangenhad is Wi ES- 
BADEN ) but those who wish to enjoy amagnifi* 
cent prospect, will not hesitate to return to 
Scliwalbach, and take tbe gravel road whidi 
.leads from that place to Wiesbaden, passing 
•over the height of Hohe WurzeL The whole 
valley of the Rhine, through whidi ttiis river 
bends its course, as far as the mountains of tlie 
Black Forest, extends before ilie ey« of the 
spectator. Before him is the city of Mayence, 
with its numerous steeplesj heights of gentle 
declivity rise behind this town, and in the dis* 
tance appears Mont Tonncrre, whose lowering 
summit seems to reach the clouds. On the 
right are some of the villages of the Rheingau 
scattered along the banks of the river. In the 
distance, on the left, are the tops of the mouu- * 
tains bordering the Bergstrasse. and in front of 
them the beautiful valley, watered by the Maine, 
at the end of which is the town of Frankfort. 
At the foot of the mountain is, Wiesbaden, half 
concealed by hills. 

The springs [oqufB were known in 

the time of the Romaus, and there are seveval 
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anliaue remains of that period at Wiesbadea 
Of tnis number are the ruins of a fort con- 
siructecl by Dmsus*, which may be seen m the 
hurying-ground, in the street of the butchers^ 
in an aajacent garden, and near the old tower of 
the castle. The vrall which snrrorunded this 
fort commenced near the hiU situated behind 
the north side of the town; it then crossed the' 
long street, and the street of butchers ; the ditch 
afterwards passed by the old castle, and ter* 
niinatedwhere the l)oundary of the town now is. 
It is very likely that the greater part of this 
wall has been employed iti the couiitruction of 
buildings. ]| was twenty feet high and ten 
feet thick, and was caseH on both sides with 
hewn stones placed regularly one above another; 
the interior was filled up with small stones, 
pieces of tile and broken bricks, which wer^ 
cemented together by several layers of mortar,. 
The part of the wall still remaining is 650 
feet in length, and fornSs the endostnre of the 
Imrying-groinid. 

The remains of many Roman baths have 
likewise been discovered at Wiesbaden ; on one 
of them are sonieinscripttons inhonourof ApolW 
and Hercules, and the name of the legion sta- 
tioned in this quarter. In the street Saalgasse. 
are several cellars that have been used as vapour . 
baths , Near the tower of the castle some very 
curious Roman medals have been found. ' 
' Wiesbaden, called Wisibadon in the time of 
the Salic Franks, was then the chief place of 
the district of Kunigesundra,. which extended 
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from Epstein Lo Walluf. The Carlovinglan kings 
built a palace there, where Charlemagoe occa-k* 
sionaliy mided, and which .was afterwards idp 
habited for a considerable time by Otto the 
Gr^at^ who raised Wiesbaden to the rank of 
a town in 965. At the commencement of the 
18th century trenches were made in the ground 
where this palace, which was calledSala^ formerly 
i^tood^ and on that occasion walls^ covered with 
paintings, and other ruins, were discovered. This 
palace subsisted entire till the commencement 
1^ the 15th century, and was probably set Ore 
to by the Lords of Eppenstein^ who in 1 280 
burnt the town of Wiesbaden. The town was 
rebuilt by the Emperor Adolphns. The street 
whidh formerly led to the royal palace is now 
called Saalgasse. 

Some remains of the old castle still exist. 
The new castle, which was built towards the 
end of the I6th century by John Louis of 
Nassau, is in very good repair. The Town- 
house is remarkable for coats of arms executed 
in wood, and other ornaments on the outside, 
' amongst which are the arms of the Franks } 
namely, three lilies on a bine ground. 

At Wiesbaden are fourteen springs of warm 
mineral water and two of cold. The substances 
composing this water are— -Carbonate of lime, 
magnesia, muriate of alkali, muriate of liine and 
of magnesia, sulphate of alkalij and sulphate of 
lime, alum, and a little iron mixed with car- 
bonate of alkali. 

The warmest spring, called Kochbrunnen^ is 
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1 51 degrees, according to Fahrenheit. Close 
to the wall of the towa is a spring of sulpliurous 
water. There SH*e iWeaty-three bathiog^ouses, 
exclusive of the hospital and public batlis. Two 
of these b^ths, namely^ those called Rebhuhn 
(the Partridge) aod tiie Half Moon, are only 
frequented by Jews, who go thereto take the 
waters. The principal of these bathing-bouses 
are — TbeRindfiissy the Schutzenhof^ tbe£agle 
or Post-house, the Rose (the last three are liKe- 
wise inns), the Bear^ and the Black Goat. • One 

. half of each of these houses contains lodgings^ 
and in the other are baths. The baiJaings 
containing the baths are from twenty to forty 
feet big^^ and just under the roof of most of 
them apertures are made to leave a free passage 
to the steam. A building of this kind contains 
i'rom ten to thirty baths^ which are situated in 
small rooms entirely endosed* The price of 
the table dliotes is not dear, but the greater 
part of the persons who take the waters prpewe 
qinner from restaurateurs* 

The wells in the town contain water that has 
a salt taste. . Several are situated on the side of 
the warm springs^ without losing thdr natural 
freshness. This tends to support the opinion 
of those who think that the focus, whence these 
springs derive their heat, is outside the town jr 
probably in the mountains north-west of it. 

The only fountain in the town which furnishes 
water fit to drink, is that in the square of the 
market. This water is covey ed through pipe^ 

from a spring near theroadof ScbwalliiMh^.but' 

* 
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(hiring a -thaw it often becomes muddy and 
improper to drink. 

Several riviilels of cold water cross the town, 
and receive the water which flows from the 
mineral springs. 

For several years past there has been at Wies* 
baden a building called S.ur$al, which is a {dace 
of amusement lor persons taking the waters. 
M. Wolzogen of Weimar, who died at Wies- 
baden, iirst laid the plan of this building, and 
Zais/ an architect of considerable skill, executed 
it. This building is situated at the end of a 
promenade behind the fountain Wiessenbnm- 
hen,^ and communicates by a walk with the gar* 
" den Herrengarten. The colonnades (in front of 
the great saloon), which terminate by pavilions, 
contain baths, and likewise command a fine 
prospect. The principal hoilding includes a 
dancing-room, very well laid out, smaller rooms 
for refreshments or play, others where parlies 
assemble, and lastly the apartments occupied 
by the proprietor of this establishment. Much 
taste is displayed in the decorations^ furniture, 
and distribution of the interior of this structure* 
For some time past this building has had a 
beautiful statue of Apollo in plaster, which was 
cast from the Apollo Belvidere. The columns 
which support the gallery of the gredt hall, are 
made of a kind of marble brouglu from the 
quarries near Limbonrg. The whole edifice is 

* The water of tku (bontain is fit to drink ; it con-* 
mts priacipally of imiriated and c^bonated lime. 
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built with stone j it is 350 feet iu length and 
170 mbre-^dth. 

During the bathing season ecmcertsarcf ghen 
daily at this building, balls occasionally and 
a table d'hote is provided every day.- Several 
roems are appropriate 'ill^^rds/biit gaming 
not carried on to the same extent as at other 
, bathing places . 

A maseam of antiqiiities, as well as of modem 
works of the fine arts, has been formed at 
Wiesbaden^ It must be confessed that such 
a. collection could be no where more appropriate 
than at a balhing-place frequented by so much 
company. . ' 

The modi delightful promenade' m the* eu^ 
▼irons of Wiesbaden is that formed by the rows 
of trees and groves lately planted, which reach 
from the Herrengarten to the fountain called 
• Wiesenbrunnen, and surround the beautiful 
building of the Kursaal. 

Nature has been extremely bountiful in ems- 
bellishing the elnrirons of this town, the most 
interesting places of whidi are : — 1 . Sonnen-- 
bergj half a league from the baths. It is said 
that tlie old castle of litis -name was built by 
Sunno, a German. Prince. Adolphus of Nassau 
rendered it strong in order to defend the coun* 
try against the atlaeks of the Lords of Eppen^ 
stein. The picturesque ruins of this castle!^' 
nearly surround the vjllageof Sonnenberg.-— 2. 
The Pheasant Walk^ whidh is. situated in a beau« 
tifal valley, encircled by a wood. — 5. Klaren" 
thals^ in iront, of the Pheasant Walk. It wa& 
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formerly a cquvent of nuns, which was fouoded 
by Adolphus of Nassau and his wife Imdgine. 
The sister of this prince Tvas the first abbess of 
this convent, and his daughter became the 
priprasst This coBiient was secularized by the 
descendants of Adolphtis in the last century. 
In the vicinity of the Pheasant Walk, and of the 
convent of Ciarenthal^ may be seen^ on both 
sides of the road lea'fltng to bleidenstadt, a great 
numl^er of ancient tombs^ part of which are 
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agoy and inside were discovered coals, ashcs^ 
urns filled with bones an^ ashes, cu])s, lachry- 
matories, lances, arrows )CODsecratedkmves,and 
lamps. In, severatof them there were likewise 
gold, silver, and copper medals. Similar tombs 
have ])eqn found near Dolzheim..-^4» The 
Mountaiti of G-eisber^ . It commands a fine view 
of Mayence, and tne villages on the banks of 
the Rhine. — 5. Adamsthal, a. beautiful farm, 
in the; wood; a league frmn Wiesbaden.^.' 
The Mill^ at some distance from the convent of 
KJarenthal. It has an elegant assembly-room, 
and a pretty garden* Persons taking the waters 
often form parties to go to this place.'^?. The 
hunting castle called Platte. It is situated in 
the middle of a wood, on theo'oad of Isteln, one 
kaguefrom Wiesbaden. From this castle there 
IS one of themo^t ^tensive and beautiftil prcH 
spects in Germany (that from the height called 
Hohe Wurzel^ mentioned befoi*c^ is nearly simi<* 
lar)* Good accommodation may be procured at 
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the forest-keeper's. — This castle is situated at 
the foot of the mountain called Trompeterberg^ 
which is supposed to have derived its namelirom 
the Buecinobans^ a branch of the Mattlaci.— ' 
8. Bihrich^ formerly called Bihurc. Is is the 
most princely resid^oe on the banks of the 
Rhine. All round the castle are walks of ches- 
nut trees, intejrspersed with fountains^ which pro- 
duce a fresh |ar# Near the rotunda^ which rests < 
on eig^t laf ge columns of the Ionic order, is a'^ 
balcony which commands a delightful prospect. 

>^lo every part of this country may be seen ! 
nelemorials of the time when theRomanaand the ^ 
Germans disputed the possession of the beau- 
tiful territory on the banks of the Rhine. There 
are sii^ visible,, oh the heights around Wies- 
baden, ijud particularly on that called Neresberg, 
near jj^iigmantel and Heftrich; the traces of ^ 
stoiieiMUKUparta made by the Germany and the* 
remains of the walls of ancient forU constructed 
by theRoaums. - , - ^ ^ ' 

In the towii>-houSe i>f WieribadeH are pi^ 
served the copies of numerous inscriptions 
wJ^ich have been discovered. Most of the stones 
on which theseinscriptions were, haTe been lost. 
One of these stones that was taken from an 
ancient Roman baAh, and now forms part of the 
wall of the hathing-^house of SehutEenkopf, had ' 
been erected in honour of Apollo {ApoUini tute^^ 
lari) by a centurion of the seventh legion, which 
was .quartered in the envivcms of Wiesbaden , and 
Itfayence. i . " jU*i 

- Wie^aden made a conspicuous figure In tha^ 
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history of the middle age. It has been ah*eady' 
mentioned that the kings of the Franks had a 
palace there. Charlemagne often repaired 
thither from Viederingettiein^ for the purpose of 
l>atlilug. Thf emperor Otto resided here in 
965 when he signed several writings in feydiir 
of the bishopric of *Maf^ebotirg, ami some of 
theimperiai towns. Wiesbaden has several 
moimmeiits of this date, one'of which is a stone ' 
ifilh an inaeriptian. 

. Those who study botany and mineralogy will 
find niiimeroiis objects to gratify their curiosity 
in tfaje environs of Wieabaden, The woods, as 
well as the meadows, contain a great number of 
scarce ami curious plants. 

The tIraYeller dionld not (negleet to make an ' 
excursion from Wiesbaden to the neighbouring 
moimtaiw which form part of the Taunus. In 
order to reach the«f itie traveller must pass 
through Eppejisteirij which is three leagues dis- 
tant. ^ Tins small town^ near which is the old 
castle oK the aame oani^'is situated in the 
centre of four beautiful vaueyijcalled Fischhachy 
Lorsbachj Fokenhamenj and Bremihal. There 
is a tradition that a dreafyl giant fonlierly in- 
habited the rock wW^s the castle^now stands. ' 
A knight named Eppo^ h^vj^g caught liim in an 
ironiuety threw him down an^abyss^ and built the 
ea8lle:of Eppensteinon the rock. A whalebone 
suspended over the gate is said to be one of the 
Jiones of this giant^ and is shown as a corrobo« 
mtion of the tale. The Knichts of Eppenstein 
were \ery rich and powerful lords^ and May- 
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^nce had Ibirr archbishops, who were part of 
th^ir fjsimily. The line of Goclefroy became 
exlinciin 1497, and that of Everhard^ or.Mun- 
Eenberg, io 1 544. In the church of this small 
town are the tombs and representations in 
fitone^ of \hes^ ancient knights • The mountains 
of Staujfen^ Gdhbei^^ and Rossert^ situated in 
the vicinity, have a picturesque appearance. 
.On the southern declivity of the Stauffen are 
ficveral Roman tombs, and on its summit is a 
rock of a singular form, around which is the 
tracQ of an ancient rampart made with earth* 
Ifear Ewhkopf \ l^ehind F]scU>adh,.i8 the qon vent 
of Retters {Retterese) which was founded in the 
-I2jli century, by CountGerard of Nurings. On 
^e site of this convent the farm of Roders b 
erected. In the valley of Eppenstein is a 
;mineral fountain, near which soma bath$ have 
been established within a few years. 

A very pleasant road leads from Eppenstein, 
through liofheim to Sulzbach^ and to i>oden. 
Hofhttim IS sitni^ted on the Mein, an4 near it^ at 
:the top of a mountain covered with wood, is a 
.church which is very much frequented as a place 
of pilgrtmage, and contains the tomb of a Count 
,ofSlolberg. 

Sulzhach is delightfully situated, and in the 
time of theCarlovuigian kings was only a curiis 
regia. It afterwards -became a yillage indepen- 
.dent of the German empire, and by this tit'e it 
.contracted an aUian^ce with the town oi f rai^k- 
.fort in 1282* 

Soden, which is two leagues from Epjpensteio^ 
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'an^ was form^Hy a colony of Sohbach, derives 

'its name from a spring of salt water, situated 
there. It has also three bathing-houses, and 
three springs of mineral water^ whose heat is 
from fourteen to sixteen degrees by Reaumur. 
The substances composing this water are car- 
bonic gas, alkali, muriate of alkali,- and a small 
quantity of iron. The brine produces excellent 
common salt. In former times, Soden was like- 
wise a village independent of the German 
empire, and under the protection of Mayence 
and Frankfort. It now belongs to the house of 
Nassau* The situation of Soden is charming ; 
it Is encircled by heights of a delightful appear- 
ance, and the surrounding country is remarkably 
beantifuL A neat promenade leads to the top 
of a hill where there is a church. Many sup- 
pose that the Solicinium of the ancients was in 
the enTirons of Soden, near Mamolshain. 
' A league from Soclen is Kromberg vor der 
■ffohc^ which is surrounded by a small wood of . 
fruit and chesnut trees. The ancient pos^ssors 
of the castle near Kronberg were vassals who 
immediatelv depended on the German empire. 
They were iirstcalled Askeliiern (Eschborn), and 
did not take the name of Knights of Kronberg, 
till they had acquired possession of Kronherg. 
In the castle, which is very much d'dapidated, is a 
picture with an inscription in rerse, representing 
the battle in 1589, when the Knights of Kron- 
berg obtained a victory for the Palatines, who 

were their allies, over the inhabitants of Frank- 
fort. ' ' 
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Kroi^berg has lately bean &iDdu& ibr the nur- 
series belonging to Christ, a man of considerable 
merit* The young trees raised here^ are sent as 
far aa Livonia and Crimea* 

M . de Gerning, of Frankfort, haser^ted near* 
Kxonberg a neat country-house, which is par-- 
ticularly well situated* He is the author of a ' 
German poem, respecting the monnlain of 
Taunus, which is an excellent guide for persons 
visiting this part of the country. 

In the vaUey between Kronberg and Mamols^ 
hain, is a spring of mineral water which con- 
tains a large quantity of^salt^ iron, and sulphur^ 
and is an excellent remedy for chrcmic comr^ : 
plaints. There are, however, no accommo-. 
dalions for taking the waters at this place., ]>^ot 
far from this spring is another salt water spring, . 
which produces a great deal of salt. a 

The traveller should not omit to go from 
Kjronherg to the old castle oiFalkenstein^ which < 
is one of the most beautiful ruins in the Tannus. 
In fine weather it commands a view of more than , 
seventy of the surrounding towns and villages, 
as well as of a part of the Rheingaa^ From this 
castle sprung (according to the opinion of IM. de. 
Gerning), the Counts of Nuringes, the last of 
whom. Count Gerard, died in 1 1 70, leaving two . 
daughters named Guda, and Liikhardis, hy 
whose marriage the domains ot the lather passed 
to. Wernher II. of. Poland, and ta Kuno. \. of; 
Munzenburg. The last Lord of Mmizenburg 
d^ing iu 1 255^ hi$ five sisters diyidedbis iiihe-^ . 
ritance, part of which feU ipta.th^ hand$ of 
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Philip I. of Falkenstein, who rebuilt the castle, 
and called it uew Neufalkenstein. He was a very* 
rich atid pow^erful hxri, ahd bis sister Bealvice 
was considered the most beautiful woman of her 
time* SJ^e married the German king, Ricliard 
of Gomwallii^y' wha first sa^ het in ti^e eastle of 
Gndafels^ on the banks of the Rliine. She.waSr 
hurled at Oxford. The valiant Bishop KunO; of 
Treves, was likewise a descendant of lhat line of 
Lords of Falkensteixi, and of Wetterad, which 
became extinct in 1418. The property then 
passed to the female line, and with it to the 
lumses otSolms, Eppensteia^ Sa jn^ IscaEiboarg, 
and Virneboui^; 

The thrush, csiWeA tardus sa!tatili», generally 
found in the southern Alps, has for many years 
inhabited ifaese ruins ; and in the forest grows 
an Alpine plant, the doronicuni pardalianches. 

Those who wish to see the ancient fortress of 
Kbnigstein^ may visit it firom this place, if they 
Lave not previously m«ide an excursion to it 
from Eppenstein. In 1796 this fortress was 
taken without much resistance by the French, 
who blew up the fortifications. The town itself 
is very ancient, and is mentioned as far back as 
the time of Charlemagne . The castle, as well as 
tbetovi^n, was probably built in the lime of the 
king of the Franks. 

A league from Rronberg is Tlrsel^ situated iu 
the middle of a beautiful country covered with 
vroods, near a rivulet^ which gives motion to 
several mills and copper foundries. It is an 
old and remarkable church. This place was 
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formerly pari of the eonotry - of &dnig5tein« 
Towards the end pf tbe f6th eenfnry, it had a 
printiog-office^ the works executed by which are 
become very scarce. 

A league dialatit from Urael, is Hamburg par 
der Ho/ie^ the residence of a branch of the 
Princes of Hesse, who are descendants of 
Frederick !• grandson of Philip the Generous. 
In tlie walls of the old tower, called the While 
Tower, areseveral stones with Roman inscrip- 
tions, that ha'ye been fonnd in tbe environs. 
This castle is the remnant of the ancient one, 
which was probably erected on the ruins of a 
strong castle of the Romans. The new castle 
wasbuiJt in 1 680,b y t lie Landcfrave Frederickll . , 
whose figure in stone and in bronze may be 
seen ovar the gate of the castle. The town of 
Homlmrg is indebted for the embellishment of 
its environs to the present prince, who is one of 
the most generous sovereigns in Germany. 
Evory step in the vicinity of the town recalls to 
the mind the ancient conquerors of the world. 
The Heidengraben (pagans' ditch), the wall 
called Weisse Maur, the road of Thalwegslierg, 
the mountain of Altkonig, and many other 
places, bear evident marks of them. We have 
already mentioned the castle of Saalbourgi or 
Seulhourg, It is situated a league from Hora- 
bourg, and appears to have been the fort built 
by Drasus, and destroyed b^ Hermann. Ger- 
manicus rebuilt it, when, m conjunction with 
Cacinna, he made an expedition against the 
Galtes, in which he burnt their principal town, 
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called Mattiiim. Saalbour^ is situated at the 
top of a moimtam^ and its form is an oblong 

square, 280 feet in length,, and 180 feet in 
breadth. la 1 781^ was discovered not far from, 
this place, a' Rofnto bath^ in which were sereral 
utensils and stones with inscriptions ofthe22d 
legion. In the time of the Franks there was a 
casde here called Sala, whence the name of 
Saalbourg is derived. On the uorlh-cast, about 
a league distant, are the traces of another fort 
called Kapepsbour^ , which is supposed by some 
to ]jc the Palas, or Kapellatlum, of the ancients. 

If the traveller has not visited the Mountains 
AUkonigmd Feldberg^ from K.oiitgstein, orfrom . 
Kronherg, he may go to them from Homhurg. 
At the top of tiie Altkonigy Brunehault, queen of 
the Franks^ erected a room in order that she 
might view the whole of her extensive domintons^ 
with the first rays of the rising sun. The pro- 
spect from it is extremely beautiful; a vast 
country extends around the spectator, bordered 
by three chains of mountains, between whicli 
ilow the: Rhinct and the Mein.. One of these 
chains exitends from the Taunus, as far as Gob* 
lentz aiitl Bonn, including in this space the beau* 
tiful heights planted with vines, which reach 
from Hochheim to Rudesheim. On this chain 
of mountains likewise are several old castles. 
On the other side of the IMein appears xhe^Mal-^ 
chen>9 surrounded, by the White Tower. Several 
branches diverge from this mountain, which 
extend a cousiderable 4istanoe into the forest oJC 
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Odenwald^ and form on tlie right iheheaiuiful 
yrMey of the 'Neckar. On the other side of tber 
Rhine is MojitTonnerre^ which rises like a c;iant 
over the surrounding mountains : on its sides are 
the moantains of the Haardt and the Yosges/ 
which form the separation between Alsace and 
Lorraine^ and unite their branches with those of 
the Alps. On the north side of the Altkdnig 
commences a chain of mountains, which extends 
out of sight. The ruins of the ancient forts of 
XLonigstein and Kronmberg appear below, and. 
an immense number of towns and villages tend 
to adorn this beau ti&il prospect . 

In these cnyirous is another old castle-in good 
repair^ whicJi is called Reij^nherg. It is. 
situated at the foot of the northern part of the 
Feldbergy and is shaded by a wood of oaks 
interarixed with elms and ' palm trees. The 
Knights of Reiffenberg signalized themselves in 
morethanone bloody combat, and in 1574 they, 
took by assault the tort of J&dnigstein. Philip 
Louis, the last of this family, died in captivity, in 
1686} and by the marriage of his sister, the; 
castle of Reiffenberg passed to the Counts of 
Waldpott-Bassenheim . 

Behind Rei£iQsaberg>. at: the top^ of a hill 
covered wiik weod^ are the ruins of. the ^Id 
castle oi liattsteiny which was destroyed in 
1452., 

Three leagues from Homhurg is Friedberg.^^ 
This ancient imperial town is .not now of much 
importance. . The castle commands. a fine. YLi^\i^ 
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of the beautiful territory forming .the Wet- 
ter^an. The enyiroBS of Friedto^g coEMinr 
many monuments relating to the ancient his- 
tory of Germany. The Usipetes and the 
Cattes inhabited this couBlry, and sustained 
several hallles against the llomans. In the 
vicinity, several doman monuments have been 
diseovered. The Carlovingian kings )iad very 
probably a palace at this place^ and there is 
still a bath vrhich dates from the period when 
ibey Uyed. Under the gowrmtieiit of the 
FrAfiks, this country received thenameof Wet^- 
tergau, derived from the small river JVettery 
vrhich crosses i t . This district was very exten* 
sive, and included twelve counties, and many- 
imperial towns, such as Frankfort, Gelnhausen, 
Friedberg, &c. 

• Friedberg wasrebuilt by Frederick X. , and the 

' caslle which he erected on the ruins of the • 
anqlent palace probably bore the nameof Fried- 
yichsboorg, which was afterwards given to the 
town. The emperors of the hpuse of Hohen- 
stauffen occasionally restdeil hei^e ^ Frederick II. 
^mlidAished the town, and granted it nuftierotts 
privileges. Friedberg had likewise the right of 
holding a great fair : but this was transferred ta 
Frankfort, in 1340, by die Emperor Louis lY* 
In the environs of Friedberg are numerous ruins 
of ancient buildings, whence it is supposed that 
the town was formerly much larger. 

Inns. The Three Swords, and the Town of 
Darmstadt. 
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Katherless tkaa half a league from Fricdberg 
ia4he foaatam of miaeral water ot SchmMeim^ 
which is said to contain nearly the same sub-^ 
stances as lha water of Sckwalbach, but has 
nol the same repnlationy and is only druak 
by the neighbouring inhabitants. The environs 
oi this fofiataia ate very dreary. 

Fr€m this place iiie' trayel£er may make a 
pleasant excursion on foot to Gelnhausen, 
which is situated in the vicinity on the Kinzig^ 
where may siill be seen a part of the polace in* 
habitedby ErederickBarbarossa.The first objecl» 
which attract the trayeller s atfention on ap- 
proaching this ancient imperial town^ are the 
steeples of theconveni of the Trinity ; and as soon 
as he enters the place he will perceive the re- 
moains of thecln^rch of $t. Peter, the architecture 
of which is very remari&able. It is that called 
modern Greek architecture, which was adopted 
and followed in every part of £urope at tlie time 
of the Cmsades, as well as for some time before. 
The enyirons of Gelnhausen were preferred by 
Frederick I. surnamed Barbarossa, to every 
other place in his immense empire^ as a spot 
for the erection of a castle. The ancient 
palace of the emperor is at the foot of the 
town, in the district called Burg, in the midst of 
a delightful valley bordered b^ the chain of 
mountains which forms the junction between the 
mountaii^s called Rhinegebiirg, in Franconia^ 
and those called Yogelsbnrg, in the Wetteraru* 
It is situated on an i^nd formed by the K.inzig^ 
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and is surrounded by mountains, crowned with 
woods, hills^ and plains, wliichfonn a delightful 

landscape. 

To judge from what remains of this palace, 
an entire rock must have been used in its 
erection. All the walls are composed of two 
rows of large hewn stones, ornamented on the 
outside in the Tuscan style. The entrance^ 
which is on the west side of the wall, is a Tery 
simple structure. In the part of this wall which 
is very dilapidated, and against which several 
new nooses have been built, is a very lofty 
tower of immense size. In the inner court of 
the palace is a head of reddish stone with a 
long beard, representing Frederick Barbarossa. . 
On the left were the apartments of the emperor j 
and in that part which still remains, commonly 
called Beichssaal (Imperial Hall), that monarch 
w as accustomed to administer juslice,surrounded 
by his nobility. Ovet the gate the Keichssaal 
joins the chapel, and on the side of it is a large 
tower. 

The great wall, in which are arches supported 
by columns, is a remnant of the principal front 
of tlie Reichssaal. Through these arches, on 
the left, may be seen the convent of the Trinity, 
and at some distance from it the upper gate of 
the town of Gt^lnbausen, and beyond the en- 
trance gate of the Reiclissaal are the remains 
of the throne of Barbarossa. In the distance. 
a{^pear the walls which formed the enclosure 
of the court. At the end of this principal front 
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is the liill, called Meesthor^ where fairs were 
usually held ; and above this is the chapel, the 
•walls of which were partly restored under the 
reigu of the Emperor SIgismund. 

The upper part of the front of the Relchssaal 
has been taken away^ and the area filled up. 
The only parts remaining are the arches before 
mentioned. In these remains is preserved a 
•beautiful specimen of ancient Gothic architec- 
ture, or rather of what is called modern Greek 
.architecture. 

The staircases that lead to the halls have 
been destroyed, and only the beautiful entrance 
to the palace remains uninjured. The orna* 
ments of this entrance, and the manner in which 
the light is admitted, very much resemble 
Moorish architecture. Over small columns are 
arabesques, formed with foliage and' human 
figures. On each side of these arabesques are 
placed arches, which distinguish modei^u Greek 
architecture from tlie ancient colonnades and 
arches which were afterwards introduced by the 
Goths, The whole entrance presents a great 
xaass of stone; that is to s^jy a wall of con^ 
stderable thickness to su|}port the arches. In 
this wall are several openings, each having a 
double row of small columns^ through wliich 
the light enters. Above these small columns 
-are chapiters, which reach to the upper part of 
.the roof. The bases of all the columns^ as 
well as the principal front, are of the A.ttic order. 

A wall; constructed some time since, partly 
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conceals the entrance to tbe hall* In its interior 
are tumcolftniDs, which support Uie six arches 

on which the ceiling of the chapel rests. On 
the outside are three other coliunns, one of 
which is ornamented with eagles. In the chapel 
are pillars and columns which are ornamented 
with great taste. The walls of the tower;, at 
a short distance, are very thick, and formerly 
supported a large arch, whicli formed a separa- 
tion in its interior. The wall forming the enclo«- 
sure of the entire building is in many places 
more than thirty feet aboye the level of the 
Kinzig. 

It was prdbahly ahont the year 1144 that 
Frederic I. inhabited the imperial palace of 
Gelnhausen. When this emperor afterwards 
undertook his. expedition to Palestine^ he as^ 
signed this palace as a residence to several 
noble families of Gelnhausen and its environs, 
and left theminstructions respecting the manner 
in which they were to act in superintending the 
district belonging to the castle, and In adminis- 
tering justice at the courts held there. The 
number of these femilies considerably increased, 
and in 1366 the Emperor Charles IV. granted 
them the same rights and privileges as those 
enjoyed by the lords of the castle of Friedberg. 
During the thirty years' war the Swedes laid 
siege to it, because it was garrisoned by the 
emperor s troops, and on that occasion this 
beautiful palace was destroyed.

The packet boat sels oul every day from Mayence or 
Casscl. It is a neat stnall yacht, the accommodations of 
which are good. The fare to Cohlentz is six francs, or live 
shillings, and to Cologne twelve francs, or ten shillings, 
but if Uie traveller has much luggage, he must pay some- 
thing extra. If the wind and weather he favourable, 
the voyage to Coblenlz occupies about one day, and to 
G>logfie two, or two days and a half. But if the wind is 
adversei the, packet boat stops the Erst day at Sl Goar, 
where it passes the nigbt. la order to return from Gob- 
lentz to Mayence two days are required. The jirice of 
hiring a whole yacht is from six to twelve Louis or Na* 
poleonsi but a small covered boat, capable of carrying 
6 or 8 personSf may be hired for two or three.
